On the arrival of a pilgrim-ship in Cameran 
Harbour, as also at Abow-Saad, according to 
circumstances all pilgrims shall be disembarked 
and undergo the usual medical examination. If 
the health of the ship is good and without any- 
thing suspicious having occurred on the voyage, 
the ship and the pilgrims shall undergo five full 
days' quarantine, Luggage and effects will be dis- 
infected, the ship shall be washed and purified, 
but the cargo shall uot be landud nor purified nor 
taxed. 

Article 9. 


to vessels specially chartered for pilgrims. They 
must go directly to Cameran, and shall Ih» repulsed 
from ail other Arabian ports of the Rod Sea. 

By exception, vessels coming from Bassom with 
pilgrims oft board bound for the Hedjaz must 
also go to Cameran, where they wiH be treated 
according to the tenor of their bill of health and 
the general regulations.

Ships arriviug from infected ports, but which 
have had no cholera case during tho voyage or 
aftor arrival, shall undergo, ship and pilgrims, a 
quarantine of ten days. Merchandise coining from 
places contaminated by cholera shall remain on 
board the ship, if there has been no cholera cases 
during the voyage or after arrival, and is exempt 
from disinfection ami from sanitary fees. Excep- 
tion, however, is made for old personal effects 
and stuffs already used — unwashed -wool, old 
cottons, hair and feathers, raw skins and hides, and 
other raw auinnl remains, as also rugs. 

Article 10. 

Ships having had cholera eases during the 
voyiige, or after arrival, or suspected of such, shall 
be subjected, ships and pilgrims, to a quarantine 
of at least. 15 days. This quarantine shall be 
renewed each time a cholera case again occurs 
among crew or passengers after, their arrival in 
Lazaretto, and shill date from the day of the last 
case of sickness. In this case the clauses in tho 
Regulation of 1807 for cholera shall be strictly 
applied. 

Article 1 L 

No pilgrirmship shall leave Cameran for good* 
without having re-shipped, at the expiration of 
the quarantine, all the pilgrims brought by her. 
Still vessels which have completed their quaran- 
tine without cholera cases or suspected cases among 
tho crew, shall have a right to free pratique.

Sambouks coming from outside Cape Bab-el-

STATEMENT OF OBJECTS AND REASONS. 

Tun object of this liill, which relates to the Rangoon water-works now in process of con- 
struction, is twofold. 

2. The first is the vesting in the Municipal Committee for the Town of Rangoon of the 
Royal Lake at Rangoon and tho water-works connected therewith. The Dalhousic Park, 
in which the lake is situated, was dedicated by tho Marquis uf Dalliousie to the use and 
recreation of the public. At present 1 ho public en joy the privilege no 4 only of boating and 
fishing, but also of bathing in the waters of the lake. As one of the main features of the 
scheme of the new water- works is .that, the t own should he supplied with water for drinking 
as well as other purposes by a main led from the lake, it is essential to take steps 
for ensuring tho purity of the water of the lake. The best means of doing this seems to 
be to vest the control of tin? lake in the Municipal, Committee for the Town of Rangoon, to 
whom under the present scheme is assigned the duty’ of constructing and maintaining the 
new water-works. This is accordingly done by Chapter II of tin? liill. In order, however, 
that the existing privileges of the public may not be interfered with more than is 
necessary to prevent any defilement of the water, the same chapter specially reserves tho 
right of the public to row, sail or fish in or on the lake at any time, subject only to such rules 
as the Municipal Committee may make in this behalf. In order further to make ir. perfectly 
clear that nothing in the chapter affects the rights of the public with respect, to tho Dalhousio 
Park, a clause to this effect has been added. 

3. The second object of this BHl is to confer powers and impose duties upon the Muni- 
cipal Committeo with respect to the construction and maintenance of the proposed water-works, 
and to tho supply of water to the Town of Rangoon. And to this ob ject the other provisions 
of the Bill are directed. 

4. Chapter III deals generally with the construction and maintenance of the water- 

works. It imposes on the Committee a duty to construct tho works necessary for supplying 
a sufficient quantity of pure and wholesome water for domestic purposes, and confers on them 
the requisite powers of entering private land and breaking up streets. * » 

5. Chapter IV provides, first, for tho supply of water for domestic purposes to occupiers 
of houses or lands. , It declares the right of every occupier, in a part of the town in which it is 
the duty of the Committee to supply water, not only to a certain supply of water for domestic 
purposes, but also to have communication-pipes laid down for the purpose of bringing the 
water into his house or land. The communication-pipes must, however, bo made to the satis, 
faction of a municipal officer, by whom also the connection with the service-pipes must, be 
made. A municipal offioor. is also authorized to enter the premises at certain times aud to

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inspect the pipes and works connected With the supply of water; and, if the pipes and works 
are found to be at an^ time out of repair so as to causo any waste of water, the Municipal 
Committee are empowered, after nptice, to cut off the supply of water to the house or land. 

The chapter further imposes a duty on the Municipal Committee to supply a sufficient 
quantity of water for gratuitous use in stand-pipes. 

Then the duty of the Committee to fix fire-plugs and supply water for cleansing sewers 
and drains is prescribed. 

Next, there aro profusions for the supply by measurement, under special agreement, of 
• water for other than domestic purposes. 

Lastly, there is a provision declaring that, on and after such day as the Chief Commissioner 
may fix, the water shall be kept at such pressure as the Chief Commissioner, by rules, prescribes. 
This provision* cannot be put in force at once, inasmuch as the water is at present driven through 
the pipes by the force of gravitation only, and the pressure cannot, therefore, be artificially in- 
creased or reduced. Hut as it muy, perhaps, be hereafter decided to provide tlie necessary tanks 
and pumping apparatus required to raise the pressure of the water, it has been thought 
advisable to insert a provision of this nature. 

0. Chapter V deals with water-rates and water-rents. In lieu of the existing pro- 
visions on this subject contained in the British Burma Municipal Act, 1874, which are 
repealed by the Preliminary chapter of the Bill, this chapter empowers the Comihitteo, with 
the sanction of the Chief Commissioner, to impose an annual water-rate on all houses and 
lands situate in the town, not exceeding two per- cent, of their annual value, calculated on 
such principles as the Chief Commissioner by rule prescribes, and also empowers the Committee, 
with the like sanction, to abolish or reduce any such tax, or to exempt any houses or lands 
from taxation. The Chief Commissioner is authorized to suspend the levy of this tax if it 
appears to him that the tax is unfair in its incidence, or that the levy thereof or of any part 
thereof is obnoxious to tlie interests of the general public, or that any houses or lands should 
be. exempted from payment of the same, and the Committee refuse to remove the objection 
or grant the exemption. The chapter also provides for the constitution and application of a 
water-supply fund, and for the recovery of arrears of water-rates and water-rents. 

7. Chapter VI is concerned with the reciprocal rights of Owners and occupiers in respoct 
to the supply of water to houses. These provisions are modelled on the similar provisions in 
force in Calcutta, ulid may generally be described as empowering the occupier, after notice to and 
default, by the owner, to construct such works as may be necessary for bringing into the house 
a supply of water for domestic purposes, and to deduct the cost from his rent. The occupier, 
hqwever, will be required to pay, in addition to bis rent, interest at the rate of one per cent, per 
month on the money expended by the owner on the construction of such works or recovered 
from him under the provisions just referred to. The other provisions of the chapter arc sub- 
sidiary to the above, and among other matters provide for the reference of matters of differ- 
ence between the owner and occupier to the Committee. Lastly, there is a clause saving from 
•Idle chapter contracts in writing between the owners and occupiers of houses or lands. 

8. Chapter VIT empowers both tlie Chief Commissioner and the Committee to make 
rules for regulating subsidiary matters connected with the subject of the Bill, and prescribes 
the procedure for making such rules and the mode in which the rules are to be published ; 
while Chapter VIII enacts penalties for obstructing, diverting, wasting or misusing and for 
fouling the water contained in the water-works, and provides for the institution of prosecutions 
under the Bill by the Committee. 

9. Lastly, it may be noticed that, as the water-works to which the Bill relates have been 
to a great extent practically carried out, a clause lias been inserted m the Preliminary chapter 
validating all acts already done which would have been lawful had the 'provisions of the Bill 
been in force.

The fallowing Bill was introduced into the 
Council of the Governor General of ludia for the 
purpose of making laws and Regulations on the 
18th June, 1884

Bt section 4 of Act XXV of 1804 ( to provide further for the Solemnization of Marriafe# 
in India of persons prof easing the Christian Religion) it was enaotechfchat, from and after the first 
day of July, 1864, the Governor General of India in Council, the Governors of Madras and Bom- 
bay in Council, and the Lieutenant-Governors of Bengal, the North-Western Provinces and the 
Panjib should have authority to grant licenses to ministers of religion to solemnize marriage? 
within the territories subject to such Governor General, Governors and Lieutenant-Governors 
respectively* In exercise of the authority conferred by this section, the Governments therein 
named licensed certain ministers of religion to solemnize marriages within the territories 
subject to them respectively. Act XXV* oi 1864 was repealed by Act V ^ of 1865 . (to provide 
for the solemnization of Marriages in India of persons professing the Christian Religion)* The 
ninth section of this Act declared that, from and after the commencement of that Act, all 
marriages which should be solemnized in India otherwise than in accordance with the provisions 
* of the fifth and sixth sections of the Act should bo null and void ; and tho’sixth section of 
the Act, which specified the persons by whom marriages might be solemnizecftn India, only 
permitted a minister of religion who, under the provisions of that Act, had obtained a license to 
solemnise marriages. Act V of 1865 was in turn repealed by the Indian Christian Marriage 
♦Act, 187®. Tho fourth, seciiog of this Act declares that every marriage between persons, one 
or both of whom is a Christian or Christians, shall be solemnized in accordance with the pro- 
visions of the next following section; and that any such marriage solemnized otherwise than in 
accordance with such provisions shall be void ; and the following section of the Act, which specifies 
the persons by whom marriages may be solemnized in India, only permits a minister of religion 
licensed under the Act to solemnize marriages. There was no provision in Act V of 1865, 
and there is none in thelndiau Christian Marriage Act, 1872, either saving licenses granted 
under Act XX V of 1864 pr permitting ministers of religion licensed under that Act only to 
solemnize marriages. . 

2. It has been brought to tho notice of the Government that marriages have been solem- 
nized in India, both since the commencement of Act V of 1865 and since the passing of 
the Indian Christian Marriage Act, 1872, by ministers of religion who were not licensed under 
either of these Acts but under the Act of 1864. As it seems, to the Government that the effect 
of section 0 of the Aot.oE 1865 and of section 4 of the present Act is to make such marriages of 
doubtful validity, and as it is desirable to remove such doubts, the present Bill has been pre- 
pared. It simply declares that u license to solemnize marriages granted to a minister of 
religion under Act XXV of 1864 shall be deemed, if in force on the date on which Act V 
of 1805 came into force, to have been, while that Act was in force, a license granted under that 
Act, and, if in force on the date on which Act XV of 1872 camo into force, to have been since 
that Act came into force, and to be, a license granted under that Act.

STATEMENT 03? OBJECTS AND REASONS. 

1. The object of this Bill is to make two amendments iu the Indian Salt Act, 1882. 

2. It ban been found ^tliat. certain provisions of the Indian Salt Act, 1882, are not suitable 
to the circumstances of the Province of' Sindh, to which they at present extend, and it is 
proposed to replace them by an enactment to be passed by the local legislature providing for 
the requirements of the whole Presidency of Bombay inclusiyo of Sindh. It is doubtful, 
however, whether this course con be adopted until tho words in section 1 of the Act which 
bring the Province of Sindh within the operation of those provisions have been repealed. 
Those words are accordingly repealed by section 1 of the Bill, and, in. order that the rejxsd may 
be made to operate from tho date, on which the proposed new Act c C the local legislature 
comes into force, it is left to the Governor of Bombay iu Couucil to fix the date from which 
the section shall have effect. 1 

3. Tho object of the amendment made by section 2 of the Bill is to remove a doubt as to 
tbe meaning of section 27 of the Act, raised by a ruling of the J udicial Commissioner in 
Sindh, who has teld’that tho words " importation at salt ” iu that section cover only tho 
bringing in of suit os merchandize for the purposes of commerce and in merchantable quantities. 
The Bill substitutes for tho. word “ importation ” the word “ bring Lug."

STATEMENT OF OBJECTS AND REASONS. 

An essential portion of the scheme for the reorganization of the civil administration in 
the Pan jab, which has recently received the sanction of the Secretary of State for India, is to 
be found in the improvement of the judicial agency and the reform of the appellate system. 
The arrangements proposed for this purpose vender necessary very large changes in the law 
under which the Punjab Courts are now constituted (the Pan jdl> Courts Act, 1S7 7), and the most 
convenient mode of giving effect to them appears to be to repeal that Act and re-enact its 
provisions with the necessary additions and modifications. This it is proposed to do by the 
present Will. 

2. The changes in the law which it is intended to make will now bo noticed. 

3. Chapter II deals with the constitution of the Courts. The present law confers the 
civil judicial powers of the Courts subordinate to the Chief Court upon the executive 
officers of Government from the Commissioner down to the Tahsildar, though Act XIV 
of 187d enables the Local Government to confer the powers of a Deputy Commissioner 
or of a Tahsildar upon other persons, and under that Aet civil judicial powers have been 
conferred upon a number of officers known as Judicial Assist unis and Alunsifs, whose 
functions are mainly, though not always exclusively, judicial. Similarly, tin? Civil and 
Sessions Judge of Peshawar and certain Additional Commissioners have been invested 
with the judicial powers of Commissioners under Aet XVII of 1877. It is now pro- 
posed to velieve Commissioners and Deputy Commissioners, as a rule, of civil judicial func- 
tions, though they will continue to exercise jurisdiction in certain classes of cases which will 
be transferred fern the Civil to the Revenue Courts, and they may also be invested with civil 
judicial powers ivhere the judicial work is so light ns not to require the creation of special Courts. 
Commissioners will likewise he, as a rule, relieved of the functions us Sessions Judges which 
now devolve upon them, Jbut this can be done uuder the Criminal Procedure Code, without 
special legislation. 

4. Special designations which do not imply the exercise of executive functions are accord- 
ingly givfii to tilts Courts subordinate to tins Chief Court (section 4). 

5. With a .view to strengthen the* Courts of appeal in order to admit of greater finality 
being given to appellate decisions, -it is proposed that the Court immediately subordinate to 
the Chief Court should ordinarily consist of two Judges, ami that, while one of these Judges 
may bo enabled by rule to exercise certain of the powers of the Court, a single Judge should 
not liavo power in the exercise of his appellate jurisdiction to reverse any order other than an 
interlocutory order passed by any Court. 

6. Power is also taken (in section 7) to appoint tho Commissioner of a Division to be 
one of the Judges of a Divisional Court in addition to liis other duties, as it is iu contempla- 
tion to establish one of tho Divisional Courts at Deni Ismail Khan, and only one Judge will 
be available for that Court unless the Commissioner of the Derajat Division is appointed as 
one of the Judges. 

7. The appointment of Assistant Judges and Subordinate Judges of the first class by the 
Local Government, and of Subordinate J udges of the second, third and fourth classes, eorre- 
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spending to the present Muneifs, by the Chief Court, subject to rules to be made by the Local 
Government, is provided for by section 9. The Court of the Assistant Jqdge will replace the 
* Court of the Deputy Commissioner or Judicial Assistant under the present' law, and no 
provision has hitherto been made by law as to the authoiity by which Mfonaifs may be 
appointed or removed, * 

8. The olher differences between Chapter IT of the Bill and the corresponding! 1 chapter 
of Act XVII of 1877 follow upon those which have been already described. 

9. The third chapter, which provides for the jurisdiction and powers of the Chief Oburt^ 
only differs from the corresponding chapter of Act. XVII of 1877 in ’that section 19, relating to 
the transfer of suits, is assimilated to section 25 of the Civil Procedure Code ; section 81 is 
modified so as to enable the Chief Court to make rules for the exercise by one or more of tha 
Judges of a Divisional Court of the powers of that Court, except us regards the reversal of decrees, 
sentences or decisions of any Court, to provide by rule for the constitution of a full bench of the 
Chief Court, and to delegate to one of its Judges the power of determining what Judges shall sit 
alone or as a bench of tin* Court, and power is also taken to enable a single Judge of the Chief 
Court or of a Divisional Court to reverse an interlocutory orilor; sections 31 and 32 replace 
the reference in section 29 of the present Act to sections (538 and 037 of the Civil Procedure 
Code, and add what is necessary of sections OSS and 039 of thut Code; and section 83 provides 
for the delivery of the judgments of a bench of Judges by any Judge who was a member of 
that bench, in accordance with existing practice, and with the analogy of section 199 of the 
Civjl Procedure Code. 

10. Chapter IV relates to the jurisdiction and powers of Courts subordinate to the Chief 
Court. The Divisional Court is declared to be the principal Civil Court of original jurisdiction, 
but the Local (Jovernmont is enabled to empower any Assistant Judge or Deputy Commissioner 
with the powers of amAsaistant Judge to exercise any of the powers of a District Court, so aq 
to obviate tlic inconvenience of unduly limiting the number of Courts which can exercise jurist 
diction under certain laws, c\ Acts XL of 1858, XXVII of 18(50 and IX of 1801. 

11. While the jurisdiction of the Divisional Court and of the Court of the Assistant 
' Judge is unlimited as respects the value or amount in litigation, thus corresponding with the 
jurisdiction now exercised by Commissioners and Deputy Commissioners, that of the Sulxwh- 
nate Judge or the first class is limited to Rs. 5,000 instead of Its. 10,090, which is the limit 
of the present jurisdiction of an Assistant Commissioner with full powers, and that of other 
Subordinate Judges may extend either to Its. 100, to Rs. 500 or to Its. 1,000. 

12. In section 41 power is taken' to invest Assistant Judges or Subordinate Judges with 
the jurisdiction of a Small Cause Court Judge for the trial of suits cognizable by a Small 
Cause Court within certain limits of value or amount. 

13. The other changes in Chapter IV are those which are rendered necessary by the 
alterations of the law already described. 

14. Chapter V relates to appellate jurisdiction in civil cases. It embodies the modifi- 
cations proposed in the apjjellate system with the view of restricti ng the right of appeal so far as it 
is considered that 1 lie improved organization of the Courts will admit of this. The second appeals 
allowed by the Code of Civil Procedure, and the further appeals allowed by the present Pan jab 
Courts Act are abolished, and the decisions of appellate Courts are made final, except that, the 
Judges of u Divisional Court are enabled, when they differ as to the judgment which should bo 
passed, or when some question of law or custom or of general interest is involved', if they think 
the case of sufficient importance to justify further appeal, to grant a certificate permitting a 
further appeal to the Chief Court. 

15. Appeals to Assistant Judge's are confined to suits not above Rs. 500 in value, either 
of the Small Cause Court class or of any other class which the Chief Court, with the sanction 
of the Local Government, may determine to put upon the same footing, and appeals in suits 
fthove Rs. 5,000 in value, as well as appeals from decrees of the Divisional Court, will, when 
allowed by law, lie to the Chief Court, all other appeals allowed by law lying to the Divisional 
Court. 

. 16. Section 47, relating to the transfer of appeals, has been modified to the same ex- 
tent as section 19. « . 

17. Chapter VI, which deals with Revenue Courts, is new, having been rendered neces- 
sary by the transfer of certain classes of suits enumerated in section 48 from the Civil to the 
Revenue Courts. It provides .for the jurisdiction and powers of these Courts, for their pro- 
cedure, for appeals from their decisions, for the revisional jurisdiction of the Financial Commis- 
sioner, and the controlling' powers of the Financial Commissioner, Commissioner and Deputy 
Commissioner, respectively, for the transfer of Buits and appeals, and for the distribution of 
business between Financial Commissioners when more than one such officer is appointed, the 
sanction which has been given hy the Secretary of State to ' the appointment of a second 
Financial Commissioner rendering a provision of this nature necessary. Sections 64 and 6$ 
correspond with sections 49 and 50 of the present Act, enabling the Local Government' to confer 
judicial powers upon Settlement-officers, the only addition being that the officer may be sq 
empowered either by name or in virtue of his office. 
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18. ■ Chapter VII contains . miscellaneous and supplementary provisions, some of which 
correspond with Sections 46 to 48 of the present Act. Of the others, section 69 provides that any 
Judge of the Divisional Court shall Be deemed to be the District Judge throughout its jurisdiction 
' for the purposes of the Indian Divorce Aot; section 70 provides for vocations; and section 71 for 
proceedings pending when this Bill becomes law ; section 72 interprets certain expressions in sec- 
tions 617 ana 622 of the Civil Procedure Code so as to prevent doubt as to the cases in which 
the revisional jurisdiction of the Chief Court may 4ie exercised ; section 73 amends the Court- 
fees Act so that the fee leviable on a memorandum of appeal, when it exceeds the fee leviable 
on a petition to the Chief Court, may be charged on an application to it for the exercise of its 
revisional jurisdiction under section 622 of the Civil Procedure Code; and section 74 enables 
the Court in certain cases to grant a certificate authorizing the refund of the fee so charged.

The Hon’ble Mr. Ilbert moved for leave to introduce a Bill to amend 
and' define the law of Testamentary and Intestate Succession to KhojAs. , 
He said : — 1 * * 

“ The Khojas are a small sect who .were converted from Hinduism to 
Muhimmada nism about 400$ cars ago, Imt who notwithstanding their conver- 
sion still retain to a groat extent their Hindu laws and usages. They arc, as a 
rule, traders by occupation, and they are to be found in almost all tho trading 
^communities of Western India, and on thfe seaboard of thq Indian Ocean, — 
not anljfr in British India but in such places as Cutch, Muscat and Zanzibar, 
it appeared, from some enquiries rnqde in a lawsuit heard about 18 years ago, * 
that* there were then about 5^800 Khoja houses or families in Sindh, about 5,000, 
iu Kathiawar, a considerable number (the precise number is uqt stated) inCutoh 
and Guzerat, 450 in Zanzibar, 4.00 in .Muscat, and about 1,400 in Bombay 
and the immediate noighlxmrhood. Thove are Sunni Khojas and Shid Khojds, 
but the great majority of them arp Shi as, of the particular variety known as 
Shin Imdnii Ismailfs, who owe. spiritual slloeiancto ‘to the hereditary ImAnis of 
the Ismailfs. The 'representative of those hereditary Imams was, at tho time 
when the presen tjegislatjon ^as ‘first contemplated, and until quite recently, 
a .Persian noblemah, known as His Highness Aglm Khan, a man of romantic 
history and romantic ’’lineage, claiming descent in direct lino from Ali, tne 
Vicar of God, through the .seventh and (according to the Ismaili crocd) the 
last of what are balled the Tevealed Imams — Ismail, the son of Jafilr Sudiq. 
i This nobleman, iff ter a .series of ahvontures in his own country, in the course of 
which he seems to have seized and held for some tim&the Province of Kinnan, 
H fldd ta Sindh and there raised a body of light horse which*was of some service to* 
General Nott ifnd General England during the first Afghan war* (in the years 
1841and 1842), and afterward^ to Sir Charlos Napier in his conquest ’of Sindh. 
Bi 1845! ho went to Bombay, and there spent, with one short exception, the 
remainder of his* days, living id considerable state and cnjoyiftg the hoipage 
. of his spiritual followers. This homage appears tahave been of some sub- 
stantial valpe, for it iS* stated that his yearly income, derived from his votaries 

* in various par .of India, it is said, in some remote parts of Asia, averaged , 
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about JBlO^OcTtierliTig. The greater part of this, income It fetid. to hare' hofettM 
spent % iris late Highpess in horse-radng, a pursuit qf whicn he woe for some g 
time one of the modb munificent' patrons in ‘Bombay. His Highness Aghd ' 
IpriLn, died last year, ami ho& boon succeeded mettle Imamshi by hie* 
son, who* is known as flis Highness Agha Ali Sluik. So much for %e spiri- 
tual head of tho Shia Khojas, whose pcqifliar relation ft> his adherents has a 
t very intimate hearing, on some of the provisions of the Bill which I am aSk- * 
ing leavo to introduce. ' *

w * “ Now, tbeTvhojftR aro, as I hare said, subject partly* to* tno Hindu and 
glibly to the Muhammadan law, and they retain the former law to suoll'an 1 
extent in -matters connected w ith property^ and succession that it is presumed 
to apply to them until thd contrary is proved. The extent tq, which it does 
apply to them 1ms always been* a matter o I considerable doubt, and, as they ore - 
a wealthy community, tlic doubts on the subject have given rise to a great dual 
of litigatfon,* insomuch that tho Khojds occupy, a space in the reportssof thet 
Bombay High Court quite disproportionate to their numbers. 

W *" Among the sYiits relating to them aro three of especial importance?— one 
decided l>y Sir*firskine Perry in 1847 and reported by luiu in liis volume of, 
Oriental cqpcs ; another decided in 1806, after a hearing of 24 ^lays, by Sir» 
Joseph A mould, whose elaborate and most interesting judgment is our njrinci-' 
pal soifrce of information about the Khojas ; and a third, decided ip 1875, by Sir 
Michael Westropp, after a hearing which occupied the Lower Court for 
twenty -four days, and the Appellate Court for tyur days* In thft^last case Sir 
Michael Westropp, the then Chief J usticp, after describing the state of the

* It is however, evident that the Khojas aVe not aS firmly bound in matters of succession 
and inheritanuC'by the Hindis law as.MuhurnmiulunE. proper uic by the Muhammadan law and 
the Hindus by the Hindu law, and lienee it is tint it would not.be reasonable to require such 
stringent proof of a custom ef inheritance amongst them differing “from ordinary Hindu law 
as from a Hindu. , 


* Now, it is manifest that such a state of the law must greatly encourage litigation, and 
we cannot help thinking that it wjnild be most desirable that the (jovemmeut, should take steps, 
as was done iji the case of the Parsin, to ascertain the views o£ the majority of the community 
on the sul^ject of stieecssion, and should then pasR an enactment giving effect to thosp views. 
Unanimity, of course, c&uld not he expected, hut tlic rules which wore found generallydw prevail 
might be mnde law ; and though.the religious differences existing among members of the Khojd 4 
Caste might create difficulty, it wonld not, we think, lie iusupcrahlei 1 * 

“ Sir RichartJ Temple’s •Goveritmont acted on this suggestion and*appointe4. 
a Commission, of which Mr. Justice MaxtVell Melvill, of the « Bombay High 
Court, was President, and of which the other members were His Highnops 
JLgbd Ali Shph and thi*ee other gentlemen represent iug tho Shia Khojds, 
one gent^pman representing tho Sunni Khojas, and Mr. Spencer, thou Acting 
Pint Judge of the Small Cause Court at Bombay. „ ^ * *• 

“iflie Commission took the greatest pains to ascertain the customs and views 
of the Khoja sect in tne Presidency of Bombay and other parts of the cotfcatry, 
and after much consideration and dif cession agreed on a draft Bill, subject to 
a dissent on certain specific points which was signed by His Highness Aght£ 
Ali Shdh and by one only of tho three othftr lAembers representing the Shia 
, division. .This Bill .was approved by tho Government pf Bombay and sent, up 
to the Government of India, and it constitutes the basis'of the Bill which I .am 
now asking leave to introduce. It raised several difficult .questions, and it has »

‘‘Whereas the BilJ^ proposes to disregard <j.orrtioilci. in the case of moVeable as 
well Os in # the case of immoveable property. Now, the, rule embodied iu the 
Indian Succession Act is nut oftly the rule of one of the most important of our 
Codes, but also, as a'rulc of what is coiled private international law, has obtained 
general acceptance among the civilized nations of the ^ r est ; and wc should not 
be justified in departing from it unless there appeared to be good reason for 
supposing that it is not suitable to the peculiar circumstances of tho Khojds. 
% think tltqt there are Such reasons. . * * 

“ In determining the qqpstion by which rule thd succession to moveable pro- 
pSrty should be regulated, the choice is practically between the low of the domi- 
cile of the decided and’the law of the situs of the assetp ; that is to say, the law 
of t)ic plavc whore the man had his home and the law of the place where he 
left his property. Western nations have generally agreed to apply to succession

* “Tins was th© firtt question of principle which we bad to settle. The 
next related' to difficult subjeot of anixed marriages. ’ The Kfiojis arc a 
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wg exeftwive goapwfciuity, *nd look with great disfavoufc on marriage with any 
wmm outside their body. Xofie of tbetp deny— at'least ad yre aro informed by 
the president dr the Commission — that the marriape/o^ a male Kjiojd to /a female 1 
who is not a Khojd is perfectly valid it within the Bmm allowed by Muhax^nadc^ 
v l&lv. Bat rft the same time they are anxious to go asjfar as they can in the direc- 
tion of discouraging marriages of this kind.

what the rights of the ajien son were to bo in the inheritance, it turned out 
that he had no rights at all, and that he was "’'in all respects* except tbfe mere 
* name, treated as if he were illegitimate. I do not refer to* daughters, *bccai»e 
daughters were placed on an entirely different footing to itli respect 4 tp inheri- 
tance. This so-calied compromise approved itself not only to* the Commission 
but to* tho Bombay Government ; but with all dofeSynco to those high authorities 
it appears to me that, so far from being a compromise, it was a complete sprren- 
deJ*of tljo principle at stake. The practical effect of the proposals of tho" 1 Com- 
mission would* be to place tho uon-Khojd widow for all t ho purposes of # the* Bill 
on the sarae'footing' ds a concubine, and tho children pf a non-Khoja wife cm 
the same footing as bastards ; and there is not mucli difference between ,doing. k 
this and declaring the marriagp invalid. * . * # ■ 

{'Now, there' are to my mind serious objections on priribiple to the acceptance 
of this proposal. Although in legislation of this kind, which is avowedly an at- 
‘ temjrt to deline and.njn-ke more precise certain usages and customs, we are bo und 
itf foil bw as closoly as wo can the usages and feelings of those for whom we and 
legislating, yet there are 1 i tints to the distance which we are justified in going in 
this direction, knd the legislature cannot, in my opinion, go us far as the Courts of 
law. Hkcre are^ as we all know, certain customs and usages which a Court of law • 
declines, and very properly declines, to enforce on the ground that they aje immo- 
ral and contrary trt public policy. But there are also customs which a Court fid 
law might feolitself bound to recognise or even to enforco, but which' no vert Ketese 
the legislature would hesitate "to impress with the seal of its authority. It is one 
thing^o recognise a rule, as existing, but quite another to give it the imprimatur 
of*the legislature as a rule which ought to exist. U nder w hat circumstances and 
to wliat extent the legislature -would be justified in infer lei ing to *set aside 
restrictions on marriage based on religious or caste* differences is a question 
on which I need not enter, and about which there would probably be somd 
.difference of Opinion. But on one point 1 think wc should be all* agreed, and 
that is that we should not interfere hy legislation to enforce stiruh restrictions. 
At least I for one would mover, be a party to any legislation which should throtr 
a 4otobt on tho validity of mixed marriages. *

1 ** Whilst I am on the - subject of definitions, I' may mention that I hare 
omitted the definition of ‘ undivided family,* which was to he found in the 
Commission’s Bill. The institution of the undivided family appears to prevail 
among the Khojas, and to resemble, hut to be by no means identical with, 
the undivided family of Hindu law. Now, he would he a bold man who 
would attempt to define ' precisely and exhaustively the characteristics of the 
Hindus undivided family, but it would require still greater boldness tS attempt 
to define the undivided family with a difference which is to be fonnd among 
the Khojas. It is true that the Commission had attempted such a definition, 
but when the matter came to be examined it was found, that .the definition 
would ’.not hold water. Under those circumstances, we thought it the more 
prudent course to leave the term undefined. 

" The* next point on which the Bill departs from the recommendation of the* 
Commission relates to the succession of remote relations to the inheritance of a 
person* who dies intestate. The Commission’s Bill admitted to the succession 
only those of the * more distant relatives’ of the intestate who were on the father’s 
sfde, and confined it to such of them as are within the seventh degree of kindred. 
On failure of this limited class of distant kindred, section 42 gave the property 
* to the jamdt of that sect of the Khojas to which the intestate belonged at the 
time of his death, to be held and applied according to to the customs of the said 
jamdt.* Even this did not satisfy the two dissenting members of .tbe Commis- 
sion and some of the other adherents of llis Highness Aghd Khan, who, as Imam, 
was the person chiefly interested in the succession of the jamdt. They contended 
that the jamdt should come in after the nearer relations. This point was very 
ettref ully considered by the Government of India in consultation with the Bombay 
Goverrunent, and the conclusion they came to was that it was impossible to 
exclude the heirs of deceased persons in favour of any such institution as a 
‘ jamdt * of any person or authority representing such an institution. Of 
course, it is quite open to any Klioja who desires that his property should be 
devoted to any charitable or religious purpose, or should be enjoyed by any 
spiritual person for whom he entertains a special veneration, to dispose of his 
property by will, or otherwise in accordance with law ; but if ho dies intestate, 
it would be contrary to all established principles to enact that his property 
should devolve otherwise than upon his relatives. 

“ Apart from this objection on the ground of principle, there appear to be 
practical objections to the proposal as formulated by the Commission. • You ask 
what a jamdt is. It appears from Shf Joseph Arnould’s judgment in one of 
the cases to which I have referred that it is an assembly in council of all the 
adult male members of the Khoja community of the place. Now, of course, 
it Is obvious that doubts might ariso as to tlio # constitution of a jamdt 
with respect tq the religious belief, the residence of the deceased, his 
attendance at the jamdt , and on other similar matters. Then there might 
v* be doubts as to who were the other persons actually belonging to the jamdt 
to which the deceased belonged so as to be entitled to the property; and 
further there might be doubts as to how the property of a deceased in- 
testate Khoja was to be held and the objects to which it was to be applied. 
It is quite true that the Bill prepared by the Commission proposed to say 
that the property was to be held and applied according to the customs of 
the jamdt ; but if you refer to Sir Joseph Arnould’s judgment, you will find 
that, as a matter of fact, there are no customs at all to look to.” (The 
Hon’ble Mb. Gibbs .— 1 “ Excepting as to dinners, I think.)** “There may 
possibly be customs as to dinners, but tbe fact appears to be that, though 
. a jamdt collects largo sums of money through its officers, it only does so 
on behalf of the Imam ; the money collected is passed on to him, and if the 
jamdt wani$ any portion of it for „its own purposes, such as the dinners to 
which Mr* Gibbs has referred, or the keeping up of the jamdt-khdnd (the 
• council -room or guildhall of the community), it can procure it only as a 
grantfrom the Imdm. Practically, therefore, to give the money to the jamdt 
is to give it to the^Ipidm, and it appears to be absolutely in the discretion of 
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the Im&m to spend the money as he pleases; and it appeals from the judg- 
Ynent of Sit Joseph Arnould that the late Imdm used to devofcethe money 
derived from this source to such purposes as. horse-racing. Practically, * there-., 
fore, if you give the succession to the jamdt, it is tfye same thing as- giving 
succession to the Imdm, and the property may be devoted by him to such 
purposes as he thinks fit, whether religious or secular. It has been said that 
there is practically no difficulty in ascertaining how the money ought to be spent, 
but it is quite clear that we cannot legislate on a basis sucb as this. We 
should have to define the constitution of tli e jamdt, and we should have to define 
careful ly*lio w money belonging to tlife jamdt should be applied, and it would 
be impossible to place the property at .the absolute disposal of any individual, 
in whatever degree of veneration he might bo held. That being so, we have 
excluded the jamdt from the succession, and the Bill extends the succes- 
sion to relatives of the intestate, both on the father's and on the mother’s 
side, without limit of degree, and then goes on to apply the ordinary rule which 
makes the Crown the ultimate lioir in the very rare occasions in which the 
owner of property dies and leaves no person entitled to succccdf under the 
ordinary provisions of law. 

** One of the most difficult parts of the Bill — to pass to another subject — 
was that which relates to the rights and interests of a widow or mother taking 
by succession in cases -where there are in existence certain male relations en- 
titled to the inheritance subject to her rights. The interest of a Khoja female 
succeeding under these circumstances resembles the well-known estate of the 
Hindu widow, but with very important differences, some of which are not 
easy to understand or explain. The provisions of tho Bill on this subject 
have been worked out with very great care by Mr. Fitzpatrick, who has devot- 
ed an immense deal of trouble to the Bill, and are merely a development, with 
the requisite amplifications and the ’ additions of the necessary -machinery, 
. of the proposals formulated by the Commission. . On one point we have depart- 
ed, not indeed from the substance, but from the language, of the Bill prepared 
by the Commission. They proposed to call the widow's interest a life-estate, and 
to describe those who came after her as * reversioners. ’ But terms like these, 
borrowed from the highly technical and artificial nomenclature of English law, 
are always apt to suggest false analogies when applied to Hindu legal concep- 
tions, apd we thought it better to ’discard them. For the purpose of describing the 
position of the Khoja female taking the limited eslate which is given her under 
this Bill, we have suggested the term * restricted owner.’ The chief advantage 
of this term is that it hus not already any technical meaning, but it is quite pos- 
sible thatBome one maybe able to suggest some more appropriate phrase, and, if 
* so, we shall be only too glad to adopt it. The rights and liabilities of this restricted 
owner are carefully defined in the Bill ; but I wall not dwell on them now, 
because they are of a very technical character and will be found fully explain-, 
ed in the Statement of Objects and Reasons. As to the power of alienation 
which should bo given to tt widow or mother taking by succession, there was 
not a complete agreement among the members of the Commission. His 
Hi ghn ess Agha All Shdh and some of liis adherents were anxious to give her 
somewhat larger powers of alienation for religious purposes ; but on this 
point the Government of India, after hearing the arguments adduced on 
both sides, came to the conclusion that they ought to support the views of 
the majority of the Commission. So" much as to intestate succession. 

**In dealing with the wills of Khojds, the Bill, following generally thelirics 
of the Hindu Wills Act, proposes to apply to them certain sections of the Indian 
Succession Act with modifications ; but there are difficulties, with which some 
of us are familiar, connected with the construction of the Hindu Wills 
Act, which made it necessary to depart in some points from the form and lan- 
guage of that measure. The difficulties to which 1 refer are these. The. Suc- 
cession Act contains provisions which give or assume the existence of a power 
of disposition by will in favour of unborn persons. TheHinduWills Act 
applies these provisions to certain Hindus, but qualifies their application by 
the proviso that nothing in tho Act is to authorize a Hindu to create in property 
, any interest -which he could not previously have created, that is ta'say, could 
.not have created before the passing of the Hindu Wills Act. Now, in the famous 
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V . Tagore pase, which was pending when the Hindu Wills Act was passed and 
' was decided shortly afterwards, the Judicial Committee of the Privy Council 
held that a Hindu could not under his own law, as unaffected by our legisla- 
tion, make any disposition by will in favour of an unborn person; and the 
High Court at Calcutta, in a judgment delivered a short time ago, and against 
which no appeal has, so far as I know, been lodged, have decided that, under 
the provisoth the Hindu Wills Act, when read in connection with the decision 
. of the Judicial Committee in the Tagore case, a Hindu, has no power to make 

a disposition by will in favour of an unborn person, notwithstanding the in- 

corp&ratibn in the Hindu Wills Act of certain sections which imply the exist- 
ence of such a power ; that is to say, they have held that the power of a 
Hindu to leave property by will to an unborn person is precisely the same as 
it was before the Hindu Wills Act was passed ; in other words, that he lias no 
such power at all. But tlio Judges made some strong remarks as to the 
inconsistency between the language of the incorporating Act and the language 
of the sections which it incorporated. After those remarks it was quite 
impossible to take the Hindu Wills Act as a precise model for legislation in 
the present case, and, practically, two courses lay open to us, either to give 
Khojas the same power of disposition ifi favour of unborn persons as is 
given by the Indian Succession Act, or else to place them in the same position 
as Hindus under the Hindu W r ills Act are declared by judicial decision to 
occupy ; that is to say, the position of not having any power to make such a dis- 
* position by will. It was clear that the question as to which of these two 
courses should be adopted stood on grounds altogether independent of those on 
which the perpetuity question among Hindus had boon discussed ; for it must 
be borne in mind that the Khojas are not Hindus, although they have in cer tain 
particulars retained some of their customs and usages. Under these circum- 
stances, the Government of India consulted the Bombay Government as to 
which of the two courses should he adopted, and intimated in their communica- 

• tion that they would be willing to adopt whichever of the two courses might 
he considered most expedient having regard to existing practices and usageB 
among the Khojds. The reply which wo received was to the effect that, as far 
as appeared, there was no recognized definite rule among the Khojds beaming on 
the point; that it was unlikely that tiny attempt had hitherto been made among 
them to create by will an interest in favour of an unborn person ; tjiat there was 
thus a tabula rasa ; and that it was quite open to the legislature to legislate on 
the subject as it thought best, without any fear of violating an existing custom 

• or of running counter to any prejudice or desire of the Khoja community. 
This being so, the Government of India have come to the conelu- 

. sion that it is not desirable to eonfer by law on the Khojds any power of tes- 
tamentary disposition in favour of persons not in existence at the time of the 
testator’s death; and accordingly all portions of the Indian Succession Act 
which confer or assume the existence of .such a pow r er, have, as far -as practi- 
cable, been omitted from the sections which we have incorporated, and we intend 
to insert a pTSviso to the effect that nothing in the portions of that Act made 
applicable shall confer such a pow r cr. It appears to me that, if the question is 
to be settled by reference to considerations* of general expediency apart from 
any pre-established usage, the balance of convenience is in favour Qf not super- 
adding to the complications which arise out of Hindu family law the further 
complications which wo all know are apt to arise out of testamentary settle- 
ments. * 

“ 1 may add that, in order to meet the objections w hich wore urged by the 
Calcutta Judgete against the practice of wholesale incorporation by reference, I 
propose to put iu a schedule to the Bill those sections of the Indian Suc- 
cession Act which are to be incorporated in it, showing precisely the modifica- 
tions which are to be madein the soetious as incorporated. 

“ Theso, I think, are the only points in connection with the Bill on which 
I need touch at the present stage, and I will merely conclude by apologizing for 
the length to which I haVe been compelled, by the nature of the subject, to carry 
my explanations.** 

His Excellency the Phesident said : — “ It is needless that I should 
say that ample time will be given for the consideration of this Bill by the 
parties concerned before it is proceeded with in its various stages.*’

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INDIAN SALT ACT, 1882, AMENDMENT BILL.

The Hon’ble 'Sir A. Colvin introduced the Bill to amend the Indian Sam 
Act, 1882, and moved that it be circulated few the purpose of eliciting opinion 
thereon. . h 

The Motion was put and agreed to. 


The Hon'ble Sir A. Colvin also moved that the Bill and Statement • of 
Objects and Reasons be published in the local official Gazettes in Eng lish and 
In such other languages as the Local Governments might think- fit. ' 

The Motion was put’ and agreed to. 


PANJAB COURTS BILL, 1884. 

The Hon'ble* Mr. Barkley moved for leave to introduce a Bill to amend 
the law relating to Courts in the Panjab. He said : — 

“ The object of this Bill is to make the changes in the law under which the* 
Panjdh Courts are now constituted, which are required for the purpose of giving 
effect to the arrangements for the improvement of *the judicial agency and the 
reform of the appellate system, which ‘form part of the scheme for the 
reorganization of the civil administration in the Punjab recently sanctioned 
by the Secretary of State for India on the recommendation of Your Lordship’s 
Government. These changes are so numerous that the most convenient mode 
of carrying them out appears to he to repeal the Panjab Courts Act of 1877 
and include the whole of the law on the subject, except so far as it is to he 
found in the Criminal Procedure Code, in the Bill which I have row the honour 
to ask leave to introduce. 


M The arrangements proposed involve a further stop in the direction of 
relieving from judicial duties officers employed in the revenue and general 
administration of the Province. When the Banjul) Administration was orga- 
nized, thirty-five years ago, all its officers, from the members of the Board of 
Administration down to the Tahsildars, were invested with civil hnd criminal 
jurisdiction in addition to their revenue and executive functions, and there* can 
he no doubt that this was < he arrangement heat suited to the earlier days of the 
administration of a new province, and that it was attended with many advantages 
so long as it was possible to maintain it. But it was almost inevitable, that, in 
the adm inis tration of an extensive province like the Panjab, some division of 
labour should become necessary. The growth of population, the extension of 
agriculture, the development of trade, the steady increase of litigation, the' 
introduction of a stricter system of law and procedure, and the increasing 
demands of the central adminisl ration upon local officers, have all added to the 
amount of work to he done, while the simplicity of system which enabled a 
single officer to control the administration of a district or division in all 
departments has disappeared as departments have been multiplied. It has 
therefore become necessary from time to time to increase the number of officers, 
and to arrange for the distribution of work between them. * When the Board of 
Administration was dissolved, the Chief Commissioner was relieved rtf judicial’ 
functions by, the appointment of a Judicial and a Financial Commissioner, of 
whom the former became the head of the Judicial Department. The duties 
of the Judicial Commissioner, however, were by no means purely judicial.’ He- 
had 'the control of important branches of the administration; such as the police 
and the public works of the province, and it was not until the Chief Court 
took tlie place of the Judicial Commissioner, early in 1866, that any Court, 
except a few Small Cause Courts, could he said to be presided over by officers* 
exclusively engaged in the judicial administration. 

“ In 1876, the increasing pressure of "work made it necessary, in order to- 
give Deputy Commissioners and Tahsildars time for their other duties, to re- 
lieve them, in a large measure, of civil judicial work. This was done, under 
Act XIV of 1875, by the appointment of a number of ’special officers, knows 
as Judicial Assistants • and Munsifs, upon whom the powers of a Deputy Com- { 
mjssioncr and of . a TahBflddr were respectively conferred, mid these officers- 
have been mainly, though not always exclusively, employed in the discharge 
of , judicial functions. The Commissioner of Peshdwar has also been practi- 
cally relieved of his judicial duties by the appointment of a Civil and Sessions 
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Judge, and some other Commissioners hare been partially relieved of judicial 
work by the appointment of two Additional Commissioners. 

“ It has now become necessary to make further provision for the judicial 
duties at present performed by Commissioners and Additional Commissioners and 
by the Civil and Sessions Judge of Pesluiwar, and as the number of appeals to the 
Chief Court is annually increasing and has for several years been greatly in excess 
of what threat Judges — the permanent- strength of the Court- — could dispose of, 
it has been thought advisable to reduce the number by giving greater finality to 
the dec: ions of Courts subordinate to the Chief Court. It is, therefore, now pro- 
posed to constitute seven Divisional* Courts, consisting ordinarily of two Judges 
each, which will take the place of the Commissioners’ Courts and of that of the 
Civil and {Sessions Judge of l*esh&war, and at the same time to make considerable 
alterations in the lau regarding the right of appeal in civil suits. The uumber of 
Judges sanctioned for these Divisional Courts being thirtcen,.it is proposed, in 
order to complete the seven Courts, to take power to appoint the Commissioner 
of a Division to be one of the .Judges ; but, unless where this is done, Commis- 
sioners will be relieved of the judicial duties now devolving upon them. It is, 
however, proposed to transfer certain classes of suits relating to laud, which can 
be better disposed of by He v e u ue-oi l leers than, by purely judieial officers, from 
the Civil to the Revenue Courts, and in these cases Commissioners will still 
exercise appellate jurisdiction. There is no doubt that, in consequence of the 
proposed changes, the work of Commissioners w ill be greatly reduced, and this 
renders possible a reduction in the number of Commissioners east of the 
Indus, as well as the abolition of the appointments of the Civil and Sessions 
Judge of Peshawar and the Additional Commissioners. 

*« It is proposed to empower the Chief Court to make rules for the exercise 
of the powers of the Divisional Court- by one of tbc Judges of that Court-, sub- 
ject to the proviso that no order other than an interlocutory order, and no 
. decree, sentence or decision of any Court, should he reversed by any Judge sit- 
ting alone. The Chief Court at present possesses an analogous power to make 
rules for the exercise of its own powers by one or more of its Judges. 

“The reason for proposing that, these Courts should consist of two Judges 
was that it w as considered that this would strengthen them for appellate purposes 
and allow of finality being given to their decisions passed in appeal. There is 
of course the drawback that more .fudges will be required to do the same work, 
and this may make it more difficult to fill up the appointments properly at lirst. 
But tbc greater number of appointments of this class may induce more officers to 
prepare themsolvcs to till them; aud, where two Judges concur in reversing or 
modifying the decision of a subordinate Court, there will be less reason for allow- 
ing a further appeal than where n single J udge of appeal lias come to a different 
decision from that of the first Court on the same evidence. 

“ For tlie Court of the Deputy Commissioner, again, it is proposed to sub- 
stitute the Cpijjpt of the Assistant Judge, and to relieve Deputy Commissioners 
' of their civil judicial functions, except iu a’ few of the lightest districts, where 
the Deputy Commissioner may be empowered -to act as Assistant Judge in addi- 
tion to his other duties. 

“ It is provided that the now Divisional Court should he the District Court 
or principal Court of original civil jurisdiction within its division, power being 
reserved to Govern mcnf- to confer all or any of tlic powers of a District- Court 
upon an Assistant Judge, in order to provide for the disposal of certain classes 
of cases which are only cognizable by a District. Court. 

“ The jurisdiction of tlic Divisional Court and of the Assistant Judge in ori- 
ginal civil suits will, like that of the Deputy Commissioner at present, he unlimit- 
ed as respects the value or amount in litigation, and power is taken to give certain 
Subordinate Judges jurisdiction extending to Its. 5,000, to take the place of 
the officers now exercising the full powers of an Assistant Commissioner, whose 
jurisdiction extends to B-s. 10,000. All other officers empowered to decide civil 
suits, including the Munsifs, will he invested with the powers of a Subor- 
dinate Judge of the second, third or fourth class, that is, with powers to decido 
suits the amount or value of which extends to Us. 1,000, Be. 500 or Bs. 100, 
respectively. 


c 
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“ Power is also taken to invest Assistant Judges and Subordinate Judges 
with certain Small Cause Court jurisdiction, as may now be done in Bengal,* the 
North-Western Provinces and Oudh, under the correspond ing Acts applicable to 
those provinces. 

** The changes made by the Bill in the appellate system are mainly direct* 
ed to reducing the number of appeals at present allowed. The second appeal 
on a question of law or custom now allowed by the Civil Prcxjpdure Code* in 
suits other than those which would be cognizable in a Small Cause Court, and 
the further appeal on the whole case, when an Appellate Court has reversed or 
modified the decree of a Court of original. jurisdiction-, which is permitted by 
sections 38 and 39 of the Panjdb Courts* Act of 1877, are both taken away, and 
the decisions of Appellate Courts arc m:ide final, except that the Judges of a Divi- 
sional Court are enabled, when they differ as to the judgment which should 
be passed on tfcn appeal, or when some question of "law or custom or general 
interest is involved, to grant a certificate permitting a further appeal to the Chief 
Court, if they think the ease of sufficient importance to justify a further appeal. 
The abolition of second appeals takes away a great part of the appellate work 
for disposal by the Chief Court, while the abolition of -further appeals, with 
the above exception, will greatly relieve the Divisional Courts. 

“ To admit of finality being given, as far as possible, to appellate decisions, 
appeals to Assistant Judges are confined to suits not above Its. 500 in value, 
either of the 8mall Cause Court class, or of any other class which the Chief 
Court, with the sanction of the Local Government, may determine to put on the 
same footing tor purposes of appeal ; and appeals in suits above Rs. 5,000 in 
value, as well as appeals in any other suits decided by the Divisional Cotfrt, 
are declared to lie to the Chief Court., while all other appeals allowed by law 
will lie to the Divisional Court. A few first appeals now cognizable by Commis- 
sioners and all further appeals hereafter to be allowed will thus lie to the Chief 
Court, while appeals in some cases now cognizable by Deputy Commissioners 
will lie to the Divisional Court, which will be relieved of all farther appeals and 
a few first appeals. • 

*• It being proposed, as already ment ioned, to transfer the jurisdiction in cer- 
tain classes of suits relating to land to the Revenue Courts, a chapter has been 
added to the Bill making these cases cognizable by the Revenue instead of by the 
Civil Courts, and containing other provisions rendered necessary by the trans- 
fer. Most of these classes arc similar to those made cognizable by Revenue 
Courts by section 93 of the North-Western Provinces Rent Act, 1881 ; 
and, while appellate jurisdiction is not given, as in that Act, to the 
Civil Courts of appeal, but to the superior Revenue-authorities, thus entirely re- 
lieving the Civil Courts of a class of cases which Revenue-officers are likely 
to he in a better position to dispose of satisfactorily, the provisions of the Bill 
as to the; powers of Revenue Courts and as to the cases in which first and fur- 
ther appeals should lie are in part based on the model furnished by that Act. 
This part of the Bill has undergone less discussion than the chapters relating 
to the Civil Courts, but it would he difficult to adapt the provisions of 
the Bill .as to appeal in civil suits to the Revenue Courts, which will 
be differently constituted from the Civil Courts ; and it is at the same time not 
desirable to continue the system of second appeals allowed by the Civil 
Procedure Code, or to allow further appeals to the same extent to which 
these are now permitted by the Panjab Courts’ Act. The provisions now pro- 
posed will restrict further appeals to a few of the more important classes of 
coses, the first appeal in which will lie to Commissioners and the further appeal 
to the Financial Commissioner. 

** Power is taken for the Local Government, with the previous sanction of 
the Governor General in Council, termake rules regulating the procedure of 
the Revenue Courts in the cases thus transferred to their jurisdiction, it being at 
the same time provided that, until such rules are made, those Courts should be 
guided by certain parts of the Civil Procedure Code, and that the Financial 
Commissioner should lie deemed to be the High Court within the meaning of 
that Code. 

“ As sanction has been given to the appointment of a second Finan- 
cial Commissioner, provision is also made for the distribution of business 
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between Financial Commissioners, and power is given to one Financial Com* 
missioncr to refer any question arising in an appeal pending before bitn to 
the other for his opinion thereupon. 

“ Owing to the greater finality given to appellate decisions by the provi- 
sions of this Bill, the revisional jurisdiction of the Chief Court under the 
Civil Procedure Code, sections 617 and 022, is certain to be more largely re- 
sorted to than hitherto, and some supplementary sections have, therefore, been 
added to the 'Bill, interpreting certain expressions to be found in those sections, 
and increasing the fee leviable on an application to the Chief Court under 
section 622 for the exercise of its revisional jurisdiction, but empowering the 
Court to direct the refund of this fee when the application has been successful, 
if it thinks proper to do so. 

“ Other minor modifications of the law will be found to be sufficiently 
explained in the Statement of Objects and ltcasons. The only one of these 
which need h.e mentioned now is that, in section 21, interlocutory orders are 
excepted from the proviso declaring that a single Judge of the Chief "Court, in 
the exercise of his appellate jurisdiction, may not reverse the order of any 
Court ; and the Chief Court is also enabled to provide by rule for the constitu- 
tion of a full bench of the Court, and to delegate to one of its Judges the 
power of determining what Judges shall sit alone or as a bench of the Court. 
This is necessary, as, although the present Pan jab Courts* Act provides 
for the disposal of certain cases i>y a full bench, it contains no explana- 
tion of this expression, and a doubt has therefore arisen whether a full 
bench can be constituted when, from any cause, it is not possible for all 
the Judges for the time being appointed to the Court to be present. Thus, if a 
Judge is absent on leave and no successor lias boon appointed, as happened on 
two occasions last year, or if a Judge is from illness unable to attend Court, 
it is doubtful whether, under the present law, a full bench sitting can be held. 
To remove this difficulty, it is proposed that, when the Chief Court, consists of 
more than three Judges, it may by rule declare what number of Judges, not 
being less than three, shall constitute a full boneh and prescribe the mode of 
determining wliat J udges should sit together for the purpose. 

“ In the High Courts established by Royal Charter, the Chief Justice, under 
the Act of Parliament providing for the establishment of those Courts (24 & 
25 Vic., c. 10t, section 14) regulates tlic sittings of the Judges either 
alone or as division benches. In the Chief Court, there being no Chief Justice, 
and no such power being given to one of the Judges by the existing law, the 
power to regulate the sittings of tho Judges resides in the Court as a whole; 
and, unless this power is conferred by law upon the senior Judge (who is 
declared to ho the Chief Justice within the meaning of the Criminal 
Procedure Code), the Court, should he authorized to delegate the power subject 
to any rules it may make for its exercise. 

“ I need only, in conclusion, refer to two other questions which have been 
discussed in connection with the subject of the present Bill, bnt with which it 
does not dea’SC*'* These are the amendment of the description of tho oases cogniz- 
able by Small Cause Courts contained in section G of Act XI of 1865, and the 
mode of determining the value of a suit for purposes of jurisdiction, which is, 
in many cases, \ery different from its value for the purpose of levying 
a court«fcc bn its institution. These questions are as important in other parts 
of India as in the Panjab, and can be more appropriately dealt with in 
connection with the amendment of the general law than in a local Rill ; and 
the former of them, at least, will, it is understood, he taken *up separately.'* 

The Motion waf put and agreed to. 

The Ilon’hle Mu. Barkley also introduced the Bill. 

The Ilon’hle Mr. Barkley then moved that the Bill and Statement of 
Objects ami Reasons be published in the Vanjdb Government Gazette in 
English and in such other languages as the Local Government might think fit. 

The Motion was put and agreed to.

At,t. persons proposing to make a pilgrimage to Mecca are hereby warned 
that they will be required by the Turkish Government to perform quaran- 
tine for at least 10 days on the Island of Camaran before being allowed to 
go oH to ‘ Jeddah, during which period the pilgrims will have to provide 
for # all their expenses. They should, therefore, make certain in taking their 
.passages that the steamer starts so as to arrive at Jeddah in time for the Haj, 
after making due allowance for the detention at Camaran. During the quaran- 
tine at Camaran the Turkish Government requiro tho pilgrims to pay certain 
fees besides arranging for their own provisions, and ships which have evaded 
quarantine are'not allowed to land their pilgrims at Jeddah. 


Pilgrims are, therefore, warned that before starting they should see that they 
have sufficient funds for the expenses o( quarantine and of the Haj, and for their 
journey back to India. The Mahomedan Vice-Consul at Jeddah, Abdur Ruzzak, 
suggests that each pilgrim should have at least Rs. 300 with him when he leaves 
India after having paid his passage to Jeddah. No pecuniary assistance can be 
obtained from the British authorities at Jeddah. 


Intending pilgrims should apply to the Protector of Pilgr ims , Bombay, and 
to the Port Officer at other ports for information as to tho latest safe date for 
sailing.

BMP OB.TS ON THX 8TATX 07 THE SXASON AND PROSPECTS OF THE CROPS FOB 

THE WEEK ENDING THE 2nd JULY 1884. 


Oi^ncRAX Remarks.— R ain in varying quantities has fallen throughout the Madras Presidency. 
In Mysore the fall is still insufficient for standing crops, hut Coorg continues to receive good rain. 
Showers have fallen in most districts of the Bombay Presidency, but more is generally wanted every- 
where to facilitate kharif sowings. In the Berars and Hyderabad there has been very little rain during 
the week. The Central' India States and Rajputuna report rain from most parts, but it was deficient 
compared with that of the previous week. In the Central Provinces good rain continues^ k> fall nnd 
was especially heavy in the eastern districts. Good rain has also fallen in all districts of the North- 
Western Provinces and Oudh, except Farukhabud, Meerut, and Suharuupur, where the weather is dose. 
In the Punjab the fall lias been much below that of last week and more rain is much wanted, especially 
in the south-east. British Burma continues to have heavy rain, and in Assam the fall has been above 
that of last week. The rains appeUr to have set in throughout Bengal, and heavy falls are reported 
from several districts. A1 ore vain is however wanted iu places to facilitate transplanting operations. 

The latest weather report of the Meteorological Department, dated the 3rd instant, states that on 
the Snd'idem there was no rain over the Deccan, tlie Carnatic and Gan jam coasts, nor over Rajputana, 
Sind, or a large portion of Central India, but that in all other places there Lave been falls of more or 
less importance. 

Agricultural operations are in active progress throughout India and prospects are so far not un- 
favourable. Harvesting continues in Madras, and^Uie standing crops in that Presidency and in Mysore 
are generally in fair condition. Rice is being transplanted in Hen gal and Assam, and standing crops 
are in good condition. In Cachar the prospects of tea continue unfavourable ; the plants are suffering 
from blight, and it is expected that the yield of tea will be much below that of last year. Rice sowings 
have commenced in British Burma. 

Cholera and small-pox are generally prevalent throughout tlic country, but are abating in the 
North-Western Provinces and Oudh, Punjab, Bengal, and British Burma. 

Prices are generally stationary, with local fluctuations.

Your absence from Calcutta has prevented my laying before yon personally the present state of 
•iihe account of the Commission for Reduction of Debt ; but 1 now forward for your information a 
statement showing the position of the account us it is estimated to stand at the cud of 1883-84.

India for 1882-H3. 

(2) An extract, showing the Revisod Estimate for 1SS3-SI and the Budget Estimate for 1 384-85, 

From the last you will sec that it is probable that the balance to be transferred to credit of 
the Commission for the Reduction of Debt in 1833-81 is Its. 57,31,000. 

The appropriation of the amount wo have now to consider under the terms of the Resolution of 
3rd February 1882, of which the material part is as follow : — 

“ Whether Ihnsum available shall be appropriated tolly* actual discharge of existing rupee debt or sterling debt, or 
whether it shall be temporarily invested in (iovennnetit securities, or whether it shall bu retransferred from the Commie* 
•toners to the Government Treasury with a view to the avoidance pro (unto of new debt whieh might, otherwise be incurred 
for the construction of Productive Public Works, is a question which must he considered and determined from year to year, 
in view of the condition of the money market in I rid is uud England, and other circumstances.” 

Babu Durga Churn Law and myself concur iu opinion that the present state of the money market 
is so entirely unfavourable for borrowing, that the best application of the money would lie “ to re- 
transfer it to the Government Treasury with a view to the avoidance pro fuuio of new debt, 1 ' os the 
Commissioners may safely take for grunted that the Government will have to borrow, either in sterling 
or in rupees, a •considerable part of tin* annual requirement, for the construction of Productive Public 
Works, aud is not in a position to apply any of the available funds for the eaneelmeut of existing 
debt. 

If you concur in this opiuion, I would bo much obliged by your permitting me to record this 
letter and your reply as part of the proceedings of the meeting held iu your 'absence from Calcutta by 
Babu' Durga Churn Law and myself.

The following rules regulate the powers of the Government of India and 
of Local Governments in sanctioning deputations and temporary appointments,, 
and the rates of deputation allowance : — 

(i) An officer is said to he on deputation when he is detaelied on special 

temporary duty for the performance of which there is no perma- 
nently or temporarily sanctioned appointment. A temporary 
appointment is an appointment carrying- a definite rnto of pay and. 
sanctioned for a limited time. 

(ii) A temporary appointment, if the cost is Provincial, may he sanctioned 

• by a Local Government wi^iout reference to the Government of 

India, provided the pay of the appointment does not exceed Rs. 
3,000 a year. If the cost is Imperial, a temporary appointment re- 
quires the sanction of the Government of India; lmt if the pay of 
the appointment does not exceed Its. 3,000 a year, it will he suffi- 
cient to include it in the statement of fresh charges submitted to the 
Government of India, unless it should last for more than a year. 
In the latter ease, a special application must he made for the sanction 
of the Supreme Government. 

(iii) Temporary appointments on more than Its. 250 a month will he re- 

ported to Ilor Majesty’s Secretary of State in the Annual Statement 
of Increases and Decreases of Expenditure, or separately in each 
instance, according to the nature of the ease. 

(iv) An officer may he deputed on special duty by a Local Government 

without reference to the Government of India, and without limit of 
time, if the cost, of the deputation is Provincial, and if the remuner- 
ation granted to the officer is not at a higher rate than lis. 3,000 a 
year. An officer may not he deputed on special duty l»y a J^ocal 
Government if the cost is Imperial without the sanction of the Gov- 
ernment of India. 

(v) An officer, no matter what his salary, may ho deputed on special duty 

by a Local Government for a period not exceeding six months, pro- 
vided the cost of the deputation is Provincial, and he may be allowed 
by the Local Government to draw the pay or salary which, but for 
bis deputation, he would have continued to draw either as substan- 
tive or officiating. If the duties involve a decided increase of work 
or responsibility in comparison with the duties of his regular appoint- 
ment, or require a change of station, the Local Government may in 
addition allow the officer to draw a deputation allowance at a rate 
not exceeding one-fifth of salary, subject to a maximum limit of 
Rs. 10 a day. 

If it is expected that the deputation should last for mom than six 
months, or if it does act ually last for more than six months, a special 
application for the sanction of the Government of India must be 
made. 

Deputation allowances are granted independently of any travelling 
allowance which may ho admissible. 

[Note. — “ Local Government/’ for the purposes of those rules, includes a Chief Com- 
missioner, live Resident, at. Hyderabad, the Agents to the Governor General for Rajpatana and 
Central India, and a Department of the Government of India.]

STATEMENT OF OBJECTS AND REASQNS.

1. Thk object of this Bill is to make two amendments in the Indian Salt Act, 1882. 

2. It has. been found that certain provisions of ’the Indian Salt Act, 18S2, are not suitable 
to tlie circumstances of the Province of Sindh, to which they at present extend, aud it is 
proposed tc replace them by an enactment to* be passed b^the local legislature providing for 
the requirements of the whole Presidency of* Bombay inclusive of Sindh. It is doubtful, 
however, whether this course can he adopted until the words in section 1 of the Act which 
bring the Province of Sindh within the operation of those provisions liavo been repealed. 
Those words are accordingly repealed by section l of the Bill, aud, in order that the repeal may 
be made to operate from tlie date on which the proposed new Act of the local legislature 
comes into force, it is left to the Governor of Bombay in Council to fix the date from which 
the* section shall have effect.

S. ’ The object of the amendment made by section 2 of the Bill is to remove a doubt as to 
tile meaning of section 27 of the Act, raised by a ruling* of the Judicial Commissioner in 
Siudh, who has held that the words “importation of salt ” in that section cover only the 
wringing in of salt as merchandize for the purposes of "commerce and in merchantable quantities. 
JThd Bill substitutes for Abe word “ importation ” the word “ bringing.”

STATEMENT OF OBJECTS AND REASONS. 

An essential portion of the scheme for the reorganization of the civil administration in 
the Punjab, which has recently received the sanction of the Secretary of State for India, is to 
lie found in the improvement of the judicial agency and the Veform of the appellate system. 
The arrangements proposed for this purpose render necessary very largo changes in the law 
under which tins Punjab Courts are now constituted (the Punjab Courts Act, lS77),and the most 
convenient' mode of giving effect to them appears to be to repual that Act and re-enact its 
provisions with the necessary additions and modifications. * This it is proposed to do by the 
present Bill. 

2. The changes in the law which it is intended to make will now be noticed. 

3. Chapter II deals with the constitution of the Courts. The present law confers the 
civil judicial powers of the Courts subordinate to the Chief Court upon the executive 
officers of Government from the Commissioner down to the Tuhsildar, though Act XIV 
of 1875 fenables the Local Government to confer the powers of a Deputy Commissioner 
or of a Tahsildar upon oilier persons, and under that Act civil judicial powers have been 
conferred upon a number of officers known as Judicial Assistants and Munsifs, whose 
functions ■ are mainly, though not always exclusively, judicial. Similarly, the Civil and 
Sessions Judge of Peshawar and certain Additional Commissioners have been invested 
with the judicial powers of Commissioners under Act XVII of 1877. It is now pro- 
posed to relieve Commissioners and Deputy Commissioners, us a rule, of civil judicial func- 
tions, though they will eoniiuue to exercise jurisdiction in certain classes of cases which will 
be transferred from the Civil to the lie venue Courts, and they may also be invested with civil 
judicial powers where the judicial work is so light as not to require the creation of special Courts. 
Commissioners will likewise be, as a rule, relieved of the functions os Sessions Judges which 
now devolve upon them, a but this cau be done under the Criminal Procedure Code, without 
special legislation. 

4. Special designations which do not imply the exercise of executive functions are accord- 
ingly given to the Courts subordinate to the Chief Court (section 4). 

5. With a view to strengthen the Courts of appeal in order to admit of greater finality 
being given to appellate decisions, it is proposed that the Court immediately subordinate to 
the Chief Court should ordinarily consist of two Judges, and that, while one of these Judges 
may bo enabled by rule to exercise certain of the powers of the Court, a single Judge should 
sot have power in the exercise of his appellate jurisdiction to reverse any order other than an 
interlocutory order passed by any Court. 

6. Power is also taken (in soction 7) to appoint the Commissioner of a Division to be 
one of the Judges of a Divisional Court in addition to his other duties, as it is in contempla- 
tion to establish one of the Divisional Courts %t I)erd Ismail Khdn, and only one Judge will 
be available for that Court unless the Commissioner of the Derdjat Division is appointed as 
one of the Judges 

7. ' The appointment of Assistant Judges and Subordinate Judges of the first class by the 
Looal Government, and of Subordinate Judges of the second, third aud fourth classes, corre- 

5 d 
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sponding to the present Munsifs, by the Chief Court, subject to rules to be made by the Local 
Government, is provided for by section 9. The Court of the Assistant Judge will replace the 
Court of the Deputy Commissioner or Judicial Assistant under the present law, and no 
provision has hitherto been made by law us to the authority by which Munsifs may be 
appointed or removed. 

8. The other differences between Chapter IT of the Bill and the corresponding chapter 
of Act XVII of 1877 follow upon those which have been already described. 

9. The third chapter, which provides for the jurisdiction and powers of the Chief Court, 
only differs from the corresponding chapter of Act XVII of 1877 in that section 19, relating to 
the transfer of suits, is assimilated to section 25 of the Civil Procedure Code ; section 21 is 
modified so as to enable the Chief Court to make, rules for the exercise by one or more of the 
Judges of a Divisional Court of the powers of that Court, except as regards the reversal of decrees, 
sentences or decisions of any Court, to provide by rule for the constitution of a full bench of the 
Chief Court, and to delegate to one of its Judges the power of determining what Judges shall sit 
alone or as a bench of the Court, and power is also taken to enable a single Judge of tlio Chief 
Court or of a Divisional Court to reverse an interlocutory order; sections 31 and 32 replace 
the reference in section 29 of the present Act to sections 033 and 037 of the Civil Procedure 
Code, and add what is necessary of sections 03S and 0.39 of that Code; and section 33 provides 
for the delivery of the judgments of a bench of Judges any Judge who was a member of 
that bench, in accordance with existing practice, and with the analogy of section 199 of tlie 
Civil Procedure Code. 

10. Chapter IV relates to tlio jurisdiction and powers of Courts subordinate to the Chief 
Court. The Divisional Court is declared to be the principal Civil Court of original jurisdiction, 
but tlio Local Government is enabled to empower any Assistant Judge or Deputy Commissioner 
with* the powers of an Assistant Judge to exercise any of the powers of a District. Court, so as 
to obviate the inconvenience of unduly limiting the number of Courts which can exercise juris- 
diction under certain laws, e. y., Acts XL of 1858, XXVII of 1S(»0 and IX of ISlii. 

11. While the jurisdiction of the Divisional Court, and of the Court of the Assistant 
Judge is unlimited as respects the value or amount in litigation, thus corresponding with the 
jurisdiction now exercised by Commissioners and Deputy Commissioners, that of the Subordi- 
nate Judge of the first class is limited to Its. 5,000 instead of Its. 10,0u0, which is the limit 
of the present, jurisdiction of an Assistant Commissioner with full powers, and that of other 
Subordinate Judges may extend cither to Its. 1 00, to Its. 500 or to Its. 1,000, 

12. Tn section 11 power is taken to invest Assistant Judges or Subordinate Judges with 
the jurisdiction of a Small Cause Court Judge for the trial of suits cognizable by a Small 
Cause Court within certain limits of value or amount. 

13. The other changes in Chapter IV are those which are rendered necessary by the 
alterations of the law already described. 

It. Chapter V relates to appellate jurisdiction in civil cases. It. embodies the modifi- 
cations proposed in the ap{**lla.tc system with tlie view of restricting the right of appeal so far as it 
is considered that the improved organization of the Courts will admit of this. Tic* secoifd appeals 
allowed by the Code of Civil Procedure, and the further appeals allowed by the present Punjab 
Courts Act are abolished, and the decisions of appellate Courts are made final, except that the 
Judges of a Divisional Court are enabled, when they differ as to the judgment which should bo 
passed, or when some question of law or custom or of general interest is involved, if they think 
the case of sufficient importance to justify further appeal, to grant a certificate permitting a 
further appeal to the Chief Court. 

15. Appeals to Assistant Judges are confined to suits not above Us. 500 in value, cither 
of the Small Cause Court class or of any other class which the Chief Court, with the sanction 
of the Local Government, may determine to put upon the same footing, and appeals in suits 
above Us. 5,000 in value, as well as appeals from decrees of the Divisional Court, will, when 
allowed by law, lie to the Chief Court, all oilier appeals allowed by Jaw lying to the Divisional 
Court. • 

10. Section 17, relating to the transfer of appeals, has been modified to the same ex- 
tent as section 1 9. 

17. ’Chapter VI, which deals with Be venue Courts, is new, having been rendered neces- 
sary by the transfer of certain classes of suits enumerated in section 43 from the Civil to tlie 
Kcvcnue Courts. It, provides Tor the jurisdiction and powers of these Courts, for their pro- 
cedure, for appeals from their decisions, l\»r the rovisional jurisdiction of the Financial Commis- 
sioner, and the controlling powers of the Financial Commissioner, Commissioner and Deputy 
Commissioner, respectively, for the transfer of suits and appeals, and for the distribution of 
business between Financial Commissioners when more than one such officer is appointed, tlio 
sanction which has been given by the Secretary of State to the appointment of a second 
Financial Commissioner rendering a provision of this nature necessary. Sections 04 and 05 
correspond with sections 49 and 50 of the present Act, enabling the Local Government to confer, 
judicial powers upon Settlement-officers, the only addition being that tlie officer may bo so 
empowered cither by name or in virtue of his office. 
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, 18. Chapter VII contains miscellaneous and supplementary provisions, some of which 
correspond with sections 4ft to 48 of the present Act. Of the others, section 01) provides that any 
Judge of the Divisional Court shall be deemed to be the District J udge throughout its jurisdiction 
for the purposes of the Indian Divorce Actj section 70 provides for vacations ; and section 7L for 
proceedings pending when this Rill becomes law; section 72 interprets certain expressions in sec- 
tions 617 and 622 of the Civil Procedure Code so as to prevent doubt as to the cases in which 
the revisional jurisdiction of the Chief Court may be exercised; section 7ft amends the Court* 
fees Act so that the fee leviable on a memorandum of appeal, when it exceeds the fee leviable 
on a petition to the Chief Court, may bo charged on an application to it for the exercise of its 
revisional jurisdiction under section 622 of tho Civil Procedure Code ; and section 7 4 enables 
the Court in certain eases to grant a certificate authorizing the refund of tho fee so charged.

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* STATEMENT OP OBJECT8ANI) REASON®, 

Tun 'Khoj&g are members of a sect which was originally Hindu but was converted ta 
Muhammadanism about 400 years ago. They still* however, as has heeq more thin once held 
by the highest Court in the Bombay Presidency, retain their former law to such an extent in 
matters connected with property and succession that it is to be presumed to apply to J tftipm 
until the contrary is shown. This* state of things has at times given rise to g^eat difficulties 
in litigation between Khojas. * 

8* In the case of Ilirbai v. Oovbai , 32 Bom. High Court Rep. 294, which appears 4a have 
occupied the Lower Court for twenty-four sitting days and the Appellate Court for four days* 
Sir Michael West repp* C. J., after describing the state of the law, observed as follows 


u It is, however, evident that tin* Khojas are not as firmly bound in matters of succession 
and inheritance by the Hindu law as Muhammadans proper are by the Muhammadan law and 
the Hindus by the Hindu law, and hence it is lluit it would not be reasonable to require. such 
stringent proof of a custom of inheritance amongst them differing from ordinary Hindu law 
f is from a Hindu. 

c <Nbw, it is manifest that such a state of the law must greatly encourage litigation, ana- 
we cannot help thinking that it would be most desirable that the Government shoimi take 
steps, as was done in the case of the Par his, to ascertain the views of the majority of the 
community on the subject of succossitn, and should then p;iss an enactment giving effect to, 
those views. Unanimity, of course, could not he expected, but the rules which were found 
generally to prevail might he made law ; and though the religious differences existing among, 
members of the Khoja caste might create some difficulty, it. would not, we think, b.e insu- 
porable.” 


3. The Government of Bombay, acting upon this suggestion, appointed about the end of 
the year 1878 a Commission consisting of four gentlemen taken from the Shift division of the 
Khojas, which acknowledged His Highness the late Agha Kliap as its spiritual superior, one 
taken from the Sunni division, and Mr. Spencer, Acting Pirst Judge of the Court of Small 
Causes, with the Ilon'ble Mr. Justice Mclvill, of the Bombay High Court, as'president. 


The Commission took the greatest pains to iuform themselves of the customs and views of 
both divisions of the Khoja sect in the Presidency of Bombay and elsewhere, and after much 
consideration and discussion agreed upon a draft Bill, subject to a dissent on a few specific 
points which was signed by llis Highness Agha AK Shah, son of Ilis Highness the late Aglia 
Khan, and Mr. Uhurrumsey Poonjablioy but not by Mr. Jairajbhoy Peerboy and Mr. Itahim- 
tula Syanee, the two other Shia members of the Commission. That draft, having been sub- 
mitted to tlic Government of Bombay by the president on the 2-ird of December, 1879, and 
approved of by that Government, was forwarded to the Government of India, and forms the 
basis of the present Bill. , % 


4. It will be convenient to refer to the provisions of the present Bill as nearly as possible 
in their order, noticing in their proper place the few points in regard to which His Ilighnesp 
Agha All Shull and Mr. Dhurrumsey Pooiijablioy differed from the majority of the 
Commission, and the points of substantive importance in which present Bill deviates from 
the draft framed by the Commission. 


5. The first provision calling for notice is section 2, which defines the application of the 
Act— a matter which was not clearly provided lor in the Bill prepared by the Commission* 
The main enactment of the section is that succession to the property, whether moveable or 
immoveable, iu British India of a Khoja dying on or after the first day of January, 1885, 
shall he regulated by the rules contained in the Act wherever he may have had liis domicile 
at the time of his death. So far as regards immoveable property, this provision coincides with 
Mgtion 5 of the Indian Succession Act, but, as regards moveable property, it involves aq 
important deviation from that, section, inasmuch as it applies the Act to all successions to such 
property though the deceased person may have been domiciled outside British India at the* 
time of his death* * 


As the rule, which makes the law of the domicile of a deceased person regulate the sue-, 
cession to Uis moveable property, is not. merely the rule of the Indian Succession Act but haft 
obtained very general acceptance elsewhere, it soome desirable to state the reasons which have 
led the Government of India to think that it is not suitable to the Kliojd community. . ' %r 

6. The choice as regards succession to moveable property appears to lie between the law of^ 
the domicile of the deceased and i he law of the sifua of the assets. The objections urged against the) 
latter in Western countries arc chiefly that a man's moveables are apt to be scattered over many 
jurisdictions each having a readily ascertainable law of its own, and that acconliqglj^ if the law. . 
of the sites is made applicable to them, his estate will be broken up into many fragments* all 
governed by different laws ;■ that a man’s moveables may change their place; that the most 
important class of them, goods . employed in commerce, arc constantly changing* their place; 
and that accordingly, if the law of the xitm is applied", it will be impossible for him to foresee 
the particular law under which they will fall upon his death ; and lastly, that the role of the law 
of the ii tH* does not clearly provide for that portion of the assets which consists of debts, or 
other obligations existing in favour of the deceased. To avoid these difficulties it has beet* 
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generally agreed to adopt tlie law of the domicile of the decreased for the whole of his move- 
able estate. Various attempts have been made to rest this rule on some d priori principle; 
but it would seem to have hail its actual origin in mere considerations of convenience. 

7. Looking to tlio arguments by which it is supported, and to the peculiar circumstances 
of the Khoja community, it is questionable, to sav the legist, whether such a rule would meet the 
requirements of tlveirease. The places beyond the limits of British India, as, for example, Kuteh, 
the Persian Gulf and Zanzibar, in which any considerable number of Khojas is to he found 
have no law such as can properly he called a territorial law of succession. The t rilntnuls in 
such placds, in so far as they make any rational a-l tempt to apply a law at all, would apply the 
personal law of the parties, and that in the ease of Khojas is <\r At/ pot A phi altogether unsettled 
and una^certainahle. There is thus in the c^se of Khojas domiciled out of Brilish India prac- 
tically speaking no law of the .\ifnn of the foreign assets to conflict with the law which would 

^ apply to the British Indian assets, and no Jaw of the* domicile to which recourse could he had ; 
and, therefore, to give the law of the doini'-ile a preference over the Indian law would he simply 
to substitute a congeries of indelinjte and h i If-o 4 al dished customs for a law, to tilt* applica- 
tion of which there could be no reasonable objection. 

It may be added that, in the absence of a law of the domicile, th^ case is very ana logouts 
to those cases in which it is impossible to fix the domicile of the deceased, and the solution 
whirfh Lord Alvanlev appears to have suggested ill a case of this latter class was to fall 
back, as is proposed in this case, oil the law of the nil hh of the property ; in other words, to 
put moveables on the same footing as immoveables. 

8. If this solution is adopted, and the Indian law is applied to all moveables left by a 
deceased Khoja in British India, without regard to his domicile, and if, moreover, tin* same 
rule is applied, as it naturally would be, in cases arising in Consular jurisdictions in the Persian 
Gulf, Zanzibar and elsewhere, this further advantage will probably in time* he gained, that tho 
law in British India will come to be adopted as a personal law applicable to Khojas in all 

. foreign States in this part of the world. 

0, The above remarks apply equally to intestate and to testamentary succession. A ques- 
tion might indeed he raised as to whether a testamentary disposition made beyond the limits of 
British India should as regards its form ho made absolutely subject to Brilish Indian law; but, 
seeing that the effect of taking any other course would certainly be to admit oral dispositions, it 
seems clear that the risk of failures of justice will be on the whole less by subjecting completely 
to our law all dispositions, wherever made, of moveable property in British India. 

10. Tn connection with the definitions it is convenient to notice one of the few important 
questions on which any difference of opinion has arisen, namely, the question as to the status 
to he assigned to a woman who is not a Khoja but who is legally married to a Khoja accord- 
ing to the rules of the Muhammadan law, and to her children by him. 

* The Khojas of the Sunni Januif, though apparently unwilling to go so far as to recognize 

any other than a Khoja widow as entitled t<> inherit from her husband, proposed that, the sous of 
a Khoja by a wife who is not a Khoja should haves unc share iir the inheritance. To this the 
Khojas of the Shia Jamal would not agree, and the C'ommis^iou ultimately adopted as a compro- 
mise the plan of a* signing to the offspring 0 f the marriages in question a st. »1 us nominally 
intermediate between those* of legitimacy and illegitimacy ami gixing them in the definitimi- 
clauses t be designation *d “alien sous'*, l.mt allowing (hem nothing more than illegitimate suns 
in the later sections of their Bill. It is slated that tho Khojas a^ a rule are very exclusive 
and rareU tube wives from outride their own community, ami so long as this slate of tilings 
continue.-- the mode in which thi* point is dealt with is not of givif practical lnunoiit; but 
there is an important principle involved, against which even 1 h»* compromise adopted by the 
Commission appears to the ( invoriimeiit ol India, to offend. The exclusion of tlft* nou-Kimja 
wife From inheritance and I lie degradation of her sous to a position altogether lower than that 
of the legitimate son involves a view as to restrictions on marriage whi *h, even though it may 
have obtained .io*eptamv wilh a majority t»[ llu* Kh»ja seci, ami though tin* Government has 
no desire i.o interfer* with ii, it is in.md\M ly undesirable to have ailirmcd by tin* legKInl ure. 
The present Bill will accordingly la* found to contain no reference either m its dcjiuition- 
clauses or elsewhere to tin* .no-called ‘‘alien son.” It di lines “soil ” to be a legitimate son and 
leaves “widow” undefined, and then proceeds to declare the rights of sons and widows, trusting 
to the Courts t> decide, as they will on principles lying outside the law of succession, wli > au? 
legally entitled to the status ol suns and widows. 

11, Glia pier IL of the Bill deals with “ succession to the undivided property of a malo 
Khoja dying intestate," and in the previous chapter “ undivided property vv has been defined as 
meaning “a share in property belonging to an undivided family." The Bill prepared by the. 
Commission purported to define the phrase “undivided family/’ hut tho definition proposed 
has on .inquiry been found to be unsafe. The undivided family among the Khojas appears to 
come into existence chiefly in connect ion wit h trade, and would seem to be an insl itut ion of a 
peculiar nat tins some\vliat resembling the undivided family among flic Hindus; but, on the ^ 
other hand, it is clear, from the rules laid down in certain set ions of the Bill pre- 
pared by the Commission, and from the papers submitted wilh that Bill, that it differ*, iu 
important respects from tin* Hindu uudivided family. AY hat exactly it is, aiul wlum pre|»crty 

is to bo regarded as its undivided property, it is difficult to ascertain frmu the papers before tho 
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Government of India; bat, judging from the aualopfouB case in Hindu law, it would seem 
that these are matters which it would be almost hopeless to attempt to define in an Act of tho 
legislature ; nor does it appear to be necessary to define them in a Succession Act. It may 
well he assumed that a fundamental distinction which goes to the root of tho family constitu- 
tion, and which is not confined in its operation to matters of succession, but applies also inter 
vivos, is established outside this Bill. For these reasons, it 1ms been thought best to make no 

attempt to define “ undivided family ” or ** undivided property ” in tho present Bill. 

• 

12. It- will be observed, on comparing Chapters IT and III, that tho only peculiarity* oon- 
nected with the intestate succession to undivided property is (section 6) that, in default of 
legitimate lineal male descendants of the intestate within tho fourth degree, the property is 
equally divided among all the male members of the undivided family living at his death. 

13. Chapter III of tho Bill treats of “ succession to the separate property of a male Khoj£ 
dying intestate," and the order of succession marked out in sections 7 to 20 will be found to 
be based on that of the Hindu law.

Melvill observes, a tliat tho only very noticeable point of difTerenea 
is that among the Khojas the father and mother are elevated to a rank in the order of snecea* 
sion sujierior to that of the widow. This precedence of the mother has been judicially settled 
_ _ . . , 0 ’ „ ri in flic ease of Hirhai v. Gor/jai*, already referred to; and 

Rep., 294- P ° ^ ° m * * * although Ihe Khoja members of the Commission were not" 

unanimously in favour of the view taken in that case, they all 
•agreed that, having once been judicially determined, the rule should not be disturbed." 

14. Section 20 of the present Bill differs in one important particular from the corre- 
sponding section (29) of the Bill prepared by the Commission. 

The latter admitted to the succession only those of the t( more distant, relatives" of the 
intestate who were on the father’s side, and confined it to such of them as arc within the seventh 
degree of kindred. On failure of this limited class of distant kindred, section 42 gave the 
property “ to the Jamat of that sect of the K hojas to which the intestate belonged at the time 
of his death, to he held and applied according to the customs of the said Jarnat." Even this 
did not satisfy the two dissenting members of the Commission and some of the other adherents 
of His Highness the late Aglui Khan, who, as Imam, was the person chiefly interested in the 
succession of the Jamat. They contended that the Jamat should come in immediately after 
the nearer relations. 

The Government of India, after fully considering this point in communication with the 
local authorities, have come to the conclusion that it is impossible to exclude the heirs of a de- 
ceased person in favour of any such institution as a ie Jamat," or any person or authority repre- 
senting such an institution. It is open to any Khoja who desires that his property should be 
devoted to any charitable or religious purpose, or should be enjoyed by any spiritual person 
for whom lie entertains a special veneration, to dispose of his property by will or otherwise in 
accordance with law, but, if be dies intestate, it would be contrary to all established principles 
to enact that his property should devolve otherwise than upon his relatives. 

15. Apart from this fundamental objection in point, of principle, there appear to be*f>raotictit 
objections to the projxjsal as formulated by the Commission. The Jamat is said to be an as- 
sembly in council of all the adult male members of the Khoja community of the place, and it 
is not unlikely that doubts would arise, in connection with matters of religious belief, residence, 
attendance at the Jamat, and 60 forth, as to the particular Jamat (if any) to which the 
deceased person belonged. Similar doubts might also $rise as to who were the other perikms 
actually belonging to the Jarnat to which tho deceased belonged, so as to take the property. 
There might further he doubts as to how the property of a deceased intestate Khoja is to be held. 
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and the objedfc* to which it is to he applied. It is true that the section proposed by the Com. 
mission says that the property' is to be held and applied “ according to the customs of the said 
_ . . , ... Jamdt.” But from a judgment of Sir J. Araould in the case 

marginally noted, it would appear that there are no customs to 
of tbs Jtumbuy Bi&h Court Keports, look to.

▼oL XII). . through its officers, it only does so on behalf of the lmdm ; the 

money collected is passed on to him ; and if the Jamdt wants any portion of it, even for 
the expenses of its Jamdt-khana (the council-hall or guildhall of the community) , it can 
procure it only as a grant from the Imam. It appears to be absolutely in the discretion 
of the Imdm to spend the money os he pleases, and as a matter of fact he spends a large 
portion of it, or at least is said by Sir J. Arnouldto have done so at the time the judgment was 
delivered, on his own private purposes. Indeed, in a set of draft rules of succession for 
Shift Khojfis submitted by His Highness Agha All Shall the succession of the Jam&t is 
treated as the same thing with the succession of the Imam* The Jam at, therefore, does not 
•eem to have any property or control over projierty, and it is not clear how there can be any 
% c us tom governing the application of property by it. It has bectn argued that no such difficul- 
ties as those suggested ordinarily arise at present, but it would be clearly impossible to^ut the 
succession of the Jamdt on a legislative basis without defining its conditions and incidents, and 
it would be equally impossible to place the property at the absolute disposal of any individual 
in whatever degree of veneration he might be held. • 

16. For these reasons section 20 of the present Bill extends the succession to relatives of 
the intestate both on the father’s and on the mother’s side without limit of degree, and it may be 
added that section 48 applies the ordinary rule, which makes ihe Crown the ultimate heir, in the 
rare dast; in which an owner of property may die intestate and leave no person entitled to 
succeed under the previous sections. 


17. Section 21 is one of the leading sections of the Bill. It provides in effect that, when 
a female inherits under any of the foregoing sections, she shall, if certain near male relative® 
are living and are thus postponed to her. take the property only as “ restricted owner ” — a 
position to be presently explained at length. With this section should be read sectiou 49, from 
which it will be seen that in other cases she takes the same interest in the property and lias the 
same powers in respect of it as if she were a male. 

18. Chapter TV treats of succession to the absolute property of a female Khoja dying 
intestate, that is to say, the succession to such of her property as belongs to her otherwise 
than as restricted owner. The provisions of this chapter call for no remark. Mr. Melvill 
atat.es tliat they differ from the Hindu law but that they are approved by all classes of the 
Khoj&s, and are not, he thinks, open to any objection. The particulars in which they deviate 
from the Hindu law or the reasons for the deviations are not explained. They have been 
accepted by the Government of India as settled by the Commission, such details only being 
filled in after consultation with the local authorities as seemed necessary to give effect to what 
ia understood to be the intention of those who framed them. 

19. Chapter V, which treats of u property which a female takes as restricted owner and 
the further succession to the same,” calls for more detailed notice. 

It applies not only in the ordinary case of property taken by a female as restricted owner 
under Chapter III (* npra f paragraph 17), but also in eases where she may take a similar 
interest in proj>erty under section 23 (2), section 21 (1), sectiou 27 and section 39. 

Its provisions are merely a development, with the requisite amplifications and with the 
fuldition of the necessary machinery, of the corresponding provisions of the Bill framed by the 
Commission* It has been settled in consultation with the local authorities and with a view to 
giving effect to what are understood to be the views of the Commission; but, having regard to 
the novelty and complication of the subject, it is not unlikely that when subjected to criticism 
it will be found susceptible of improvement in many particulars. 

The limited estate taken by a Khoja female under this Bill resembles the estate taken by 
a Hindu widow, but there are many important differences between them. Mr. Melvill observe® 
that the Khoja female estate is the more restricted of the two, but on this point he says 
the Khojas hold very strong views which he is of opinion must be res]>ected. 

20. In proceeding to r.otice the details of the chapter, the first point callingfor attention 
i® th® phrase “ restricted owner.” It has been chosen merely on the ground that it is new 
and eonuotes nothing, and it is not unlikely that some more appropriate phrase may bo sug- 
gested* The phrase “ life-estate 99 and its correlative u reversion,” used in the Bombay Bill, are 
not only open to the objection that ordinarily lies against all terms imported from another 
legal syrifem, but further, as has been constantly observed of them in the case of the Hindu 
Widow's estate, they suggest an altogether false analogy. The position, if it is necessary 
to illustrate it by reference to flnglish law, is rather like that of a fee-simple estate subject to 
Ml executory devise. 

21 . As regards the attempt made in the Bill to define the estate, it will be observed that 
flecd&n 28 enacts that the female shall be absolutely entitled to the use of, and the income accruing 
from, the property during her life, and, except as otherwise provided by the Act, shall have all 
the other rights and powers of an absolute owner# 
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Anr.vObjectian has been taken to this on the ground that money aved by a widow from the 
Income* of the property should not belong to her absolutely but should go to her busbar's 
heirs. $* 

This contention is not based on any alleged actual practice, but is put forward merely as a 
i€ necessary consequence o£ the invariable custom 19 which limits the widow's interest in the 
corpus of her husband's property to the time during which she remains unmarried, 

Now, not only is it not a necessary consequence of the custom in cpiestion, but it is, as ad* 
mitted by the objectors themselves, in a certain sense illogical ; for why should a person who has 
absolute power to dispose of the income as it comes in, in whatever way she pleases, be ^restricted 
from dealing with her savings from it? 

Again, the only effect of adopting the proposed suggestion would, us the objectors them- 
selves admit, generally he that the widow would squander the income as it came in ; and, in 
the rare cities in which she allowed some of it to accumulate, the probability is that litiga- 
tion would result from the difficulty of identifying the fund and separating it from the rest 
of her property. For these reasons the section has been allowed to stand. 

Section SO defines tlie obligations of (he restricted oWner us regards — 

(a) the preservation of the substance of the property for those who are to come after her ; 
and » 

(J) the protection of the? title. 

As regards “ waste/* it. stands on a footing altogether peculiar in the case of the Hindu 
widow ; and clause (a) of this section has been drawn with a view to placing it on a 
somewhat similar footing in the case of the restricted owner. 

23. As regards the powers of alienation, in the limitations on which the restricted nature 
of the estate chiefly consists, the only powers of alienation for any time beyond the life of the 
restricted owner allowed to her by the Hill, besides a limited power of leasing conferred by 
section 29, are those specified in section 31, which runs as follows : —

performance of any ordinary family ceremonies; and 

u {(I) to support herself when* she lias no other sufficient means of support/* 

24. It has been urged by the two dissenting members of the Commission and by some 
other adherents of His Highness the I nisi in that u mother taking a restricted estate should 
have larger powers of alienation and that she or a widow taking a hke estate should bo em- 
powered to alienate for religions objects ; that is, ns explained in the sot of d raft rules sub- 
mitted by llis Highness Agha Alf Shah, to give the properly to tin* Imam ; but, upon consider- 
ing the arguments adduced and consulting the local authorities, 1 lie (Government of India have 
determined to uphold the decision of the majority of the Commission, which is against the 
concession of any such powers. 

25. In order to avoid as far as possible the great difficulties which ari^e »n the case of 
a Hindu widow exceeding her power of alienation, an alienation in excess «»f the power has 
(section 29 of the 11:11; been made absolutely void for any period beyond the restricted owner’s 
life, except, where the purchaser takes for eon si. 1 oral ion and without nolicc of the ownership 
being restricted. This, no doubt, standing alone, would place too great, difficulties in tlu* way of 
alienation; but sufficient relief will probably bo afforded by the power to apply to a Court 
for sanction, which is given by section 32. It may ho objected that it is undesir- 
able to force j ico pie to resort to a Court in such matters; but. the case is one of a choice of 
evils, and it is probably better that, they should resort to the Court in every case where there 
is any room for doubt than run the risk cf being involved in troublesome and ex 
tion later <jn. 

A Couit dealing with a application under section 32 is empowered (section 33) to accord its 
sanction to the transfer subject, to the condition that th\» money thereby raised shall be 
paid into Court- or to trustees appointed by the Court, and to give such further directions as it 
may think fit with a view to ensuring that the money shall he applied to tlie purpose for 
which it is raised, or trial any balance that is not so applied shall bo secured for the benefit 
of those entitled after the restricted owner. 
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96. ' It will be observed that no provision is made in the draft for alienation with the con- 
eent of the so-called “ revefsionors.” This matter is one which gives rise to great ditticnlties in 
the case of the Hindu widow, and it seems impossible, having regard to the system of' 'succession 
'established by the Bill, to provide for it in any satisfactory manner. If provision had only to 
be made to meet the case of “reversioners” who olaim under section 87 (1) and section 8H (8) 
by descent from the last absolute owner, the matter would be much simpler than in the case of' 
-the Hindu widow, inasmuch as those “ reversioners” would always be known living persons or 
ftersons who would claim through them j but there are, besides tltese, the “ reversioners ” men- 
tioned in section 88 (1) and (2), and it is thus impossible to fix upon auy person whose consent 
would be sufficient. 

87. Further, even if we were, as has Ijecn suggested, to waive this objection, nnd accept 
the consent of a merely presumptive “ reversioner," there is another difficulty, namely, that 
the presumptive “reversioner” might (see section 89 of the Bill) be another restricted owner, 
possibly an old woman on the verge of the grave, whose }jros|>ect of succeeding would be 
extremely small. There might bo several such persons intervening between the restricted 
owner and the first, person who would take as absolute owner. We could hardly rest satisfied 
with anything short of the consent of this last person and all the intervening ones,%ml thus 
we should bo landed in a considerable complication, leading in many cases to no very satisfac- 
tory result, inasmuch as tlto interest of the lirst person who would take as absolute owner, 
and to whose consent we would chiefly look, would often he of a remotely contingent nature. 
It is, of course, on economical grounds desirable to provide a means of freeing the property 
from the limited ownership, but the advantage would he dearly purchased if the basis of the 
purchaser’s title were to be complicated in this way. 

28. As regards the sale of property in execution of a decree against a restricted owner, it 
will be seen that the effect of section 3 l of the Bill is that a person lending money for any of tlie 
purposes mentioned in section 31 cun soli in execution nothin*? more than the si waller} “ life- 
interest" of the restricted owner, unless his loun is secured hy a mortgage. The position of the 
restricted owner us regards anythin*? beyond her so-called life-interest js, in fact, in this par- 
ticular, somewhat similar to that of uu Ku<?li*U executor with power to charge the real rotate. 
If it were otherwise, there mij?ht arise, in cases of execution for unsecured dchls, the same 
.difficult questions which the preceding? sections are intended to shut out in cases of voluntary 
alienation. 


29. It will be observed that, by sections 37 (2) rtml 3S (1) of the Bill the Crown is post- 
poned to tlie general lieirs of the restricted owner. This appears to bo right, though it is 
gathered from the ease of The Collector of Masalipatmu v. Carol# Feacafm Xarrainapah (8 Moo. 
1. A. 529), — this precise point was not there decided, — that it is otherwise in the case nf a 
Hindu woman's estate. 

30. Sections 35 and 3G in effect provide that the restricted owner shall represent the pro- 
perty in judicial proceedings and compromises of disputes and for the purposes of laws of 
limitation and prescription, so as to bind those who take after her. 

31. Sections 37 to 39, which regulate the devolution of property after the death of the 
restricted owner, have been drawn with a view to carry out what is understood to be the 
intentions of tlie Commission. 


Their main provisions are that— 

(a) when the restricted owner dies unmarried, the property shall belong to the person 
to whom it would theft have belonged if she had died before the absolute owner 
from whom it descended and it had descended under the Aftt without having 
been alienated, and in default of such person it shall descend as if the female 
were not a restricted owner ; and 

(ft) when the restricted owner lias been married, the property shall on her death go to 
certain of her descendants, and if there are no such descendants shall devolve as 
just stated. 

. 

32. From section 39 it will bo seen, as already observed, that property may 'devolve upon 
two or more restricted owners in succession. This is to be regretted, but it seems to be an * 
essential part of tho scheme. 

S3. Section 40 regulates the legal relations arising where two or more widows of a deceased 
Khoja take his property together as restricted owners, and provides that there shall be a right 
of survivorship between them. 

* 84. * Section 41 provides that a widow marrying again after her husband's depth shall not 

be entitled to take as restricted jwngr his property or any property of any of his lineal descendants 
which has descended to them from Jam, and that, if a widow taking any such property as 
restricted owner subsequently marries again, she shall be deemed for the puiqioses of certain 
sections of the chapter to have died. One effect of this latter provision is that the restricted 
ownership of the widow ceases on her re- marriage. 

85, Coming now to Chapter Vl/relating to the wills of Khojas, it will be observed that all 
matters connected with probate and letters of administration are in the caso of Khojas, as in the 
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case of other persons not subject to the Indian Succession Act, left to be dealt with under the 
Probate and Administration Act, 1SKL. The result of tins is that the matters remaining to be : 
provided for umlcr this chapter are in the main the same as those which are provided for by the 
Hindu Wills Act, iS70, as amended by the Act just mentioned ; and, as a matter of fact, the 
specification of the sections of the Indian Succession Act made applicable to the wflls of Khojds 
by this chapter is based on the specification contained in the Hindu Wills Act as cut down 
.by the Probate and Administration Act, 1SS1. There are, however, some important differences' 
between the two which call for explanation here. 

*16. The most important of those differences is connected with the limitation on the -powers* 
of testamentary disposition. The specification of the sections of the Indian Succession Act ap- 
plicable to Hindus, contained in the Hindu Wills Act comprises several sections which either 
confer, or assume the existence of, u power of disposition in favour of unborn persons, but the* 
Act contains a proviso to the effect that nothing therein contained shall authorize any Hindu, 
&<?., to create in projierty any interest which lie could not previously have created, and the 
Calcutta High Court, have held in the recent case of A lauga matt jori Dahee v. Soitamoni Dahee 1 
(I. Li. It. Cal. 6-57) that the effect of that proviso is to cut down the power of dis- ‘ 
position, ivliieli the sections in question confer or assume to exist, to the limits imposed on a 
testator by the Hindu law, that is to say, as lv»hl in the well-knotti Tagore ease, to a mere* 
power of disposition in favour of persons who are either in fact or in contemplation of law in 
existence at the death of the testator. 

37. Tt will be seen, ou reference to the report of Alangamonjori Dahee** case, that, though 
there was no difference of opinion in the Appellate Court which finally heard it, much difficulty 
arose from the form in which the Hindu Wills Act had been drafted, and that the learned 
Judge in the Court below had been b*d by this to take the opposite view. This being so, it 
was obvious that the drafting of the Hindu Wills Act could not be followed in this particular. 
Moreover, it was seen that to adopt this form of drafting would in a considerable number of 
cases expose the testamentary dispositions of Khojas to be? called in question for reasons drawn 
or supposed to be drawn from the extremely vague and unsettled customary law now prevailing 
among them, and thus the object of the present measure, which is intended to supply » 
definite body of law, would be to a great extent defeated. It was accordingly resolved to enact 
directly oil her that a Khoja’s power of testamentary disposition should be eo-exteusive with 
that allowed by the Indian Succession Act, or should be limited somewhat in accordance with 
the ruling iii the 1 figure case. 

3b. It was clear that the question as to which of these courses should be adopted stood 
on grounds altogether independent of those on which the perpetuity question among Hindus 
had been discussed. The considerations with reference to which it should, in the opinion of 
the Government of India., he decided will be best seen from the remarks made on referring it 
to the local authorities for opinion. It was observed that the point was one in regard 
to which there was no recognized definite rule among the Khojas, and that if, having regard 
to the family system of that sect and its requirements in this particular, it was considered 
that it would be desirable to confer upon Khojas a power of disposition as large as 
that conferred by the Succession Aet., tlie (inventor (Joneral in Council would be prepared 
to confer that power; that the circumstance that, in tlm absence of any other rulo, 
the Courts presume the Hindu law to be applicable to Khojas, and so might possibly, if the 
question then arose, hold a Khoja lestator limited by the rule in the Tag are case, ought not, in 
the opinion of the Govern or General in Council, to be permitted to stand in the way of such legis- 
lation. “ The Government of India," it was said, “ has ever been reluctant, to alter, by legisla- 
tion, personal laws like those of the Hindus and Muluunmtidans, which are definitely ascertain- 
able aud are established on a religions or gaa religious basis; but a rub* of Hindu law, which 
is applied not as such, but merely by virtue? of the presumption above referred to. in the. absence 
of any other ascertainable rule, to persons who arc by religion not Hindus but Mussulmans, 
stands in its application to such persons on a totally different footing ; and, if it appears 
expedient to set it aside as regards them, there need be no hesitation about doing* so. The rule 
of the Tagore case, assuming that it would at this moment be applied by the Courts to Khojas, 
is as applied to them no more eucred or immutable than any of the either rules of Hindu law 
which at this moment may bo applicable to Khojas, but which will be modified by the Bill if 
it becomes law. No difficulty will, therefore, bo raised hereon this score." 

If, on the other hand, it was observed, it should appear that the rule prohibiting dispositions 
in favour of unborn persons hod, as a matter of fact, been recognised and observed among the 
Khojas, or if, there being no recognized rub; or established practice either *\vay, it shquld bp 
considered that the powers of disposition allowed by the Succession Act were larger than were k 
needed for i^ie requirements of Khojas, it would probably be desirable to limit Hie power 
of disposition iu some such way as it is limited by the Hindu law as interpreted in the Tagore 
case. The system of intestate succession established by life Bill was in certain respects a 
complicated one; and if to this wen* to be added a power of making complicated dispositions by 
will, it was to be feared that wo should bring about, in regard to the property of this wealthy 
and important sect, a state of things which it was desirable if possible to avoid. 

39. The reply of the local authorities was to the effect that, as far as appeared* there was 
no recognized definite rule among the Khojas bearing on the point; that it was unlikely that. 
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^any attotnpt had hitherto been made among them to create by will an interest in favour of 
van unborn person ; that there was thus a tabula tana ; and that * it was quite opeji to the 
legislature to legislate on the subject as it thought best without any fear of violating an 
existing custom or of running counter to any prejudice or desire of the Khoja community. 

This being so, the Government of India have come to the conclusion that it is u^lesirable to 
confer on Khojas any power of testamentary disposition in favour of persons not in existence at the 
time of the testators death ; and accordingly all portions of the /ndian Succession Act which 
•confer, or assume the existence of, such a power have, as far as practicable, been omitted, a proviso 
« at the same time being inserted to the effect that a bequest by a Khoja in favour of uny person 
who has not come into existence at the death of the testator shall bo void. 

40. The remaining differences between this Bill and the Hindu Wills Act as regards the 
provisions of the Indian Succession Act applied by them are of less importance. 

It may, however, be stated that the following additional provisions of tlio Succession Act 
have keen made applicable, namely 

<«) section 47, giving a father power to appoint a guardian by will— a power the existence 
of which was assumed by the Commission ; 

(A) sections 52 and 53, relating to privileged wills ; 

(c) section S4, which provides that, when property is bequeathed to a person and words 

are added which describe a class of persons but do not denote them as direct objects 
of a distinct and independent gift, such person is entitled to the whole of the 
interest of the testator therein unless a contrary intention appears by the will ; 

(d) section 101, which limits directions for accumulation. 

It should be added that section 187 of the Indian Succession Act, which provides that 
Ho right as executor or legatee can be established until u grant of probate or letters of admin- 
istration is obtained, lias been emitted for reasons similar to those which led to its being 
ultimately omitted from the Probate and Administration Act, is^l ; and that sections 13-4 
and 133, determining whether property bequeathed to two or more persons in succession should 
when its value is liable to decrease be retained in its original form, have been omitted, us it 
aeems safer in this country to lay down no liard-and-fast rules on the subject. 

41. The only other point calling for notice in connection with this chapter is that section 
43, following the proviso to section 10 of the Transfer of Properly Act , confers a power of 

' bequeathing property to or for the benefit of a woman, so that she shall ni>thave power to trans- 
fer or charge the same or her beneficial interest, therein. The existence of such a power appears 
to have been assumed in the Bill prepared by the ConmiisMou. 

43. Chapter VII, relating to maintenance and marriage and funeral expenses, calls for 
little notice. There was some obscurity about the corresponding provisions of the Bill prepared 
by the Commission, and this chapter lias now been settled in accordance with what is under- 
stood from the local authorities to have been the original intention. It is believed that the 
only change of a substantive nature made here is in section 46, where provision Inis been made 
for the maintenance, &c., of a daughter while hIio remains unmarried. The chapter, however, 
will probably be found open to further amendment when it lias becu more 1 fully considered. 

43. Section 47, which provides for the recovery of sums due under this chapter, has boon 
drawn with a view to precluding, as far as possible, the difficulties which have arisen under the 
Hindu law in regard to claims for maintenance, and in particular as to how far a person 
having a right to maintenance is entitled to follow the property of the deceased. As regards 
this last point, it lias boon thought best to place the e bairn for maintenance, &e., on the footing 
of a debt, postponing it,, however, to debts proper. This will not absolutely remove all diffi- 
culty, but, by bringing the case within an existing class, it will avoid the creation of a new 
difficulty.

.REPORTS ON THE STATE OF THE SEASON AND FROSPEOTS OP THE CJBOPS FQR 

THE WEEK ENDING THE 0th JUDY 1884. 


General Remarks.-— I n the Madras Presidency rain fell iu all districts during the past week, but [ 
more is still wanted in seVeral plaints, more esjieeially in Bollary and Madura. In Mysore and Coorg 
the rainfall is still insufficient ; in the former province more. mi ri is urgently needed for young plants. 
Almost all districts* of tiie Bombay Presidency report slight rain during the week, but. more min is much 
wanted generally throughout the Pro-idcncy for tXx&bftarif sowings. In the Herars and Hyderabad the* 
fall has again been. light, and also throughout the Central India and Itajputana States. Heavy rain 
continues ’in all districts of the Central Provinces, and a break would be beneficial in the Southern dis- 
tricts where sowings are impeded. Haiti has been general, though somewhat light, in the^Nprth-Vireitern 
Provinces. and Oiulli and in the greater part of the Punjab. In British Burma the rainfall is neaVly-up 
to^the average, and good* falls are reported from the Assam districts. In Bengal the rainfall has been 
general, but insufficient for transplanting apemtious. 

The report of the Meteorological Department, dated the 10th instant, shows a cessation of rain in 
Northern India, but 4 heavier falls on the west coast and over the Dekkan and also in Burma. 

• Harvesting is still in progress in Madras, and the condition of standing crops is generally fair. 
Ploughing and sowing for the kharif continue throughout the country, but are backwards in part&of 
Bombay, N ortli-AV uste wi; Pro vi nees and Oiulli, and Punjab for want of rain. Cotton * pJ&ntfi are above 
ground in the BeVars and cotton sowing is in progress iu Nagpur. In Assam and Bengal the prospects * 
of the standing crops are good, but* more rain is wanted for transplanting operations in the flatter 
province.

Rule s for the admission of apprentices in- the Mathematical Instrument, Photographic, and 
Lithographic and Log racing Offices if the Survey of India Department., Calcutta. 

"With the sanction of the Government of India, a certain number of 
European and Eurasian apprentices will bo entertained in the above offices to 
"be trained in tbo different branches of instrument-making, of Photography, 
and of Lithography and Engraving. 

In the Mathematical Instrument Office, the number of appointments will 
he 3 ; in the Photographic Office, <1 ; in the Lithographic Office, 2 ; and in the 
Engraving Office, 4. 

Applicants jselected for employment will be entertained under the following 
conditions : — 

I. — They must not be loss than 1 1 nor more than 16 years of ago. In 
special circumstances the Surveyor General will exercise liis discretion as to 
the limit of ages. 

II. — They must he able to read and write well, and havo a fair knowledge 
of simple arithmetic; for the Photographic Office any knowledge of chemistry 
or photography, and for the Lithographic Office a knowledgo of drawing, wifi 
be a recommendation. 

III. — They will he required to serve as apprentices for a period of five

V. — The above-mentioned increments will only have effect if the appren- 
tice’s conduct be in every way good, and his progress, in the particular trade 
he may bo in training for, satisfactory. 

. VI. — Prom the pay for the first throe yonrs 10 per cent, will be deducted and 
paid into the Government Savings Bank to be held as a security that the appren- 
tice will conduct himself properly and serve out his lull time. The aggregate 
amount with the accrued interest will be forfeited if tho apprentice leave the 
service without permission of the Surveyor General being first obtained, or if 
he misconduct liimself so seriously as to entail his dismissal. Should, however* 
the apprentice serve the full five years and conduct himself to the satisfaction 
of Government, he will receive the total amount so deducted with the interest 
accruing upon it. 

VII. — Each apprentice on being entertained shall sign such form of inden- 
ture as Government may require him to sign as security for the due perform- 
ance of his obligations. The form of indenture is under preparation. 
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VIII. — In addition to the rates of pay specified above, apprentices will 
not be entitled to any other allowances for clothing, board, or lodging, nor 

. does the Government guarantee them permanent employment at the end of 
their apprenticeship or at any time. 

IX. — Apprentices must abide by the* standing orders of any of the offices 
of the Survey of India in which they may be under training, and must duly 
observe tho hours of attendance and working. They will he liable to discharge 
at the discretion of the Surveyor (1 on oral, should they not make sufficient and 
satisfactory progress in the particular trade, they aro in training for, or he 
guilty of any misconduct. Absence without leave will render them liable to 
loss of pay, and if constantly repeated, to discharge and the forfeiture of any 

' sums that may have accrued to them under Rule VI. 

X. — Applicants should in the first instance address themselves to the 
Assistant Surveyors General in charge of the above offices, tlioir applications 
being accompanied by any testimonials as to their character and qualifications 
they may he able to obtain.

Summary of tho Weather Reports for June 1S8A. 

During the past month the weather has been variable. In the first half 
of the month the humidity of tho atmosphere was mueli below the average at 
nearly every station in India, and during the first 10 days the only rain of any 
importance was in Assam, llengtel, and Burma. On the 12tli, however, moder- 
ate rain fell on the Malabar coast, and by the Kith had extended northward 
as far as Bombay, whoro l-J inches of rain fell during a slight south-south- 
east gale. On the 19th rain became pretty general throughout, the coun- 
try, tho only exceptions being portions of Hundelkund and the North-Western. 
Provinces, Sind, and Central India. On the 20th over 11 inches of rain fell at 
Bombay. On the 22nd, however, the rainfall on tho west coast was checked 
and the break spread gradually from the west coast to a very large part of 
India. Towards the close of the month prccipitat ion was slight in most places 
and had almost, entirely erased in Gujarat, Central India, Rajputana, and on the 
plains of the Punjab and North-Western Provinces. Rain continued, how- 
ever, in tho Central Provinces and Lower Bengal ; and whereas a decided 
deficiency was shown l>y most places, tho. rainfall of these two provinces was 
slightly in excess of the average. 

The rain of the 10th or 11th was unaccompanied by any general increase 
of moisture in the atmosphere ; hut about the 17t.h and 18th tho humidity rose 
suddenly and in many places continued excessive ; in ot hers, and more parti- 
cularly in the Peninsula, the air again became dry towards the close of the 
month. . At stations on the Bombay and Malabar coasts there were about 8, 
at Poona 4, and at Sholapur 2 days only on w'hich the humidity was above the 
average of June.

STATEMENT OF OBJECTS AND REASONS. 

An essential portion of the scheme for the reorganization of the civil administration in 
the Punjab, which has recently received the sanction of the Secretary of State for India, is to 
be found in the improvement u£ the judicial agency and tho reform of the appellate system. 
The arrangements proposed for this purpose render necessary very largo changes in the law 
under which the Pan jab Courts are now constituted (the Pan jab Courts Act, I S7 7), and the most 
Convenient mode of giving effect to thorn appears to he to repeal t lmt. Act and re-enact its 
provisions with the necessary additions and modifications. Tnis it is proposed to do by the 
present Dill. 

2. . The changes in the law which it is intended to make will now be noticed. 

3. Chapter IT deals with tlie constitution of the Courts. The present law confers tile 

civil judicial powers of the Courts subordinate to the Chief Court upon the executive 
officers of Government, from the Commissioner down to the Talnildar, though Act XIV 
of lN7n enables the Local Government to confer the powers of a Deputy Commissioner 
or of a Tahsildur upon other persons, and under that Act civil judicial powers have been 
conferred upon a number of officers known as Judicial Assistants and Munsifs, whose 
functions are mainly, though not always exclusively, judicial. Similarly, the Civil* and 
Sessions Judge of Peshawar and certain Additional Commissioners have been invested 
with the judicial powers of Commissioners under Act XVII of 1.877. It is now pro- 
posed to relieve Commissioners and Deputy Commissioners, as a rule, of civil judicial func- 
tions, though they will continue to exercise jurisdiction in certain classes of cases which will 
be transferred from the Civil to the lie venue Courts, and they may also be invested with civil 
judicial powers whore the judicial work is so light as not to require the creation of special Courts. 
Commissioners will likewise he, as a rule, relieved of the functions as Sessions Judges which 
now devolve upon them, hut this can be done under tho Criminal Procedure Code, without 
Special legislation. 9 

4. Special designations which do not imply the exercise of executive functions arc accord- 
• jngly given to the Courts subordinate to the Chief Court (section 4). 

5. With a view to strengthen the Courts of appeal iu order to admit of greater finality 
being given to appellate decisions, it is pro|>osed that, the Court immediately subordinate to 
the Chief Court should ordinarily consist of two Judges, ami that, while one of these Judges 
may be enabled by rule to exercise certain of the powers of the Court, a single Judge should 
not have power In the exercise of his appellate jurisdiction to reverse any order other than an 
interlocutory order passed by any Court. 

6. Power is also taken (in section 7) to appoint the Commissioner of a Division to he 
one of the Judges of a Divisional Court in addition to his other duties, as it is in contempla- 
tion to establish -one of the Divisional Courts at i)em Ismail Khan, and only one Judge will 
be Available for that Court unless the Commissioner of the Denijdt Division is appointed as 
one of the Judges.

— The will shall he attested by two or 
more witnesses, each of whom must have seen the 
testator sign or affix his mark to the will, or have 
seen some other person sign the will in the presence 
and by the direction of the testator, or have receiv- 
ed from the testator a personal acknowledgment of 
his signature or mark, or of the signature of such 
other person ; and each of the witnesses must sign 
or affix his mark to the will in the presence of the 
testator, but it shall not he necessary, that more 
than one witness bo present at the same time, and 
no particular form of attestation shall be necessary.

PART IX. 

Of Privileged Villa. 

52. Any soldier being employed in an oxpedi- 
„ . t.iou, or engaged in actual 

warfare, or any manner 
being at sea, may, if lie has completed the age of 
eighteen years, dispose of his property by a will 
inud<* as is mentioned in the fifty-third section. 
Such wills are called privileged wills. 


Illustrations. 

(a.) A, the surgeon of si regiment, is actually employed 
in an expedition. He is it soldier actually employed in an 
expedition, and can make a privileged will. 

( b .) A is at sea in a werclinnt-Hkip, of which lie is Ihe 
purser, lie is a mariner, and being at*cd can innke a pri- 
vileged will. 

(r.) A, a soldier serving in the field against insurgents, is 
a soldier engaged in actual warfare, ami as .such can make a 
privileged will. 

(d.) A, a mariner of a ship in the course of si voyage, is 
temporally on shore, while she is tying in harbour. He is, 
in the sense of the words used in this clause, a mariner at. 
sea, and can make a privileged will. 

(e.) A, an admiral who commands a naval force, hut. who 
lives on shore, and only occasionally gtn.*s on board his ship, 
is not considered as at sea, and cannot make a privileged 
will. 

(/*.) A, a mariner serving on a military expedition, hut 
not being at sea, is considered as a soldier, and can make a 
privileged wijl. 

53. Privileged wills may bo in writing, or 

hlode of making, and jm\y he made by word of 
rule, for psix'Uting, i«rl- moutlx> 
vileged wills. 

The execution of them shall l>c governed by the 
following rules 

First.— -The will may he written wholly by the 
testator, with his own hand. In such ca.sc it need 
not be signed nor attested. 

Second . — It may be written wholly or in part by 
another person, and signed by the testator. In 
such case it need not be attested. 

Third.-*- If the instrument purporting to bo a will 
is written wholly or in part by another person, and 
is not sigued by tlie testator, it shall be considered 
to he his will, if it be shown that it was written by 
the testator's directions, or that he recognized it 
as his will.. 


Tf it appear on tlie face of the instrument, that 
tlie execution of it in the manner intended by him 
was not completed, the instrument shall not by rea- 
son of that circumstance he invalid, provided that 
his non-execution of it can be reasonably ascribed to 
some cause oilier than the abandonment of the 
testamentary intentions expressed in the instrument. 

Four/ ft . — Tf the soldier or mariner shall have writ- 
ten instructions for the preparation of his will, hut 
shall have died before it could be prepared and exe- 
cuted, such instructions shall be considered to 
constitute his will. 

Fifth . — If the soldier or mariner shall, in the 
presence of two wit nesses, have given verbal instruc- 
tions for the preparation of his will, and they shall 
have been reduced into writing in his lifetime, but 
lie shall have died before the instrument could bp 
prepared and executed, such instructions shall he 
considered to constitute his will, although they may 
not have been reduced into writing in liis presence, 
nor read over to him. 

S 'nrlh. — Such soldier or mariner as aforesaid may 
make a will by word of mouth by declaring his 
intentions before two witnesses present at the same 
time. 

Seventh . — A will made by word of mouth shall be 
null at 1 he expiration of one month after the tes- 
tator shall have ceased to be entitled to make a 
privileged will.

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STATEMENT OP OBJECTS AND REASONS. 

The Khojds are members of a sect which was originally Hindu but was converted to 
Muhammadanism about 400 years ago. They still? however, os has been, more than once hold 
by the highest Court in the Bombay Presidency, retain their former law to such an extent in 
matters connected with property and succession that it is to be presumed to apply to them 
until the contrary is shown. This state of things has at times given rise to great difficulties 
in litigation between Khojas. 

4. In the case of I Hr bn i v. Gorbni, 1 2 Bom. High Court Rep. 294, which appears to have 
occupied the l/ower Court for twenty-four sitting days and the Appellate Court for four days. 
Sir Michael Wostropp, O. J., after describing the state of the law, observed as follows : — 

“It is, however, evident that the Khojas are not as firmly bound in matters of succession 
and inheritance by the Hindu law as Muhammadans proper are by the Muhammadan law and 
the Hindus by the Hindu law, and hence it is that it would not be reasonable to require such 
stringent proof of a custom of inheritance amongst them differing from ordinary Hindu law , 
as from a Hindu. ' 

“Now, it is manifest that such a state of the law must greatly encourage litigation, and 
wc cannot help thinking that it would be most desirable that the Government should take 
steps, as whs done in the case of tin* Parsis, to ascertain the views of the majority of the 
community oil the subject of succession, and should then pass an enactment giving effect to 
those views. Unanimity, of course, could not l>c expected, but. the rules which were found 
generally to prevail might he made law ; and though the religious differences existing among 
mem hers of the Khojd cast£ might create some difficulty, it would not, we think, be insu- 
perable.” 

8. The Government of Bombay, acting upon this suggestion, appointed about the end of 
the year 1S7S a Commission consisting of four gentlemen taken from the Shia division of the 
Khojas, which acknowledged His Highness the late Aglui Khan as its spiritual superior, on© 
taken from the Sunni division, and Mr. Spencer, Acting First Judge of the ‘Court of Small 
Causes, with the llon'ble Mr. Justice Melvill, of the Bombay High Court, as president. 

The Commission took the greatest pains to inform themselves of the customs and views of 
both divisions of the Khoja sect in the Presidency of Bombay and elsewhere, and after much 
consideration and discussion agreed upon a draft Bill, subject to a dissent on a few specific 
points which was signed by 11 is lliglmcss Agha All Shall, son of His Highness the late Agha 
Khan, and Air. Dhnrruinsey Poonjabhoy but not by Air. Jairajbhoy Peerboy and Air. llahim- 
tula Syanoe, the two other Shia members of the Commission. Thai draft, having been sub- * 
mitt eel to the Government of Bombay bv the president on the 2 -3rd of December, 1879, and 
approved of by that Government, was forwarded to the Government of India, and forms the 
basis of the present Bill. 

4. Tt. will be convenient to refer to the provisions of flic present Bill ns nearly as possible 
in tlieir order, noticing in their proper place the few points in regard to which His High ness 
Aglui A1j Shall and Mr. Dhurrumsey Poonjabhoy differed from the majority of the 
Commission, and the points of substantive importance in which the present Bill deviates from 
the draft framed by tlic Commission. 

5. The first provision calling for notice is section 2, which defines the application of the 
Act- — a matter which was not clearly provided for in tins Bill prepared by the Commission. 
The main enaetmo.it of the section is that succession to tin* property, whether moveable or 
immoveable, in British India of a Khoja dying on or after the first day of January, 1885, 
shall be regulated by the rules contained in the Act wherever he may have had his domicile 
at the time of his death. So far as regards immoveable property, this provision coincides with 
section 5 of tlm Indian Succession Act, but, as regards moveable property, it involves an 
important deviation from that section, inasmuch as it applies the Act to all successions to such 
property though the deceased person may have been 'domiciled outside British India at the - 
time ol‘ his death. 

As the rule, which makes the law of the domicile of a deceased person regulate the suc- 
cession to his moveable property, is not n»« rely the rule of the Indian Succession Act but has 
obtained very general acceptance elsewhere, it seems desirable to state the reasons which have 
led the Government of India to think that it is not suitable to the Khoja community. 

f». The choice as regards succession to moveable property appears to lie between the law of 
the domicile oft be deceased and the law of tho«//m of the assets. The objections urged against the 
latter in Western countries are cl i icily that a man's moveables are apt to bo scattered over many 
jurisdictions each having a readily ascertainable law of its own, and that accordingly, if the law 
of the .v/7 ns is made applicable to them, his estate will be broken up into many fragments, all 
governed by different laws; that a man's moveables may change their place ; that the most 
important, class of them, goods employed in commerce, are constantly changing their place ; 
and that accordingly, if the law of the .v/7//* is applied, it will be impossible for him to foresee 
the particular law under which they will. Fall upun his death ; and lastly, that the rule of the law 
of the xituH does not olcarly provide for t hat portion of the assets which consists of debts or 
other obligation* existing in favour of the deceased. To avoid these difficulties it lias beeu 
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generally agreed to adopt the law of the domicile of the deceased for the whole of his move* 
able estate* Various attempts have been made to rest this rule on some & priori principle; 
but it would seem to have had its actual origin in mere considerations of convenience. 

7. Looking to the arguments by which it is supported, and to the ]>ecnliar circumstances 
of the Khoja community, it is questionable, tossy the least, whether such a rule would meet the 
lequirementsof their case. The plaees^beyond the limits of British India, as, for example, Kutch, 
the Persian Uulf and Zanzibar, in which any considerable number of Khojas is to l>e found 
Lave no law such as can properly lie called a territorial law of succession. The tribunals in 
«*uch places, in so far as they make any rational attempt to apply a law at, all, would apply the 
personal law of the parties, and that in the case of Khojas is ur kypothmi altogether unsettled 
and unaseertainable. There is thus in the case of Khojas domiciled out o£ British India prac- 
tically speaking no law of the .situ. a* of the foreign assets to conflict with the law which would 
apply to the British Indian assets, and no law of the domicile to which recourse could be had ; 
and, therefore, to give the law of the domicile a preference over the Indian law would be si nf ply 
to substitute a congeries of indefinite and hulf-estalxlished customs for a law, to the applica- 
tion of which there could lie no reasonable objection. 

It may Iks added that, in the absence of a law of the domicile, the ca«*e is very analogous 
to those eases ill which it. is impossible to fix the domicile of the deceased, and the solution 
which Lord Alva n ley appears to have suggested in a case of this latter class was to fall 
back, as is proposed in this case, on the law of t he xitm of the property ; in other words, to 
put moveables on the same footing as immoveables. 

8 * If this solution is adopted, and the Indian law is applied to all moveables left by a 
deceased Klioja in British India, without regard to lus domicile, and if, moreover, the same 
rule is appli<vi, as it naturally would be, in eases arising in Consului^jurisdietioriK in the Persian 
Gulf, Zanzibar and elsewhere, this further advantage will probably in time be gained, that the 
law in British India will come to be adopted as a j personal law applicable to Khojas in all 
foreign States in this part of the world. 

9. The above remarks apply equally to intestate ami to testamentary succession. A ques- 
tion might indeed be raised as to whether a testamentary disposition made beyond the limits of 
British India should as regards its form be made absolutely subject to British Indian law; but, 
seeing that the effect of taking any other course would certainly bo to admit oral dispositions, it. 
meins clear that the risk of failures of justice will be on the whole less by subjecting completely 
to our law’ all dispositions, wherever made, of moveable property in British India. 

10. In connection with the definitions it is convenient to notice one of the few important 
questions on wlueh any difference of opinion lias arisen, namely, the question as to the status 
to be assigned to a woman who is not. a Klioja but who is legally married to a Klioja accord- 
ing to the rules of the Muhammadan law, and to her children by him. 

The Khojas of the Sunni Jamal, though apparently unwilling to go so far as to recognize 
any other than a Khoja widow us entitled to inherit from her husband, proposed that tin* sons of 
a Khoja bv a wife who is not a Klioja should have some share in the inheritance. To this the 
Kho jas of the Shia Jamat would not agree, and the Commission ultimately adopted as a compro- 
mise the plan of assigning to tlic offspring of the marriages in question a status nominally 
intermediate between those of legitimacy and illegitimacy and giving them in the dciinition- 
elauses the designation of " alien sons* 1 , but allowing them nothing more than illegitimate sons 
ill the later sections of their Bill. It is stat«*d that the Khojas as a rule are very exclusive 
and rarely take wives from outside their own community, ami so long as this state of things 
continues the mode iu which this point, is dealt with is not of great practical moment; but 
there is? an important principle involved, against wdiich even the compromise adopted by the 
Commission apjiears to the Government of India to offend. Tin* exclusion of the non-Khoja 
wife from inheritance and the degradation of her sons to a position altogether lower than that 
of the legitimate soli involves a view as to restrictions oil marriage which, even though it may 
have obtained acceptance with a majority of the Klioja sect, and though the Government, lias 
no desire to interfere with it, it is manifestly undesirable to have affirmed by the legislature. 
Tlic present Bill will accordingly be found to contain no reference oil her in its definition- 
cluuses or elsewhere to the so-called "alien son.” It defines "son ” to be a legitimate son and 
leaves ‘‘widow” undefined, and then proceeds to declare the rights of sons and widows, trusting 
to the Courts to decide, as they will on principles lying outside the law of succession, who are 
legally entitled to the status of sous’ and widows. 

11. Chapter II of the Bill deals with "succession to the undivided property of a male 
Khoja dying intestate , 99 and in the previous chapter “ undivided property 99 has boon defined as 
meaning "a share in property lndonging to an undivided family.” The Bill prepared bv the 
Commission purjiorted to define tlic phrase “undivided family,” but the definition proposed 
has on inquiry been found to be unsafe. The undivided family among the Khojas appears to 
cotnp into existence chiefly in connection with trade, and would seem to be all instil ut ion of a 
peculiar nature, somewhat resembling the undivided family among the Hindus; but, on the 
other hand, it is cleat', from the rules laid down in certain sections of the Bill pre- 
pared by the Commission, and from the pliers submitted with that Bill, that it differs in 
important respects from the Hindu undivided family. What exactly it is, and when property 
is to be regarded as its undivided property, it is difficult to ascertain from the papers before the 
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Government of India; but, judging from the analogous case in Hindu law, it would seem 
that these are matters which it would be almost hopeless to attempt to detine in an Aet of the 
legislature ; nor does it appear to be necessary to define them in a Succession Act. It may 
well be assumed that a fundamental distinction which goes to the root of the family constitu- 
tion, and which is not confined in its operation to matters of succession, but applies also inter 
vivo 9, is established outside this Bill. For these reasons, it has been thought best to make no 
attempt to define undivided family ** or u undivided ^property 99 in the present Bill. 


IS. It will be observed, on comparing Chapters II and III, that* the only peculiarity con- 
nected with the intestate succession to undivided property is (section G) that, in default of 
legitimate lineal mule descendants of the intestate within the fourth degree, the property i* 
equally divided among all the male members of the undivided family living at his death. 

18. Chapter III of tlie Bill treats of “ succession to the separate property of u male Khoja 
dying intestate/* and the order of succession marked out in sections 7 to SO will be found to 
hie* based on that of the Hindu law.

M It will be seen/* Mr. Melvill observes, “that the only very noticeable point of difference 
is that among the Khojas the father and mother arc elevated to a rank in the order of succes- 
sion superior to that of the widow. This precedence of the mother lias been judicially settled 
_ . _ in the case of Jlirbai v. (Jorbai*, already referred to; and 

IU»p , R 294. rte * * although the Khoja members of the Commission were not 

unanimously in favour of the view taken in that case, they all 
agreed that, having once been judicially determined, the rule shonld not be disturbed.** 

14. Section 20 of the present Bill differs in one important particular from the corre- 
sponding section (29) of the Bill prepared by the Commission. 

• The latter admitted to tlie succession only those of the “more distant relatives** of tlie 
intestate who were on the father’s side, and confined it to such of them as are within the seventh 
degree of kindred. On failure of this limited class of distant kindred, section 42 gave tlie 
prujierty fi to the Jamat of that sect of the Khojas to which the intestate belonged at the time 
of his death, to be held ami applied according to the customs of tlie said Jamdt.** Even this 
did not satisfy the two dissenting members of (he Commission and some of the other adherent* 
of H is Highness the late Aghu Khan, who, as Imam, was the person chiefly interested in the 
succession of the Jamat. They 1 contended that the Jamat should come in immediately after 
the nearer relations. 

The Government of India, after fully considering this point in communication with the 
local authorities, have come to the conclusion that it is impossible to exclude the heirs of a de- 
ceased person in favour of any such institution as a “ Jamat/* or,any person or authority repre- 
senting such an institution. It is open to any Khoja who desires that his property should be 
devoted to any charitable or religious purpose, or should be enjoyed by any spiritual person 
for whom he entertains a special veneration, to dispose of his property by will or otherwise in 
accordance with law, but, if he dies intestate, it would be contrary to all established principle* 
to enact that his property should devolve otherwise than upon his relatives. 


15. Apart from this fundamental objection in point of principle, there appear to be practical 
objections to the proposal as formulated by the Commission. The Jamdt is said to he an as- 
sembly in council of all the adult male members of the Khoja community of the place, and it 
is not unlikely that doubts would arise, in connection with matters of religious belief, residence, 
attendance at the Jarnat, and so forth, as to the particular Jamat (if any) to which the 
deceased person ht longed. Similur doubts might also arise us to who were the other person* 
actually belonging to the Jamat to which the deceased belonged, so as to tako the property. 

* There might further be doubts as to how the property of a deceased intestate Khoja is to be held. 
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ftwl the objects to which it is to be applied. It is true that tin* section proposed by the Com- 
mission says that the property is to be held and applied “accord tug to the custom « of the said 
, . , , 7 Juuiat.” Hut from n judgment of Sir J. Arnould in the case

d divered, on his own private purpesrs. Indeed, in a set of draft, rules of succession for 

Shin Khojas submitted by 1 1 is Highness Agfui All Slush flu* stieee^iou «.f liie Jamal is 

treated as tlie same thing with the succession of the I main. The Jairiuf, therefore, does not 
seem to have any property or control over pr »perty, and it is not. clear how there can lie any 
custom goviM*ning the applieat ion of property by if. It has been argued that no su«*h difficul- 
ties as those suggested ordinarily arise at present, but it would be clearly impossible to put the 
succession of the Jamat, on a legisluim* basis whimul defining iis conditions sxnd incidents, ami 
it would lie equally impossible to place the properly at the absolute dispel <.f any individual 
in whatever negus* »»f veneration he might lu? held. 


I(>. For these reasons section *i0 of the present Hill extends 1 lie succession to relatives of 
the intestate both on the father's ami ou the mother’s side without limit of degree, and it may be 
added that section I S applies the ordinary rule, which makes. the Cr^vn the ultimate heir, in the 
rare ease in which an owner of property may die intestate and leave no person entitled to 
succeed under the previous section?.. 


17. Section 2* is one of the leading sections of Ihe Hill. It provides in effect that, when 
n female inhoi its under any of the foregoing sections, she shall, if certain near male relatives 
arc living and are t lius post polled to her. take the property only as “ rest rioted owner ” — a 
position to be presently explained at length. With this section should be read section 19, from 
which it. will be seen that in other eases she takes the same interest in the property uud 1ms the 
same powers in respect of it as if she were a male. 

IS. Chapter IV treats of succession to the absolute property of a. female Khoja dying 
intestate, that is to say, the succession to such of her property as belongs to her otherwise 
than as restricted owner. The provisions of this chapter call for no remark. Mr. Meivill 
stnt»*s that they differ from the Hindu law but that they are approved by all classes of the 
Khojas, ami are not, bo thinks, open to any objection. The particulars in which they deviate 
from the Hindu law or the reason* for the deviations arc uni explained. They have been 
accepted by the (foveriunent of India sis settled by the Commission, swell details only being 
tilled in after consultation with the local authorities as seemed necessary to give effect to what 
is understood to be the intention of those who framed them. 


11). Chapter V, which treats of “ property which a female takes as restricted owner and 
the further succession to the same , 99 calls for more detailed uotico. 

It applies not only in the ordinary ease of property taken by a female as restricted owner 
under Chapter III (a upru 9 paragraph 17), but also in ea^es where she may take a, similar 
interest in property under section 2d (2), section 21* (1), section 27 and section d9. 

Its provisions are merely a development, with the requisite amplifications and with the 
addition of the necessary machinery, of the corresponding provision.- of the Hill trained by the 
Commission. It lias been settled in consultation wills t )i • local vulhontii-s and with a \ irw t<» 
giving effect to what are understood to be tin* \ tow* of the : but, having regard to 

the novelty uud complication of the subject, it is not unlikely that when subjected to criticism 
it will be found suseept ible of intpro\ nnent in many particulars. 

The limited estate taken by a Khoja female under this Hill resembles the estate taken by 
a Hindu widow, Lnjt there are many important dilTcrenc between them. Mr. Meivill ob*cr\ es 
that t ht> Khoja female estate is the more restricted of the two, but on this paint hg .say s 
the Khojas hold very strong view* which he is of opinion must he respected. 

20. In proceeding to notice the details of the chapter, the first point calling for alt ention 
in the phrase “restricted owner.” It has been chosen merely on the ground that, it is new 
and connotes nothing, and it is not, unlikely that sonic more appropriate phrase may be sug- 
gested. The phrase 4 ‘ life-est tie ’’ and its correlative “ re.A e.rs'mn,” used in the Hombay Hill, are 
not only open to the objection that oidinanlv lies against all l* mis imported from another 
legal system, but further, as lms been constantly ohseived of them in the ease of the Hindu 
widow’s estate, they suggest an altogether false aiiah gy. r l ho po.sii ion, if it is necessary 
to illustrate it by reference to .English ia\\, te rather like Unit, of a fce-*impie estate subject to 
an executory devise. 

21. As regards tho attempt made in the Hill to do line the estate, it will be observed that 
motion 28 enacts that the female shall In* absolutely ent it led to 1 lie use of, and t he income accruing 
from, the property during her life, and, except as otherwise provided by the Act, shall have ail 
the other rights and powers of an absolute owner. 

5 l 
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An objection has becntakon to this on tbe ground that money saved by a widow from the 
income of the property should not belong 1 to her absolutely but should go to her husband’s 
heirs. 

41 

This contention is not based on any alleged actual practice, but is put forward merely os a 
t€ necessary consequence of tlie invariable custom ” which limits the widow’s interest in the 
'CorpuH of her husband's property to the time during which she remains unmarried. 

Now, not only is it not a necessary consequence of the custom in question, but it is, as ad- 
mitted by tlie objectors themselves, in a certain sense illogical ; for why should a person who has 
absolute power to dispose of the income as it comes in, in whatever way she pleases, be restricted 
from dealing with her savings from it? 

Again, the only effect, of adopting the proposed suggestion would, as the objectors them- 
selves admit, generally be that the widow would squander the income as it came in ; and, in 
the rare cases in which she allowed some of it to accumulate, the probability is that litiga- 
tion would result from the diiliculty of identifying the fund and separating it from the rest 
of her property. For these reasons the section has been allowed to stand. 

22. Section 30 defines the obligations of the restricted owner as regards — 

(tf) the preservation of the substance of the property for those who are to como after her ; 
and 

(A) tlie protection of the title. 

As regards “ waste,” it stands on a footing altogether peculiar in the case of the Hindu 
widow; and clause (a) of Ibis section lias been drawn with a view to placing it on a 
somewhat similar footing in the case of the restricted owner. 

23. As regards the powers of alienation, in the limitations on which the restricted nature 
of the estate chiefly consists, the only powers of alienation for any time beyond the life of the 
restricted owner allowed to her by the Bill, besides a limited power of leasing conferred by 
section 29, are those specified in section 31, which runs as follows: — 

€t 31. A female taking property as restricted owner shall have power to t ransfer the same, 
. so t hat the transfer may have effect beyond her life, wlum, the 

ftRtncta owner h power «f tmnsfi-r. being iiisuHioieiit, such transfer is necessary in order 

to raise money for any of the following purposes, namely 

* X7r., oMtgaf mm* t.<, jmume tin* " (a) to discharge any of the obligations imposed by section 
mila twice of tlie tiro per tv uml protect 30 ;* 
the title. 

"(i) to discharge tbe debts of the absolute owner from whom the property descended ; 

u (r) to provide for tlie maintenance of any persona enlitled under this Aet to have tlicir 
maintenance provided for out. of the property, for the payment of any marriage ex- 
penses or funeral exj»en<es payable under this Act out of the property, and for the 
performance of any ordinary family ceremonies; and 

u ( f 0 to supjKwt herself where she Inis no other suUicient means of support." 

24. It has been urged by tbe two dissenting members of the Commission and by some 
other adherents of Ilis Highness the Imam that a mother taking a restricted estate should 
have larger powers of alienation and that she or a widow taking a like estate should be em- 
powered to alienate for religious objects ; tb.it is, as explained in tin* set of draft rules sub- 
mitted by His Highness Agha All Shah, to give tlie proprrty to tbe Imam ; but, upon consider- 
ing the arguments adduced and consulting tin- local authorities, the (loverument of India have 
determined to uphold the decision of the majority of the Commission, which is against the 
concession of any such powers. 

25. In order to avoid as far as possible tbe great difficulties which arise in the ease of 
a Hindu wid<nv exceeding her power of alienation, an alienation in excess* of the power has 
(section 29 of the Bill) been made absolutely void for any period beyond the restricted owner's 
life, except where? the purchaser takes for consideration and without notice of the ownership 
being restricted. This, no doubt, standing alone, would place too great difficulties in tbe way of 
alienation ; but sufficient relief will probably be afforded by tlie power to apply to a Court 
for sanction, which is given by Beet ion 32. It. may be objected that it is undesir- 
able to foree people to resort to a Court, in such matters; but. the case is one of a choice of 
evils, and it is probably better that they should resort to the Court in every ease where there 
is any room for doubt- than run the risk of being involved in troublesome and expensive litiga- 
tion later on. 

A Coin! dealing with an application under section 32 is empowered (section 33) to accord its 
sanction to the transfer subject to the condition that the money thereby raised shall be 
paid into Court or to trustees appointed by the Court, and to give such further directions as it 
may think tit with a view to ensuring that, the money shall be applied to the purpose for 
which it is raised, or that any balanc** that is not so applied shall be secured for the benefit 
of those entitled alter the restricted owner. 
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26. It will be observed that no provision is made in the draft for alienation with the. con- 
sent of the so-called “ reversioners.” This matter is one which gives rise t« great cl i Homilies in 
the case of the Hindu widow, and it seems impossible, having regard to the system of succession 
established by the Hill, to provide for it in any satisfactory manner. If provision had only to 
bo made to meet tbeea.se of a reversioners” who claim under section 37 (1) and section 3S (3) 
by descent from the last absolute owner, the matter would bis much simpler than in the ease of 
the Hindu widow, inasmuch as these “ reversioners” would always be known living persons or 
persons who would claim through them ; but there are, besides these, the “ reversioners ” men- 
tioned in suction 3S ( 1) and (2), and it is thus impossible to lix upon any person whose consent 
would be sufficient. 

27. Further, even if we were, as has been suggested, to waive this objection, and accept 
the consent Af a merely presumptive iC reversioner/’ (here is another difficulty, namely, tlipt 
the presumptive <£ reversioner ” might (see section 31) of the Bill) hr* another restricted owner, 
possibly an old Woman on the verge of the grave, whose pros]>cot of succeeding would be 
extremely small. There might be several such persons intervening between the restricted 
owner and the first person who would take as absolute owner. We could hardly rest satisfied 
with anything short of the consent of this last person and all the intervening ones, and thus 
we should be landed in a considerable complication, leading in many cases In no very satisfac- 
tory result, inasmuch as the interest of the first person who would take as absolute owner, 
and to whose consent we would chiefly look, would often be of a remotely contingent nature. 
It is, of course, on economical grounds desirable to proxidc a means of freeing t lie property 
from the limited ownership, but the ml vantage would be dearly purchased if the basis of the 
purchaser’s title were to be complicated in this way. 

23. As regards the sale of property in execution of a decree against a restricted owner, it 
will be seen that the effect, of sort ion 3 I of the Hill is that a person lending money for any of the 
purposes mentioned in section 31 can sell in execution nothing more than the so-called u life- 
interest ” of the restricted owner, unless his loan is secured by a mortgage. The position of the 
restricted owner as regards anything beyond her so-called life- interest is, in fact, in this par- 
ticular, somewhat similar to that of an English executor with j tower to charge the real estate. 
If it were otherwise, there might arise, in cases of execution for unsecured debts, the same 
difficult questions which the preceding sections arc intended to shut out in eases of voluntary 
alienation. 

29. It will be observed that, by sections 37 (2) and S3 {+) of the Hill the Crown is post- 

poned fro the general heirs of the restricted owner. This appears to he right, though it is 
gathered from the case of Tkr ('ofdrfnr <>/' .1/ */«/// ipnhnn v. Cttrufy ttapah (8 Aloo. 

I. A. 529), — this precise point was not there decided, — that, it is otherwise in the case of a 
Hindu woman's estate. 

30. Sections 35 and 30 in effect provide that the restricted owner shall represent- tlie pro- 
perty in judicial proceedings and coin promises of disputes and for the purples of laws of 
limitation and prescription, so a^ to bind those who take after lier. 

31. Sections 37 to 30, which regulate the devolution of property after the death of the 
restricted owner, have been drawn with a view to carry out what is understood to be the 
intentions of the Commission. 

Their main provisions are that — 

(a) when the restricted owner dies unmarried, the property shall belong to (he person 
to whom it would then have belonged if she had died before the absolute owner 
from whom it descended and it had descended under tie* Act without having 
been alienated, and in default «»f such person it shall descend as if the female 
were not a restricted owner; and 

(£) when the restricted owner lias been married, the property shall on her death go fro 
certain of her descendants, and if there are no such descendants shall devolve as 
just state!) . 

32. Frcm section 39 it will be seen, as already observed, that property may devolve upon 
two or more restricted owners in succession. This is to be regretted, but it seems to be ail 
essential part of the scheme. 

33. Section *10 regulates the legal relations arising where two or more widows of a deceased 
Khoja take his property together as restricted owners, and provides that there shall be a right 
of survivorship be t wee u them. 

3J». Section |<1 provides that a widow marrying again after her husband's death shall not 
be entitled to take as restricted owner his property or any property of any of his lineal descendants 
which lias descended to them from him, and that, if a widow taking any such property as 
restricted owner subsequently marries again, she shall be deemed for the purposes of certain 
sections of the chapter to have died. One effect of this latter provision is that the restricted 
ownership of the widow ceases on her .re-marriage. 

36. Coming now to Chapter VI, relating to the wills of Khojas, it will be observed that all 
matters connected with probate and letters of administration are in the ease of Khojas, as in the 
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case of other persons not subject to the Indian Succession Act, left to be dealt with under the 
Probate* and Administration Act, 1SSI. The result of this is that the matters remaining? to be 
provided for umlcr this chapter are in the main the same as those which are provided for by the 
Hindu Wills Act, ls70, as amended by the Act just mentioned; and, as a matter of fact, the 
application of the sections of the Indian Succession Act. made applicable to the wills of Khojas 
by this chapter is based nn the sppiiesition contained iirtho Hindu Wills Act as cut down 
by the Probate ami Administration Act, lSKl. There are, however, some important differences 
between the two which call for explanation here. 


Sfi. The most impiHant of those differences is connected with the limitation on the powers 
of testamentary disposition. The specification of the sections of the Indian Succession Act ap- 
plicable to Hindus, foe., contained in the Hindu Wills Act comprises several sect ions which either 
Copter, or assume the existence of, a power «»f disposition in favour of unborn persons, hut the 
Act contains a proviso to tin* effect that nothing therein contained shall authorize any Hindu, 
&o., to create in property any interest which lie could not. previously have created, and the 
Calcutta High Court have held in the recent east* of A.f a ugaMouJ^ri habee v. So/tuotoai Dabtt 
(I. 1j. ft. S Cal. t>d7) that 1 he effect of that proviso is to cut down the power of dis- 
position, which the sections in ipiesiion confer or assume In exist, to the limits imposed on a 
testator by the Hindu law, that is to sav, as ludd in the well-known Tn/orc ease, to a. nmre 
power of disposition in favour of persons who are either in fact or in contemplation of law in 
existence at the death of the testator. 


•.‘57. It will 1 >e seen, »>n reference to the report of A! ttu pa tin niior'i Ihtbce’s ease, that, though 
there was in* difference of opinion in the Appellate Court which finally heard it, much difficulty 
arose from the form in whicli the Hindu Wills Act laid been drafted, and that the learned 
J udge in the Court lu low had been led by this to lake tlie opposite view. This being? so, it 
was obvious that the drafting of the Hindu \A ills Aet. could not be followed in this particular* 
Moreover, it was seen that to adopt this form of drafting? would in a considerable number of 
eases expose the testamentary dispositions of Khoja* to be ealled in ipiesiion for reasons drawn 
or supposed to be drawn troiu the extremely vague and unsettled customary law now prevailing? 
among? them, and thus the object of the present measure, which is intended to supply a 
definite body of law, would be to a threat extent defeated. It was accordingly resolved to enact 
directly cither that a. Khoja s power of testamentary disposition should be co-extensive with 
that allowed by the Indian Succession Act, or should be limited somewhat in accordance with 
the ruling** in tlic 'lay^rc case. 

38. It was dear that, the tpiestion as to which of these courses should be adopted stood 
oti grounds altogether independent of those on which the perpetuity epical ion among* Hindus 
liad been discussed. The considerations with reference to which it should, in the opinion of 
the Government uf India, lie decided will he best seen from the remarks made on referring? it 
to the local authorities for opinion. It was observed that the point was one in regard 
to which there was no recognized definite rule among the Khojas, and that if, having regard 
to the^ family system of that sect and its requirements in this particular, it was considered 
that it would be desirable to coni or upon Khojas a power of disposition as large as 
that conferred by tlic* Succession Act, the Governor General in (Jouncil would be prepared 
to confer that power; that tho circumstance that, in the absence of any other rule, 
the Courts presume the Hindu law to be applicable to Khojas, and so might possibly, if the 
question then arose, hold a Khoja testator limited by the rule in the Tagore case, ought not, in 
the opinion of the Governor General in Council, to be permitted to stand in the way of such legis- 
lation. “Tho Government of India,” it was said, “ lias ever been reluctant to alter, by legisla- 
tion, personal laws like those of the ilin lus and Muhammadans, which are definitely ascertain- 
ed** and ure established on a religious or quasi - religious bind*; but a rule of Hindi/ law, which 
is applied not as such, but merely by virtue of the presumption above referred to, in the absence 
of any other ascertainable rule, to persons wlm arc by religion not Hindus but Mussulmans, 
stands in its application to such persons on a totally different footing ; and, if it appears 
expedient to set. it aside an regards them, there need bo no hesitation about, doing so. The rule 
of the Tagnre case, assuming that, it would at this moment be applied by the Courts to Khojas, 
is hr applied to them no more sacred or immutable than any of the oilier rules of Hindu law 
which at this moment may be applicable to Khojas, but which will bo modified by tho Bill if 
it becomes law. jSo difficulty will, therefore, be raised hereon this score.” 


If, on the other hand, it. was observed, it should appear that the rule prohibiting dispositions 
inia\our ol unborn persons had, as*n mutt'Tof fact, been veeognised and observed among 1 the 
Khojas, or il. there being no recognized rule or established piaetiee either way, it should bo 
considered that the power-; of disposition allowed by the Nm -cession Act were larger than were 
needed foi the ‘requirements of Khojas, it would probably be desirable to limit the power 
of disposition in some such way as it is limited by the Hindu law as interpreted in the Tagore 
case* r lhe system ol ini estate succession established by the Bill was in certain resects a 
QOin plica ted ‘one ; ami if In this were to be added a power of making complicated dispositions by 
W'ill, it was to b#* feared that we should bring about, iit regard to tin* property of this wealthy 
mid important sect, a state ol* things which it was desirable if possible to avoid. 

39. The reply of the local authorities was to tho effect that, as far as appeared, there was 
no recognized definite rule amoug the Khojas bearing on the point; that it was unlikely that 
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any attempt had hitherto been made among them to create by will an interest in favour of 
an unborn person; that there was thus a tahala t j and that it was quite open to the 
legislature to legislate on the subject as it thought host without any fear of violating an 
existing custom or of runnihg counter to auy prejudice nr desire of the Khoja community. 

. This being so, the Government of India have come to the conclusion that it is undesirable to 
confer on Khojas any power of testamentary disposition in favour of persons not in existence at tha 
time of the testator’s death; and accordingly all portions of the Indian Succession Act, which 
confer, or assume thccxistcnco of, such a power have, as far a- practicable, been omitted, a proviso 
at the same time being inserted to the effect that a bequest by a Khoja in favour of any person 
who has not come into existence at the death of the testator shall be void. 

40. The remaining differences between this Hill and the Hindu Wills Act as regards the 
provisions of thodudiau Succession Act applied by them are of less importance. 

It may, however, bo stated that the following additional provisions of the Succession Act 
have been made applicable, namely : — 

(a) section 47, giving a father power to appoint a guardian by will — a power the existence 
of which was assumed by the Commission ; 

(i) sections 52 and 53, relating to privileged wills; 

( c ) section S4, which provides that, when property is bequeathed to a person and words 
are added which describe a class of persons but do not denote them as direct objects 
of a distinct and independent gift, such person is entitled to the whole of the 
interest of the testator therein unless a contrary intention appears by the will; 

{d) section 104, which limits directions for accumulation. 

It should be added that section 187 of the Indian Succession Act, which provides that 
no right as executor or legatee can be established until a grant of probate or letters of admin- 
istration is obtained, has been omitted for reasons similar to those which led to its being 
ultimately omitted from the Probate and Administration Act, 1 Shi ; and that sections 134 
and 135, determining whether property bequeathed to two or more persons in succession should 
when its value is liable to decrease be retained in its original form, have been omitted, as it 
seems safer in this country to lay down tio hard-and-fast rules on the subject. 

41. The only other point calling for notice in connection with this chapter is that section 
43, following the proviso to section 10 of the Transfer of Property Acl, confers a power of 
bequeathing property to or for the benefit of a woman, so that, she shall not have power to trans- 
fer or charge the same or her beneficial interest therein. The existence of such a power appears 
to have been assumed in the -Bill prepared by the Commission. 

43, Chapter VI 1, relating to maintenance and marriage ami funeral expenses, calls for 
little notice. There was some obscurity about the corresponding provisions of the Bill prepared 
by the Commission, and this chapter has now been settled ill accordance with what is under- 
stood from the local authorities to have been the original intention. It is believed that the 
only change of a substantive nature made here is in section III, where provision lias been made 
for the maintenance, &t\, of a daughter while she remains unmarried. The chapter, however, 
will probably be found open to further amendment when it has been more fully considered. 

43. ^Section 47, which provides for the recovery of sums duo under this chapter, has been 
drawn with a view to precluding, as far as possible, the difficulties which have arisen under the 
Hindu law in regard to claims for maintenance, and in particular as to how far a person 
having a right to maintenance is entitled to follow the property of the deceased. As regards 
this last point, it has been thought best to place the claim for maintenance, &e., on the footing 
of a debt, postponing it, however, to debts proper. This will not absolutely remove all diffi- 
culty, but, by bringing the case witbiu an existing class, it will avoid the creation of a new 
difficulty.

REPORTS ON THE STATE OF THE SEASON AND PROSPECTS OF THE CROPS FOR 

THE WEEK ENDING THE 16th JULY lbttA. 

GenkhaL Remarks. — Rain bus fallen in varying quantities all over the Madras Presidency, hut it 
has hecn deficient in the Ceded Districts and in the south. In most districts the crops arc in want 
of rain. In Mysore rain continues to he insufficient, and the deficiency is beginning to he felt 
everywhere. There was heavy rain in Coorg in the week under report, but it is still insufficient for 
planting operations. In the Bombay Presidency rain lias fallen in all districts and has been bene- 
ficial for the kharif sowings which have been resumed everywhere, except in parts of the Deccan and 
Southern Mahratta Country where more min is needed, in the Herat's and Hyderabad and in the 
Central India and llajputana States the rainfall has been heavier than that of last week. Heavy rain 
is still reported from the Central Provinces, and is proving unfavourable in places for the kharif and 
cotton srrtvings. At Khandwa damage to the railway is reported. Good rain has fallen in most districts 
of the North-Western Provinces and Oudli, but in some places the fall was light and more is urgently 
needed. In the Punjab there was rain in many districts, but. the fall is still insufficient. In British 
Burma the weather continues to be seasonable. In Assam the fall has been below that of last week. 
In Bengal rain continues to be general, though it has been insufficient in placers for agricultural 
operations. In the Behar districts the fall was generally heavy, and a break in Sarun and llajipore 
would be beneficial. * 

In his report for the 17th instant, the Meteorological Reporter to the Government of India states 
that rain is reported from by far the greater part of the country, the only regions without any rain 
being a portion of the Carnatic and the provinces of Beliar, the Punjab, and Sind. 

Harvesting continues in Madras, and standing crops are generally in fair condition. Kharif 
sowings are in progress in Bombay, North-Western Provinces and Oudli, Punjab, the Central Provin- 
ces, and other parts of the country. Cotton sowings are in progress in Bombay and the Central 
Provinces and have been completed in the lierars. In Samhalpur the weather is very unfavourable to 
cotton. In Abwn reaping of the atm* crop and the transplanting of salt tihati is in progress. The 
prospects of tea are generally good. In some places in Bengal the prospects of the hhadoi and aghaai 
erops are reported to be remarkably good. The aim paddy is coming into ear in some districts and has 
been nearly harvested in Dacca. Jute and sugarcane are doing very well, and the condition of other 
standing erops is generally good. In Central India prospects are good, but in Kujputana doubtful. 

Cholera and small-pox are generally prevalent everywhere, and the mortality from the former in 
Tanjore continues to be high. Prices show a slight tendency to vise.

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STATEMENT OE OBJECTS AND SEASONS, 


The Khoj&s are members of a sect whicli was originally Hindu but was converted to 
Muhammadanism about 400 years ago. They still, however, as has been more than once held 
by the highest Court in the Bombay Presidency, retain their former Law to such an extent m 
matters connected with property and succession tliat it is to bo presumed to apply to them 
until the contrary is shown. This state of things has at times given rise to great difficulties 
in litigation between Khojas. 

8. In the ease of Jlirlai v. Gorhai , 12 Bom, High Court Hep. 294, which appears to hare 
occupied the Lower Court for twenty-four sitting days and the Appellate Court for four days. 
Sir Michael Wcslropp, C. J., after describing the state of the law, observed as follows 

“It is, however, evident that the Khojas are not as firmly bound in matters of succession 
and inheritance by the Hindu law as Muhammadans proper are by the Muhammadan law and 
the Hindus by the Hindu law, and lienee it is that it would not be reasonable to require such 
stringent proof of a custom of inheritance amongst them differing from ordinary Hindu law 
as from a Hindu. 


“Now, it is manifest that such a state of the law must greatly encourage litigation, and 
we cannot help thinking that it would be most desirable that the Government should take 
steps, as was done in the case of the Bams, to ascertain the views of the majority of the 
community on the subject of succession, and should then jwtss an enactment giving effect to 
those views. Unanimity, of course, could not l>e exacted, but the rules which were found 
generally to prevail might be made law ; and though the religious differences existing among 
members of the Khojd caste might create some difficulty, it would not, we think, be insu- 
perable.” 

S. The Government of Bombay, acting upon this suggestion, appointed about- the end of 
the year 1S7S a Commission consisting of four gentlemen taken from the Sliia division of the 
Khojas, which acknowledged His Highness the late Aglia. Khan as its spiritual superior, one 
taken from the Sunni division, and Mr. S|>encer, Acting First Judge of the Court of Small 
Causes, with the Ilon'ble Mr, Justice Melvill, of the Bombay High Court, as president. 

• The Commission took the greatest pains to inform themselves of the customs and views of 
both divisions of the Khoja sect in the Presidency of Bombay and elsewhere, and after much 
consideration and discussion agreed upon a draft Bill, subject to a dissent on a lew specific 
points which was signed by II is Highness Aghsi AH Shah, son of Ilis Highness the late Aglia 
Khan, and Mr. Dlmrriimscy Poonjubhoy but not by Mr. Jaimjbhoy lVorboy and Air. l&uhim- 
tula Sviinee, the two other Sliia members of the Commission. That draft, having been sub. 
xnittod to the Government of Bombay by the president on the 2*1 rd of December, lb7#, and 
approved of by that Government, was forwarded to the Government of India, and forms the 
basis of the present Bill. 

4. It will be convenient to refer to the provisions of (lie present Bill as nearly us possible 
in their order, noticing in their proper place the few points in regard to which His Highness* 
Aglia All Shah and Air. Dliurrumsey Poonjubhoy differed from the majority of the 
Commission, and the points of substantive importance in which the present Bill deviates from 
the draft framed by tlie Commission. 

5. "The first provision calling for notice is sort ion 2, which defines the application of tlie 
Act — a matter which was not clearly provided for in the Bill prepared by the Commission, 
The main enactment of tlu* section is that succession to the properly, whether moveable or 
immoveable, in British India of a Khoja dying on or after the first day of January, 1 SS5, 
shall be regulated by tlie rules contained in the Act wherever lie may have had his domicile 
at the time of his death. So far as regards immoveable property, this provision coincides with 
section 5 of the Indian Succession Act, but, as regards moveable property, it involves an 
important deviation from that section, inasmuch as it applies the Act to all successions to such 
property though tlie deceased person may have been domiciled outside British India at the 
time of his death. 

As the rule, which makes the law of the domicil© of a deceased person regulate tlie suc- 
cession to his moveable property, is not merely the rule of the Indian Succession Act but has 
obtained very general acceptance elsewhere, it seems desirable to state the reasons which haw* 
led tlie Government of India to think that it is not suitable to the Khoja community, 

(». The choice as regards succession to moveable property up j ears to lie between the law of 
the. domicile of tlie deceased and 1 he law of tlie situs of the assets. The objections urged against tlie 
latter in Western countries aro cliictly that a man’s moveables arc apt to be scattered over many 
jurisdictions each having a readily ascertainable law of its own, and that accordingly, if the law * 
of is made applicable to them, his estate will be broken up into many fragments, all 

governed by different laws; that a man's moveables may change their place ; that the most 
important class of them, goods employed in commerce, arc constantly changing their place ; 
and that accordingly, if the law of the *////* is applied, it will be impossible for him to foresee 
the particular law under which they will fall upon his death ; and lastly, that the rule of the law 
of the Him does not clearly provide for that portion of the assets which consists of debts or 
other obligations existing in favour of the deceased. To avoid these difficulties it has bqpu 
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generally agreed to adopt the law of the dbmioile of the deceased for tbe whole of his move- 
able estate. Various attempts have been .made to rest this rule on some & priori principle ; 
but it Would seem to have had its actual origin in mere considerations of convenience. 

7. Looking to the arguments by which it is supported, and to the peculiar circumstances 
of the Khoja eommuuity, it is questionable, to say the least, whether such a rule would meet the 
requirements of their ease. The places beyond the limits of British India, as, for example, K uteh, 
the Persian Gulf and Zanzibar, in which any considerable number of Khojas is 1<> be found 
have no law 6ucli as can properly be called a territorial law of succession. The tribunals in 
such places, in so far as they make any rational attempt to apply a law at all, would apply the 
personal law of the parties, and that in the case of Khojas is t\r hg pot hr * */ altogether unsettled 
and unascertainablc. There is thus in the case of Khojas domiciled out of British India prac- 

x tically speaking no law of the a Huh of the foreign assets to conflict with the law which would 
apply to the British Indian assets, and no law of the domicile to winch recourse could he had ; 
and, therefore, to give the law of the domicile a. preference fiver the Indian law would be simply 
% to substitute a congeries of indefinite and half-established customs l'or a law, to the applica- 
tion of which there could he no reasonable objection. 

Tt may be added that, in the absence of a law of the domicile, the csise is very analogous 
to those cases in which it is impossible to fix the domicile of the deceased, and the solution 
which Lord Alvanlcy appears to have suggested iti a case of this latter class was to fall 
back, as is proposed iu this case, on the law of tlic nil as of the property ; in other words, to 
put moveables on the same footing as immoveables. 

8. If this solution is adopted, and the Indian law is applied to all moveables left by a 
deceased Khoja in British India, without regard to bis domicile, and if, moreover, the same 
rule is applied, as it naturally would be, in cases arising in Consular jurisdictions in the Persian 
Gulf, Zanzibar and elsewhere, this further advantage will probably in time be gained, that tlio 
law in British India will come to be adopted as a personal law applicable to Khojas iu all 
foreign Slates in this part of the world. 

*). The above remarks apply equally to intestate and to testamentary succession. A ques- 
tion might indeed be raised as to whether a testamentary disposition made beyond the limits of 
British India should as regards its form be made absolutely subject to British Indian law; but, 
seeing' that the effect of taking any other course would certainly be to admit oral dispositions, it 
seems clear that tlu? risk of failures of justice, will be on the whole less by subjecting completely 
to our law all dispositions, wherever made, of moveable property in British India. 

10. In connection with the definitions it is convenient to notice one of the few important 
# questions on which any differences of opinion has arisen, namely, the question as to the status 
to be assigned to a woman who is not a Khoja but. who is legally married to a Khoja accord- 
ing to the rules of the Muhammadan law, and to her children by him. 


Tbe Khojas of the Sunni Jam at, though .apparently unwilling to go so far as to recognize 
any other than a Khoja widow as entitled to inherit from her husband, proposed that tin* sons of 
a Khoja by a wife who is not a Khoja should have some share in the inheritance. To this the 
Khojas of the Shia. Jamat would not agree, and the Commission ultimately adopted as a compro- 
mise the plan of assigning to the offspring of the marriages in question a skit us nominally 
intermediate between those of legitimacy and illegitimacy and giving’ them in the definition- 
clauses the designation of “alien sons", but allowing them nothing more than illegitimate sons 
in the later sections of tlicir Bill. It. is stated that the Khojas as a rule are very exclusive 
and rarely take wives from outside their own community, and so long as this state of things 
Continues the mode in which this point, i* dealt, with is not of great practical moment; but 
there is an important principle involved, against which even t he compromise adopted by the 
Commission a pj tears to the Government, of India to offend. The exclusion of the nou-Klioja 
wife from inheritance and the degradation of her sons to a position altogether lower than that 
of the legitimate son involves a view as to restrictions ou 'marriage which, even though it may 
hove obtained acceptance with a majority of the Khoja sect, and though the Government has 
no desire to interfere with it, it is manifestly undesirable to have? affirmed by the legislature. 
The present Bill will accordingly be found to contain no reference either in its deffnition- 
clauses or elsewhere to the so-called “alien son." It defines “son” to be a. legitimate soil and 
leaves “widow" undefined, and then proceeds to declare the rights of sons and widows, trusting 
to the Courts to decide, as they will on principles lying outside the law of succession, wlio are 
legally entitled to the status of sons and widows. 


*11. Chapter II of the Bill deals with l£ succession to the undivided property of a male 
Khoja dying intestate, " and in the previous chapter “ undivided property ” has been defined os 
meaning “a share in property belonging to an undivided family.” The Bill prepared by the 
Commission purported to detine the phrase “ undivided family,” hilt the definition proposed 
has on inquiry been found ro be unsafe. The undivided family among the Khojas appears to 
come into existence chiefly iu connection with t rade, and would seem to he ah institution of a 
peculiar nature, somewhat resembling the undivided family among the Hindus; but, on the 
other hand, it is clear, from the rules laid down in certain sections of the BUI pre- 
pared by the Commission, and from 1 he papers submitted with that Bill, that it differs in 
important respects from the Hindu undivided family. What exactly it is, and when property 
. is to be regarded as its undivided property, it is difficult to ascertain from the papers Itefpre the 
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Government of Indiaj butj judging from the analogous ca«e in Hindu law, it would seem 
that these are matters which it would be almost hopeless to attempt to define iu an Apt Of the 
legislature; nor does it appear to be necessary to define them in a Succession Aetl * ,lt may 
well be assumed that a fundamental distinction which goes to the root of the family constitu- 
tion, and which is not confined in its operation to matters of succession, but applies also inter 
view, is established outside this Hill. For these reasons, it has been thought best to make no* 
attempt to define “ undivided family ” or “ undivided projierty. ** in the present Bill. 

18. It will be observed, on comjmring Chapters II and III, that the only peculiarity con- 
nected with the intestate succession to undivided property is (section fi) that, in default of 
legitimate lineal male dpseemlauts of the ini eslate wilhin the fourth degree, the property ia 
equally divided among all the male members of the undivided family living at his death. 

13. Chapter III of the Bill treats nf “succession !•> the separate property of a male Khoja 
dying intestate,’* and the order ol! succession marked out iu sections 7 to 80 will be found to 
be based on that of the Hindu law.

“It will be seen/* Mr. Melvill observes, “ that the only very noticeable point of difference 
in that among the Khojas the father and mother are elevated to u rank in the order of succes- 
sion superior to that of the widow. This precedence of the mother has been judicially settled 

in the ease of lit rial v. (lorbni*\ already referred to; and 
although the Khoja members of tin* Commission were not 
unanimously in favour of the view taken in that case, they all 
agreed that, having once beta judicially determined, the rule should not be disturbed/*

14*. Section 20 of the presenl Bill differs in one important particular from the corre- 
sponding section (29) of the Bill prepared by the ('oinmi.ssiott. 

The latter admitted to 1 ho succession onh thus** of the 44 more distant relatives** of tin? 
intestate who were on the father’s side, and conlined it to such of them as are within the seventh 
degree of kindred. On failure of this limited class of distant kindred, section 1:2 gave the 
property 44 to the Jamal of that sect of the Khojas in which the intestate belonged at ihc time 
of his death, to be. held and applied according to the customs of the said Jumat/’ ’ Even this 
did not satisfy the two dissenting u»« , mbf , s of the Commission and some of the other adherents 
of H is Highness the late A glut Khan, who, as lnuixn, was the person chiefly interested in the 
succession of the J uniat. They con (ended that, the Jamah should conic in immediately after 
the nearer relations. 


The Government, of India, after fully considering this point in communication with the* 
local authorities, have come to the conclusion that it is impossible to exclude the heirs of a de- 
ceased person in favour of any such institution as a “ Jarnat/* or any person or authority repre- 
senting such an institution. It is open to any Khoja who desires that his proj>erty should be 
devoted to any eharitablc or religious purpose, or should be enjoyed by any spiritual person 
for whom ho entertains a special veneration, to dispose of liis property by will or otherwise in 
accordance with law, but, if lie dies inW\- U.lc, it would be eoutrary to all established principles- 
to enact, that his properly should devolve ••llierwisc than upon his relatives, 

15. Apart f i oin this fundamental objection in point of principle, there appear to be practical 
objections to the pnqxosul as formulated by the Commission. The Jarnat is said t-o bo an as- 
sembly in council of all the adult male members of the Khoja community of the place# and it 
is not unlikely that doubts would arise, in connection with matters of religious belief, residence, 
attendance at the Jarnat, and so forth, as to the particular Jarnat (if any) to which the 
deceased person belonged. Similar doubts might also arise as to who were the other persons 
actually belonging to the Jamdt to which the deceased belonged, so as to take the property. 
There might further be doubts as to how the property of a deceased intestate Khoja is to be held. 
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and the objects to which it is to he applied. It is true that the section proposed by the Com- 
mission says that, the property is

Though a J sunlit Collects largo sums «f money 
Vol. XII). through its officers, it only does so on behalf of the Imam; the 

money collected is passed on to him ; and if the Jamat wants any portion of it, even for 
the expenses of its Jarnat-khilua (the council-hall or guildhall of flu* community), it can 
procure it only as a grant from the Imam, it appears to lie absolutely in the discretion 
of the Imam to spend the money as he pleases, and as a mat I or of fact lie spends a large 
portion of it, or at least is said by Sir J. Arnuuld to have done so at the limn the judgment was 
delivered, on his own private purposes. Indeed, in a msL of draft rules of succession for 
Shia Khojas submitted by His Highness Agha AH Shah the succession id* the Jamat is 
treated as the same thing with the succession of the Im;im. The Jamat, therefore, does not 
seem to have any property or control over property, and it is nut clear how there ean be any 
custom governing the application of property by it. It lias been argued that no such difficul- 
ties as those suggested ordinarily arise at present, but it would be clearly impossible to put the 
succession of the Jamat on a. legislative basis without defining its conditions and incidents, and 
it would be equally impossible to place the property at the absolute disposal of any individual 
in whatever degree of veneration he might be held. 

16. For these reasons section £0 of the present Hill extends tin* succession to relatives of 
the intestate both on the father's and on the mother’s side without limit of degree, and it may be 
added that section l-H applies the ordinary rule, which makes ihc Crown tin* ultimate luir, in the 
rare case in which an owner of property may die intestate and leave no person entitled to 
succeed under the previous sections. 

17. Section 21 is one of the leading sections of the Hill. It provides in effect that, when 
a female inherits under any of the foregoing sections, she shall, if certain near male relatives 
arc living and are thus postponed to her. take the property only as u restricted owner” — a 
position to be presently explained at length. With this section should bo read section 19 , from 
which it will bo seen that in other cases she takes the same interest in the property aud has tlio 
same powers in respect, of it as if she were a male. 

18. Chapter TV treats of succession to the absolute property of a female Khoja dying 
intestate, that is to say, the succession to such of her property as belongs t.o her otherwise 
than as restricted owner. The provisions of this chapter call for no remark. Air. Melvill 
states that they differ from the Hindu law but that they are approved l»y all classes of the 
Khojas, and are not, lie thinks, open to any objection. The particulars in which they deviate 
from the Hindu la w r or the reasons for the deviations are not explained. They have been 
accepted by the (Jovernnient of India as settled by the Commission, .such details only being 
iille^ in after consultation with the local authorities as seemed necessary to give effect to what 
is understood to be the intention of those who framed them. 

Iff. Chapter V, which treats of “ property which a female takes as restricted owner and 
the further succession to the same,'’ call* for morn detailed notice, 

# ^It applies not only in the ordinary case of property taken by a female as restricted owner 
under Chapter 1 1 I (*upr*t f paragraph 17), but also in ciim*s where .die may lake a similar 
interest in property under section 23 (2), section 2 l (1), sect ion 27 ami section 39. 

Its provisions are merely a development, with the requisite amplifications and with the 
addition of the necessary machinery, of the corresponding pr«>\ kimis of the Hill irauicd by the 
Commission. It has been settled in consultation with the local authorities and with a view to 
giving effect, to what arc understood to he the view’s of the C'oimmV.-toti ; but, having regard to 
the novelty nml complication of the subject., it is not unlikely lli.it w hen subjected to criticism 
it will be found susceptible of improvement in many particulars. 

The limited estate taken by a Khoja female under this Uil! re-ci nbles the estate taken by 
a Hindu widow, but there are many important differences between llu-m. Air. Melvill observes 
that the Khoja female estate is the more restricted of tin* two, but on t his puint, he says 
the Khojas hold very strong views which he is of opinion must be re -peeled. 

20. In proceeding to n.dieo the details of the chapter, the first point calling for at tenfion 
is the phrase “ restricted owner.*" It lias been chosen merely mi the ground that it is new 
and connotes nothing, and it is not unlikely that some more appropriate phrase may be sug- 
gested. Tlic phrase “ life-estate ” and its correlative tc reversion,” umM in the Horn ba y Hill, are 
not only open to the objection that ordinarily lies against all terms imported from another 
legal system, but further, as has been constantly obscived of them in the case of the Hindu 
widow’s estate, they suggest an altogether false analogy. The position, if it is necessary 
to illustrate it by reference to English law, is rather like that of a fee-simple estate subject to 
an executory devise. 

21, As regards the attempt made in the Hill to define the estate, it, will be observed tlui£ 
section 28 enacts that the female shall be absolutely entitled to the use of, and the income accruing 
from, the property during her life, and, except as otherwise provided by the Act, shall have all 
the other rights and powers of au absolute owner. 


to be held and applied “according to the customs of the said 
Jamat.” Hut from a judgment of Sir J. Aruouldin the case 
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. An objection has been taken to this on tbe ground that money saved by a wide# from th» 
income of the property should not belong to her absolutely but should gp to her husbands 
heirs* * ;■ 

This contention is not based oti any alleged actual practice, but is put forward merely as a 
*'* necessary consequence of the invariable custom ” which limits the widow’s interest urthp 
carpus of her husband’s property to ilie time during *vjiich she remains unmarried. v ; 

Now, not only is it not a necessary consequence of the custom in question, but it is, as ad- 
mitted by the objectors themselves, in a certain sense illogical j for why should a person who has 
absolute power to dispose of trio income as it comes in, in whatever way she pleases, be restricted 
from dealing with her savings from it ? 

Again, the only effect of adopting the proposed suggestion would, as the objectors them- 
selves admit, generally be that the widow would squander the income as it came in ; and, in 
the rare cases in which site allowed some of it. to accumulate), the probability is that litiga- 
tion would result from the difficulty of identifying the fund and separating it from the rest 
of her property. For these reasons the section lias been allowed to stand. 

22. Section 30 defines the obligations of the restricted owner as regards— 

(а) the preservation of the substance of the property for*those who are to come after her ; 

and 

(б) the protection of the title. 

As regards “ waste,” it- stands on a footing altogether peculiar in the case of the Hindu 
widow; and clause (a) of this section has been drawn with a view to placing it on a 
somewhat similar footing in the case of the restricted owner. 

23. As regards the powers of alienation, in the limitations on which the restricted nature 
of the estate chiefly consists, the only powers of alienation for any time beyond the life of thp 
restricted owner allowed to her by the Bill, besides a limited power of lousing conferred by 
section 29, are those specified in section 31, which runs as follows i — 

€e 31. A female taking property as restricted owner shall liave'power to transfer the same, 

so that the transfer may have effect beyond her life, when, the 

Restricted owner k pownr of transfer. j neomp being insufficient, such transfer is necessary in order 

to raise money for any of tbe following purposes, namely - 

* r**., obligation* to preserve tbe “ («) to discharge any of the obligations imposed by section 
eut stance of the property uud protect SO ;* 
the title.

* 

"(*) to discharge the debts of the absolute owner from whom the property descended ; 

€t (c) to provide for the maintenance of any persons entitled under this Act to have tlieir 
maintenance provided for out of the property, for the payment of any marriage ex- 
penses or funeral expenses payable under tins Act out of the property, and for the 
performance of any ordinary family ceremonies ; and 

u (<I) to support bur self where she has no other sufficient m^ans of support.” * 

24*. It Inis been urged by the two dissenting members of the Commission and by some 
other adherents of Ilis Highness the limim that, a mother taking a restricted estate should 
have larger powers of alienation and t hat. sbe or a willow taking a like estate should be exn- 
powered to alienate for religious objects ; that is, ns explained in the set of draft i tiled sub* 
rnitted by Ilis Highness Agha Alt Shah, to give tbe property to the hnarn ; but, upon consider- 
ing the arguments add need and consulting the local authorities, the (jovcniimtnt of India have 
determined to uphold the decision of the majority of the Commission, which is against the 
concession of any such powers. 

25. In prder to avoid as far as possible tbe great difficulties which arise in the case of 
a Hindu widow exceeding her power of alienation, an alienation in excess of the power has 
(section 29 of the Bill) been made absolutely void for any period beyond the restricted owner’s 
life, except where the purchaser takes for consideration and without notice of the ownership 
being restricted. This, no doubt, standing alone, would place too great difficulties in. the way of 
alienation; but suflieient relief will probably be afforded by the power to apply to a Court 
for sanction, which is given by section 32. It may bo objected that it is undesir- 
able to force people to resort to ;l Court in such matters; but tbe case is one of & choice of 
evils, ami it is probably better tlmt ihcy should resort to the Court in every case where there 
is any room for doubt than run llie risk of being involved in troublesome and expensive litiga- 
tion later on. 

A Court dealing with an application under section 32 is empowered (section 83) to accord its 
sanction to the transfer subject to the condition that the money thereby raised shall be 
#paid into Court or to trustees appointed by the Court, and to give such further directions as it 
may think tit with a view to ensuring that the money shall be upplied to the purpose for 
vrhioh it is raised, or that any balance that is not so applied shall be secured for the benefit 
pf tliose entitled after the restricted owner. 
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£6. It will be observed that no provision is mode in the draft for alienation with the con- 
sent of the so-oalled u reversioners.” This matter is one which gives rise to great difficulties in 
the case of the Hindu widow, and it seems impossible, having regard to the system of succession 
established by the Bill, to provide for it in any satisfactory manner. If provision had only to 
be made to meet the caw of " reversioners” who claim under section 37 (1) and section 38 (3) 
by descent from the last absolute owner, the matter would be much simpler than in the case of 
the Hindu widow, inasmuch as these tf reversioners” would always be known living persons or 
persons who would claim through them ; hut there are, besides these, the “ reversioners ” men- 
tioned in section 38 (1) and (2), and it is thus impossible to iix upon any person whose consent 
would be sufficient. 

27. Further, even if we were, as has been suggested, to waive this objection, and accept 
the consent of a merely presumptive tl reversioner,” there is another difficulty, namely, that 
the presumptive “ reversioner ” might (see section 39 of the Bill) he another restricted owner, 
possibly an old woman on the verge of the grave, whose prospect of succeeding would be 
extremely small. There might be several such |>ersons intervening between the restricted 
owner and the first person who would take as absolute owner. We could hardly vest satisfied 
with anything short of the consent of this last person and all the intervening ones, and thus 
we should be landed in a considerable complication, leading in many cases to no very satisfac- 
tory result, inasmuch as the iiftcrest of the first person who would take as absolute owner, 
and to whose consent we would chiefly look, would often be of a remotely contingent nature. 
It is, of course, on economical grounds desirable to provide a means of freeing tlio property 
from the limited ownership, but the advantage would be dearly purchased if the basis of the 
purchaser's title were to bo complicated in this way. 

28. As regards the sale of property in execution of a decree against a restricted owner, it 
will be seen that tho effect of section 3 1* of the Bill is that a person lending money for any of the 

E oses mentioned in section 31 can sell in execution nothing more than the so-called “life- 
est” of the restricted owner, unless his loan is secured by a mortgage. The position of tho 
restricted owner as regards anything beyond her so-called life-interest is, in fact, in this par- 
ticular, somewhat similar to that of an English executor with powor to charge tho real estate. 
If it were? otherwise, there might arise, in cases of execution for unsecured debts, the same 
difficult questions which the preceding sections are intended to shut out in cases of voluntary 
alienation. 

29. It will he observed that, by sections 37 (2) and 38 (4) of the Bill the Crown is post- 
poned to tlio general heirs of the restricted owner. This appears to be right, though it is 
gathered from the case of The Collectur of JST a xuUpatam. v. (Java hj Vrucata Sarrainapnh (8 Moo. 
I. A. 529), — this precise point was not there decided, — that it is otherwise in the case of a 
Hindu woman’s estate. 

30. Sections 35 and 8G in effect provide that the restricted owner shall represent the pro- 
perty in judicial proceedings and compromises of disputes and for the purposes of laws of 
limitation aud prescription, so as to bind those who take after her. 

31. Sections 37 to 39, which regulate the devolution of property after the death of the 
restricted owner, have been # drawn with a view to carry out what is understood to be tho 
intentions of the Commission. 

Their main provisions are that— 

(a) when the? restricted owner dies unmarried, the property shall belong to the person 
to whom it would then have belonged it’ she had died before tho absolute owner 
from whom it descended and it had descended under the Act without having 
been alienated, and in default of such person it shall descend as if the - female 
were not a restricted owner ; and 

(J) when the restricted owner has been married, the proj>crty shall on her death gp to 
certain of her descendants, and if there are no such descendants shall devolve as 
just stated. 

32. From section 39 it. will be seen, as already observed, that property may'devolve upon 
two or more restricted owners in succession. This is to bo regretted, but it seems to be an 
essential part of the scheme. 

•33. Section 4 0 regulates the legal relations arising where two or moro widows of a deceased 
Khoja take his property together as restricted owners, and provides that there shall be a right 
of survivorship between them. 

34. Section 41 provides that a widow marrying again after her husband’s death shall not 
be entitled to take as restricted owner his property or any pro]»erty of any of his lineal descendants 
which has descended to thorn from him, and that, if a widow taking any such property as 
restricted owner subsequently marries again, she shall he deemed for the purjxises of certain 
sections of the chapter to lmvc died. One effect of this latter provision is that the restricted 
ownership of the widow ceases on her re-marriage. 

85. Coming now to Chapter VI, relating to the wills i>f Khojas, it will be observed that all 
matters connected with probate and letters of administration are in the case of Khoj&s, as in the 

5 h 
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case of other persons not subject to the Indian Succession Act, left to be dealt with under the 
Probate and Administration Act, 18KI. The result of this is that the matters remaining to be 
provided' for under this cluster are in the main the same as those which are provided for by the 
Hindu Wills Act, 1870, as amended by the Act just mentioned ; and, as a matter of fact, the 
specification of the sections of the Indian Succession Act made applicable to the wills of'Khoj&fe 
by this chapter is based on the specification contained in the Hindu Wills Act as cut down 
by the Probate and Administration Act, 1S81. There are, however, somd important differences 
between the two which call for explanation here. 

86. The most important of these differences is connected with the limitation on the powers 
of testamentary disposition. The specification of the sections of the Indian Succession Act ap- 
plicable to Hindus, &c., contained in the Hindu Wills Act comprises several sections which either 
confer, or assume the existence of, a power of disposition in favour of unborn persons, but the 
Act contains a proviso to the effect that nothing therein contained shall authorize any Hindu, 
&c. f to create in property any interest which he could not previously have created, and the- 
Calcutta High Court have held in the recent ease of Alangauionjori l)abee v. Sonamoni Dahee 
(I. L i. R. 8 Cal. 687) that the effect of that proviso is to cut down the power of dis- 
position, which the sections in question confer or assume to exist, to the limits imposed on a 
testator by the Hindu law, that is to say, as held in the well-known Tagore ease, to a mere 
power of disposition in favour of persons who are either inffact or in contemplation of law in 
existence at the death of the testator. 

87. It will be seen, on reference to the report of A langamunjori Dahee 9 s ease, that, though 

4 there was no difference of opinion in the Appellate Court which finally heard it, much difficulty 

arose from the form in which the Hindu Wills Act had been drafted, and that the learned 
Judge in the Court below had been led by this to take the opposite view. This being so, it 
was obvious that the drafting of the Hindu Wills Act could not be followed in this particular. 
Moreover, it was seen that to adopt this form of drafting would in a considerable number of 
cases expose the tcstameiyory dispositions of Khojas to be called in question for reasons drawn 
or supposed to be drawn from the extremely vague and unsettled customary law now prevailing 
among them, and thus the object of the present measure, which is intended to supply a 
definite body of law, would be to a great extent defeated. It was accordingly resolved to enact 
directly either that a Khoja's power of testamentary disposition should be co-extensive with 
that allowed by ilie Indian Succession Act, or should be limited somewhat in accordance with 
the ruling in the lagore case. 

• 88. It was dear that the question as to which of these courses should be adopted stood 

on grounds altogether independent of those on which the perpetuity question among Hindus 
had been discussed. The considerations with reference jto.wl>ich it should, in the opinion of 
the Government of India, be decided will be best s#»en from the remarks made on referring it 
to the local authorities for opinion. It was observed that the point was one in ' regard 
to which there was no recognized definite rule among the Khojas, and that if, having regard 
to the family system of that seef and its requirements in this particular, it was considered 
that it would be desirable to confer upon Khojas a power of disposition as large as 
that conferred by the Succession Act, the Governor General in Council would be prepared 
to confer that power ; that the circumstance that, in the absence of any other rule, 
the Courts presume the Hindu law to be applicable to Khojas, anti so might possibly, if the 
question then arose, hold a Khoja testator limited by the rule in the Tagore case, ought not, in 
the opinion of llie Governor General in Council, to be permitted to stand in the way of such legis- 
lation. “The Government of India/’ it was said, t€ lias over been reluctant to alter, by legisla- 
tion, personal laws like those of the Hindus and Muhammadans, which are definitely ascertain- 
able and are established on a religious or jr/a/*i-religioii8 basis ; but a rule of Hindu law, which 
is applied not as such, but merely by virtue of the presumption above referred to, in the absence 
of any other ascertainable rule, to persons who arc by religion not Hindus but Mussulmans, 
stands in its application to such persons on a totally different footing; and, if it appears 
expedient to set it aside as regards them, there need be no hesitation about doing so. The rule 
of the Tagore case, assuming that it would at this moment be applied by the Courts to Khojas, 
is as applied to them no more sacred or immutable than any of the other rules of Hindu law 
which at this moment may be applicable to Khojas, but which will be modified by the Bill if 
it becomes law. No difficulty will, therefore, be raised here on this score." 

If, on the other hand, it was observed, it should appear that the rule prohibiting dispositions 
in favour of unborn persons had, as a. matter of fact, been recognised and observed among* the 
Khojas, or if, there being no recognized rule or established practice either way, it should be 
considered that the powers of disposition allowed by the Succession Act were larger than were 
needed for the requirements of Khojas, .it would probably be desirable to limit the power 
of disposition in some such way as it is limited by the Hindu law os interpreted in the Tagore 
ease. The system of intestate succession established by the Bill was in certain respects a 
complicated one; and if to this were to be added a power of making complicated dispositions by 
will, it was to be feared that we should bring about, in regard to the property of this wealthy 
and important sect, a state of things which it was desirable if possible to avoid. 

89. The reply of the local authorities was to the effect that, as far as appeared, there wae 
no recognized delicate rule among the Kliojas bearing on the point; that it was unlikely that 
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any attempt had hitherto been taade among them to create by will an interest in favour of 
an unborn person; that there was thus a tabula rasa; and that it was quite open to the 
legislature to legislate on the subject as it thought best without any fear of violating an 
existing custom or of running counter to any prejudice or desire of the Khoja community. 

This being so, the Government of India have come to the conclusion that it is undesirable to 
confer on Khojis any power of testamentary disposition in favour of pcrsous not in existence at the 
time of the testator’s death; and accordingly all jvortions of the Indian Succession Act which 
confer, or assume the existence of, such a power liave, as far as practicable, been omitted, a proviso 
at the same time being inserted to the effect that a bequest by a Khoja in favour of any person . 
who has not come into existence at the death of the testator shall be void. 

46. The remaining differences between this Bill and the Hindu Wills Act as regards the 
provisions of the Indian Succession Act applied by them are of less im]K>rtance. 

It may, however, be stated that the following additional provisions of the Succession Act 
have been made applicable, namely 

(a) section 47, giving a father power to appoint a guardian by will— a power the existence 
of which was assumed by the Commission ; 

w sections 52 and 56, relating to privileged wills ; 

(c) section 84, which provides that, when property is bequeathed to a person, and words 
are added which describe a class of persons but do not denote them as direct objects 
of a distinct and independent gift, such person is entitled to the whole of the 
interest of the testator therein unless a contrary intention appears by the will ; 

(rf) section 104, which limits directions for accumulation. 

It should be added that section 187 of the. Indian Succession Act, which provides that 
no right as executor or legatee can be established until a grant of probate or letters of admin* 
tfetration is obtained, has been omitted for reasons similar to those which led to its being 
ultimately omitted from the Probate and Administration Act, 1881; and that sections 164 
and 135, determining whether property bequeathed to two or more persons in succession should 
when its value is liable to decrease be retained in its original form, have been omitted, as it 
seems safer in this country to lay down no hard-and-fast rules on the subject. 

41. The only other point calling for notice in connection with this chapter is that section 
43, following the proviso to section 10 of the Transfer of Property Act, confers a power of 
bequeathing property to or for the benefit of a woman, so that she shall not have power to trans* 
fer or charge the same or her beneficial interest therein. The existence of such a power apjiears 
to have been assumed in the Bill prepared by the Commission. 

43. Chapter VT T, relating to maintenance aiul marriage and funeral expenses, calls for 
little notice* There was some obscurity about the corresponding provisions of the Bill prepared 
by the Commission, and this chapter has now been settled in accordance with what is under- 
stood from the local authorities to liave been the original intention. It is believed that the 
only change of a substantive nature made here is in section It), where provision lias been made 
for the maintenance, &e./of a daughter while she remains unmarried. The chapter, however, 
will probably be found open to further amendment when it has been more fully considered. 

43. Section 47, which provides for the recovery of sums due under this chapter, has been 
drawn with a view to precluding, as far as possible, the difticul ties which have arisen under the 
Hindu law in regard to claims for maintenance, and in particular as to how far a person 
having a right to maintenance is entitled to follow the property of tlic deceased. As regards 
this last point, it has been thought best to place the claim for maintenance, &c., on the footing 
of a debt, postponing it, however, to debts proper. This will not absolutely remove all diffi- 
culty, but, by bringiug the case withiu an existing class, it will avoid the creation of a new 
difficulty.

We have at the instance of the 
Government oC Bombay made the 
Bill applicable by its own force to 
that Presidency, and repealed sec- 
tions J. and 5 of Act XV of 1SS0, the 
similar law at present, in force there. 

Wc have considered the objec- 
tions taken by the British Indian 
Association to sections 5 and 6, but 
they appear to us to be based on a 
misapprehension as to the effect of 
those sections. The Association fear 
that a landlord's interest may be in 
some way affected by a sale for 
arrears of advances due by his tenant, 
but there is nothing in the Bill to 
warrant anything of the kind. 

Section 6 relates merely to contri- 
bution betwefn those taking the loan. 


and section 6, which provides for the 
recovery of arrears, does not enact that they shall be recoverable as if they were arrears of land- 
revenue due in respect of any particular land, but merely as if they wore arrears of Ian — 
revenue due by the defaulter, and* accordingly no charge is created over land even when tay 
loan has been taken by its owner. 

4. We have also considered the suggestion of the Government of the Panjab that the 
lambardars of a village should bo empowered to engage for a loan on behalf of the 
whole proprietory body, bnt# we do not think that it would be safe to confer any such power. 
As regards the inconvenience which it is suggested may arise “ when it might be desirable to 
make a loan to a village-community as such " from requiring “ the signature of each member 
of the community,” we would observe that loans of the description contemplated by the Bill 
would, as a rule, be made not to village-communities as such bnt to individuals, and that 
when, with a view to having hotter security for the recovery of the money, it is proposed that 
A large number of persons should join aud make themselves jointly aud severally responsible 
for the aggregate of the loans to all, it would be comparatively immaterial whether a few 
more or a few less so joined. 

We have, however, in order to facilitate the working of section 6, inserted words to make 
1% dear that the signature required by that section may be affixed by an agent duly authorized.

REPORTS ON THE STATE 07 THE SEASON AND PROSPECTS OF THE CROPS FOR 

THE WEEK ENDING THE 23rd JULY 1884. 


General Remarks. — There was rain in all districts of the Madras Presidency, but, except in 
Ganjarn, Kistna and Malabar, the fall was light. In Mysore slight raiti fell during the week and 
in Coorg there has been a break in the monsoon, which is unfavourable for agricultural operations. In 
Bombay there was rain throughout the Presidency, but more is still needed in parts oE Poona, 
Sholapur, Nasik, Ahmednagar, Belgaum, Dharwar, and Kaladgi. In the lierar and Hyderabad there 
lias been good rain, and in the Hajputana and Central India {States the rainfall has been heavier than 
that of last week. In the Central Provinces then* was heavy rain in Itaipur, Jabalpur, and Ilosliung- 
abad, but elsewhere the fall was lighter than that, hitherto recorded. A further break would, however, be 
beneficial for young crops and for the khnrif sowings. In 1 lie North-Western Provinces and Oudh, 
thcro was rain in most districts, but. tin* fall was generally a light one, and more is needed in several 
places. In the Punjab there has been a decided inegtase in the rainfall and prosjiect* have improved. 
The rainfall continues seasonable in British Burma, but in Assam is still somewhat insufficient. In 
Bengal the fall, except in a few districts, was generally light, and more rain is wanted everywhere, 
especially in Ucerbhooin and Durbhunga. 

The report of the Meteorological Department for the 21-th instant shows no material change in the 
Dekkan, or in the Madras Presidency, where the rain is still deficient, llain, however, has been general 
in Northern and Central India. 

Harvesting continues in some districts in Madras, hut the outturn is below the average. Stand- 
ing crops are in want of rain in several districts. Kharif operations arc in general progress in Bombay, 
the North-Western Provinces and Otidli, Punjab, and the Central Provinces. In places in tlie North- 
Western Provinces and Oudh they are, however, retarded by want of rain, while in the Cent ral Provinces 
a break in the* rains would be beneficial for them. In Assam reaping of ana and transplanting of sail 
crops continue, and the prospects of tea are more favourable. In Bengal 1 ransplnnf mg c pc rations have 
been retarded by want of rain; the prospects of standing crops are still good, and harvesting of atia and 
cutting ,nf jute have commenced in places. In Central India and itujputana prospeqls have been 
improved by the recent, rainfall. 

The public health is generally good. In Tanjnre the mortality from cholera continues high. 

Prices are generally stationary, with local fluctuations.

AGRICULTURISTS’ LOANS BILL. 

* 

The Hon’blc Sir Steuart Bayj.ey moved that the Report of the Select 
Commit tee on the Bill to amend and provide for the extension of the Northern 
India Takkavf Act, 1879, be taken into consideration, lie said : — 

“When I obtained permission in January last to introduce this Bill, 
I explained that the objects which we had in view were, first, to remedy 
an omission in the original Act under which the process for recovering an 
original loan did not extend to the recovery of costs and interest ; secondly, 
to enable the Bill to be extended to other provinces at the option of Local 
Governments ; and, thirdly, to provide for loans being made to village-com- 
munities or associated agriculturists, and to facilitate their sett ling among them- 
selves the sh ires in which such loans should he recovered. The Report of the 
Select Committee shows what alterations have been made in the first draft of 
the Bill in addition to securing these three objects, and the alterations are 
all very small ones. 

** Wo have made the Bill of its own vigour applicable to Bombay, and 
bave at. the same time repealed two sections of the local Act, XV of £880, 
which cover very much the same ground as our own Bill. This we have done 
at the request ol' the Bombay Government and its legal advisers. We have also 
endeavoured to meet a suggestion of one of the Hon’ble Judges of the Madras 
High Court that eosts incurred in the process of recovery should bo recovered 
in a single procedure, together with the interest and cost of the loan. We have 
also made a minor alteration in section 6 of the Bill providing that joint 
applicants should be at liberty to sign or mark the distribution-paper cither 
themselves or by an authorised agent. 

“ These are the alterations which hare been made in the Bill ; but we have 
received some other suggestions and criticisms which I think call for a brief 
notice to explain why we have not been able to adopt them. First came from 
British Burma a suggestion 1 hat the Bill should 1>e extended so as to include 
loans to fishermen, and from the Panjab tlie suggestion that the Bill should be 
made to cover loans to distressed artisans and others. We have not seen our way 
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tq accepting either of these suggestions, and for the same reason, namely, that 
the scope of the Bill is different in regard to its objects. The object of the law 
is to enable Government to lend money on easy terms, and to recover, by a sum- 
mary process, loans made for specific purposes— either for the relief of distress 
or for the purchase of seed and cattle — to specific people, namely, the owners 
and occupiers of arable land. The general policy of encouraging frequent resort 
to such loans has not been uncontest.ed on economical grounds and as tending 
to pauperization, and it may be admitted that they should be made somewhat 
sparingly and in exceptional cases; but the real justification of the policy itself 
seems to me to be the position of Government as the great landlord of the 
country, and the direct bearing which tho welfare of the cultivator has on its 
revenues. This argument would not apply with the same force to other indus- 
tries, and there is no j ustification for Government, as part of its ordinary rovenue- 
procedure, making loans to fishermen which would not equally apply to weavers, 
spinners, miners or silversmiths, who none of them stand in the same direct 
relations to Government as do the great bulk of the agricultural population of 
the country. We have therefore, after full consideration, rejected this proposal 
as beyond the scope of the Bill and outside the special circumstances 
which justify it. Nor have we been able to accept a suggestion put forward by 
the Ajmer authorities that Government might authorise loans being made for 
the purposes of this Bill by private persons, and recover them as arrears of rev- 
enue. A similar proposal, when it was introduced into the Bill relating to loans 
for agricultural improvements, was not accepted by the Secretary of Slate; and 
while the principle which is really at issue in connection with' tho scheme for 
agricultural banks is still under tho consideration of the Secretary of State, I 
think it would be premature to introduce it into a measure of the kind now 
under consideration. 

“ There was a further suggestion from the Government of the Panjdb — 
that the distribution-paper — that is, the paper which shows the shares in which 
the joint loans are to be recovered from the borrowers — should be signed by tho 
lambardat •, or headman, for the whole village instead of requiring tho signature 
of each recipient.. This was proposed as a matter of administrative convenience, 
and it bad something to be said for it; but the majority of the Committee 
thought that it. would be dangerous to accept a paper so signed as evid- 
ence as to the responsibility of each individual, especially as the distribution- 
paper is to be conclusive evidence in Court. If it is not made conclu- 
sive evidence, the paper will be of very little value ; and it seemed to us 
that all we could do was. to provide that the borrower should be at liberty 
to affix bis mark to the distribution-paper by an agent instead of personal- 
ly. Nor on consideration, is the necessity for ttic lambardar’s interference 
very apparent.; the Bill does not deal with large loans for improvements in 
winch a whole village may very probably be interested, but with small loans 
for seed and cattle, which are for the most part matters of individual concern. 
Doubtless, on some occasions, as in the ease of famine, it might be desirable to 
administer loans for the relief of distress through the village-organization 
collectively, hut we think that what. w T e have proposed will go far to meet 
thtfed ifficul ties of tho case ; and, even if it does not, it is better to accept tho 
inconvenience involved than to adopt a dangerous precedent which is contrary 
to the usual practice and theory of legal documents in India. I may mention 
here that this section has been introduced specially with a view' to the copar- 
cenary villages of the Pan jab, and it is not anticipated that, save to moot excep- 
tional cases," it will be found applicable elsewhere than in Northern India. 

€< We have also received some criticisms from the British Indian Associa- 
tion. They object to the Bill being made applicable to Bengal, and say that 
if the Bill is made so applicable the rayyats will not use it and that no one will 
apply for loans. We do not apply the Bill proprio vipore to Bengal ; we merely 
say that tho Local Government may extend it by notification to Bengal if it 
please, and the Local Government say that in cases of severe distress it will bo 
necessary to have some such law r . The British Indian Association are evident- 
ly under a misapprehension on this subject, for, in reference', to the famine of 
1874, they assume that the loans have been recovered with ease and without

recourse to much litigation ; but, as a matter of fact, the* Bengal legislature 
wore obliged, in 1875, to pass a special law, pro kac vice , for the recovery of 
advances made in tlic previous' year ; and the procedure adopted was in fact the 
same as this — to make theip. recoverable under the Certificate Act, VII 
(B. C.) of 1868. Of course this procedure might be repented on each occasion 
*,md a fresh law passed, but it seems to me to be a much simpler process to have 
the law laid down once for all. Of course, if no one applies for a loan, no harm 
is done. But, although they take that objection, they*go on to take another npt 
quite consistent with it. The British Indian Association seem to be under 
great dread that in some way the grant of loans to tenants may prejudice the 
landlords, and they ask*if it is intended that the lands of the owners should he . 
liable to sale for the debts of the rayyats. I do not quite understand how such 
a misapprehension can possibly have arisen, — probably from omission to examine 
closely the meaning of the words * recovered as arrears of land-revenue/ — but 
clearly nothing but the tenant’s own property or liis surety’s can be proceeded 
against. What will act ually happen will be this. The law for the recovery of 
arrears of land-revenue in Bengal is contained in Act VII (B. C.) of 18b0 — 
called the Public Demands Act. Under that Act, the Collector, when the 
arrear is due, and after enquiry, issues a certificate which may within a 
year be contested in the Civil Court. That, certificate lias the force of a decree 
of the Civil Court, and will be executed against cither the moveable or immove- 
able property of tlio debtor, and, as such, it will prejudice the landlord’s claims 
neither more nor less than any other decree of Court. 

“ Tin’s I think disposes of the more important, objections in the letter from 
the ITon’bJc Kristodds Pal, the Secretary of the Association ; and 1 may perhaps 
be allowed to take this opportunity of expressing the regret with which wo 
have heard’of our colleague’s severe illness, and how glad we are to loam that 
he is now out of danger. For myself I agree with him in thinking that the 
Bill is loss applicable to Bengal than to any other province in Indi.q and under 
ordinary circumstances I should not like to see it frequently applied to Bengal ; 
but cases may occur in which the Government may have to take upon itself tho 
duty of relieving dist ress by making loans for tlic recovery of which if is neces- 
sary to have some procedure, and I think we may safely leave it to the dis- 
cretion of the Local Government to extend the Act cr not as it thinks 
necessary.” 

The Motion was put and agreed to. 

The Hon’ble Slit Ste cart Bayley also moved that*tlie Bill, as amended, be 
passed.

We, the undersigned Members of the Select Committee to which the Bill to amend and 

provide for the extension of the

was referred, have considered the 
Bill and the papers noted in the mar- 
gin, # and have now the honour to 
submit this our Report. 

2. We have at the instance of the 
Government of Bombay made the 
Bill applicable by its own force to 
that Presidency, and repealed see- 
tions 4 and 5 of Act XV of JS80, the 
similar law at present in force there. 

ii. We have considered the objec- 
tions taken by the British Indian 
Association to sections 5 and 9, but 
they appear to us to be based on a 
misapprehension as to the effect of 
those sections. The Association fear 
that a landlord's interest may be in 
some way affected by a sale for 
arrears of advances due by his tenant, 
but there is nothing in the Bill to 
warrant anything of the kind. 

Section 6 relates merely to contri- 
bution between those taking the loan, 
uud section 5, which provides for the 
recovery of arrears, cloc? not enact that they shall be recoverable as if they were arrears of land- 
revenue due in respect of any particular land, but merely as if they were arrears of land-, 
revenue due by the defaulter, and accordingly no charge is created over land even when the 
loan has been taken by its owner. 

4. We have also considered the suggestion of the Government of the Panjab that the 
lambarddrs of a village should bo empowered to engage for a loan on behalf of the 
tyhole proprietory body, but we do not think that it would be safe to confer any such power,

We have, however, in order to facilitate the working of section 6, inserted words to make 
it clear that the signature required by that section may be affixed by an agent duly authorized.

4. We have also considered the suggestion of the Government, of the Pan jab that the 
lamhardaVs of a village should be emjK>wcred to engage for a loan on behalf of the 
whole proprietory body, but we do not think that it would be safe to confer any such power.

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As regards the inconvenience which it is suggested may arise “ when it might bo desirable to 
make a loan to a village-community as such w from requiring " the signature of each member 
of the community/' wo would observe that loans of the description contemplated by the Bill 
would, as a rule, be made not to village-communities as such but to individuals, aud that 
when, with a view to having better security for the recovery of the money, it is* proposed that 
a large number of jiersons should join and make themselves jointly and severally responsible 
for the aggregate of the hums to all, it would be comparatively immaterial whether a few 
more or a few less so joined. 

We have, however, in order to facilitate the working of section 6, inserted words to make 
it clear that the signature required by that section may be aflixe.d by an agent duly authorized.

BEPOBTS ON THE STATE OF THE SEASON AND PBOSPECTS OF THE CBOPS FOB 

THE WEEK ENDING THE 6th AUGUST 1884. 


General Remarks. — There hns been rain in all districts of Hie Madras Presidency, but the fall 
has again been slight, ami more is wanted everywhere. In Mysore slight rain fell throughout the 
Provineo, and prospects, though still uneertain, have somewhat improved. Heavy rain fell in Coorg 
during the week. In the Bombay Presidency there was good rain in most districts, and prospects 
have generally improved. More rain is however wanted in Sholapur, Dharunr and Kaladgi. liain 
has been general in the B«t:u*s and Hyderabad ami throughout, the Central India and Kajputana 
States. Prom the Central Provinces heavy rain continues to be reported, especially in JuMmlpore, 
lloshungabud, and Saugor; :l break in the weal her is greatly needed. Rain again fell in all districts 
of the North-Western Provinces ami Ouclli, hut it was insufficient, in Benares, (Jorakhpore, Lucknow, 
and parts of Sitapur, where more is much wanted. In the Punjab there was a fair amount of rain in 
most districts. Seasonable weather continues in British Burma, fn Assam the rainfall has been below 
that of previous weeks, while an insuiiiciency is also reported from Bengal. 

The last report, dated tin* 7th instant-, of the Meteorological Department, reports heavy rain at 
Mussooric and other hill stations and slight, showers in the Kstslorn Punjab. Elsewhere the country 
north-westward of a line from Surat to Lucknow is rainless at present. 

Harvesting cont in ties ill some districts of the Madras Presidency, with outturns below the average. 
The standing crops are in want of rain in most places. A harif sowings eontinuo in the Bombay Pre- 
sidency and in the Punjab, and in 1 he former transplanting and weeding am also in hand. In the 
North-Western Provinces and Oudh the condition of the. khnrif crops is generally satisfactory. In 
the Central Provinces the heavy rain, if it continues, is likely to be injurious to the standing crops; 
weeding, which was in progress in places, is still retarded by the exc essive moisture. In the Central 
India and Ilajpu tana States the presorts of the standing crops arc good. Early rice is being reaped 
in Assam find Bengal, and transplanting of late rice is going oil. In parts of Bengal transplanting 
operations are retarded by insuilicient rain, which has also affected standing crops to some extent in 
many districts. 

The public health is generally good. In Tanjore there has been a decrease in the mortality from 
gkolcra. 

Prices are generally stationary, with local fluctuations.

thmk, etVect an improvement in the form of the Bill, and Avhiol). could not bo* 
•very convenient ]y made, by amendments moved. in Council.”

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■ - INDIAN TELEGRAPH ACT, 1870, AMENDMENT BILL. 

► 

TJie -Hon’ble M». 1IOPJ3 mov.ed for leave to introduce a Bill to facilitate 
the construction of Telegraphs, and to amend the Indian Telegraph Act, 1876. 

He said : — * ^ * 

•“The main object of this Bill is to empower the Governor General in 
Council, or any company or person licensed l>y him under the Indian Telegraph 
Ap t of 1870; to place and maintain buys of telegraph under, over, along, across, 

* in ar upon property belonging either to private persons or public hydics. Tim 
'determination to bring forward this Bill .lias arisen out of tlio fact that it has 

> recently come to the attention of Government that, as the law at present stands, 
the Governor General in Council and bis licensees have no power to place* and 
maintain lines of telegraph upon the land of municipal, or oilier similar bodies 
or of private persons. In England the requisite powers have been conferred 
on the Post Master General, who works and maintains the telegraphs in .that 

* country, and it appears to us to be necessary (hat similar powers should he 
enjoyed here. The power given in the Bill will operate to prevent, on the one 
hand, any Government ollicer from violating private rights when erecting the 
telegraphs, and, on 1 he other hand, any pm ate person from offering unneces- 
sary and unreasonable obstruction to those who are carrying out operations • 
intended for the public convenience. 

. “The present opportunity has glso been taken to make two amendments in 
the Indian Telegraph Act, which were found from experience to he necessary. 

“ The first of these amendments has for its object the regulation of tele- * 
graph lines constructed by .the Government, hut leased to companies or indivi- 
duals by whom they are worked. ‘ AVe have a very large and increasing class of 
• such lines along our railways, the. system being that the Governnemt owns the. 
whole of tins plant of the telegraphs, and that it leases them to 1 he Rail way- 
administrations for the actual working. The position of these lines under the 
present. Telegraph Act is far from clear, and the object of the amendment 
proposed in section 8 of the Bill is to put them on mueli*tho same footing as 
licensed lines. 

“The object of the second amendment, made by section 9 of the Bill, is to 
prescribe penalties for the breach by licensees or lessees of the rules made . 
-under section 8 for the conduct of their telegraph. Jn such cases, as the 
Act now stands, the only remedy, is. to revoke the license or lease; lmt this 
course would in most cases cause such great public inconvenience that it is 
impracticable.”

•FUNCTIONS (L1EUT.-GOVEBNOR, N. TV. P.) VALIDATION BILL.'* 

. The llon’ble Mr. Jlbeiit moved for leave to introduce a Bill to legalise 

the discharge by the Lieutenant-Governor of the North-Western Provinces 
. of certain functions assigned to the Governor General in Council. He said: — 

, “ Tho object of this Bill is merely to legalise the existing practice in 

accordance with which certain functions which under some mi repealed Regula- 
tions and Acts ought strictly to be discharged by the Governor General in* 
Council are in fact discharged, and much more eonveniently discharged, by tho . 
Lieutenant-Governor of the North- Western l*ro» iuces. The functions in ques- 
tion are not of a very important character, one of them, for instance, being the* 
fiower to sanction the allowances and establishment of the daroghas of certain 
st.oue-qupvries, and to fix the rate of duty payable in respect, of stone, taken 
from the quarries. That is a power wTiich, 1 think, might ho very conveniently 
\ <}idegai ed to the Local Government.”

* TRANSFER OP PROPERTY ACT, 1SS2, AMENDMENT BILL. 

' * The Iloii* bio Mu. Iwikkt moved for leave to introduce q, Bill to amend 
the Transfer of Property Act, 1SS2. He said : — 

“The chief object of tho Bill which I am asking leave to introduce is to 
* remove a doubt which has been entertained as to the effect of the exemption *• • 
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clause in ttio Transfer of . Property Act. When this important measure was . 
before the SeleetComputtee, it was apprehended that there ware certain dfasses . 
.of the community to which some of its provisions .might - be unsuitable, and 
accordingly a power was given to Local Governments, with tho prevjpus sanction 
of the Governor General in Council, to make exemptions from the operation of 

particular sections -of the Act. ... , 

» * 

* “ The sections to which the power of exemption appli es are tho^e which relate 

to transfer hy an ostensible owner (section 41.) ; to the mode of effecting' a trans- 
fer of- property by sale (section 5 L, paragraphs 2 and. 8), mortgago (sectioned),* 
lease (section 107), and gift (section 123) ; and to tho effect of a power of sale in 
a mortgage (section 09). And the form of exemption adopted was copied, with * 
some modifications, from tho Indian Succession Act, which enables (section 832) 
the Government to exempt from the operation of the whole .dr any part of the 
Act, either prospectively or retrospectively, the members of any race, scot or triha 
in British India to whom the provisions of tlio Act might be considered 
inapplicable. • t 

Now, this was an excellent precedent to follow ; hut I cannot help think- 
ing that the Select Committee, when adopting it; did not sufficiently advert 
to the difference between tho rules of the Succession Act aud those of the rules 
of the Transfer of Properly Act to which the power of exemption was to apply. 
It nr easy enough to make a personal exemption- from the rules of suo 
'oession, and to say that some of those rules shall not apply in the case ' 
of succession to a particular person or class of persons. But, it is not 
so easy to make a personal exemption from rules which require the observ-. 

ance of certain .formalities iu the case of a sale, mortgage, lease or gift of land. 

According to tlie generally reeognised principles of wliat is called private intcr- 
. national law, formalities of this kind are regulated by the law of the place where 
the- property is situato, and are not affected by tlie personal law of any party 
to the transaction. What, for instance, w.ould be the effect of saying that, a rule 
which requires the sale of land to he made only by a registered instrument 

shall hot apply to Blufe? Would it apply where the vendor is a BMl, \or ‘ 

where the purchaser is a Bhil, or where any party to tic* transaction is a Bhfl, o* 

. only when all parties to the transaction are Bliils ? So, again, is it only 
intended to apply where litigation’ ensues ; apd in that case is the intention 

* to exempt tho person who wishes .to enforce the contract, or the person 

against whom the contract is to bo enforced, or both ? Plausible reasons 
may he suggested, and indeed have been suggested in the papers wliicli have 
come before me, for adopting any one of these views ; hut I do not think any 
lawyer could say with complete confidence which of them would be the correct 
view. • * . 

m 

• . “The difficulty of construing this section was raised very shortly after the 
Act camo into operation hy Mr. Elliott., the Chief Commissioner of Assam, who 

* was anxious to exempt from some of ‘t he provisions of the Act certain classes of 
"• the population under his government., aud more especially the wild tribes on the 

eastern frdntiev of Assam, but Who was not at all sure wliat would be tho effect • 
of his exercising the power of exemption given to him hy section 1 of the Act. 1 

* “ When the question came before me my own opinion was that the best 
way out of the difficulty would bo to make the power of exemption local and not 

* personal, so far at least as it .applies to the sections which prescribe the formalitiejs 
' of tran'sfer. Air. Elliott, however, would have preferred a power to exempt 

* from the operation of those sections not persons or places, but tranaactigns to 

which members of any race, seel, tribe or class whom it might be desirable to 
exempt were parties ; and as to sections 41 and 69 (wlpch relate to sales b^ 
ostensible vendors, and to powers of sale in mortgages), he did not sec why the 
power* of exemption was needed in their case at all. * * »' 

“ I felt hound to admit that a local exemption would not give precise’ effect 
* to the intentions of tJbe Select Committee, and I shared Mr.* Elliott’s doubts as to 
the reasons for including sections 41 and 69 in the exemption ‘clause. And^ 
under these circumstances, considering that the Act had so recently come into' 
Operation, and that 1 had not had'the advantage of taking part, in any of the 
deliberations which preceded its passing, I thought it was only duo to the emi- . 

' ’ aentpersons hy whom it was framed, and to the Select Oomrpittce who had 
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bestowed so mucli*pains on bringing it into its present shape, to take the opinion 
of Local Gover nme nts before proposing any specific amendment in the law. 

« The result of the reference to Local Governments has been to elicit a 
great difference of opinion as to the form which the exemption clause should 
assume, whether it should bo purely local or purely personal, or partly 
local and partly personal; and further, if it is made personal, whether it 
should apply where any of the parties to the transaction is a member of the 
exempted class, or only where all of them belong to‘ that class. But the 
general effect of this conflict, of opinions on my mind is to oonlirm the view 
which I had previously entertained, that the best and simplest way out of the 
difficulty is to make the exemption from the provisions as to formalities of trans- 
, £er local, and that any other form of exemption would not only give rise to 
difficult legal questions, hut would facilitate forms of fraud which it is the 
object of the Act to make impossible, or at least difficult. 

“ In the view that there should be some kind of local exemption, I think I 
may claim the support of Sir Charles Turner, whose opinion, as that of one of the 
three Law Commissioners to whom the Transfer of Property Bill was referred, is 
entitled to great weight, and lam certainly supported liy Mr. Justice Muthusami 
Aiyar, who has written an interesting Minute on the subject, and by Mr. Hubert 
Crosthwaite, who Avas acting as Secretary in the Legislative Department when 
the Bill was before the Select Committee, and avIio may therefore be presumed 
to he acquainted with tho reasons which induced them to insert the exemp- 
tion clause now in the Act. 

“As to tho extent of 1 he local exemption, one point appears to he clear, 
namely, that the sections prescribing tho formalities of t inns for should not 
extend to tracts of country in Avliich the .Registration Act is not in force. 
The sections in question presuppose the existence of a Registration Law', and. 
are scarcely intelligible without it; and it can, I think, only have been 
through an OA'crsight that they were extended to areas where that Act is not 
in operation. 

** Should avo go further, and exempt from the operation of those sections any 
part of the country Avliero the Registration Act is in force ? Sir Charles Turner 
appears to doubt Avliether Ave should, and suggests, as an alternative, that tho 
kind of protection now afforded to certain classes of agriculturists under the 
Dekklian Relief Acts should be extended to other classes of persons, by making 
them incompetent to convey any interest inland by a Avritten instrument unless 
the instrument is executed iu the presence of an officer of Government, avIio 
should he required to explain its effect. In other words, instead of relaxing 
formalities in the case of those classes, he Avoultl require the obscrA’anctj of addi- 
tional formalities. With all deference to his high authority, I think tho balance 
of argument is against the adoption of this suggestion. In the first place, 

► any attempt, to superadd a personal to a local exemption isopen to the objections 
which have been urged against granting purely personal exemptions. In the 
next place, although I do not deny that members of uncivilized and ignorant 
classes are exposed to risk of fraud when t hey engage in transactions with per- 
sons of superior intelligence, though perhaps not of superior morality, yet there 
does not appear to ho anything Aviiieli shows that this particular risk was in the 
view of the Select Committee Avlien they framed the exemption clause now 
under consideration. There may be, hi my opinion there are, cases iu Avliich * 
a contract- should not bo legally binding, unless ii is executed under sufficient 
safeguards against fraud. The English Legislature has recognised this principle 
in its legislation on t.lio subject of hills of sale (to select one out of many in- 
stances), and English Courts of Equity constantly acton it Avhere such relations 
exist betAA r een the parties as afford ground for the presumption of undue influences 
having been exercised. But such eases, as the illustrations Avhieh I have 
referred to clearly sIioav, are not confined to transactions relating to land, or 
v to transactions to which one of the parties is a member of an uncivilized race ; 
and on tho whole I think it is best to deal Avith them, not in tho manner 
suggested, hut by special legislation, Avhorc tho need for such legislation is 
shown to exist. 
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“ On the other hand, I think that it would be convenient to have a* power 
of exempting from the operation of some of the provisions of the Act- certain 
tracts to which the Begistration Law extends. For instance, Sir Henry Bamsay 
has strongly pressed upon mo the expediency of exempting Kumaun, where 
1 believe the Registration Act is in force. I am quite aware that the Transfer of • 
Property Act is not the only Act of tlio Legislature which Sir Henry Ramsay 
has desired to exclude from Kumaun, and 1 fully understand the jealousy witn 
Which legislation of the kind is regarded by a man whose long and eminently 
successful administration affords one of the most conspicuous instances of vfliat 
may bo done in a backward district by a strong, conscientious and capable 
ruler when loft very much to his own devices and untrammelled by laws and 
regulations. But without commu ting myself to Sir Henry Bomsay’s views on. 
legislation generally, it docs seem to mo probable that there are tracts of 
country where the mass of the population are not ripe for those provisions 
of the Transfer of Property Act which require all transfers of property above 
a certain value to be in writing and registered, and which in the caso of 
potty transactions make writing obligatory unless the transfer is accom- 
panied by delivery ; and this appears to he the opinion of the Government 
of the North- AVestorn Provinces, who desire to have the power of exempt- 
ing certain tracts of country within the ai*ea under their administration, 
including, I believe, not only Kumaun, but certain other hill tracts. The 
amending Bill proceeds on t he view that such a power is advisable, and proposes 
to give a power to grant local exemptions from those sections which prescribe 
the formalities of transfer. 

** The power will doubtless be cautiously exercised, and I should point out 
that <. it may ho so exercised as to exclude certain portious from the exempted 
area. For instance, provisions which may he considered unsuitable to Kumaun . 
generally, may he suitable enough to Naim Tal. 

** This is all that I need say at present about sections 54, 59, 107 and 123, 
the sections which prescribe the formalities to be observed in cases of sale, 
mortgage, lease and gift. 

** To sections 41 and 09 different considerations apply. Section 41 enacts 
that a transfer of property by its ostensible owner shall not be void by reason 
only that the transferor was not authorized to make it, provided that the 
transferee after taking reasonable care to ascertain that the transferor had 
due powers has acted in good faith. 

** This section is based on the principle that where one of two innocent 
persons must suffer from the fraud of a third party, the loss should fall on 
him who has created or could have prevented the opportunity for the fraud, and 
that in such cases hardship is caused by the strict enforcement of the general 
rule that no one can confer a higher right on property than lie himself possesses. t 
This principle is generally recognized in the jurisprudence of all civilized nations, 
and lies at the bottom of such, legislation as the English Factors Act ; hut 1 
am inclined to agree with Sir Charles Turner in tliinkiug that it involves a refine- 
ment of equity which is perhaps hardly required for, or suitable to, the very 
simplo transactions between members of uncivilized races, and which they might 
fail to appreciate. Accordingly I proposo to give power to exempt from the 
operation of this section any property within a particular area in which a mera- 
* her of any specified race, sect, class or tribe is interested. As the section 
deals not with the formalities of transfer, hut with the capacity to transfer, 
the objections to a form of exemption which is to some extGnt personal do 
not apply. 

" As to section 09, there does not seem to bo any reason why it shoul<| 
be included in tlio general exemption clause ; hut, on the other hand, it does 
,seem to require amendment in itself. 

“ The object, of the section was to set, at rest what had been previously a * 
moot question, namely, whether, under the law of British India, a mortgagee ' 
could sell under an express power of sale without the intervention of the 


* 
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-Courts. The section says that such a power of sale shall be valid in certain 
cases, namely, — 

(a) where the mortgage is an English mortgago (i.e., in the ordinary 

11 English form), and neither the mortgagor nor the mortgagee is 

a Hindu, Muhammadan or Buddhist ; 

(b) where the mortgagee is the Secretary of Stat e in Council ; 

(<?) where the mortgaged property or any part of it is situate within the 
town of Calcutta, Madras, Bombay, Karachi or Rangoon : 

hut it does not go on to say that the power shall not he valid in other cases. 

“ I propose to make clear what seems on the whole to have been the inten- 
tions of the framers of the section by declaring the eases in which the power of 
sale is not to be valid. And as Mr. .1 list ice Al nthusami Aiyar 1ms pointed out 
that there are other classes which it is even more necessary to exclude from 
the operation of the exceptional provision than Hindus, Muhammadans and 
Buddhists, 1 propose to add words giving a power to exclude such classes. 

“ These arc the principal amendments which I propose to make in the 
Act. There is however one further amendment, which, though of minor im- 
portance in itself, opens up questions that arc of considerable importance. 

There is a section in the Act which .declares that nothing in the Act is 
to be deemed to a Hoot the provisions of any enactment not thereby expressly 
repealed. And Mr. Elliott, asked how this declaration was <o ho reconciled with 
certain sections which appeared to him to alfect the provisions of the Registra- 
tion Act. Under the Registration Act certain instruments relating to property 
of less than Its. 100 in value may be registered, and, if registered, have priority 
over unregistered instruments. Under section f>J. of ( he Transferor Property 
Act. all instruments of sale must he registered to have any effect, at all. Where 
the value of the property is less than Its. 100, you may sell by mere delivery ; 
but if you wish to roly on a written instrument, you must register it; 
and the question is whether the latter of these provisions does not affect 
the former. The answer depends on the meaning which you attach to tho 
term * affect.’ As used in legislative language, it usually means a licet in m ft lam 
partem, derogate from, wholly or in part. In this sense the Transfer of Property 
Act does not alfect the Registration Act. What, if really does is to supple- 
ment. it hv rendering certain instruments compulsorily registrable which wero 
only optionally registrable before. And I propose to insert iu the amending Bill 
words which will make t his clear. 

“ Now this is, as T.liave said, a minor matter, but it raises the question as to 
the relations to each other of these two important Acts, and as to the extent to 
which the passing of tho Transfer of Property Act has superseded the necessity 
for making some of the amendments which have from time to lime been 
suggested in tho Registration Act. 

“The Registration Act is an Act which has been frequently tinkered, and 
which from the nature of tho case it is almost impossible to make thoroughly 
satisfactory, and therefore I am not, particularly anxious to undertake the task 
of further amending it.. But I fear that it will ho necessary before long to take 
action on tho suggestions for its amendment, which have for some t ime been 
pressed on the Legislative Department, and the close connection of some of those 
suggestions with the parts of the Transfer of Properly Act which I am pro- 
posing to amend will, I think, afford a suflieient justification for iny referring 
to thorn briefly now. 

“ One of the proposals which has been laid before us is pretty radical in. 
its character, for it goes to the root of the matter, and suggests that, our whole 
system of registration is wrong, anil that what, we ought, to aim at is a 'regis- 
tration, not of instruments or documents, but. of titles. Now this question of 
registration of instruments or assurances vermis regist, ration of titles has 
been the subject, of controversy in England among those learned in the 
conveyancing craft during tho last half century or so. On the one hand, a system 
of registering assurances has been in force in two counties in England — Middle- 
sex and Yorkshire — ever since the reign of Queen Anne, and has also been in 
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force for a long while in Ireland and Scotland, and has worked with more or 
loss success. In Middlesex I can undertake to say that it has worked very badly. 
On the other hand, Sir Robert Torrens lias introduced into the Australian 
colonies a system of registering titles which appeal's to have been a conspicuous 
success, and which has therefore naturally - suggested the expediency of its 
introduction elsewhere. Both Lord Wostbury and Lord Cairns have passed Acts 
providing for registration of titles somewhat on the Torrens’ system ; hut both 
these Acts, though framed with groat ability, have, I am sorry to say, remained 
almost dead-letters* It has been suggested that, in India a system of register- 
ing of titles might be conveniently engrafted on the system of revenue 
registration, which looks rather to the man in possession than to the way in 
which he got into possession, and that we should thus avoid a double system 
of registration under the Revenue Acts and under the Registration Acts.* My 
own opinion, however, for what it is worth, is that, though registration of titles is 
preferable in theory to registration of assurances, it is not compatible with a 
complicated system of titles. Jt is mainly for this reason that I believo it has 
failed in England, where titles are complicated by settlements, and I fear that it 
would fail in India, whore there are even greater complications arising out of 
Hindu family law. 

Our present system of registering instruments has obtained firm possession 
of the field, has on the whole worked fairly well, and is recognized as the basis 
of such important pieces of legislation as the Transfer of Property Act; and under 
these circumstances it would be a strong measure to upset it altogether. Whether 
an economy may not be effected by combining the functions of the staff employed 
under the Revenue Acts and of that employed under the Registration Acts is an 
administrative question into which I need not enter. 

“ Assuming then that instruments and not titles are to bo registered, there 
is a feature of the existing Registration Act to which strong exception has been 
frequently taken by high authorities, and that is what is known as optional 
registration, the system, namely, under which instruments of a certain class 
are allowed, but not required to lie registered, arc given a legal effect without 
registration, but, if left unregistered, are liable to bo overridden by a registered 
instrument of latpr date. Sir Richard Garth lias repeatedly inveighed against 
the system as inducing and facilitating fraud, and a high authority on the 
other side of the peninsula has recently used equally strong expressions about 
it. ‘ The present law,’ says Mr. Maxwell Melvill in a note which I read the 
other day, and which I hope he will excuse me for quoting in this connexion, 
though it was written with reference to a different subject ‘ which makos the 
registration of certain instruments optional, but invalidates them when they 
come into competition with registered instruments of a later date, is a trap for 
the unwary, and has unfairly deprived thousands of innocent mortgagees and 
private owners of their property.* 

"Among the numerous difficult questions to which the system of optional 
registration has given rise, one of the most difficult is as to the effect of notice 
of an unregistered transaction on the rights of a person who claims under a 
registered instrument. There is a section of the Registration Act (section CO) 
which says that when a deed of which the registration is optional is registered, 
it shall have priority over any unregistered deed relating to the same property. 
This is in fact the inducement to rogister such deeds. But supposing that 
a man who claims under a deed so registered had, at the time of enter- 
ing into the transaction on which the deed is based, notice of the existence of 
another unregistered deed, earlier in date, and inconsistent with his claims, w hat 
then P Is ho still to have priority, notwithstanding the notice? On this ques- 
tion there is a vast number of decisions, which are collected in the various 
editions of the Registration Act (the edition which I ^happen to have consulted 
is a handy little hook brought out this year by Mr. Cuddalore Ramachandra 
Aiyar, a Subordinate Judge in North Malabar), but the upshot of them is that 
the Madras Jligh Court would allow the claimant under the later registered 
deed to assert his priority, notwithstanding notice, whilst the other High 

* This stiggcttlim l inti the support of Mr* Justice I'iold, See “ Landholding and the Relatione of . Landlord and 
Tennant/’ P- 405 , note p. 
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Courts, and I beliovo the Chief Court of the Punjab, hold the opposite view. 
I have had somo correspondence on this subject with Sir Charles Turner, and 
he has been kind enough to send mo a note, in which ho lias reviewed the 
history of the successive Registration Acts, and has defended with much 
forco the view taken by the Madras High Court as to the ojjeration of the 
present Act. I quite agree with him that if the doctrine of notice is carried 
to the extravagant lengths 1o which it was formerly carried by English Courts 
of Equity, ancl under which what was called constructive notice was made to 
include, not only what a man actually knows, hut what, he and various other 
persons connected with him could, should, or might have known, — I quite 
agree that if the doctrine is carried to this .length, it is fatal to any system of 
registration. But a much more reasonable view of what amounts to notice has 
been taken of late years by the English Courts, and notably by Lord Cairns 
in a well known case in the House of Lords ( Agra Bank v. Barry). Jt 
is certainly desirable, as Sir C. Turner admits, that the law administered in the 
several provinces should he made uniform by legislation, and that it should he 
expressly declared whether llie doctrine of notice is to he applied by. the Courts, 
and if so, to what extent. It may he found possible so to define the term 
for the purpose of the Registration Act as to get rid of w hat is called construc- 
tive notice, and to confine the .doctrine to eases where there is such a knowledge 
of a previous transaction as show s that the person claiming under a subsequent 
registered deed is obviously trying to take advantage of his own fraud ; blit 
the work of framing a definition which would draw the line precisely at the 
right point w'ould he a matter of considerable difficulty. 

“ In the meantime it should he borne in mind that we have already in 
our Statute Book a deli nit ion of not ice and a declaration of its legal effects. The 
definition section of the Indian Trusts Act (section 3) explains that a person 
is said to have ‘notice * of a fact when he actually knows that fact, or when, 
hut for wilful abstention from inquiry or gross negligence, lie. would have 
known it, or when information of the fact is given to, or obtained by, his agent., 
under the circumstances mentioned in the Indian Contract Act, 1872, section 
22 9. And the Aet, goes on to enact (section t)l) that — 

‘Where a person acquires property with notion that another person has entered into an 
existing contract uflWting that property, of which spooiiio porfornianoc could he enforced, 
tin* former must hold the property for the benefit of the latter to the extent necessary to give 
effect to the contract.' * 

“ I am not. aware whether thcelTeot of this section on the Registration Act 
has been fully considered ; but it certainly cannot be loft out. of account in 
any legislation which jnav ho necessary — aud I fear legislation will bo necessary 
— to reconcile the conflicting decisions of the High Courts. 

“ Of course if you could get rid of optional registration altogether, many of 
the difficulties to which I have referred would vanish. And I understand Sir 
Richard Garth* to he of opinion that , so far as transfers bv sale are concerned, the 
evils arising out of optional registration have been removed for the future in 
those parts of India to which the Transfer of Property Act already extends, and 
are capable of being removed by a simple extension of that Act to other prov- 
inces, such as Bombay, to which the Aet may ho extended by the Local Govern- 
ment. For, under section fit of the Transfer of Properly Act, there is no such 
thing now r as a transfer by writing of immoveable property unless that writing 
is registered. There may he an oral transfer by way of sale of a possessory 
interest under ils. 100 in value, hut any sales in writing, whether under or over 
Its. 100, must be registered. However, leases and mortgages stand on a different 
footing, and as to them the law of optional registration still prevails. 

“The remedy which is usually suggested is to extend the range 
of compulsory registration to instruments relating to property of less 
than Rs. 100 in value. The chief objection to this proposal appears to he 
that the obligation to register petty transactions would impose great expense and 
hardship in eases where a registry office is not available within a reasonable 
distance. There may ho — I dare say there are — parts of the country to which this 

* Sec bin reuutrku iu Harain Chunder Chuckerbutty v. Jjalaram tioy, 1. L. It., S Cul., at, (>. 012. • 
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objection would not apply, and the suggestion which I should be disposed to make 
is tll&i the Registration Act should be amended in such a way as would empower 
Local Govermhents to make registration of small transactions relating to land 
Compulsory in those areas in which, in their opinion, the people are prepared for 
general registration and there is machinery available for registering such trans- 
actions without unnecessary expense and incomenionce to 1 hose concerned. 
Ill this vtay the range of compulsory rcgisl ration might he carried out in a gradu- 
al and experimental ^nan ner. Of course the registration fees charged on petty 
transactions would nave to ho very light. 

“And it is worth considering whether, in the class of cases to which com- 
pulsory registration is considered inapplicable, we should allow an unregistered 
instrument to have any legal effect whatever, \* hot her in fact we should not 
extend and generalize the principle which 1 understand to he embodied in 
section 54 of the Transfer of Property Act. 

“ These points will have to he fully worked out when the Registrat ion Act 
comes up fqr amendment ; hut. 1 suggest them for consideration now', because 
of their close and obvious connexion with the enactment which I am asking 
the leave of the Council to amend.”

— His Excellency the Governor General in Council is pleased 
to publish, for general information, the revised form of license for the working 
of Telephones in India referred to in paragraphs II and V of Public "Works 
Department Resolution No. 303T. of 25th October 1883. 


FORM OF LICENSE FOR A TELEPHONE EXCHANGE. 

1. In exercise of the powers conferred by section i of the Tmlian Telegraph Act, 1870 
(Act 1 of lb7t>), the Governor General of India in Council herein referred to as the 
Governor General in Council is pleased to grant the following license to the 


Telephone Exchange Company (hereinafter referred to as r< tlie Licensees ”). 

St. The Licensees may establish ami maintain Telephones, Telephone Exchanges and 

open Telephone Olliees for a term of .. years from the 

day of 1SS , within the following limits, namely

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3. The Licensees may establish and maintain for that term Telephone wires connecting— 

.» («) the Central Exchange of the Licensees with the District Exchanges of the 

Licensees ;

(&) the Offices of Subscribers within the said limits with a Telephone Exchange of 
the Licensees ; 

(c) the open Telephone Offices of the Licensees with a Telephone Exchange of the 
Licensees ; 

(✓?) with the pel mission in writing of tlje Governor General in Council, a Telephone 
Exchange 1 of the Licensees with the Office of a Subscriber situated beyond 
the said limits ; 

(e) with the permission in writing of the Director General of Telegraphs in India, 
a Telephone Exchange of tlie Licensees with a Government Telegraph Office 
within the said limits. 

4. When the Licensees have in accordance with the provisions of this license established 
a Telephone Exchange within the said limits, they may establish, maintain and let on lease for 
the said term or any part thereof private Telephone wires connecting the office of any ]*rson 
situated within the said limits with another office of the same person or with the office of any 
other person situated within those limits or, with the permission in writing of the Governor 
General in Council, with another office of tlio same person or with the office of any other 
person situated beyond those limits. 

5. The Licensees may use and work the said Telephones, Telephone Exchanges, open 
Telephone Offices, Telephone wires and private Telephone wires and suffer the same to be used 
and worked for the following purposes, namely, — 

(a) for tin; purpose of enabling Telephone messages to be transmitted direct as fol- 
lows, namely, — 

{1) from or to any Subscriber at an Office occupied by him, either to or from any 
other Subscrihei at an Office occupied by him, or to or from any person at an 
open Telephone office, 

(5) in pursuance of the Telegram Subscription Rules made under the Indian Tele- 
graph Act., I87fi, and for the time being in force, from or to any Telegram 
Subscriber at an office occupied by him to or from a Government. Telegraph 
Office, 

(3) in pursuance of the Agency Subscription Rules made under the Indian Tele- 
graph Act, lh7<*, and for the time being in force, from or to any Agency 
Subscriber at an office occupied by him to or from a Telephone Exchange, 

(^) in the ease of private Telephone wires, from or to any lessee of the same at one 
of the offices with which the private Telephone wire is connected to or from 
the other of those offices :

6. The Licensees shall, within a period of ISO days next following the date on which 
this license is granted, establish in working order at least one, Telephone Exchange within the 
said limits, and, if they fail so to do, this license shall become revocable by the Governor 
General in Council. 

7. This license shall not confer on the Licensees any right to lay or place any supports, 
wires or other Telephone apparatus or appliances iu or over, upon or under, any land, ground*' 
street, road* harbour, foreshore, river or place within the said limits, but any permission for 
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that purpose required by the Licenses shall be obtained by them at their own expense from 
the person or persons, body or bodies corporate, legally entitled to grant the same. 

8. This license cannot be assigned, transferred or otherwise disposed of, and in the 
event of any attempt being made on the part of the Licensees to assign, transfer or dispose of 
the same, or of any order being made by any Court, for winding up the Company of the 
Licensees, or <»E any resolution being passed by the Company of the Licensees requiring it 
to b© wound up voluntarily, or of the dissolution of the Company of the Licensees by any 
means whatsoever, this license shall ipso fa do cease and determine. 

9. (a) The Governor General in Council may at any time, by twelve months' previous 
notice in writing, terminating on the

(<•) The price to be paid by the Governor General in Council for such purchase shall 
be thn then value of the property lights, plant, material, apparatus and appliances mentioned 
in clause (i), exclusive of any allowance for past, or future profits of the undertaking or good- 
will, or any compensation for compulsory sale or withdrawal of the present concession or other

(4) 44 Telephone ” includes any apparatus by means of which any articulate sounds can be 
conveyed to a distance by the agency of electricity, galvanism or magnetism. 

(5) 44 Telephone wire ” includes any metallic connection between two Telephones or be- 
tween one Telephone and a Telephone exchange. 

(6) 44 Telephone exchange " means any contrivance, instrument, apparatus or appliance to 
which two or more 44 Telephone wires” may be attached, and wliigh is used for the puqiose oE 
temporarily establishing from time to time, as occasion may require, a direct connection be- 
tween any two of such Telephone wires, and includes a 44 central Telephone exchange ” and a 
44 district Telephone exchange." 

(7) “Central Telephone exchange” means either the only Telephone exchange belonging 
to the Licensees within the limits specified in their license, or, if more than one Telephone 
exchange is established by the Licensees within those limits, the central or principal apparatus 
with which one or more district Telephone exchanges may be connected. 

(S) 44 District Telephone exchange ” means a Telephone exchange other than a central 
Telephone exchange with which two or more subscribers* ottices are connected by means of 
Telephone wires, sud which itself is connected by means of one or more Telephone, wires with 
a central exchange or with another district exchange. 

(9) "Open Telephone office ” means any building or place in or to which may be con- 
tained or attached a Telephone which is connected by means of one or more Telephone wires 
with a Telephone exchange and wliieh may be used by persons other than those hereinbefore 
described as "subscribers,” for communication with subscribers, and may also be used by sub- 
scribers for communication with other subscribers. 
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(10) "Private Telephone* wire w moans a t€ Telephone wire 99 connecting the office of one 
person with the office of another person, or one office of a person with another office belong- 
ing to the same person, without being 1 itself connected with a “ Telephone exchange;” and 

(11) A Telephone exchange shall not lie deemed to have been “ establish'd ” until not 
less than ten companies, firms or persons have severally paid 1o Ihe Licensees a sum of money 
in respect of the use of the Licensees' exchange for a period of not less than twelve calendar 
months.

Any subscriber to a Telephone exchange connected as aforesaid with a Government 
Telegraph office shall be cnt.il led to communicate direct, with the Telegraph office by means 
of the Telephone exchange and the connect mg Telephone wires on pa ym.»nt 1 o the Director- 
General of Telegraphs in India, (herein referred to as the Llip-etor-GcncruL ' f a yearly sum 
of sixty rupees, which shall he paid iu advance on the first day of January in each

Pi ■ov filed that,, if a subscriber desires to institute liis direct communication with the 
Telegraph office <»n any other date than the first day of January, he shall in respect of

Adverting to my official intimation nnont the General National Exhibition 
to bo hold at Bad a pent (Hungary) in ]88. r >, namely, No. OS, dated f.th March 
and* No. 102, dated 20th March, I have to-day the honor to transmit under 
cover a translation of a further cominunicatioii received from tlie Imperial and 
Royal Austro-Hungarian Minister for Foreign A 11 airs. No. dated Vienna, 

1st June, relative to concessions granted to intending foreign exhibitors in the 
charges for railway fare and sea transport, the latter on the part, of the Austro- 
Hungarian Lloyds Steam Navigation Company and Hungarian Steam-ship 
Company “ Adria .” 


TRANSLATION. 

In continuation of the circular issued from this side, dated 5th February, 
as per No. r ’!| 5 ', concerning the Hungarian National- Exhibition, to be hold next 
year at Jiudapest, the Imperial and Royal Ministry foC Foreign Affairs have 
the honor to acquaint the Imperial and Koval Mission, for intimation to the 
Imperial Indian Government, that the concessions in freight granted on the 
part of the railway and steam-ship companies, on behalf of this undertaking, 
consist in the following: — 

A. — Railways. 

1. The Austrian and Hungarian lines for small parcels for transport 
inward as well as return transport, francs l(h’r. Austrian Vaente for each 100 
kilograms and per kilometre is charged as uniform rate, and to this is still to 
be added on each line a manipulation tax of francs 2xr. per 100 kilograms and 
3 per cent, for transport duty. 

With wagon loads for transpprt inward as well as return transport francs 
] 3xr, as uniform rate per kilometre is charged for each 100 kilograms according 
to actual weight per wagon, however, at least lor 8,000 kilograms. 

As with such wagon loads no manipulation tax has to be paid, the load- 
ing and unloading of goods lias to bo effected at the expense of the sender, 
respectively exliibitor. 

Tlie minimum amount of freight, for . each wagon-load is fixed os francs 
3,o. v., which minimum amount is oven to be paid if, according to tlie freight 
rates granted for smaller guautities, a lower amount of freight should result. 

Those goods of large dimensions entered as return goods are des- 
patched per 100 kilograms and kilometres at the uniform rate of freight of 
francs 32jrr. with goods of larger dimensions entered in wagon-loads, and if the 
rate is paid for per at least 8,000 kilograms, only francs l&rr. as uniform rate 
will be charged per 100 kilograms and kilometres. 

For the return-transport those exhibition objects partake of this advan- 
tage only incase of their being unsold during the fexhibition and destined to be 
returned to the original station of despatch- 
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These freight advantages count only up to the railway stations at Buda- 
pest- . 

For the transport of the exhibition objects from these railway sta- 
tions to the exhibition grounds on the eventually to bo laid rails a moderate 
special rate will be charged according to local circumstances. 

2. For the transport of the exhibition goods to Budapest the full rate 
of freight is charged according to tariff, whore against tho return-transport 
of goods which remained unsold at the exhibition will be granted freight - 
free on the same route on the part of the following lines : —

JD. — Provisional Exemption from Duty. 

The Royal Hungarian Ministry forFinanco have, vide Rescrifr, dated 18th 
February 1884, No. 1569, granted provisional exmnption from duty for all 
foreign goods arriving for the j Budapest National Exhibition of 1885 up to 
their being transported back at tho latter end of March 1886, and entrusted the 
Royal llungarian Chief Custom House in Budapest with the pending manipula- 
tion of duty, according to Government procedure. 

The Hungarian Ministry of Finance have further ruled that all Custom 
Houses of the Austro-Hungarian Custom territory are to direct all sueh goods 
■on arrival for Custom House treatment untouched and unopened to the Royal 
Chief Custom House at Budapest. •

* By tray of facilitating this procedure, it is at the same time permitted that 
the goods arriving from abroad are to be treated by the official deputed by 
the Chief Custom House in such a manner, that this 'official may fill up the 
Goods and Contents Sheets ’arriving with the goods with the descriptions 
according to tariff and revision of the goods, and thus complete the duty 
manipulation on the basis of these thus completed goods sheets. 

Furthermore, it has still been permitted by the Hungarian Ministry 
for Finance that with these exhibition goods, instead of the prescribed security 
in cash, the solvability of the National Exhibition Committee will' be accepted 
as basis of the Government procedure. 

JS. — The Heturn of Goods free of Duty. 

Of all goods sent for exhibition to Budapest, but having remained un- 
sold are to be transported back to their place of despatch, has thus far 
been granted by the German, Dutch, English, Italian, Belgian, French; and 
North American Governments. 

Finally one, is an exception, concession in freight held in prospective by 
the Austro-Hungarian Lloyd .

Bead — 

Summary of the Weather Reports for July 1884. 

The weather of July has been, on the whole, of the normal monsoon 
type. 

. In the Punjab (excepting the Indus Valley), in tho North-Western Prov- 
inces (except- at Jhansi, Allahabad, and Benares), and in Kajputana, barometric 
readings have been generally above the averago, while in all other parts of 
India, with a ’fe w local exceptions, they have been below it. During the earlier 
portion of the month, a shoulder of high pressure, extending northward from 
Guzerat, occupied the greater part of ltajputana, tho Punjab and North- 
Western Provinces,- and was probably connected with the deficiency of tho 
rainfall in that region, presently to be noticed. Two cyclonic storms of the v 
usual monsoon type traversed the country during the month. The first was 
developed on the 8th and 9th over the head of tho Bay of Bengal, and travelled 
thence to the west or west-north-west. Its centre lay near False Point on the 
10th, near Cuttack 'on tho 11th, near Jubhulpore on the 12th, near Deesa on 
the 13th, and near Hyderabad (Sind) on the 14th. The second storm w&b also 
developed over the head of the Bay, the first notice of its appearance being 
given on the 15th. It then lay to the eastward of False Point, whence 
it travelled to Gopalpore on the 16th, to Raipur on the 17th, and to Seoni on 
the 18th, after which date it disappeared. 
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' .The rainfall reports show that, in the earlier portions of the month, the » 
area within which the rains were fully established was somewhat restricted. 
Over the greater part of Ithe plains of the Punjab, as well as in Rajputana* 
Sind- and Guzerat, rain «*f ahy consequence was almost entirely wanting during 
the first fortnight ; as was also the ease in some parts of the Carnatic, in Madura, 
Mysore, the Ceded districts of the Madras Presidency, and the Deccan. By the 
36th, however, a change set in. Rain-bearing winds spread suddenly over 
Guzerat, and subsequently extended to Rajputaua and tlic Punjab. Prom the 
20th to the end of the month, the rains were general and abundant, with the 
exception of the Madras Presidency, at tho more southern and central stations 
of which tho weather was line and the rainfall slight or altogether absent. 
The heaviest falls of rain were — 7 inches at Naim Tal and Raipur on tho 
1st; 7 inches at Moulmein on the 10th; 8 inches at Bombay on the 
14th; 6 inches at Mount Abu on the 21st; 7 inches at Jubbulpore on 
the 23rd ; 8 inches at Paehmarlii and 7 inches at Akyab on the 24th } 

6 inches at Rajkot on tho 27th ; 6 inches (according to some reports 14 
inches) at Umballa on 30th ; and 10 inches at Mount Abu on the 31st. Not- 
withstanding these large local Tails, tho general rainfall of the country has been 
below tlie average for July. Such is the ease in the north of the Punjab and 
at Simla and Delhi ; in the North-Western Provinces, with the single exception 
of the hill station of Naim Tal; in Assam everywhere; and in Bengal the only 
stations showing an excess are Darjeeling, Purneah, and Sungor Island. In 
Central India and Rajputana, at the west coast stations (excepting Bombay 
and Gua), and over tin? whole of Madras, also, the rain has boon below the ' 
average, and only in Burma, the Central Provinces, tho Borars, Guzerat, and the 
Central Punjab has it. been above it. At Raipur more than 25, and at Jubbul* 
pore more than 18, inches above the average lias fallen. 

Owing to the tine weather during the first half of the month, the tem- 
perature was rather high in the Punjab, Rajputana, and Sind. At Peshawar 
114° was registered on the 2nd, and at Jacobabad 113° on the 3rd. A rapid 
fall occurred With the setting in of the rains, but the high .temperatures of tlie 
first fortnight were not. entirely compensated by the subsequent low read- 
ings, and the monthly mean in the north and west, of the Punjab uas some- 
what above the average, though in most other parts of tlie country it was a 
little below it. 

The variations in the amount of humidity in the atmosphere agree ap- 
proximately \tith the distribution of rainfall, the principal regions of excessive 
humidity being the Central Provinces and Guzerat, where also the rainfall was 
above the average. •

Mr. Westland. They propose therefore to defer making any communication regarding it 
to the Government until Mr. Wes&and’s return to India, which wiH. probably take place in 
the middle of Septombor next. 

4. The proposed grant of a good service pension to Mr. J. Wetherill was also con- 
firmed, 213 subscribers having voted for, and 3 against the proposal. * 

5. The Managers have under Article XVI announced their intention to propose — 

“ That they be authorised, in accordance with the opinion of Counsel, to refund to 
Mrs. Bruce Lone, with interest at 5 per cent., the subscriptions paid by her to keep up her 
late' husband’s interest in the Fund.” 

*Tho facts of the case, which was one of considerable difficulty, ore fully set forth in the 
appendix to this report, from which it will be seen that tlio Managers felt themselves obliged 
to consult Counsel as to the powers of the subscribers to deal with the matter. In the opinion 
of Mr. Evans Mrs. Bruco Lane can uevor participate in the benefits of the Fund. ‘The 
Manag ers have mode a communication in accordance with this opinion to Mrs. Lane, dnd 
desire now to obtain the sanction of the subscribers to the refund, with interest, of. the 
subscription paid by Mrs. Lane to koop alive her lute husband’s interest iu the Fund. 

6. Mr. W. O. Plowden lias incurred tho penalty proscribed by Article XXXVTI of the 
R ules by fail ure, for more than one yeoi*, to pay the necessary subscriptions to the Fund. 
Mr. Plowden states that the omission was entirely duo to misapprehension, as he believed 
that deductions on aocount of Fund subscriptions were being, made from his allowance by the 
India Office. Arrears of subscription, together with interest at 8 per cent., as required by 
the Rules, hove now beon paid, and the Managers recommend Mr. Plowden T s cose to the 
favourable consideration of the Meeting.

The Indian Civil Service Family Pension Regulations, established under the orders of the 
Secretary of State for India, for the provision of pensions for the widows and or- 
phans of covenanted civilians in the service of the Government of India. 

The following regulations are designed to secure suitable provisions for the w' blown and orphans 
of members of the Covenanted Indian Civil Service not being subscribers to the Bengal, Madrasi or 
Bom I r.i v C i vil Funds. 

, The Secretary of Stale for India in Council reserves to himself the abs »lutc* right to regulate 
from time l.o lime the contributions to be required From Civil Servant** Holder thc**e regulations, and to 
make any alterations in (he regulations themselves that, may appear to him oijuitable; prodded always 
that the scale of pensions fixed t her* d »y shall not be reduced in the case of actual incumbents. The 
Secretary ot Stale in Council will endeavour to adjust the contributions to be levied from oil leers ex- 
actly, so that tiny sh;i II neither Ik* too large uor too small to supply l!*o pensions provided for by 
these regulat imis. Bui. if it should appear on oxjierienee that lien ha\e be<n iix«*d ton low, the Gov- 
ernment will not require auy supplementary ret- rnspectiw payments ; and if they arc found to have been 
fixed too high, no claim to refund will be admitted. 

No insiii\m**e fund i*^ established by tlu'sc regulations. The contributions will be credited and the 
pensions charged directly to tin- Indian lev* imes n< civil receipts and charges. But in order to adjust 
the rates of c •mribulton from time to lii.u- to w li.it is necessary to supply the pensions provided for hy 
these regulation** 1 , and no more, $ sep'ru e pro forma aec-'iiiit will lie kepi. of all c «nt ribul ions levied 
and sill pay meats made under the^e regulations, and of the interest wlinh would have been allowed 
upon such e old ribul ions if a mutual i»i**urai»* *• fund had actually I wen estnbiUlcMl.

All needful s1uti<tics of ages, l)irtlis, ilcaths, and marriages will be carefully registered, and these 
statistics, with the jj/ v forma accounts, will be submitted at such periods a& may be determined by the 
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Secretary of State in Council to mcli actuary or netuarioH as lie may select, with instructions to inves- 
tigate and ascertain whether ilia ratc*s of contribution are such as will, at the* rate of interest and ex- 
change then to be reconsidered and refixed, supply the pensions payable under these regulations, and 
no more.. The expense of such actuarial inquiries and reports shall be debited in th pro Jomtd accounts 
reported upon. 

Upon the report of the actuary or actuaries the Secretary of State in Council will order any 
necessary alterations in the rates of contribution. 

The report of the actuary or actuaries, \viMi the order* of the Secretary of State in Council 
thereupon, shall be published in the (iazrttr of huli<i y and no alteration ordered in the rides of contri- 
bution will take effect, before the beginning of the month" follow mg the date of .such pnbUcaiiou. No 
retrospective adjustments will bo made.

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9. These figures conclusively prove tlic growing appreciation of the value- 
payable post, both by the general public and by tradesmen. The Governor 
General in Council is disposed to think that the opposition formerly shown to 
the scheme may prove to have been modified by the experience which has been 
gained of the working of the inland value- payable system, and that, in so far 
as the extension of the system to the overland parcel post would facilitate the 
importation of small objects of European manufacture into India, themeasure ( 
while not injurious to tradesmen, would be of great advantage and conve- 
nience to the general public. It is believed that the German Tost Office now 
exchanges annually more than a million value-payable articles with other coun- 
ries, and that it also has an Agency in England. There seems to bo no reason 
why similar facilities should not exist between India and England. 

10. Before, however, proceeding further in the matter, the Governor 
General in Council desires to ascertain the present state of public opinion on 
the subject. 

11. llo therefore directs that this Resolution bo published in the Gazette 
of India, and that it be communicated — 

(tf) to all Bocal Governments and Administrations, with the request 
that they will consult representative bodies and individuals in 
tlieir respective jurisdictions, and send copies of the replies, 
together with their own opinion, on the proposal ;

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STATEMENT OE OBJECTS AND REASONS.

Under certain enactments in force in the North-Western Provinces certain functions are 
assigned to the Governor General in Council, which in practice are now discharged by the 
I A eutenant-G o ve rn or of "those provinces. Tims, by sections 10 and It of Bengal Regulation 
XXX11I of 1800 ( ) for laying open to public use the stone-qvarrie s at Chnnar , Ghazipur and 
Mirzapur, in the Province of Benares, subject to a fured duly), the Governor General in 
Couucil is empowered to sanction the allowances and establishment of the d&roglias of the 
stone-quarries referred to, to fix the rate of duty payable in respect of stone excavated from 
those quarries, and to mako further rules respecting the quarries. As these quarries have 
now become Provincial both financially and administratively, they have long been under the 
control of the Local Government, which lias been in the habit of exercising the powers above 
noticed, though they are by law assigned to the Governor General in Council. 

2. As the discharge by the Lieutenant-Governor of the North-Western Provinces 
of these and similar functions assigned by other enactments to the Governor General in Council, 
though in accordance with existiug administrative arrangements, would seem to be of 
doubtful legality, the present Bill has been prepared with the object of empowering the Lieu- 
tenant-Governor to continue to discharge these functions in the future and legalizing their 
discharge by him in the past.

14. In the second sub-section- of section 31) we have defined the expression “annual 
value 99 as meaning the gross annual rent for which buildings or lands might reasonably 
be expected to let, ami we have omitted the first proviso, as, though it has befell tho 
practice in hill-stations to let houses furnished, 1 lie furniture supplied is ordinarily of small 
value; and ns most of ms are of opinion that the rent, to be considered ’in est inciting the 
annual value is the sum for which they would Jet if uufurnislicd, we have added words making J 
this clear. 


13. Special ^powers are also given to impose a scavenging-tux and a' water-tax as *pay- *

REPORTS ON THE STATE OP THE SEASON AND PROSPECTS OP THE CROPS POR 

THE WEEK ENDING- THE 2Uth AUGUST 1884. 

Gknekat. Rbmauks. — Ruin fell in varying quantities in all districts of the Madras Presidency, 
and, except. in a few places when* the drought continues, prospects have much improved. In Mysore 
there has been very little rain again, ami tin* condition of the standing* crops is critical ; sowings have 
also been lvtarried owing to the dolu-ienc.y of rain. In (\»m*g there has bcrni a fair amount of rain, 
and prospects are on file whole “nod. In the Bombay Presidency moderate showers fell in most 
districts, but the rainfall is insufficient, in parts of thc.Deecan and Southern Mahndtn (hnihtry, where, 
in some places, the young’ crops are sufl’ering from drought. In the Berars and Hyderabad the rainfall 
lias been slight, hut the crops are doing well. Them was rain generally throughout the Central 
India States, but more is wanted in several places. In Sulna over !:> inches fell during the week, and 
the town of Rcwali was Hooded and sustained considerable damage. In Nowgong also the total 
rainfall has been very great. In the Pajpuluna States the rainfall of the week under report was 
slight, and mom is wanted in Sirolii, Ilarowti, Ajmer**, Jeypare, ami IMwur. In t.li<* Central Provinces 
the rainfall has not been so heavy as that, hitherto recorded; there have hern occasional breaks, 
allowing weeding and ploughing*, but a lnrurer break is still reipiir* d. (loud rain has fallen in all 
districts of the North- Western Provinces ami Oudli, and erop prospects are generally excellent. In the 
Punjab there was slight rain in a few districts, but prospects continue good. There was heavy rain in the 
Assam districts, over 1 IS iuclicv being registered at Sylhet. In Bengal the rainfall was lieavier limn 
that of last week, and the prospects of the cr«*ps have been improved in plaee-i, and transplanting lias 
been re sinned ; on the whole, however, prospects are not satisfactory, and more rain would be beneficial. 

The last report of the Meteor- logical 1 >epart ment, dated the :21st instant, states that rain has gen- 
erally fallen throughout the Punjab, the North-Western and Central Provinces, Central India, Burma, 
and along* the Western Coast. In Bengal and Madras the rain has been light and partial ; in Hajpul- 
una it has fallen only at. Jeypore and .Mount Abu; while in Sind, (lu/erat, and the Bombay Deccan 
the only station reporting lain is Ahmedahad. 

Agricultural operations remain for the most part unchanged. Harvest jug continues in Mcrflras. 
Khttri /' sowings have been completed in the Bombay Presidency, and are still in progress in the Punjab. 
In the Central Provinces preparations for miii are in progress. In Bengal harvesting of ana and jute is 
ift progress; i lie out t urn of the former is estimated between S to 1:2 annas. Indigo muutifueturc has 
commenced in Sarun, but the yield is poor. In Assam reaping of the ans crop has been completed, 
and transplanting of suit ilium \< in progress. 'I lie prospects «*f tea are good. 

Cholera and small-pox are slightly prevalent in most provinces, blit the piddie health is generally 
good. Prices arc ge.iu»rally stationary, with local II not uat ions.

RESOLUTION. 

In Home Department circular letter No. 3980-96, dated 31st August 
1869, it was decided that, Civil Surgeons should attend personally on all Uncove- 
nanted officers, being at the head-quarter station of the district, whose appoint- 
ments are notified in the official gazette by the Government of India or by any 
Iiocal Government or Administration. A9 no general rules have been laid 
down regulating the gazetting of appointments, it is found that in one Province 
subordinate officers, in consequence of being gazetted, are entitled to attendance 
from the Civil Surgeon, while in another Province officers of the same class who 
are not gazetted are not so entitled. It appeared to the Government of India 
that a general, ruling entitling all officers drawing a pay of Its. 250 and over, 
whether gazetted or not, to the attendance of Civil Surgeons would bo a better 
arrangemeut, and remove all cause for dissatisfaction in this respect, and 
the opinions of Local Governments and Administrations were invited on the 
subject. 

2. Prom the replies read in the preamble, it appears that the rule proposed 
by the Government of India moots with very general approval. The Gov- 
ernor General in Council is accordingly pleased to decide that all officers of 
Government in the Bengal Presidency living at the head-quarter station of 
a district and drawing a salary (as defined in the Codes of the Pinancial De- 
partment) of Rs. 250 and over, whether gazetted or not, shall in future be 
entitled to gratuitous medical attendance at their own residences from Givil 
Surgeons. Gazetted officers drawing less than Rs. 250 a month will no longer 
he entitled to the gratuitous medical attendance of a Civil Surgeon. The only 
exceptions to the rule now laid down will be probationers appointed under the 
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Statutory Civil Service Rules and Assistant Superintendents of Police who, 
though drawing a salary of less than Its. 250 a month, will still he entitled to 
the personal attendance of the Civil Surgeon. 


Order. — Ordered, that a copy of this Resolution he forwarded to Local 
Governments and Administrations (except Madras and Bombay) for informa- 
tion and guidance ; 

that a copy he forwarded to the Government of Madras for information ; 

and 

that a copy he forwarded to the Government of Bombay for information, 
with the remark that the Government of India see no sufficient reason to make 
an exception in favour of mamlutdars in Bombay when the corresponding 
officers — talisildars — in all other Provinces are not to be exceptions to tho 
rule. 

Ordered also, that a copy of this Resolution he forwarded to the Surgeon 
General with the Government of India for information and for the issue of 
further necessary orders, and to the several Departments of the Government 
of India for information ; and that the Resolution be published in the Gazette 
of India for general information.

Thus, by sections 10 and 11 of Bengal Regulation 
XXXIII of lbUO {for laying opt a to public use the stone-quarries at Chunar , Ghdzipur and 
Mirzapm\ in the Province of lie a arcs, subject to a fixed duty), the Governor General in 
Council is empowered to sanction the allowances and establishment of the, duroghas of the 
stone-quarries referred to, to fix the rate of duty payable in respect of stone excavated from 
those quarries, and to make further rules respecting the quarries. As these quarries haVe 
now become Provincial both financially and administratively, they have long been under the 
control of the Local Government, which has been in the habit of exercising the powers above 
noticed, though they arc by law assigned to tin* Governor General in Council. 

2. As the discharge by the Lieutenant-Governor of the North-Western Provinces 
of these and similar functions assigned by other enactments to the Governor General in Council, 
though in accordance with existing administrative arrangements, would seem to be of 
doubtful legality, the present Bill has been prepared with t lie object of empowering the Lieu- 
tenant-Governor to continue to discharge these functions in the future and legalizing their 
disci targe by him in the past.

, When a sale lias been made in professed exercise of suefi a power, the title of the pur- 
chaser shall not be impeachable on the ground^lmt no case hud arisen to authorise the 
sale, or that due notice was not given, or that the power was otherwise improperly or 
irregularly exercised ; but any person damnitied by tin unauthorised, or improper or 
iftvgnUr exercise of tho power shall have hi* remedy in damages against the person 
■ exercising tho power. 

The money which is received hy tlio mortgagee, arising from the sale, after discharge 
uf prior incumbrances, if any, to which the suit- i* iu>t made subject, or after payment 
into court under section fifty-seven of a sum t*o meet any prior incumbrance, hIulII, in 
the absence of a eonfcmel to the contrary, be held hy him in trust to l to applied by him, 
first, in payment of all rosin, charges and expenses pr.ipcii) incurred by him as incident 
to the sale or ntiy attempted sale ; and, secondly, in discharge 1 of tho mortgag^-wimcy nud 
costs and other money, if any, due under the iii«»ri*-.i^c ; and the rcsidiui of the money 
so received shrill he paid to the person entitled to tho mortgaged property or authorized to 
.give receipts for the proceeds of tho sale thereof.

The circular accord- 
ingly asked for the 
opinions of the Local 
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7. * The replies of the Local Governments have now been received and considered by 
the Government of India, and the following are the conclusions to which they seem to 
point* 

8. In the first place, as regards the power of exempting from the operation of' sections 
54, 59, 107 and 128, it seems to the Governor General in Council best to make it 
simply a power of exempting locally, that is to say, the exemption should he absolute and 
•cover transactions relating to any immoveable property within the specified area, whether both 
or one or none of the parties may belong to those races or tribes for whose benefit tho exemp- 
tion is intended. To give a personal character to tho exemption and restrict it, as some sug- 
gest, to transactions within the area, to which either both parties or one of the parties are 
of particular races, would give rise to uncertainty of title and other difficulties and doubts 
noticed by Sir C. Turner and others. With a local exemption clause of an absolute character 
an intending purchaser has to look to nothing but tho situation of the property* 

9. It is true that there may be advanced people living in exempted localities for whom tho 
sections in question would provide a law more suitable than that which prevails where they do not 
apply, but it must be remembered that these people always could, ami Kuropeans, it is believed, 
generally would, follow the practice of having formally executed ami registered documents, 
and this would to a great extent, give them tho benefits aimed at by the Act ; for it must be 
borne in mind that in the places in question titles would not. usually be complicated, and in 
any case the sections of the Act referred to are not an essential part of the law, but merely 
an improvement of it, which is not in force as vet. in great provinces like Bombay, the 
Panjah and British Burma. Again, on the other hand, it is true that there may be mem- 
bers of wild tribes settled in some noil-exempted localities, nnd that they may find it difficult to 
learn to act. up to the law ; but, as has been observed by some of the authorities con- 
sulted, wild people scattered in this way among a. population the great mass of which is 
civilized soon get into the ways of the people among whom they live. 

In either ease the objection is one that must apply to most of our enacted laws, and in- 
deed to a good deal of the customary law of the country. We cannot get a law that will 
suit everybody ; we must be content with a reasonably close approximation. 

10. The first section of the Bill accordingly amends section 1 of the Act so as to em- 
power a Local Government, with the previous sanction of the Governor General in Council, 
to exempt, any part of the territories under its administration from the operation of any of 
these sections. 

11. Next, as regards the powers to exclude the operation of section 41, the considerations 
to be borne in mind are fully stated by the Chief Justice of Madras in his opinion. 

Sir C. Turner observes that the general rule that no one can confer a higher right in pro- 
perty than he himself possesses in some cases worked obvious hardship ; and, as the science of 
jurisprudence advanced, it was limited by the exception declared in section 41, on the principle 
that, where one of two innocent persons must suffer from the fraud of a third party, the loss 
should fall on him who lias created or could have prevented the opportunity for the fraud. To 
races which have not made a substantial progress m civilization, this rule appears to Sir 
Charles Turner to be unsuited for the following reasons, as stated in his own words : — 

“ Regarding the question in its sentimental aspect., it is certain that a member of a race 
unacquainted with the refinements of equity would fail to recognize the justice of a rule which 
caused him to be deprived of his property by what is ex AyjwfAeai a fraud. 

<ff I do not contend that legislation is to bo governed by sentimental considerations, but 1 
have heretofore asserted, and still hold, that legislation should only be so far in advance of tho 
general understanding that its justice should be recognized by the more enlightened. 

There is, however, a substantial reason to be deduced from the rule itself, which shows 
its inapplicability to uncivilized races. The rule affords protection only to a purchaser for 
consideration who acts in good faith after reasonable* inquiry. 

“The imposition of these conditions on the purchaser suggests to persons, who have 
occasion to create an ostensible ownership of their property iii others, the prudence of provid- 
ing certain safeguards. If they arc; well advised, they are careful to secure evidence of tho 
actual ownership, so that a purchaser, on making due inquiry, must either ascertain the true 
character of the transaction, or entertain such suspicion oJL its character that he can no longer 
assert that he acted in good faith. 

“The transactions of uncivilized races in the matter of property are of the simplest charac- 
ter; they are unacquainted with the precautions which technical skill has devised to secure 
property. 

“ Again, as society progresses, men are habituated to exercise greater caution in their 
dealings with their fellows, and have larger opportunities for selecting agents who are reputed 
either to be worthy of confidence or to be in a position to answer for a breach of confidence. 
A prudent man selects for an office of trust a person of tried probity and some substance. The 
uncivilized races have less choice in the selection of agents and less opportunity for forming 
a judgment of the character and position of their agents.” 

12. The conclusion to which these remarks seem to point is that the Government should 
be empowered to direct that section 41 should not apply throughout any particular local 
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area to any property .in which a member of any particular race, sect, tribe or class is interested, 
mul it is on these lines that sub-clause (fi) of the new fifth clause which the Bill proposes to 
insert in the first section of the Act has been framed. 

18. Tlie discussion regarding- section 6f> has opened out questions extending, beyond the 
particular diflicijlty first brought to notice, and it is fortunate that the Government have had 
in considering them the assistance of Sir C. Turner, who was a member of the Commission by 
which the Transfer of Property 13x11 was settled. 

The circumstances under which the section was enacted will be found stated in the follow- 
ing extract from liis Minute : 

u In England, it is usual to confer on a mortgagee, in case of default, a power to sell the 
mortgaged property without the intervention of a Court, of justice ; and, where the instrument 
of mortgage does not confer the power, but does not in express terms negative it, a mortgagee 
is empowered by statute to sell on the expiry of twelve months after the date of default and of 
six mouths from the date on which notice* is given of his intention to exercise the power — 
28 & 24 Vic., c. 145. This statutory pro vision was, by Act XX VII J of 1S60, extended to mort- 
gages in this country to which the English law* is applicable. 

“ On the other hand, the simple mortgage in India did not authorize a sale without the 
order of a Court, and by Regulation XVI 1 of 1S(IU \\\ the Bengal Presidency it had been 
enacted that a mortgage by conditional sale should not become foreclosed without the service- 
of a notice through the District. Court, and oil the expiry of a year of grace*. Inferring the 
policy of the; legislature from this Regulation, the Sadr Diwatii Adalat refused to give effect 
to an express jmwer of sale — S. 1). A., 1847-851*. In the Bombay Presidency, Mr. Justice 
Melville expressed a doubt whether a private sale of property in tlie Mnfassal, effected by a 
mortgagee under a power, would he valid — VI 11 Bombay 11. C., A. C M 1 18. 

u On the other hand, I entertained the opinion, and 1 believe acted on it. before the 
Transfer of Property Act came into operation, that, in the absence of a prohibition of law, the 
owner of property was competent to confer on a mortgagee what powers lie liimselT possessed, 
and that, if a mortgagor having, as owner, authority to sell, created a power of sale in a 
mortgagee, and the mortgagee duly exercised the power, the Courts were bound to recognize 
the validity of the sale. 

t€ In Bhanoomuftf/ Chanulittm vs. PrevtcJtund Nextjee, XV B. L. It. 28, property in the 
Mufassal had been mortgaged by an instrument in the English form containing a power of 
sale, and subsequently mortgaged to a third parly by a conditional sale. The first mortgagee 
then exercised liis power of sale, and subsequently to the sale the second mortgagee took proceed- 
ings to foreclose. It was held that the purchaser under the power was entitled to notice of 
foreclosure, and impliedly that a sale under a power might be valid.” 

“ In this stale of the authorities,” Sir Charles Turner continues, ft it fell to the Law Com- 
mission to offer for the acceptance of the legislature* a proposal to settle the law. It was felt 
that,'in accordance with the principles of freedom of contract, an owner of property should bo- 
at liberty to confer on a mortgagee any of the powers which lie could himself exercise, and 
that, a borrower might more readily obtain accommodation, or obtain it on easier terms, if he 
could offer a security which would he speedily converted by the tender without tin* delay and the 
cost of an application to a Court, of justice. On the other hand, it was recognized that in this* 
country the large majority of mortgage-securities are created by persons who are poor ami 
illiterate in favour of more sharpwitted creditors, and that, in an agricultural country, landed 
securities are subject to sudden and excessive variations in value, which are rarely foreseen by 
borrowers. The Commission came to the conclusion that, while more wealthy borrowers in the 
country and all borrowers in the presidency-towns might be loft to deni with their property as they 
pleased, it was necessary in the present state of British India toereate a legislative safeguard for 
the poorer classes in the country. They, therefore, proposed that the creation of a power of 
sale should he declared invalid except in mortgages where Ibo principal money secured ex- 
ceeded Its. 500, or in mortgages to tin* Secretary of State or in nnglgagcs of property in the 
presidency -towns. In Committee, tin* section was recast. Instead of declaring that a power 
of sale conferred by tlie instrument of mmigage is invalid except in tlie eases specified, tlie 
section, as it now stands, declares that in certain cases it is valid.” 

Sir Charles Turner adds— 

u Unless it be held that the express declaration of the validity of such a power in certain 
cases, is tantamount to a declaration of ils invalidity in other cas*\s, which I incline to doubt, 
the object sought by the Law Commission has not been attained, and the validity of the 
power in cases other than those specified is still left an open question. 

"It may have been desirable that the protection the Law Commission intended to 
confer in the ease of mortgages for small amounts should have been extended to mortgages for 
somewhat larger sums, hut 1 think it is to lie regretted that the amendment should have been 
, effected in such terms as to leave the question doubtful' whcl her any protection is given to 
mortgages of any class or amount, and 1 trust advantage may be taken of the opportunity to 
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re-conaidcr the provisions of the section. It will be seen that the section, as it now stands, 
affects only-— » 

“ (1) parties to an English mortgage, i.tf., a mortgage in the English form, who are not 
Hindus, Muhammadans or Buddhists (an inexact, enumeration o^the creeds held 
by natives of India) ; 

“ (2) parties to a mortgage to the Secret-ary of State ; 

€ * (3) parties to mortgages of property in tlio presidenoy-towns. 

u As the section now stands, I do not see any reason [or including it in the class of sections 
for which certain races mny be exempted ; 1 apprehend it was included before it was recast.” 

14. Section 4 of the Bill accordingly amends section 01) of the Act so as to express clearly 
ft what was actually intended, and no power to exempt from the main provisions of the section 
has been retained; but, as Mr Justice Muthuswnini Aiyar has pointed out that there are other 
classes whom it is even more necessary to exclude from the operation of the exceptional 
provision in clause {a) than Hindus, Muhammadans and Buddhists, words have been added to 
that clause to provide a power of excluding them. 

15- Section 2 oC the Bill is intended merely to remove a formal defect in the Act which 
has been brought to notice in the course of tin* recent discussions. It was of course never 
intended that the provisions of the Act which assume the existence of a registration system 
should take effect ill those tracts which are excluded from the operation of the I tegi stratum Act; 
but the Act omitted to make any express provision to that effect, and that omission is now 
supplied. 

10. The addition which it is proposed to make to section 4 of the Act. by section «f of the 
Bill has for its object merely to remove a difficulty which lias been felt, in some quarters as to 
the bearing which the provisions of the Act. relating to registration and the Registration Act. 
have on one another.

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STATEMENT OF OBJECTS AND REASONS 

* i4 

, This main object of this Bill is to give power to the Governmeiii, ami to any company 
or person liconspd under section 4 of the Indian Telegraph Act, 1870, and specially empowered, 
in this behalf, to place telegraph lines under or over property belonging whether to private 
persons or to public bodies. 

St. The attention of the Government has recently boon directed to the fact that, as the 
law now stands, t.lio Governor General in C iimeil and his licensees have no power 1 o place 
telegraph lines upon the land of municipal or other similar bodies or of private persons. In 
England the requisite powers are conferred on the Postmaster General, who works and maintains 
the telegraphs in that country, by 2d & :J 7 Vie., cap. 1 12, as amended by 4 '■ & K Vic., cap. 73 ; 
and as it seems desirable that the Government in which the exclusive privilege of establishing 
telegraphs in this country is vested should possess somewhat similar' powers, tile present Bill 
has been pro paved. 

3. Section 3 empowers the Government or any company or person licensed under section t 
of the Indian Telegraph AH, Is7fi, and specially authorized by a Government olliei r to place ami 
maintain telegraph lines and posis under^ over, along, across, in or upon the properly of any 
w person which term includes a body corporate. It is considered that licensees Humid have 
these powers, because the licenses granted always strictly limit the area of the operations of the 
licensees, and it would be somewhat anomalous for local bodies and private persons to have tin* 
power to neutralize the licenses granted by the Governor General in Council by objecting to tile 
licensees* operations, or by hampering t-hcin by the exact ion of fees for permission to work 
under their licenses, 'flic powers thus given are, however, to be cxcrciscd*so ns to do as little 
damage as possible, and their exercise is moreover made subject to important restrict ions ami 
conditions. 

4. When the property belongs to a municipal board or other local authority, the powers 
conferred hy the Act cannot he exercised over it without the consent of that authority; and that 
consent may bo given subject to conditions. Among other conditions which can he imposed 
is one requiring that any expenses to which the local authority may be put by the cxeiv'se 
of the power shall In* made good j but it will be observed that no pro' vision is made for 
the* payment of compensation on any other account to a local authority whose properly is m.itlo 
use of for this purpose, it, being considered that, as the construction of telcg.aphs is a matter 
in which the. public an* intmvstrd, no charge should be made for accommodation of ibis s»ut 
when it can be granted without inconvenience to the public or expense to the local authority 
concerned. 

5. Tt may sometimes happen that, though at tlm time when a telegraph anth >rity desires 
to exorcist* Hs powers over sonic property of a local authority there may be no reasonable 
ground for objecting, and the local authority may thus lind itself compelled to consent, a state 
ol* tilings nny suh-equeiit ly arise under which the continued exercise of the powers would be 
felt as a grave public inconvenience or a. cause of serious loss. Land, e.y., which was waste at the 
time the telegraph line was const ruetrd over it might afterwards be required For smiio import ant 
public object or might acquire great value for bnilding purposes and, as no compensation 
(except for actual expenses out, of pocket) would have been paid to the loc.i.1 authority 
at the time the line was constructed, it is but just that provision should be made for 
the removal or alteration of the lihe in su**h an event. This accordingly is done by section 
5 of the Bill, which empowers the local authority to call upon the telegraph authority to 
remove or alter its telegraph or post, and, in the event of the telegraph authority refusing 
or neglecting to do so, gives an appeal to the Local Government. 

0. In the event, which it is believed will he rare, of a local authority arbitrarily refusing 
its consent to the exercise by a telegraph authority of the [lowers conferred by tins loll or Hog- 
ging its consent with unreasonable conditions, it will (section 7) be open to the telegraph 
authority to appeal to the Local Government, whose decision will be filial. 

7. Turning now to thecas** in which it may be desired to exorcise the powers given hy the 
Bill over the property of private persons, it will be seen that here provision is made for the pay- 
ment pf full compensation, the amount of which in the .event of dispute will (section 9) be 
determined by the Civil Court, and that, in t he event of a person upon whose property a 
telegraph line or post has been placed desiring subsequently to deal with the property in such 
a way us would make ii necessary or convenient. Unit the line or post should he removed to 
another part of.it or to a higher or lower level or altered in form, he can (section 10) tender 
the cost of the work and call upon the telegraph authority to remove or alter the line or post, 
and, if that authority refuses Lo do so, ran apjieul to the Civil Court. 

8. It may be observed, however, that in practice in this country the, power of taking 
telegraph lines through private property is not. likely to be cxt-roLeil cither by | fro Government 
or by its licensees excepL ou rare occasions, and then as a rule only to th.* extent of cross- 
ing with the wire, a post being scarcely ever Greeted oil private land. Private property lias 
hitherto been always avoided as much as possible, and it is likely to be still more carefully 
avoided in future if it is made clear, as it is proposed to do by this Bill, that full compensation,, 
will have to be paid for exercising the power over private and not for exercising it over public 
property. 
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9. The present opportunity has been taken to make three amendments of the Indian 
Telegraph Act, 1876, which experience has shown to be desirable. The first has for its object 
the emendation of the definition of “ telegraph ** so as to bring it into more exact., conformity 
with the construction put upon tho definitions in the English Acts by a recent decision of the 
High Court of Justice iu England. 

10. The second is intended to provide for the regulation of telegraph linos constructed 
byjthe Government bat leased to companies or individuals by whom they are worked.. The 
position of such Hues under the Act as it at present stands is l'ar from clear, and the object of 
the amendment proposed in seetion 12 of the Bill is to put them on much the same footing 
as licensed lines. 

11. The object c:f the third amendment, which is made by section 13 of the Bill, is to 
prescribe penalties for the breach of the rules made under section 8 of the Act for the conduct 
of telegraphs worked under license or lease. In such cases, as the Act now stands, the only 
remedy is tQ revoke the license or lease, but this course would in most cases cause such great 
public inconvenience that it is impracticable. The result is that at present there is virtually no 
penalty for the infringement of the rules made under section 8 of the Act. To remedy this 
state of things, the Bill odds a clause to that section empowering the Governor General in 
Council to prescribe by the rules moderate fines for the breach ol them.

Instead of rcjKsaling the Panjdb 
Municipal Act, 187-1, and bringing* the 
new law into force at otiee, as was pro- 
posed in the Bill as introduced, we have 
thought it better (section 1* of the 
amended Bill) to require the Local 
Government to apply the new law to 
any place to which ihat, Act had been 
extended, unless the Local Government comes to the conclusion, and declares by notification 
in the official Gazette, that the provisions of the Act. arc not suited to any such place. The 
Local Government, is at the same time empowered to continue in office the members of the pre- 
sent committees as if they had been elected or appointed under the new law for anv term not 
exceeding three years which it may fix. When the new law is thus made applicable to any 
place to which the Act of 187-5 had been extended, that Act will cease to apply, and other con- 
sequences will follow, which arc set forth in section 12. In the Supplemental chapter, the 
Local Government is further empowered to withdraw the area of any municipality from the 
operation either of Act IV of 1873 or of the now law, if the latter lias been made applicable. 
The Local Government will thus In* enabled to abolish any municipality constituted under Act 
IV of 1873, if it appears undesirable to contiuue municipal institutions in the area under its 
control. 4 


3. The provisions as to the term of office of members, the removal of members and the 
filling up «»f casual vacancies in t he committee have been assimilated, as nearly as possible, 
to the corresponding provisions in the District Boards Act. 

4*. On the recommendation of the Local Government, we have by section 1 1> empowered 
the Commissioner of a division to approve of the election of a president by a second class com- 
mittee, and to appoint the president of a committee of this class w here the* committee is not 
empowered to elect, or fails or does not desire to exercise the power. 

ft. The provision in section 2ft enabling the president or, in his absence, a vice-president 
to exercise tho powers of the committee ill eases of emergency has been limited to the 
power, at the cost of the municipality, to direct the execution of any work or the doing of any 
act which he considers necessary for the service or safety of the public ; and, when lie exercises 
this power, he is required to report his proceedings to the next following meeting of the com- 
mittee. Where the case is sufficiently provided for by the rules of business under section 24, 
as to the exercise of the executive authority of the committee, the extraordinary powers given 
ISy section 2ft of course will not arise, as there would not then be a case of emergency. 

fi. In section 27 we have provided that nothing done under the Act should be questioned 
on account of the existence of a vacancy in a committee or joint committee or of any merely 
formal defect. * 


7. We have not retained the provision of , the Bill as introduced requiring tho sanction 
of the Commissioner of the division to the removal of a paid secretary, and his sanction 
to the appointment is confined (section 28) to the appointment of a paid secretary and to 
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the rate of pay to be allowed, anil does not extend to approval of the person selected. The 
responsibility for appointing a proper person will thus vest exclusively with the committee. 
In cases, however, in which Government officers were employed in the service of a municipal- 
ity before the passing of this Bill into law, section 12 provides for their remaining in the 
service of tlio new committee, and prohibits their dismissal unless under the sanction of the 

Local Government. 

\ 

8. The employment of oth*r officers ami servants (when there is available budget pro- 
vision) is made subject- only (section 4 1 .)) to wlmt is necessary and proper for the ellicient 
execution of the duties of the committee, and to auy rules which the Ijocal (lovermnent- may 
make us to the employment of persons appointed to offices requiring professional skill; but 
power is given to the Commissioner of the division, subject to an appeal by the committee to 
the Local (* over n meat (section #0), to require the reduction of excessively large or expensive 
establishments or of unduly high rates of pay. 

9. We have raised the limit of the power of first class committees (section 33) to 
delegate the authority to enter into contracts on their behalf to 500 rupees, and have reqi*ired 
all contracts for larger amounts on behalf of any committee to In? sanctioned at a meeting of 
the committee before they can be entered into. It has been suggested that separate 
provision is required for contracts which do not iix the quantity of work to he done, but only 
the rate to be paid per unit of work ; but we are of opinion that these contracts can be brought 
within this section by fixing a maximum limit, not exceeding live hundred rupees, on thi> 
sum which may become payable under them. 

10. In section 3-A the limit of value above which contracts are required to bo in writing 
has been increased from lis. 20 to Its. 100 in tlic case of first class committees, and Its. 50 in 
the case of second class committees. 

11. The prohibition in section 35 of members, officers or servants of the committee being 
interested in contracts with the committee, unless with the Commissioner's ]>crmission, has been 
assimilated to section 02 of the District Hoards Act. 

12. Section 30, wlii -h takes the place of section 99 of tin* Hill as introduced, has been 
modified so as to require notice to he given of all suits against committees, or against llseir 
officers for their official acts ; the sub-sections as to limitation and as to tender of amends being 
omitted as unnecessary. The protection thus given corresponds with that given to (h »\ em- 
inent and to public olficcrs by section of the Civil Procedure Code, except that the notice 
required is shorter. 

13. lu the Taxation chapter the tax<*s which committees are empowered to propose for the 
general purposes of 1 Act arc brought together in section 39, a higher rate of tax on buildings 
and lands being allowed in certain scheduled municipalities, all of which arc hill-stations, than 
that which is fixed as the maximum elsewhere. 

I t. In the second sub-section of section 39 we have defined the expression 4f annual 
value tJ as meaning the gross annual vent for which buildings or lands might, reasonably 
bo exjwvted to let, and we have omitted the first proviso, as, though it has been the 
practice in hill-stations to let houses furnished, the furniture supplied is ordinarily of small 
value; and as most of us are of opinion that the rent to be eoiisidcred in estimating the 
annual value is the sum for which they would let if unfurnished, we have added words making 
this clear. 

15. Special powers are also given to impose a scavenging-tax and a water-tax as pay- 
ment for services rendered to tlie occupiers of any buildings cr laud or for the eon.-truetion 
and maintenance of works for the supply of water from which such occupiers may benefit. 
No special power has been thought necessary to enable committees to charge fee- for the 
use of schools or other public institutions muntainod bv thorn, as they may impose any condi- 
tions they may think proper upon persons who wish to av f ;iil themselves of the benefit of such 
institutions. 

1 (). We have modified the procedure for imposing and assessing taxes (seel ion A2) by 
providing flint new taxes leviable by the year should not eome into force, except at t ho com- 
mencement of the year, and other new taxes until at least six mouths havi elapsed from 
the daUvof the meeting at which, aft.,1 the requisite sanction lias been ohiumcd, their 
imposition is diiecied. 

17. We have enabled the Local (Y ■•vernnient (section 1-5), where any tax appears unfair 
ill its incidence or injurious to the int-viM.* of the public, to require the committee to take the 
necessary measure* to remove the ob jeetioii mid, if it fails to comply with the requisition, to 
suspend tin* levy of the tax. 

IS. We have (section 19) giv* » an appeal against assessments, on account of octroi, at* 
in the eas^ of oilier taxes, and we have aUo enabled officers hearing si pprals against assessments, 
if they entertain reasonable doubt on any question ns to the liability' to, or principle of, the 
assessment, to slate u case for the decis ion of the Chief Court. 

19. A\e. have (section 52) saved lavs leviable under the Municipal Act now in force so 
far as they arc consistent with, and within the powers conferred hy, the new law. 

20. Wo have in section 59 conferred upon the committee u power to remit 'a tax on 
buildings on certain “quiiablc grounds. 
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• 21. We have made taxes on buildings and lands, other than the scuvenging-tax and the 

water-tax, payable by the owner and also a charge upon the property, and have therefore found 
it unnecessary to make them recoverable from the occupier if not paid by the owner after 
notice. 

22. We lmvc added a section (62) giving power to inspect the contents of a conveyance 
or package to ascertain whether octroi is payable by having it brought lief. ire a Magistrate for 
the purpose, if the person bringing or receiving it within the municipality refuse* to allow the 
necessary inspection, and have in other respects amended the provisions of the Bill us intro- 
duced on the subject of the recovery of octroi. 

23. The provisions of the Bill on the subject* of the municipal fund and of municipal 
property have been brought, together in a new chapter (Chapter IV). In this chapter we have 
provided (section 6b) for prior charges on tile rauuiciptl fund for loans, establishment-charges 
and payments for maintenance of paupL*r-hiuutics, audit of ’accounts, and services rendered to 
the committee by Provincial Departments of Government, and h i.ve empowered the Local Gov- 
ernment to make rules with respect to the relative priority to l#e given to the other duties of 
thn committee. We have ako (section 71) declared certain descriptions of properly held for 
municipal purposes to vest* in tlic committee, and Have (section 72. introdueed a clause, based on 
a somewhat similar provision of the Bombay Municipal Act, providing that the administration 
of every public institution maintained nut of municipal funds shall vest in the committee, but 
that the extent of the independent authority of the committee may be prescribed, by the Local 
(J overnmeut. 

21. The sections rela ling to municipal police lnve also been collected in a separate 
chapter (Chapter V). We have added a section (7^) defining tins powers and duties of tile 
police in respjet of offences against the Act or rules made llmreuuder. By this section they 
are empowered to arrest, persons c anmil ting such ofbui _*es wlnm necessary, and are mpiiivd 
to gi\c immediate information of the commission of such offences to the committee, and to 
assist, members or otlicers of the committee in the exercise id* their lawful authority. 

2o. Another new chapter (Chapter Vi) sets forth the powers of the committee to d >, or 
to require others todo, or to abstain from doing, particular acts. This and the following chapter, 
which deal* with offences affecting* the public health, safely or convenience, Lake the place of 
the powers to make rules for the prevention of nuisances, and for entry on private property 
for the detection and abatement of nuisances, given by secti m *17 of the Bill as introduced, 
and of the powers to issue injunctions and make cmditioual orders as to nuisances given by 
sections 0 s * to 70, and this chapter also embodies the additional powers to make rules and 
other powers expressly given by the Bill as introduced.

In set *1 ion I. It)- \\ e ha; e extended the power given !»\ the Bill a*' introduced to make 
rules for the inspection and proper regulation of lodging-houses in houses occupied i.y members 
of move than one family, ai.d liave stated in grealer detail the subjei ts with which such rules 
may deal. This power, with that given in section llf>, to prohibit the use for human habitation 
of houses unfit to be so used, will enable committees to exercise mo:*'* effective control than 
hitherto over the arrangement for the accommodation of human being" where tlys appears neces- 
sary for the preservation of the public health, and will. it. is believ' d, be of special importance,, 
not only in hill-stations, but ih places the populat imi of which is liable to be largely increased 
at particular seasons by tlio resort of pilgrims or the holding of large fairs. 

80. Chapter VII provides for the punishment of certain off muses affecting the •public 
health, safety and convenience and of disobedience to orders given by the committee under the 
powers conferred by the preceding chapter.

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31. In Chapter VIII, which deals with control, the changes made have been in the 
direction of assimilation With the provisions- of the Panjab District Boards Act, We have also 
revised the list of subjects on which the Local Government is empowered to make rules. 

82. In the Supplemental chapter (Chapter IX) we have added provisions that copies of 
rules should be kept by committees available for inspection and for sale to the public 
(section 160} ; that rules or bye-laws made under the Pan jab Municipal Act, 1 873, should, so far 
as consistent, with, and within the powers conferred by, this Bill, continue in force until repealed 
by new rules, which the proper authority is required to make and take the necessary 
steps for bringing into force so soon as may he (section 161); and we have included provisions for 
* altering tlic boundaries of municipalities or the class to which they belong (sections 1(55 to 169), 

for excepting them from the operation of such parts of the Bill us are not suited to their cir- 
cumstances (sectiou 1 70), and fur withdrawing them from the operation of the law relating 
to municipalities (section 171). 

S3. A special section applicable only to Simla (section 177) has also heei\ added to save 
the land-tax which has been substituted for the grouud-rent formerly charged by Government, 
and which is levied concurrently with a tax qn the annual value of property.

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STATEMENT OP OBJECTS AND EEASONS. 

This object of this Bill is to provide more effectually for tbe suppression of certain form* - * 
of gaming in British Burma. 

2. It has long been the opinion of tho most experienced District and Police Officers 
that the systematic gambling originally introduced by tho low class Chinese who infest 
the towns and villages, and now carried on by them and by Barmans of a similar stamp, is 
doing great injury to the people of that province. In lSdiJ, on. the representation of the In* 
speotor-Genoral of Police of the prevalence of tin and of the iuade juicy of the law to Tepress 
them effectually, the matter was taken up hy the Chief Commissioner, who by a Resolution di- 
rected Commissioners to obtain an expression of public opinion on the question. With the Re- 
solution were circulated various papers bearing on the subject, including a Bill for the suppres- 
sion of unlawful gaming which was l>eforo the legislature of the Straits Settlements. Special 
inquiry was made as to whether the people of Burma desired, and were prepacked to aooept, a 
stringent gaming law similar to tlint Bill. 

■ V 

8. The answers showed dearly that the Bur mans as a body regarded the prevalence of 
gambling, especially as practised in the £*,* as a very great evil. Government officers were 
almost equally strong in their denunciations of these ti v. With a few exceptions the opinions 
received were in favour of suppressing this and other forms of public* gaming, and the Bill pro 
posed for the Straits Settlements was accepted as a guide to the direction which legislation 
should take. 

4. The history of the means which tho'Courts have hitherto used to cheek the opening 
of tin is briefly as follows. For some years after the passing of Act 111 of 1867 it was held 
that a ti was a form of gaming, and that tho lists and papers used in the ti were instruments 
of gaming, within the meaning of that Act. This view was confirmed by the High 
Court of Calcutta iu ISffi). In 1870 Mr. Wilkinson and Mr. Quinton, as Judges 
of the Special Court of British Burma, hell that Us were lotteries, aiul that, since the enact- 
ment of section 29 l A of the Indian Penal Code, lotteries were punishable under that section 
and not under Act III of 1867. It is not clear what effect the learned Judges of the Special 
Court gave to section 15 of Act XXVII. of 1870, the Act by which section 291A. of the Indian 
Penal Code was enacted. However, since the date of this judgment, tho prosecution of the 
promoters of Us under Act III of 1807 may be said t.o have ceased ; tis have been regarded 
as lotteries and the persons concerned in them have been prosecuted under section 294 A of 
the Indian Penal Codo ; and uutil lately no doubt of the? applicability of that section to thip 
particular kind of gamb^ng ha9 arisen. 

5. Two recent rulings of tbe J udicial Cominis.sioneivlrtva-presentefl a different view of the 
law. In the first of the eases in question the accused’ had been convicted by the Magistrate, 
under section 18 of Act III of 1S67, as having been engaged in a ti in a zai/at or public rest- 
house beside a public road. The Judicial Commissioner called for the proceedings, and, having 
come to the conclusion that a ti w:n not a game of chance and was more betting or wagering, 
he referred the matter to. tho Special Court. Tho Officiating Recorder, Mr. AIIru, dissented 
from the Judicial Commissioner's opinion, and hold that the conviction was right. Under 
the constitution of the Spw-ial Court the* opinion of the referring Judge prevails. The 
Judicial Commissioner accordingly issued a circular in which his own view of the law is 
enjoined on the Courts subordinate to him, — in other words, oil all Courts outside the 
jurisdiction of the Recorder of Rangoon, — and in which ho lays down the doctrine that a ti is not 
a game nor a lottery, and that tho papers used in collecting the money of the persons who take 
part in the ti are wrongly described as lottery-tickets. In the second of these cases the accused 
had been convicted by the Magistrate at Rangoon under section 291* A of tlio Penal Code of 
keeping a lottery-office. On appeal to the Officiating Recorder, that officer referred tho ques- 
tion of whether a ti is a lottery to the Special Court. The Judicial Commissioner held that it 
was not; tho Officiating Recorder that it was. In this case also the opinion of the referring 
Judge prevailed. The Judicial Commissioner, however, has informed the Courts subordinate to 
him that his own view of the law is to be their guide. There are thus two contradictory judg- 
ments of the Special Court, and two diverse rules of law established for different parts of the 
province, each Judge holdiug to his own individual opinion. ~ 

6. Tho object of the present Bill is to obviate the effect of the judgments and circulars 
of the Judicial Commissioner above referred to, which bar all prosecutions for Is-gatning, and 
the effect of which has already been to give a fresh impetus to that kind of gambling. 

It has not boon thought expedient to copy tho measure proposed by the Government of 
the Straits Settlements. The draft Ordinance is a very complicated piece of legislation, very 
stringent in its provisions, and very likely, unless worked under closer supervision than can be 
given to it in Burma, to become an engine of oppression. Moreover, it docs not seem either 
necessary or desirable to eudeavour to check gambling of every kind. A people like the Burmese 


* Tho nature of the gaum or lottery or series of ln>U (Millet! ti is as follows : — The banker, or professional gambler ( 
who makes hid living hy Lin* guim*, chooses one of ;$(> animals and deposits a piece of^aper on which its name is written 
in a hollow bainW or box. Then his emissaries go round asking pooplu to name zhe animal so chosen and to book 
their gness Uy putting down their money. Any out* who guesses rightly gets thirty times his stuko ; tho others lose, A* 
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must have amusement of some sort. It is quite possible to make gambling an expensive amuse- 
ment, but to stop it Altogether, if the people wish to indulge in it, is beyond the power of the* 
&w, and the attempt to do it would probably only result in systematic bribery and the corrup- 
tion of the police. What appears to be chiefly needed is the repression of the professional 
/ 4 -gambler, the man who makes his living by* going about inducing peoplo to game and as often 
aa not swindling tbem out of their money. The urgent requisite is a law which will enable 
the authorities to deal with professional gamblers, and all who aid and abet them, with prompt 
'severity, wherover they may be found. Pur other purposes the Act of 1867 appears to bo 
sufficient, nor does the extension of all its provjsiotis to the province generally appear even to bo 
necessary. 

. 7. The present Rill has, therefore, been framed so as to deal particularly with li- gaming, 
for which fresh legislation is urgently required. 

Section 2 removes the doubt which has been felt as to tlio construction of section 29-tA of 
tho Penal Code, by declaring the game of “ ti ” and other like games to be “ lotteries ” within 
the meaning of that section. 

Section 3 similarly removes the doubt which has boon felt as to the construction of 
Act III of J 8G7, by declaring that taking part in the game of “ ti ” and other like games shall 
be deemed to be “ gaming ” within the meaning of that Act. It .also contains other provisions 
the chief effect of which will be to make it an offence to take part iu such games in a private 
as well us in a public place. 

The penalties imposed by section 4 on those who, as managers, fining*, &c., conduct or 
assist in conducting such games have been advisedly made severe. Experience has shown 
that nolliiug but great severity of punishment will suffice to check this profitable form of 
gambling. 

Section 6 of the Bill gives power to the Courts to domauil security from persous who 
notoriously earn their living, or part of their living, by gaming of this description. The 
necessity l'or this provision arises to some extent from the fact that gambling of the kind 
which it is file object of the proposed enactment to suppress has been held to be an ostensible 
means of subsistence within the moaning of the Code of Criminal Procedure. 

If this Bill becomes law, the powers in the hands of the authorities Tor the suppres- 
sion of gambling will, it is believed, bo sufficient and will at the same time be such as to 
secure, it may be confidently hoped, the desired results* without risk of oppression.

The Hon’ble Me. Barkley also moved that the following proviso be added 
to section 36 

* 

“ Provided that this section shall not apply to any suit instituted under section 54 of the 
Specific Relief Act, 1877." 

He said : — 

** The right given by this section to committees and their officers to receive 
notice of action before being sued is similar to that given by section 424 of 
the Civil Procedure Code to the Secretary of State in Council and to public 
officers, in respect of their official acts. It goes beyond section 19 of the 
present Municipal Act, as that section, as well as the corresponding sections 
in the Municipal Acts of other provinces, has been held to apply only to suits 
for damages or compensation for some wrongful act committed by the com- 
mittee or its officers in tlio exercise or the honestly supposed exercise of the 
powers given to them by law, and not to a suit for specific recovery of, land, 
irrespective of any damage. Notice to committees' where the title to land is in 
question is quite as important and, if the committee finds that it has made 
a mistake, is quite as likely to lead to an adjustment of the dispute out of 
Court, as where the proposed suit is one for damages or compensation ; and, 
when we omitted the special provisions relating to limitation and tender of 
amends, there appeared to be no reason for not requiring notice in both cases, 
as in the section of the Civil Procedure Code applicable to suits against the 
Secretary of State. 

“ It has been pointed out, however, in a communication received by my 
hon’ble friend the Legal Member, that hardship might he caused in case 
an invasion of the plaintiff’s right to, or enjoyment of, property was committed 
or threatened, under circumstances which would entitle him to apply to the 
Court for an injunction under Chapter X of Act I of 1877 (the Specific 
Relief Act, 1877), if he were required to give a month’s notice before making 
the application, as the invasion might be continued, or the threatened invasion 
might he carried out, before the Court could he asked to interfere. This 
objection to the section as framed appeared to ho a sound ono, and the amend- 
ment of wliich I have given notice is proposed in order to remove it. 

“ I may mention that two sections of Chapter X of the Act to which I 
have referred provide for the grant of injunctions. Section 154 provides for 
the ordinary case where the injunction is requirt'd to prevent the breach of an 
Obligation, that is, a duty enforceable by law, existing in favour of the appli- 
cant. Section 65 provides for the further case where it is desired, not merely 
to prevent the breach of the obligation, hut to compel the other party to 
perform certain acts; for instance, to pull down a wall by which lights are ob- 
structed. Apparently the Court could exercise its powers under this section, 
if necessary, in any case in which a perpetual injunction under section 54 
was applied for, as acts done after the application might render a mandatory 
injunction necessary, though the application was for a perpetual injunction 
only. The section simply enables tho Court to grant further relief. Hut, if 
the plaintiff chooses to delay his application to the Court until the injury he 
complains of has been done, and then applies for a mandatory injunction 
under section 66, no presumption seems to arise that the case is of so urgent 
a character that he should he relieved of the obligation of giving a month’s 
notice before he brings his suit ; and I have therefore not thought it necessary 
to propose to extend the exemption to suits instituted under sectioned.’* 

Tho Hon’ble Mr. Ilbkut said : — “ I think this is a necessary and proper 
amendment. My own inclination is, as I have said on a provious occasion, to 
dispense with the requirement of notice in actions of this kind, on tho ground 
that notice is not necessary for the protection of the local authorities, and that 
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in ,the event of litigation ensuing it introduces an additional clement of expense, 
complication and delay. . But the Pan jab officials who were consulted expressed' 
a strong opinion that the requirement of notice would tend to promote the 
amicable settlement of differences, and accordingly I deferred to their opinion 
on this point. If, however, the requirement is retained, it certainly ought to be 
qualified by the exception which the English Courts have found it necessary . 
to engraft on similar provisions in the English Statute-law.’/ *

it shall not !•« necessary to make any deduction from the estimated annual rent of a house in re- 
spect of so much of the estimated rent as would l>e payable for the use of such furniture as is 
usually supplied in the ease of houses let furnished, unless it is shown that not less than one- 
iiftli of the estimated rent would be pay .able in respoetof such furniture, or such deduction is, by 
order of the Local Government, required to he made either generally or in any class of cases ; ” 

and that the proviso following be numbered (2). 

H5e said : — 

“The object of this amendment, which only affects the hill-station munici- 
palities, is to admit of the existing system of assessing the tax upon bouses 
being maintained. "While taxes upon buildings and lands are confined to a few 
municipalities, and therefore yield but a small portion of the municipal income 
of the province, they are an important, source of income in hill-stations' such 
as Simla ; and, as in these stations it lias been always the custom to let houses 
furnished without discriminating between the payment made for the use of the 
house and the payment made for the use of the furniture, the same considerations 
of convenience which have led to the house-tax. being calculated upbn the gross 
^ annual rent, without making any deduction for repairs or insurance have also 
led to no deduction being made on the ground that, the rent really includes a 
payment for furniture. If a uniform deduction were made, the result would 
obviously be the same as if the tax were assessed at a lower rate, and the elfect 
of giving power to make no deduction will be the same as if the tax were to be 
assessed upon the net. rental, but at a higher rate. If the deduction is to vary 
according as more or less of t-lie rent is supposed to he paid on account of furni- 
ture,” it will be necessary, not only to revise tlie assessment ol every house in 
Simla, but to discover some standard of valuation by which to determine for , } 

wliat sum bouses may reasonably 1m expected to let unfurnished. The most 
satisfactory standard obviously would be the rents found to be actually paid for 
unfurnished houses, but I believe I am right in saying that, if any houses in 
Simla have ever boon let unfurnished, (bis has been a most exceptional occur-, * 
rence. 1 do not know whether the houses taken as Government offices in recent 
years have been let unfurnished or with the usual furniture, but. the demand 
for Government, olliees Mould tend to increase the rates of rent usually charged, 
thc,supply of houses to he let remaining the same, and the rents paid for them 
might therefore he considered not to afford a satisfactory standard by which to 
estimate rents generally. 

“The result of the change made l»y the Select Committee will therefore be 
that, instead of estimates of rent being based oil a comparison with actual rents 
as hitherto, the actual rent being accepted as the annual value in all ordinary 
cases, some deduction must be made from the ncttial rent- where that is not 
itself exceptional ; and this deduction, whether uniform or not, must be of a 
’more or less arbitrary character, in default of any standard of the actual letting 
value of ah unfurnished house being found. It must l>e a mere mailer of opinion I 
whelher the deduction in any given ease or in all eases should be five, ten , ’fif- 
teen or t.#enty per cent. And the committee will be Expected to solve this 
problem correctly for every house in Simla ; for T apprehend that, in ease of 
dispute, the burden of proof that the annual value assessed does not exceed the 
sum for which the house might be expected to lot unfurnished must be borne 
by the committee. ■ 
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* Another result will he to render a general re-assessment necessary a^.the 
very time when the committee will he engaged in considering what changes in 
its rules should ho made before they are republished under the new Act ; and 
still another result will he a reduction in the actual income of the committee of 
an unascertained amount, which may very probably necessitate proposals for 
fresh taxation, to. enable it to meet its liabilities. 

“ There will thus ho a considerable amount of inconvenience caused by the 
change in the existing law on this point which the Select Committee proposes 
to make; and I may odd that ilic only -objection to the provision of the original 
Bill maintaining the existing system, which has been received from any of the 
places where the house-tax exists, was made by a gentleman in the legal profes- 
sion practising at Simla, who seemed to think that inequality of taxation must 
result bet ween furnished and unfurnished houses or houses occupied by their 
owners. The answer to this is that, where the proviso will apply, house's are 
not ordinarily let unfurnished, and that, the same standard would he applied 
to the valuation of houses occupied by tins owners as if they wore let furnished. 
It has been 'suggested that books, pictures and objects of art are included 
under the designation of furniture, hut it is not likely that any other furniture 
would be included in the rents usually charged than such furniture as was 
necessary to the enjoyment of a house, and if, in any case, a higher rent is 
paid because a house contains objects not usually supplied by landlords, this case 

would be excluded by tlic terms of the amendment. 

* » 

“ Power is also proposed to be taken for the Local Government to order 
deductions for furniture, so that, if in any class of eases the rule was found to 
act harshly, this could he rectified by an order of Government prescribing such 
• deductions as seemed proper. ■ Another exception has been introduced, provid- 
ing for cases in which it can he shown that not less than one-filth of the rent is 

1 m.ya.ble in respect of the furniture, but I attach little importance to this, as 
! doubt whether this could be shown in any ease in which the furniture would 
he taxable under the oilier provisions of the section. I have retained the excep- 
tion mainly because it was suggested in Select Committee, and, if any one 
attaches more value to it than I do, it may be allowed to stand for what it is 
worth. . 

“ The ease of furnished apartments, -which has once, I believe, been raised 
in Simla., is different from that, of a furnished houso. Whether under the rules 
now in force, or under the Bill, with the proposed amendment, it would bo the 
house, and not the. apartment, which would be liable to luxation upon the 
amount for which it might be expected to let . 

“If it is said that the amendment is objectionable in principle as making 
what professes to be a house-tax include a tax upon furniture, I reply that fur- 
niture is cot taxi'd apart from the house to which it belongs, and. so far as it is 
taxed at all, is taxed only as an accessory of the house, furniture belonging to 
tlic tenant, or birnl by him from a third party is not taxed. The tax includes a. 
tax bn furnituro only in the same sense in which, if t lie letting- value of the bouse 
was increased by its having' a good garden, it might, be said to include a tax 
upon roses or fruit. The present- sy stem has the advantages of simplicity and 
certainty, and in questions of taxation these advantages are at least as important 
as precision of nomenclature.” 

The Hon’ble Mr. Quinton said : — 

“As I was nominated a member of the Select Committee to vvhic.lt this 
Bill was originally referred, I think I ought not to give merely a silent, vote on 
the question raised by the amendment of my hon'ble friend. 

“ I may say at once that, having been for many years of my life president 
of municipal committees, I approached the subject with a strong bias inrfavour 
of, a measure which at first sight appeared so much to facilitate the assessment, 
and collection of a liousc-tax. Nothing can bo simpler than a fixed rate on the 
gross rentals of all classes of houses. The proposal had also in its favour to 
some extent the existing practice in several hill-stations, notably that in 
which we are now living! 
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/* A closer examination of the subject has, however, led me to beliete that 
the facility of assessment promised by the scheme put forward in the amend- 
ment could be achieved only by a disregard of sound economical principles, and 
the apparent simplification of the collection of the tax had not, I. discovered, 
even the merit of success to recommend it, as in one of the papers printed rela- 
tive to the Bill 1 found the Simla Municipal Committee ashing that powers 
should bo given to realize the large sum of Rs. 15,000 now due to them as 
arrears. 

“ The inconvenience likely to be caused by the disturbance of the existing 
practice in some places did not seem to me an argument of much weight. 1 
have had some trying experiences of the necessity for readjusting municipal 
taxation ; and although at first sight formidable obstacles to any change pre- 
sented themselves, yet when the change became inevitable the obstacles 
gradually diminished in proportion and the new state of things turned out to 
be qo worse than the old. Moreover, in framing a law of general application it 
is impossible to avoid altogether particular inconveniences. 

“ The amendment proposes to tax, under certain circumstances, chattels in 
the shape of the furniture of hired houses. If it had been made directly on 
section 39 (a), and thereby indicated clearly the intention to include among the 
species of property on which municipalities should be empowered to impose 
taxation, not merely houses and lands, but the furniture of hired houses, I ea..not 
, think that the claim would have been pressed. The unsuitability for taxation 
of property so perishable in its nature, so changeable in its value, and so easily 
made away with, has been generally accepted, and, so far as 1 am aware, the 

C sent proposal to treat it differently finds no precedent in the Indian Statute- 
k. The Municipal Acts of Calcutta, Madras, Bombay, and the North- 
Western Provinces and Oudh authorize the imposition of taxes on lands and 
houses, and direct, some of them, that the estimated gross rental be assumed as 
the annual value for the purposes of taxation ; but they nowhere lay down that 
the furniture of a house is one of the constituents of this annual value, or that 
the owner is to pay the tax on the income derived from his furniture as well as 
from his house. 

“ It may be said that this objection only applies in a degree which is prac- 
tically unimportant to the scheme of the amendment, inasmuch as the latter 
proposes to tax only furniture which bears a certain proportionate value to the 
value of the house in which it happens to be, but that this is so does not affect 
the unsoundness of the principle on which tho scheme rests ; and only in case of 
extreme necessity are we justified in adopting unsound economical principles 
to any extent as a basis for legislation. 

“ The scheme, however, is open to an objection still more practical, for it 
is impossible that it should not give rise to inequalities in the incidence of the 
house-tax. No distinction is made by it between the assessment on an unfur- 
nished, and a furnished house bringing in the same rental, so long as the 
estimated rent payable for the use of the furniture is under one-fifth of the full 
rental. The owner of the latter house pays a tax not only on his house, but on 
his furniture, while the owner of the former pays on his house only. Similarly, 
the owner of the furnished house is placed at a disadvantage as compared with 
the man who derives an income from letting out furniture for hire. The 
latter pays no tax on the profits flowing from this source, while the owner 
of the furnished I louse is compelled to do so. 

“ Further, the proposed system will entail separate valuations for separate 
classes of persons, from which inequalities in the incidence of the tax must 
- arise. One estimate will have to be made for the owner who lives in his own 
house and is content with scanty furniture, a second for an owner similarly 
housed ft'hose tastes demand more luxurious appliances, a third for the landlord 
who lias little concern lor the comfort of his tenants, and a fourth for one of 
a more liberal disposition. These several classifications and estimates cannot 
result in uniformity of taxation, and annual valuations of furniture, if properly 
carried out, are not likely to create a feeling in favour of the visits of the tax- 
collector. If the valuations he not annual and he not carefully made, the 
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r ijwme ^ jke^nnmielpaHty will suffer, aodihe reason for the proposal falls to

jf need not here refer to them. They arc those sound economical principles *to 
fefciplr my hon’ble friend ‘Mr. Quinton has referred. Th#rc is perhaps the less » 
reason, to notice them, because I observe that the Select Committee has not been 
guided by those sound economical principles, and the English practice docs not 
'appear to hare influenced them in framing the section now under consideration. 
jQad the "Committee considered those principles applicable to the case of Simla 
a$d other European settlements in the hills, in.whicli alone I believe a house* 
tax is levied, I can hardly conceive they w ould, in complete disregard of them* 
hare defined * annual value ’ for purposes of taxation to be the * gross annual 
rent \ and have proceeded to, tax that gross rental without any .allowance 
for the cost of insurance, ahnual repairs and other similar outlay. What- 
ever maybe said for or against taxing chat l els, a tax on the rent of furniture 
is, after dll, a tax on profits. But insurance and repairs are direct outlay, and 
a tait on a gross rental which includes these is, supposing the tax to fall on 
th© landlord, a. tax on expenditure \\ liich it is infinitely more difficult to * 
justify than a tax on a furnished house. * 

•* Speaking chiefly with reference to Simla, which is the hill-station I * 
am best acquainted with, the principle of taxing the gross rental, without any 
deduction for insurance *or for repairs or for furniture, seems to metihe proper 
one to follow. By section 00 of the Bill, the liousc-tax is no doubt to he* an 
owner's tax. But .that simply moans that the owner, and not the occupier, ia 
lidble to the municipality for the payment of it. The ultimate incidence of file ' 
tax is in no way affected ; and it is notorious that t he house-tax is, w ith hardly 
an exception, paid not by the owner, hut by the tenant in addition to his rent. 
The all hut universal arrangement is for flic tenant .to pay, say, Its. 2,000 aa 
rent, plus Its. 200 house-tax at 10 per cent. Formerly the tax was 5 per cent., 
and w r hen it was doubled, . a year or two ago, tlio extra 5 per cent, was im- 
mediately thrown by the landlord upon the tenant. In the ordinary form 
of leases, of which 1 hold a copy in my hand, there is a formal clause binding 
the tenant to pay the house-tax over and abo\e the rent. In hardly any case, < 
therefore, docs the tax fall upon tho landlord at all. The only practical effect 
of the section of the Bill, if passed into law as it now stands, will be cither 
that landlords will have to reduce proportionately the aggicgatc amount de- 
manded from their tenants, pr they will simply intercept a portion of the 
SUm paid by tenants which in reality is the house-tax, and whiclushould on all 
grounds, public and private, find its way into the municipal fund instead of 
Sticking m thappekets of the landlord. 

' " Again, in 90 per cent. *of tho Simla houses, tho fumituro is of the most 

inferior and worthless description, In former days I w r as for many years a ’ten* 

> ant in Simla under various landlords, and I had generally to relegate to th£ 
garret the bulk of tho furniture supplied and put m furniture of my own, 
la tpne cases out of ten ‘there is no material difference between a furnished 
and an unfurnished house, and, as my h on 'hie colleague Mr. Barkley has 
justly ‘pointed out, there is no standard of w r hat the rhnt of an unfurnished 
house should be. "Why then put the committee to all the expense and trouble 
of trying to make a distinction in such matters without any appreciable dif- 
ference but with all the chances of dillcrcnce of opinion and dispute? 
Why fdr such a matter ’dislocate the arrangements which have hitherto prevailed 
between landlord and tenant V 1 can conceive no greater misahiof than for the 
l^islature to interfere in this way with the business customs of the community. 
Thorp may of course be, and doubtless arc, exceptional eases in which landlords* 
•uppjy a better class of furniture than usual; and there arc cases in* which

“ Now, my.bon*ble friend Mr. Barkley seems to be conscious of this inequity ;

puts at one-fifth. I must confess that I am extremely puzzled to make ouJt ill . 
the amendment what sort of a ‘deduction is to be given when this one-fifth' has 
been .reaebod: the difficulty of reaching it I shall notice separately. What 
deduction is to be made?

50 over the one-fifth, and refusing to exempt a 
person, whose furniture was found to be worth Its. 1,950; consider, moreover* 
the extreme likelihood of frauds being successfully perpetrated in connection, 
with valuation, and so on.

jhot think that there is any doubt that houses wdiich let for only jts. 1,000 a 
year do not usually have as much furniture in them as would be represented * 
by Bs. 2,Q,0<). And in the same May, taking a house lotting for Sts. 3,500 
annually, it is improbable that there would bo As. 7,000 worth of landlord’s 
furniture in it. But perhaps, in answer to this argument, 1 may bo os^ed — 
Why do you object to all this if it is such a small matter, and tbo maxim * de 
.minimis ,’ &c , may bo thrown at me. But my answer is that it is just in 
small cases tluvt the greatest amount of hardship w ould oceur. The lower you 
go down and the smaller the rent, tljp greater will be the amount of £he tax * 
takep without redress. * 

“ The economic objections urged against tbo Select Committee's exclusion of 
furniture, as far as I recollect them, wore only two. One was an objection * 
dtawn from tho analogy of tho course adopted by tho Committee in .the case 
of repairs. It was argued that, because the Committee refused to make a 
deduction on the gross annual value on account of repairs, they ought, # in * 
ordqr to *be consistent, to have followed the same course in this case agd 
refused to make a deduction for iurmture. But the essential difference is * 

* that a deduction for repairs is ono the amount of which it is comparatively 
easy to ascertain in all cases. The matter is in fact sp woll ascertained in 
different parts of the world, especially in India, that there are some of <vur 
laWs which contain a provision that 10 per * cent, should be deducted on * 
thiis account..

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of taxation in particular cases is a most difficult problem, and X should sup- 
pose that it would be exceedingly difficult to establish the position that, here 
in Simla, for instance, there were not some houses for which very high com- 
petition rents were paid, and others the reverse. 

** Passing on to the practical difficulties presented hy the amendment,' 
I would merely state my belief, which 1 ajm glad 1o see lias been put tti 
a much clearer form by my hon’hle friend Mr. Quinton Ilian I now con 
put it, that the present amendment would involve endless disputes and 
difficulties. First of all it would be necessary to have in every disputed 
Case a list of the landlord’s furniture with n valuation of it, and in order 
to get this a considerable amount of inquisitorial procedure, and discrimina- 
tion between the landlord’s and tenant’s furniture, would bo necessary. Hav- 
ing got. this list, it would next be necessary to compare the value with 
that of an imaginary standard of houses usually let furnished in Simla, 
because it is stated here that the. deduction is to he ‘of so much of the 
estimated rent as would be payable for the use of such furniture as is usually 
supplied in the case of houses let furnished.’ Therefore, the municipality 
must make a complete inquiry, and strike an average, ami set up a standard 
in their own minds with which this list must bo compared. My hon’ble 
friend advanced it as an objection against the Bill as it stands that it would be 
necessary to have some standard of valuation of furniture in order to make a 
fair exclusion of the furniture allowed lor in the rental; but I think that it 
would be very much more difficult to establish such a standard as lie desires 
for taxing furnished houses in Simla. Thirdly, having got at the whole of the 
furniture and its value, we arrive at a further difficulty, which is, at what rate 
are you going to put the capitalization ? Is this furniture to be capitalized at 
a fixed annual rate — 10 per cent., 13 per cent, or at what rate P Are 
you going to include in it insurance against destruction ? What rate of interest 
is to be considered as giving a fair return on the investment P Other minor 
details will probably suggest themselves. 

“ In talking of the standard I omitted to'say, how will it he possible, in 
trying to frame this standard, to treat all the different classes of houses 
that we find here — hotels, hoarding-houses, schools, &c. P Arc you going to take 
a hotel here and compare it with other hotels in Simla, or with hotels 
elsewhore, or with your own ideas of what the furniture of a hotel ought to 
be, or are you going to cut up the hotel in your mind into private suites and 
proceed to tax them accordingly P For my own part. 1 cannot foresee the 
amount of dispute and difficulty which may arise out of this matter. 

“There is another point I must notice, and that is, whether owners or ten- 
ants cannot contract themselves out of this provision of the amendment alto- 
gether. The municipality may have to deal with a contract, duly signed and 
registered, in which it is provided that so much is to l>e paid for the house and 
so much for the use of the furniture. Now, if people can contract, themselves 
out of this amendment, then the putting it in is purely illusory, if, on the 
other hand, they cannot eontrvt themselves out of it, then it appears t.o me 
wo are asked to sanction an extraordinary interference with the right of pri- 
vate contract and arrangement. 

“ Another consideration is that such a provision as this is exceedingly im- 
politic and undesirable in the interests of the whole community, because it im- 
poses a penalty on the good furnishing of houses. If the f limit ore is put in 
distinct from the rent, there will be a practical pueouragmuciit to laud lords 
to invest a fair amount of capital in furniture, and they will have the assur- 
ance that, they will be abV to reap from that investment what would be a fair 
and reasonable profit, undisturbed by any whimsical and fanciful legislation. 

“ ’With regard to what fell from my hon’ble friend Jdv. Barkley as to the 
.difficulties involved in carrying out tho provision w hich the Bill as now before 
us proposes, I would contend' that, so far from this LliJI causing any special 
difficulties, it would cause the avoidance of difficulties. Why the municipal- 
ity of Simla cannot in the course of the next two or three. mouths make a 
revaluation of furnished houses, if called upon to do so, I am unable, notwith- 
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standing the abjections brought forward* to perceive. . When oneo the deduction 
has been Made we shall hear no more of it, whereas in the other c&seyow in g 
to the action of the municipality, wo shall be liable to be perpetually involved 
in disputes, and to be constantly supplying funds to a very worthy branch of 
the professional community. -* * e 

« '* In reply to His Honour the Lieutenant-Governor's final recommendation 

of the amendment, I have only to say that, if the present practice be customary* 
we are net called upon 1o continue had customs. That the tux has been paid 
without objection by the people gent Tally I simply attribute to the fact of - 
the question never hitherto having been properly raised. * I feel certain that, 
if, now that it has been properly raised, the Council were to allow the existing 
system to he continued, the difficulties arising from it would be numerous and 
intricate. Further, with regard to His Honour the Lieutenant-Governor's 
remark that the continuance of this system is desired unanimously by the repre- 
sentatives of tlu: people, I would say that, to the best of tlio information 
at my disposal, jt is not by any means unanimously desired by the members' 
of the municipal committee, some of whom are strongly opposed to it. But 
perhaps that is bartlly a point within the cognizance of this Council, or on 
■which it is necessary to olTer an opinion. 

" In conclusion, I would urge that the amendment is economically unsound, 
that it is practically unworkable, that it is undesirable and prejudicial to the 
interests of the community, and I trust that the Council will reject it accord- 
ingly-” 

“ The lion Mile Mr. Tlijkrt said : — I must oppose this amendment. Its prac- 
tical importance is trifling, for it. alTccts only a small number of European houses 
in Simla and one or two oilier hill-stations ; and. having regard to its very limit- 
ed scope, 1 cannot help agreeing with my hou'hle friend Mr. C v > uinton .that tho 
practical inconvenience likely to he caused by leaving the Bill in tho form 
m which it was settled by the Select Committee lias been enormously exag- 
gerated. l.ly own belief is that the insertion of the proviso moved as an amend- 
ment will produce far greater difficulties and complications than its omission, 
and that its chief use will ho. la provide food for the members of my own 
learned profession. The question which this amendment raises was considered 
very carefully by the Select Committee, and the conclusion to which the 
majority of us came was that, although we were very anxious — 1 may say 
extremely anxious— -to meet the wishes of the Simla municipality on this and 
other points, yet. after thrashing the question out wo found that it w r as 
really impossible for us to do so. There is a very at tractive simplicity 
about the practice of taxing a house on t lie rent actually paid for it, with- 
out regard to the consideration that part of the rent represents the hire 
of furniture; and 1 do not in the least blame tho Simla municipal authorities 
for having adopted this practice under the circumstances with which they had 
to deal. But a practice of this kind belongs to a state of things which, 
to the regret of some, to the satisfaction of others, but by t he admis- 
sion of all, is passing away in tho Punjab and in oilier parts of India. It 
belongs essentially to wliat may be called the pre-legal ago. It is one of 
the conditions of the existence of such a simple, rough and ready, easy-going 
practice that it should not he too minutely scrutinised, and, above all, 
that you should not attempt to formulate it. The moment you attempt 
to do that, its imperfections start to the surface, and you find itimpos-. 
sillle to overlook them. If you lay down a simple unvarying rule, you 
are at once struck with the unfairness which results from it ; if, on the other, 
hand, you attempt to introduce qualifications and exceptions, you leave 
gaps through which a lawyer of the most moderate intelligence can with 
the greatest ease drive a eoacli-and-six. Tho history of the practice here 
in Simla very well illustrates what 1 have been saying. Fora longtime 
the practice* of making no distinction between tlie rent of’ furnished and 
of unfurnished houses for the purposes of taxation went on without much 
friction or objection. And tho reason is not far to seek. It is that the 
furniture which is ordinarily supplied by landlords in what arc called 'furnished 
houses * in Simla is apt to approach tho infinitesimal. I very well remem- 
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fefe* that amongthe pieces, of practical advice which my frhg|d Sir Arthur 
Holifaouse gave me before I came out to India was this. * Bemember,** ho 
: said, * that in Simla a furnished house means a house without furniture.* 
33, ut, although this is the rule, I am bound to- admit that there are exceptions, 
and I am glad to say flint there are some Simla landlords who deal more liberal- 
ly with tlicir tenants in the matter of furniture ; and the fact that the practice 
of taxing furniture supplied by landlords tends to check the growth of this 
liberal practice, and to keep down the standard of what a landlord ought to 
supply, is one of the reasons why I object to this amendment. 

“ TV oil, as I have I said, for those reasons the practice of taxing furniture 
went on for some time without much dispute or objection. At last a time came 
when the Simla municipal authorities — very unwisely as T think — proposed to 
tax a householder on what was obviously not rent in the ordinary sense, but the 
price paid for the kind of accommodation usually given in hotels. The attempt 
was naturally resisted, and very properly failed. Then the local authorities pro- 
ceeded to draw up a set of elaborate rules, w ith any number of explanations and 
provisos, by which they attempted to cover the ordinary eases of what are 
facetiously called ‘ furnished houses,’ and to exclude such cases as that of which 
I have boon speaking. AYe had these rules before us in committee, and we 
were all of opinion that they would not work, and T do not believe that even the 
legal ingenuity of my hon’hlo friend Mr. Barkley would he able to frame 
a proviso which would work in the way in which his proviso is intended to 
work. I think I see a way of walking through his proviso, hut I do not intend 
to disclose it at this moment. The fact is tint, when you attempt to 
stray away from the broad high road of ordinary law' in such matters as 
taxation, and strike out short cuts of your own, you are almost certain to land 
yourself either in a quagmire or in a labyrinth. Simla is not the only place 
in the world where taxes are levied on houses ; Simla is not the only town in the 
world where houses are commonly let furnished. But I am not aware of any 
precedent either in English or in Anglo-Indian law for such a proviso as that 
embodied in my hon’hlc friend Mr. Hark ley’s -amendment, and you may feel 
sure that a rule which has such obvious recommendations on the score of appa- 
rent simplicity would have been adopted elsewhere if a w ider experience than is 
obtainable here had not shown that it was either objectionable or impracticable. 

“Tin- Liculenant-tJovernor has told us that the course which w r e propose to 
adopt is inconsistent and illogical, and that, if we wish to follow the English 
practice, wo should follow' it more closely. .1 quite admit that, iu order io he 
perfectly fair, we ought to follow' the English precedent and require the tax 
to he levied ip>t. on the gross nnuuhl value hut on the net annual value, after 
making deductions for repairs and insurance. Our reason for not doing so was 
this. AYe found that the simpler and ruder rule of taxing on the gross and not on 
the net. annual value prevailed in Bengal and some other pants of India, 
and we thought that we might relieve our Simla friends from the obligation of 
being in advance of Calcutta in this ropseet. 

“H, however, the .Lieutenant-Governor wishes to propose that the assess- 
ment should he on the net annual value, I should be quite willing to support 
an amendment to that effect.” 


The llon’ble Mr. BakkiiEY said : — 

" With reference to the remarks of my lion’ble friend Mr. Quinton, I 
believe his objection to the amendment substantially is that it would lead to 
inequality of taxation, lie put the ease of unfurnished houses ; but this case 
does not arise, as in the places where the amendment will apply the practice 
of letting houses unfurnished does not exist. Then lie referred to the variety in 
the amount of furniture in different houses; hut it is not proposed by the pro- 
viso to make the tax vary with the amount of furniture in a house. It is the 
rent which would be * payable for the use of such furniture as is usually supplied 
in the case of houses let. furnished ’ for w hich it proposes to allow no deduction, 
and the amouut of furnihire which a landlord is usually expected to supply 
when he lets his house as a furnished house is, iu any given station, pretty well, 
known. 


A 
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“ As rcgj^gds the observation of my hon’ble, friend Mr. Hope, that the 
Sinaia municipal committee had included furniture in the tax levied on the 
letting value of houses as a rough and ready way of doing injustice, it is, I 
think, hardly fair to the committee to suggest that* it aimed at doing injustice,. 
Whatever may he thought of the extent to which the sj^tern of assessing bn 
the full rent paid has been carried, this system is not an innovation but has pre- 
vailed ever since the house- lax was imposed, and there is no reason to think 
that the committee ever intended to demand auything more than w hat ap- 

I ) eared to it to ho a proper assessment under the circumstances. ’* (Mil. Hope 
lere said lie was aware that the tax was from 1 lie first assessed on the vent of fur- 
nished houses, and dal not mean to suggest that the. committee had introduced a 
new system of assessing ) “ As to furnished apartments, I have already pointed 

out that neither under the rules now in force nor under the Bill could flip tax be 
assessed upon the rent paid for such apart inputs, and it is therefore unnecessary 
to consider them. 

“ As lias already been shown in this debate, it would he as easy to base a 
charge of injustice upon no deduction being made on account of repairs and 
insurance as upon none being allowed for furniture; and, if the estimate of my 
hon’ble friend, that in* most cases not more than two per cent, of the rent 
represents furniture, he correct, it can scarcely ho said that the liardshii) of 
making no deduction is very great. My liou’ble friend the Legal Mem- 
ber has indeed quoted a remark made to him l»y Sir Arthur Ilobhousc that a 
furnished house in Simla is to lie understood. as meaning a house without furni- 
ture. If wo are to accept this as a correct statement of the case, there is no 
question before the Council. 

“ As regards the deduction allowed when one-fifth of the estimated rent 
Is payable in respect of furniture, I have already said that 1 attach no import- 
ance to this. It was proposed in committee as a check which would exclude 
extreme cases, but the suggestion was not mine. 

“ My hou'blo friend Mr, Hope again urged that the proviso would 
lead to frequent disputes, and that in ease of dispute a valuation of the furni- 
ture would be necessary, lie referred to what a house might he expected to 
let for furnished as an imaginary standard, but lliis implies that the rent at 
which an unfurnished house would let is well known, while the reverse is the 
case. Houses are ordinarily let with their furniture, and, unless it is alleged 
that something more than usual lias been supplied and that the rent lias been 
. increased on this account, no question as to the amount of furniture in the 
house would arise. The imaginary standard in Simla which is likely to lead 
to disputes is the sum for which a house may he expected to lot unfurnished. 
Supposing that, as suggested in any case, a deduction of two per cent, from 
the rent actually paid is proposed to he allowed, t he owner may claim a deduc- 
tion of 10 oj* 15 per cent., and it might not ho found very easy to show that 
the house which he lets furnished for Its. 1,000 would let unfurnished for even 
Its. 800, in the absence of experience of what the demand for unfurnished 
houses is. It is for tboso who propose a change in the present system of assess- 
ment to show that it will work satisfactorily. 

“When wo* start with the rent paid for furnished houses, no question of 
the possibility of capitalizing the value of the furniture could arise unless it was 
proposed to make a deduction on this account. 

“As regards the power of contracting out oC the proviso, no doubt, if land- 
lords in general and tenants in general agreed that any charge made for furni- 
ture should be separated from the rent, of the houses, the proviso would cease 
to apply, as houses would t hen cease as a rule to ho let furnished. But no one 
contract would have this result. If the municipality were hound by the terms 
of the contract between landlord and tenant, they might agree that the rent of 
the house should he one rupee and that of the furniture one thousand rupees, and 
demand that the tax should he calculated upon the one rupee. But the tax 
is not upon the rent agreed upon, but upon the rent for which the property 
may reasonably he expected to let ; and the committee would therefore be en- 
titled, if the amendment passes, to estimate what the house would let for with 
tlie usual quantity of furniture. 
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■7 .'•■■• ■ ** We have been fold by my hon’ble friend the Legal Member that be 
thinks he see$ a way of getting out of the proviso if accepted, but he has given 
us no- hint of what it is. Of course, it is impossible to give any opinion before* 
i hand as to what it may be possible for legal ingenuity to do, bat, until the. 
supposed way . is pointed out, I can scarcely be expected to discuss the 
feasibility of passing along it.” 


His Excellency the President said : — 8 

, ” I came into this room today with a very great desire, I confess, to sup- 
port this amendment, because 1 understood that it met with the apjnroval of my 
hon’ble friend the Lieutenant-Governor, and it would always be my wish 
to agree with him, particularly upon a question not in itself of any great' 
importance, in regard to a Bill relating entirely to his own province, and also, 
because I understood it to bo the wish of those who represent the community 
which is considered to, be most immediately interested in the result of 
this motion. But, after listening with great care to the arguments brought 
forward on both sides, — and I may say that I do not intend to prolong this 
discussion by adding any arguments of my own, — the arguments against the 
amendment appear to me to he so strong that I cannot give it my support. It is 
with some reluctance that, for the reasons which I have stated, I have come 
to that conclusion ; hut it docs seem to me that much practical inconvenience 
would arise out of the amendment, and that it is possible that a great number 
of legal questions would ho raised upon it which would lead to great litiga- 
tion. It appears to me also to be an amendment inconsistent with sound princi- 
ples of taxation, and it must he borne in mind that, although this subject has 
been discusser! this morning with especial reference to Simla, nevertheless 
the amendment is one of a general character which is to be applied to every 
municipality in the Panjab which falls under the definition of a municipality 
in which houses are let furnished. I do not desire to raise any verbal argu- 
ments against the amendment, but I think a good deal of dispute might come 
out of that word ‘usually* which occurs in it; and, looking at the matter as 
a whole, I am compelled to say that the arguments brought forward today 
against Mr. Barkley’s proposal are such as to convince me that it would not 
be consistent with sound legislation to accept it ; and therefore, so far as I am 
concerned, I shall he obliged to vote, though very reluctantly, against it.” 

The Motion was put and negatived. 


The Hon’blo Mn. Barkley also moved that at the end of clause (a) of ' 
section 71 the following words he added : — 

" which have been constructed or an; maintain™] out of the municipal fund.” 

He said : — “ The object of this amendment is to limit the generality of the 
words * public buildings of every description ’ in the description of the property 
which, unless specially reserved by the Local Government, is declared by the 
Bill to vest in municipal committees. While it is right tlial the public build- 
ings required for the purposes of the Act, should he vestal in the committee, 
it is not difficult to give instances of public buildings which ought not to bo 
so vested. As examples I may mention the Government College at Lahore, 
churches where the buildings are public property, post-offices aud telegraph- 
offices, the public offices at Simla of the Government of India as well as of 
the Local Government, and official residences. As the section stands, it would 
. be neeossary that all such buildings should be specially reserved by the Local 
Government, and it would therefore be necessary for the Local Government, 
before declaring any place to be a municipality under the new law, to ascertain 
what public buildings it should order to bo reserved. The amendment will 
obviate this, sp far as public buildings are concerned, though special reservations 
<• will still have io bo made in some other cases, such as the grand trunk road or 
' other provincial high roads.” 

The Motion was put and agreed to. 

. V The Hon’blo Mr. Barkley also moved that in seet : ou 72, for the words 
**ihunicipal funds.” the words “the municipal fund** be substituted. He . 
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said : — “ This amendment is merely formal, to bring the language, of tbe section 
into harmony with that of section 07 and the remaining sections of Chapter ! Y/* 

The Motion was put and agreed to. 

The Hon’ble Mb. Babkljsy then moved that the Bill, as amended, be 
passed. 

His. Honour the Lieutenant-Governor said : — 

“ Before proceeding to make such few remarks as I have to offer gener- 
ally upon the Bill, I wish to take this opportunity to acknowledge with grati- 
tude the consideration and kindness shown to me by the Select Committee 
in inviting me to attend their meetings informally and discuss with them 
various matters of principle on which at one time there threatened to be 
material difference of opinion. The result of these deliberations has been 
that a common understanding has been arrived at on most points of importance, 
and the Bill is presented in a form which, although I cannot say it is in all 
respects what the Local Government would have desired, can still be accepted 
as suitable, and in which I have not thought it necessary to move in this 
CounciL any amendment of importance in addition to the amendments which 
have been proposed by my hon’ble colleague Mr. Barkley. 

** The child difficulty I have all alon<> felt in connection with the Bill 
arises from the vast variety of municipalities with which we have to deal, and 
the impossibility of applying uniform conditions to all of them. It is difficult 
for any one unacquainted with the history of municipal institutions in the 
Panjab fully to appreciate the difference between this province and the other 
provinces of India. The system of municipal taxation and administration in 
the Pan jab is in reality founded upon the chungi system inherited by us 
from the Sikhs. • These chungi collections were made by the Native Govern- 
ment in every considerable village and town in the province, and after 
annexation they were continued in most places by the executive orders of 
the British authorities, the proceeds being devoted in the first place to police, 
and then to municipal improvements under the management of tho Magistrate 
assisted by a committee of the townsmen. As the country progressed under 
our administration and the necessity for legislation arose, these primitive local 
bodies were in due time converted into legally constituted municipalities under 
sundry Municipal Acts. Tims, in 1871-72, we find there were no fewer than 324 
towns and places in t ho province in which municipal income was raised. Of these, 
two were constituted under the old Municipal Act, XXVI of 1850 ; 127 
were constituted under Act XV of 1807; while 105 were minor towns in 
which the municipal income was raised under executive orders in accord- 
ance with previous custom. After Act IV of 1873 was passed, tlie circum- 
stances of all tlieso minor towns .were inquired into ; 00 of them were formally 
brought under the new Act, while in the remainder the municipal form of 
taxation was abandoned and the chaukidari system established in its stead. 

“ To this gradual historical development of municipal institutions is due not 
only tho fact that, of the entire municipal income raised by taxation, no less 
than 9C per cent, is derived from octroi, which is only the old chungi purified from 
certain abuses, hut also the circumstance that we have in tlio Panjab a larger 
number and a greater variety of municipalities than is usually found elsewhere?— 
commencing, ns they do, with what are little better than agricultural villages, 
merging by insensible degrees into towns, and from towns into cities, — the old 
capitals of dynasties and provinces such as Delhi, Amritsar, Lahore, Multan 
and Peshawar, — and ending with the British settlements in the hills, where tlie 
arrangements are regulated almost exclusively by European requirements. 

“ We have now in the Punjab 202 municipalities constituted under Act 
IV of 1873, containing a population of 2,118,230, and with a municipal income 
of over Its. 28,00,000. The number of municipalities in the Panjdb is nearly 
double that in the North-Western Provinces and Oudh ; and it may be instruc- 
tive, as showing the kind of material with which w;e have to deal, if I compare 
on one or two points tho statistics of the two Provinces. -We have in the 
Panjab 2o 2 municipalities against 107 in the North- Western Provinces, or 
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f «s nearly as possible double. The average population, however, is only 10,500 
Against 26,600, or considerably less than half. . The largest population in the 
PanjAb is 173,000; in the North-Western Provinces 261,000. In the Panjdb, 
•98 municipalities or 48 J pci* cent, have a population under 5,000 ; in the North- 
Western Provinces there are only three. We have 95 municipal ities with an 
income under Rs. 5,000, the North-Western Provinces has 15; and, while there 
are in the Panjdb 146 municipalities, or 72 per cent, of the whole, whose 
income is less tlian Rs. 10,000, there are in the North-Western Provinces only 
44 such. 

It will thus he seen that in the Panjab wc have to deal with a compara- 
tively large number of municipalities, with municipalities varying greatly in 
their circumstances and with incomes ranging from over Rs. 3,00,000 on the 
jone hand, to loss than Rs. 1,000 on the other ; that, as pointed out by Mr. Barkley, 
six municipalities out of the 202 absorb half the income ; and that the great 
majority consists of petty towns, some of them only agricultural villages, in 
which the arrangements differ little from the old traditional arrangements we 
inherited from the Native Government. 

“ Of course, the danger of dealing with municipalities of such varied types 
in one Act., especially under the influences which surround us in Simla, is the 
danger of sacrificing the rural communities to the interests of the, large cities, 
and perhaps to the interests of the European settlements in the hills. On the 
one hand, in the petty municipalities, no change in the law is really required. 
We can get on very well with Act IV of 1873, and even the new arrange- 
ments called for by the local self-government policy have already been suc- 
cessfully carried out under that Act. On the other hand, in Simla and in the 
large towns in the plains, a thorough revision of the Act of 1873 had become a 
pressing necessity. On the whole, however, although from some points of view 
it might have been preferable to have limited the operation of the present Bill 
to the larger municipalities, leaving the minor towns under the Act of 1873, 1 
think the Bill now before us has successfully dealt with the difficulty. At 
the same time, it must be admitted that the Bill is in many respects a com- 
promise belweou two widely different sets of requirements, and tho result 
necessarily is that, on the one hand, less power has been conferred on ad- 
vanced municipal committees, like that of Simla, than might have been 
entrusted to them ; and, on the other hand, the powers of the Local Govern- 
ment over the petty corporations have been curtailed to a greater extent than 
was perhaps desirable. 

* “I trust, that tho action to he taken under section 4 of the Bill will not he 
unduly hurried, hut that ample time will be taken to carefully ascertain tho 
suitability or unsuitability of the Act to the various municipalities. There are, 
of course, some to which tho Act can he extended at once without hesitation or 
further inquiry. There are a few, chiefly in frontier districts, to which it is 
impossible to say that tho Act will probably he extended at any time in the 
immediate future But, with respect to the great majority of municipalities, 
careful inquiries will ho necessary, one by one, in order to determine, first, tho 
general suitability or otherwise of the Act, and second, the particular provisions, 
if any, to ho excepted under section 170. All this will require much time, 
much correspondence and much careful thought, both on the part of tho Local 
Government and of executive officers in all grades. The work which has 
fallen upon the officers of the Pan jab Commission during the last 18 months 
has been unusually heavy. I cannot press them further, hut am hound to treat 
them with the most indulgent consideration ; and I wish to take this opporl unity 
publicly to acknowledge, with gratitude, the sseal, the energy, the loyalty ana 
the ability with which, notwithstanding the unusually heavy calls upon them 
in other departments of tho administration, officers of all ranks have laboured 
to make the Government policy a success in the Pan jab. I cannot complain if 
peoplo do not road the attractive pages of the Panjdb Gazelle. But any one 
who will take the trouble to look over tho numbers of that amusing publica- 
: tion which have appoarod during the last twelve months will he Able to form 
some slight idea of the work that has been done. To say nothing of tho Dis- 
trict Boards Act and tho constitution of committees and boards under its pro- 
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visions,— a subject wbicli has quit© a literature of its tfrwto,— we hare, 
waiting for the present Bill, framed, under the provisions of Act IV 
municipal [constitutions differing in no essential respect from the oonstitutjfci^ 
to be enacted in Chapter II of the Bill, and applied them to 117 municipalities i 
in the Province, and, in nearly all of these, committees constituted largely on the , 
elective system have been already appointed. That, more has not been done is 
owing solely to the impossibility of exacting more from zealous officers already 
greatly overworked. 

“ There remain two points in connection with the Bill to which, although 
they are purely matters of detail, I should like to draw attention. The first "is 
the provision in section 20 that, when a meeting is adjourned for want of a* 
quorum, the adjourned meeting may dispose of the business whether there is . 
a quorum or not. The operation of this section will have to be very carefully^ 
watched; for it may encourage packed meetings and enable minorities to 
carry party schemes of their own, and the knowledge that business will go on 
whether there is a quorum or not may tempt indolent members to stay away. 

It would, I think, have been saler to adopt, the recommendation , of the 
Local tiovemmeut to the effect that, if there should not. be a quorum at the 
adjourned meeting, t.lie president should at once report the matter lor the orders 
of the Local Government, leaving the Local Government to deal with the case 
under its general powers of control as a case of neglect of duty. 

“ Lastly, I wish to explain that section 28 of the Bill is not in accordance 
with the wishes expressed by a large and infiuentinl section of the Simla com- 
munity last year. It will be remembered that, when the Simla election rules 
were under discussion in the summer of 1883, a large meeting of the United 
Service Club represented that, in any scheme for the municipal administration 
of Simla, one of three essential principles which should find place was that the 
appointment and dismissal of the paid secretary should he subject to the appro- 
val of the Commissioner of the division or of the Local Government. About 
the same time a similar representation was made by the Northern India 
Trades Association. These views seemed to bo moderate and reasonable, and 
the Local Government promised ns far as lay in its power to give effect to them. 

1 have accordingly done my best, but have not succeeded. I think it right to 
make the above explanation, hut the matter is hot of sufficient importanee-tlpit 
I should divide the Council upon it.” 

The Motion was put aiul agreed to. 

INDIAN TKLEGIiAPII ACT, 1870, AMENDMENT BILL. * 

* 

• The Hob* hie Mr. Hope introduced the Bill to facilitate the construc- 
tion of Telegraphs, and to amend the Indian Telegraph Act, 1876, and 
moved that it bo referred to a Select Committee consisting of the Hon’ble 
Messrs. Gibbs and Ubert and the Mover. He said 

’ “ I unmaking this Motion I do not know that it is necessary for me to add 
very much to what 1 said regardin'; the scope of this Bill when I asked for 
permission to introduce it. It. is a Bill which will give power to the Govern- 
ment. and its licensees to construct and maintain lines of telegraph over or upon 
property belonging to private persons or public bodies. In the details of the 
Bill it. will be seen that we have, in the first place, as regards all property on 
which lines arc constructed, provided that the telegraph authority shall not- 
acquire any right over such property other than that of a user, and that he shall 
do as little damage as possible. Beyond that, when the property belongs to 
a local, or public body, — called local authority here, — the power given by the. 
Act cannot bo exercised over it without the consent, of that authority ; and it is 
provided that the local authorities shall be reimbursed for any expenses to which 
they maybe put in the exercise of the power. . No compensation, however, 
wili be awarded to thorn, and they will not be allowed to make any charge 
for the accommodation thus afforded to the public. On the other hand, 
in the case of private property, full compensation will he paid for all damage 
attained in consequence of tho exorcise of these powers. Provision has ; 
«dsbj been made for the removal of a line of telegraph iu the event of eircum- , 
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’ Ufatom jtyrtdsg on some future.CKXsosion whSeh fender it undesirable, or inetm- 
WmkM or prejudicial to private rights, In the one Case— the case of the local 
authorities — a simple order trill .suffice to remove it ; and in the other ease an/ 
dispute may be referred to the District Judge. 

* ' "As regards the general amendment of the Telegraph Act, we have added 
one more amendment to the two previously mentioned ; that is to say, the 
insertion of a few words in harmony with the recent amendment of the English 
Act, so as to make it quite clear that telephones ore within the operation of the 
Indian law.** 

The Motion was put and agreed to. 

The Hon'ble Mr. Hope also moved that Ihc Bill and Statement of Objects 
and Reasons ho published in the local official Cassette* hi English and in such 
other languages as tho Local Governments might think lit. 

The Motion was put and agreed to. > 

BUEMA GAMING BILL. 

The Hon'ble Mr. Ildeut moved for leave to introduce a Bill to provide 
more effectually for the suppression of certain forms of Gaming iu British 
Burma, lie said : — 

«* The object of this measure is to put down pertain forms of gambling 
which are prevalent in British Burma, and which are without doubt a 
fertile source of crime in that province. The particular form of gambling 
for which legislative provision appears to l>o specially needed is that which 
is known in Burma as the *ti* or 30-animul game. You would probably 
wish to know what this game is against v Inch tho legislative powers of tho 
Council are invoked. It is really very simple. The modus ojicraudi appears 
to bo this. Your hanker or professional gambler, who makes his living by 
tho game, chooses one of 30 animals, and deposits a piece of paper on which 
its name is written in a hollow bamboo or box. Then his emissaries go 
round Asking people to name the animal so chosen and to back their guess 
by putting down their money. Any one who guesses rightly gets thirty times 
his stake : the others lose. The theory is that the winning animal is named 
beforehand by the banker, but there is reason to believe that the theory does 
not strictly conform to the practice, and that the banker usually so arranges 
matters as to select the animal on which the smallest amount is staked. 

** Now, the question which has boon exercising tho judicial minds of 
British Burma for a good many years past lias been whether this form of 
amusement — I will use a neutral term — is a kind of gaming which can 1 k> hit 
under the Public Gambling Act, or is a lottery within the meaning of the Ponal 
Code, oy whether it merely constitutes a series of bets which is not punishable 
under any provision of the existing law. 

** Let mo explain a little more fully how the law stands. In the first 
plane, thore is the Public Gambling Act of 1807 (Act III of that year),*whioh 
is in force in tlio North-West, the l’anj&b, Oudh, the Central Provinces and 
British Burma. Three sections of this Act extend to the whole of these 
territories : the rest of tho Act can only bo brought into force, by order of the* 
Local Government, in any specified city, town, suburb or railway-station, 
or in any place within threo miles of a mil way-si at ion. Tho Act provides 
for the punishment of public gambling and tho keeping of common gaming- 
houses; it imposes ponn Ities on tho owners, persons in charge of, and persons 
■'resorting lo, common gaming-houses, and it gives police-officers powers of entry, 
qftaxoh and seiasure. Then, under one of the sections which extend of their own 
force to the whole of the province (section 13) a police-officer may apprehend 
Without warrant — 

'«M)y person found playing for money or other valuable thing with cards, diee, counters 
Ot ether instruments of gaming used m playing any game, not being a game of mere skill, in 
any public street, place or thoroughfare.' * 

} <* The instruments of gaming may be seized and destroyed, and the person 

found gaming under such circumstances is liable to a fine of fifty rupees or to a 
months imprisonment. 
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“ So much for public gambling. Then there is a section . (294 A) which! 
was added to the Penal Code by an Act of 1870 under circumstances which the 
Council may remember, and which is specially directed against lotteries. 

“ Under this section — 

* Whoever keeps any office or place for the purpose of drawing any lottery not author- 
ized by Government shall be punished with imprisonment of either description for a tefrin 
which may extend to six months, or with lino, or with both. 

‘ And whoever publishes any proposal to pay any sum, or to deliver any goods, or to do or 
forbear doing anything for the benefit of any person, on any event or gontingciiey relative or 
applicable to the drawing of any ticket, lot, number or figure in any such lottery, shall be pu- 
nished witli fine which may extend to one thousand rupees. * , 

“Now, for some years after the passing of Act III of 1807 it was held 
that a ti was a l'onn of gaining, and that the lists and papers used in the ti 
were instruments of gaming, within the meaning of that Act. This view was 
confirmed by the High Court of Calcutta in 1805). In 1870 the late Mr. 
Wilkinson atul my lion'hlc friend Mr. Quinlon, as .Judges of the Special Court 
of British Burma, held that tin were lotteries, and that, since the enactment of 
section 25HA of the Indian Penal Code, lotteries were punishable under that 
section and not under Act, I II 011867. Since the date of this judgment, the 
prosecution of the promoters of tin under Act, III of 1807 may he said to have 
ceased ; tin have boon regarded as lotteries, aud the persons concerned in them 
Jiave been prosecuted under section 29 1A oT the Indian Penal Code; and until 
lately no doubt ot‘ the applicability of that section to this part icuiar kind of 
gambling has arisen. 

“ But two recent rulings of the Judicial Commissioner have presented a 
different view of the law. In the first of the eases in question the accused had 
been convicted by the Magistrate, under section 33 of Act III of 1SG7, as having 
been engaged in a ti in a znyat or public rest-house beside a public road. ' Tlio 
Judicial Commissioner called for the proceedings, and, having come to the 
conclusion that a it was not a game of chance and was mere betting or wager- 
ing, lie referred the matter to tho Special Court. The Officiating Recorder, 
Mr. Allen, dissented from the Judicial Commissioner’s opinion, and held that 
the conviction was right. Under the constitution of tho Special Court the opinion 
of the referring Judge prevails. The Judicial Commissioner accordingly issued 
a circular in which his own view of the law is enjoined on the Courts subordin- 
ate to him, — mother words, on all Courts outside the jurisdiction of the Recorder 
of Rangoon, — and in which lie. lays down the doctrine that a ti is not a game nor 
a lottery, and that the papers used in collecting the money of the persons who 
tak e part in the it are wrongly described as lottery-tickets. In the second of 
these cases the accused had been convicted by the Magistrate at Rangoon under 
section 29 l-A of the Penal Code of keeping a lottery-office. On appeal to tlio 
Officiating Recorder, that officer referred the quest ion of whether a ti is a lottery 
to the Special Court. The Judicial Commissioner held that it was not ; the 
Officiating Recorder that it was. In this ease also the opinion of tho referring 
Judge prevailed. The Judicial Commissioner, however, has informed the 
Courts subordinate to him that his own view of tho law is to be their guide. 
.There are thus two contradictory judgments of the Special Court, and two 
diverse rules of law established lor different parts of the province, each Judge 
holding to his own opinion. 

“Now, the quest ion which of these two learned authorities is right in his 
view of the existing law is a question on which it is not necessary forme 
to express an opinion. Mr. Jardiuc has justified his opinion by reference ,t<>. 
feorae cases which have been decided in England under the English law, and I 
am by no means prepared to say that tho cast's to which he refers aro not .in 
point. But whether he is right or wrong in point of law, there can, I think, bo 
no doubt that his decisions have bad an unfortunate eff ect and liave given a great 
impetus to gambling throughout the province. 

“ In confirmation of this statement lot me road you some extracts froth 
the Police Administration Report of British Burma for the year 1883 : — 

f Gambling, admittedly one of the most fruitful nourees of crime in Thirma, has been 
frightfully on the increase of late, notably iu its most dangerous form — Chinese lottery : this 
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the Judicial Commissioner ruled could not be dealt with under the Gambling Act nor under the 
* Penal Code; the lotteries are consequently universal all over the country. As I write I receive 
from a Superintendent/ a diary from which I give the following extract : — u In the morning 
strolled casually along the bank of the river and entered the verandas of four brokers’ houses 

at hazard; found lotteries going on and being collected in each one .. In the 

evening went through the town, and again found lotteries hard at work . 99 Ami this was in 
a part of the country where five robberies have occurred in the last month within a few 
miles radius. 

* * ‘ * * * * 4c- * 

f 78. The number of gambling cases brought to trial does not materially differ from 
that of the previous year ; but that gambling* has increased, and is daily increasing, is I fear, 
beyond a doubt. 

*79. The Chinese lottery, or rf 8(5-animal game/' has been reported on, written about 
and discussed by every officer in the province ; it is the favourite form of gambling through- 
out Burma; it exercises the most extraordinary fascination over people of every class and age; 
# men and women seem equally fond of it and children take to it eagerly ; and, as it lias now 
been declared by the Judicial Commissioner not to be illegal, it is in full swing all over tho 
country, llangoott is an exception ; there the Recorder has declared it to be still punisliahlo 
under section 291A of the Indian Penal Code, and it is therefore kept in check to some 
extent. 

* 80. So much has been said and written on the subject of gambling in British Burma 
that it is superfluous to dilate on the subject. The most competent judges have given it as 
their opinion that gambling is one of the principal sources of crime: the most dangerous form 

of gambling is now legalized, and crime is increasing with giant strides. 

* 

r Sl. A draft Hill for tho prevention of gambling lias, I believe, been submitted to tho 
legislature by tin: Local Government. Some stringent measures are absolutely necessary if 
anything like order is to be preserved in llu* country. It, is not only the magistracy and 
police who are calling out for help ill this respect ; the Ingyis or elders have on several 
occasions petitioned the District Magistrates t.o put uo\vn this er) ing evil; aud who are better 
judges than they of the harm that is being done by gambling ? 

* S2. It is not only that the gambling itself does harm, but tlip lottery-houses in many 
places arc the haunts of loose characters; liquor and opium add to the excitement of the 
lotteries, and the result, is riots and quarrels, ending in one or more lining carried ofE with 
dangerous or fatal wounds, and others concerned ill the infliction, or abetting f.be infliction, of 
these wounds being carried, oil by tin* police or absconding from justice, possibly to become 
habitual criminals ami pests of society / 

“ The request l'or legislation which is embodied in this report is only a 
■repetition of similar representations which had been made on many previous 
occasions, in consequence of a representation to the same e fleet, which had 
been made in Ihe previous year (1KR2), the Chief Commissioner issued a 
Resolution directing tho Commissioners of the* province to obtain an ex- 

{ mission of public opinion on the question. With the Resolution were circu- 
ated various papers bearing on the subject, including a llill for the suppression 
of unlawful gaming which was before the legislature of the Straits Settlements. 
Special inquiry was mado as to whether the people of Burma desired, and were 
prepared to accept, a stringent gaming law similar to that Bill. * 

“The answers showed tdearly that tho Burmans as a body regarded the 
prevalence of gambling, specially as practised in t he it, as a very great evil. 
Government officers were almost, equally strong in their denunciations of these 
tin. With a few exceptions the opinions received wore iu favour of suppressing 
this and other forms of public gaming*, and tho Bill proposed for tho Straits 
Settlements was accepted as a guide to the direction which legislation should 
take. 

“These answers came, in at a time when Mr. Charles Crostlr waite was offi- 
ciating as Chief Commissioner, and tho advice which he gave us was by all 
means to' legislate, but not to take the proposed Straits Settlements Ordinance 
as a precise guide to legislation. 

“ After mature consideration, ** says the letter of tho Chief Commis- 
sioner, — 

* of the opinions of the local officers ami of tho Nht-ivo gentlemen who have been consulted, 
the Chief Commissioner's opinion is strongly against the endeavour to copy the measure 
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proposed by tbe . Government of the Straits Settlements. This draft Ordinance is a very 

complicated piece of legislation, very stringent in its provisions, and very lively, unless worked' i. 
under closer supervision tbftn can* be given tw it in Burma, to become an engine t>£ oppression. 
Mr. Crosthwaite is not at all in favour of a crusade against gambling of every kind. A people 
like the Burmese must have amusement of some sort. It is quite possible to make gambling 
an expensive amusement, but to stop it altogether, if tbe people wish to indulge in- it* is 
beyond the power of the law, and the attompt to do it will only result in systematic bribery 
and the corruption of the police. From the papers submitted it appears that what- is chiefly 
needed is the repression of the professional //-gambler, the man who makes liis living by 
going about inducing people to game and as often as not swindling them out of their money. 
The urgent requisite is a law which will enable the authorities to deal with professional 
gamblers, and all who aid and abet them, with prompt severity, wherever they may be found. 
For other pm-jtoscs the Act of 1 S (i 7 appears to he suliicient, and the Chief Commissioner 
does not desire the extension of all its provisions to the province generally. ’ 


44 Mr. Crosthwaite submitted with the letter from which I have been quoting 
two alternative drafts, either of whieb lie suggested might ho taken as the basis 
of legislation. The chief difference between them was that one of them was so - 
framed as to deal exclusively with //-gaming, whilst the other proposed to repeal 
the Act of 1807 and re-enact it for British Burma with the necessary ad- 
ditions and modifications. 


44 Since Mr. Bernard has resumed office as Chief Commissioner, he has 
strongly urged upon us the necessity for early legislation on the lines of the 
proposals submitted to us by Mr. Crosthwaite. 

44 T think I have said quite enough to show T that some legislation on tlm 
subject is urgently required. I will reserve until the introduction of the Bill 
my explanation of the precise manner in which it is proposed to amend the law.* 
All I will say on the presont occasion is that, of the two alternative proposals 
submitted to us by Mr. Crosthwaite, we have resolved to adopt in principle the 
former/ that is to say, not to recast the Gambling Act, but to amend or 
supplement it in such a manner as to bring the game of 4 f i * within the grasp 
of the law. There is some difficulty in adapting the provisions of the Act of 
1867 to thisf particular game, because that Act is directed against public gamb- 
ling, and the keeping of and resort to common gaming-houses, whereas the 
game of 4 U 1 is carried on also in private? houses ; hut this is a kind of difficulty 
which can probably he got over by a little ingenuity of drafting. And, if the 
game is to he made an offence, I do not see why it should not he made punish- 
able both under tho provisions of the Penal Code and under tlic Gambling Act. 
When X say that the offence should he punishable under hotli these provisions, . 
of course I do not moan that a man should ho made punishable twice for the 
samo offence, hut merely that the. two Acts should to a certain extent overlap 
each jother, and that the prosecutor should he left his elioioo of proceeding . 
ugder one? or the other, according to the circumstances of tlie case.*’ 

The Motion was put and agreed to. 

The Council, adjourned to Wednesday, the 27th August, 1881.

— Rain lias fallen throughout the Madras Presidency, hut the fall has been 
a light one, and move rain is wanted in almost every district. There has been slight rain in 
Mysore during the week, but' the condition of tin* standing crops is still poor or precarious. In 
Coorg there was good rain, and the codec and rice crops have beeu much .benefited. Light ruin fell 
throughout the Rom bay Presidency (except Simlj, but more is wanted for the young crops which are 
withering In parts of Poona, Ahmodnngar, and Kal.ulgi. There was no rain in the lierars, and in 
Hyderabad the fall was light; but the condition of the crop* continues good. There was good rain gen- 
erally throughout the Central India and Itajputuna States and pmspeets arc good. In the North-AVcstern 
Provinces and Gudh good rain is again reported from all distric ts and a break is now needed. The 
crops are in excellent condition. In the Punjab rain fell in most districts, hut more would he bene- 
ficial, especially in Hissar and Sirsa. Prosjieets generally are good. Rain fell throughout the Central 
Provinces and prospects are fair. Good falls of rain are reported from the Assam districts. At Cacliar 
the river has risen dd 1 feet over the usual dry season level, owing to the heavy min which has fallen in 
the hills. In Bengal the rainfall of the week has been generally light, and more is still wanted in 
many places. 

The latest report of the Meteorological Department, 1 dated the 28th instant, slates that rain con- 
tinues heavy along the west coast. No rain is reported from Punjab, except in Mooltan and Simla, 
and none from Rohnr or Cliota Nagpur, Sind, Unjputanu, and the Carnatic. In other parts of the 
country rain has fallen everywhere, though in the Central Provinces the fall is partial. 

Harvesting continues in some districts in Madras. The condition of the standing crops in some 
districts in the Rom hay Presidency is unsatisfactory owing to insuilieieut rainfall ; the cotton crop, 
has beeu attacked by blight in Hyderabad. The k/i urif sowings have been nearly completed in Punjab^ 
aud preparations for th« rabi are in progress there and in the Central Provinces. In Bengal, unless 
heavy rain falls shortly, the prospects of amun will, it is reported, be much affected. Harvesting of aits 
and jute continue, but the outturn where completed does not exceed 12 annas. In Assam agricul- 
tural prospects are on the whole gond. The public health is generally good ; but cholera and small-pox

There is a falling-off of 175 lakhs m the net circulation; but as this 
occurs in notes of R 1,000 and 10,000 held by Banks for commercial conve- 
nience, it shows that the decrease is due to the dullness of trade, especially 
during the last quarter of the year. The people's investment, or the lower de- 
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n ominations show no decrease. As noted last year, there were special reasons 
f y the decrease in the 20-rupee note circulation, but this is met by an increase 
in the 5-rupee and 10-rupee note issues.

The experience of 1879-80 and 1880-81 seemed to establish the fact of a low 
range of circulation from April to September, and a sudden increase at the 
opening of the cold weather and a rapid diminution in February, as the normal 
state of the circulation in Calcutta. The figures of the year under report show 
the maximum in April and November but with little variation throughout the year. 
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The figures from April to September are above those of last year, and there 
was no great rise in October or succeeding months resembling in this resp^pt 
1881-83. Some years must, however, elapse before any very useful lessons can 
be drawn from these phenomena.

There is a steady decrease in each month both in Madras and Bombay. In 
both the net decrease is chiefly on the aggregate of notes for 500, 1,000, 
10,000 Rupees, whilst in the 5 and 10-ruppe notes circulation there is an increase : 
thus, so far as we examine the returns under each set of relations, .they all show 
that the falling-off occurs among the notes of the highest denominations, and 
that so far as the general public is concerned there is no decrease. In Bombay 
this year the maximum fell in November and the minimum in June. Last 
year the maximum was in September and the minimum in December. In 
Madras in both years the maximum was in the last quarter and the minimum in 
J uly — September.

Tlie withdrawal of the permission to cash foreign notes at Allahabad and 
Lahdre, referred to in paragraph 28 of last year’s report, has reduced the value of 
these notes by two-thirds in Allahabad and one-half in Lahore. Those received 
have come through payments made on behalf of Government dues, or through 
the Railways. The Deputy Commissioner of Paper Currency at Allahabad 
writes : “It will be observed that the value of these notes (foreign circle notes) 
is less by more than two-thirds than the value of foreign circle notes cashed 
during the year 1882-83. The encashment of foreign circle notes presented by 
Banks and the public ceased on the nth April 1883, up to .which date about 
six lakhs of such notes had been cashed.” •

27. In 1875 it was considered advisable to collect data for an enquiry into 
the subject of the rate of absorption of the silver coinage in British India, and we 
have since then endeavoured to ascertain each year the proportion of the several 
issues qf Government rupees from 1835, in actual circulation in different parts 
of the country. Our plan has been to ask each Collector or district officer to 
have 2,000 rupees of his treasury balance sorted according to the several issues, 
taking care that the bag or bags selected for examination are such as are made 
up of small sums received in current collections, or are received from one of 
the rural tahsfl or taluk treasuries, in order that they may represent as fairly 
as possible the description of coin in current use in the district. The result of 
. this examination has now been collected for the ten years from 1875 to iS$4» 
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a8. It was in view of this enquiry that arrangements were made in 1874 to 
Stamp the year of coinage on the rupees in order to separate the issues of 
each year, and this has since been regularly done. Between the years 1835 and 
1874 four descriptions of rupees were issued from the Indian Mints, namely, 
(1) the William IV ; (2) the Victoria 1840, first issue, which are of- rather 
greater diameter than the earlier and later issues, and have the words “ Victoria 
Queen ” close together ; (3) the Victoria 1840, second issue, with a diameter 
of 1*2 inch and the words “ Victoria Queen ” on either side of Her Majesty’s 
head; and (4) the Victoria 1862. I have been able to ascertain the numbers 
of rupees of each of the above descriptions coined in the Indian Mints, except 
in regard to Madras, where it cannot be stated exactly how much of the coin 
issued between the years 1841*42 and 1861*62 appertain to the first and second 
issues respectively. I am informed, however, that the new dies were intro- 
duced in Calcutta in 1850-51, and in the absence of more precise data 
the same year may be taken to divide the Madras rupees between the two 
issues. It is also deserving of note here that, in the interval between 1835-36 
and 1841*42, there appears to have been no silver coinage in Madras, the bullion 
purchased having been sent to the Calcutta Mint for coinage. The coins ex- 
amined at the district treasuries have been sorted according to the several 
issues mentioned above. 


29. I now present the following statements, which show what materials 
have been collected in pursuance of this enquiry. The first is a statement of 
whole rupees coined and issued from the Indian Mints between the years 1835 
and 1883 inclusive. The second shows the proportion of the several issues of 
Government rupees in actual circulation as ascertained by the examination, each 
year, of a bag containing R2,ooo in every Government treasury in British India. 
The third statement affords the same information as the second, but gives it 
separately for each province and for each of the three years 1875, 1880, and 
1884. I do not propose to review these figures at present, my object in 
producing them being rather to show what we are doing, and to elicit sug- 
gestions as to the particular points on which information is required.

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The fluctuations are entirely governed by the supply of bills and the 1 *ates 
obtained for them by the Secretary of State. The highest importations of 
bullion were during the last quarter of the year. There were some remit- 
tances of silver to Allahabad to make up for the depletion of the current 
stock due to the withdrawal of shroff-marked coin, and to relieve the plethora 
in Bombay. This has been accomplished during the year, and there are now 
no greater accumulations than are necessary to provide for what is now the 
custom to send shipments of specie direct to Rangoon for the rice season. 

, The flow of bullion is still steady to Bombay, and but little reaches Calcutta, so 
that it is necessary to make use of every opportunity to get actual specie to the 
Calcutta sjde. The demands of the Banks therefore for Burma are met by 
direct shipments to Rangoon instead of payment from our local reserve, which 
would have at once to be replenished by land-carriage from Bombay.

38. The diminution in the annual amount still continues ; but as only in a 

very few cases indeed is an application for payment refused, it cannot be laid to 
the fault of the new rules which work well and satisfactorily, and place on record 
all that is necessary to be known regarding any note on which a claim is made 
and accepted. * 

FORGERY AND FRAUD. 

39. The forged twenty-rupee notes referred to in paragraphs 46 — 51 of last 
year's Report continue to be presented, and a large number that had not been 
presented was surrendered to the Police, but it is not yet known where or by 
whom the forgeries were perpetrated. The notes are of the £ , Calcutta series, 
and are fairly well executed, and would certainly pass in the hurry of ordinary 
business with persons not well acquainted with Currency notes.

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40. When this series of forgeries was first detected, a warping was issued 
on the and August 1882 to the public, which, as reported last year, was followed 
by a singular pafiic, the Currency Office being crowded daily with persons offering 
twenty-rupee notes for exchange. Seven of these forgeries were discovered in 
August 1882 ; two in October and one in November 1882, and five during 1883. 
The history of all has been traced as far as some firm or other of native brokers 
or merchants, who state that, owing to the smallness of the value, they kept no 
record of the person from whom they received the note, or of the person to 
whom they delivered it. This practice follows our own, and to it is no doubt due 

* the attempts now made to place in circulation forged notes of the lower deno- 
minations, as detection is so much more difficult. 

41. The effect of these forgeries on the circulation of twenty -rupee notes of 
the Calcutta Circle, and on the circulation of those of lower denominations, is 
still very marked : —

Currency Office for encashment, and was detected. It apparently belongs to 
the work of a gang of forgers whp were prosecuted to conviction in 1S77. 

43. Four forged notes for R5 each, numbered ^ 68068, 6968, £ 69860, 

and ,*69800, were found in the possession of a man at Bussirhaut, in the 24- 
Pergunnahs. These seem to have been done a good deal by hand and were- 
on the whole clumsy imitations not likely to deceive. 

44. A forged note for five rupees („* 6680) was presented by a Marwari on 
the 7th March 1884, and is apparently connected with the preceding and a 
series of similar forgeries in the Baraset district. The execution is clumsy, the 
medallion being thick and coarse and the printing in the body very rough. 

The paper appears to be letter paper, and there were only four instead of the 
usual five figures. * * 

45. Another forged note for five rupees (~ 69806) was presented at the 
Calcutta Currency Office, and actually paid on the 9th April 1884, but the 
forgery was at once detected qnd the money recovered. Though the holder was 
prosecuted and acquitted of guilty intent, the employes of the Currency Office 
concerned have been punished for their gross carelessness in admitting at all * 
such a palpable forgery. This case properly belongs to next year’s report. 

m 

46. On the 8th November 1883, a forged note for ten rupees of the Cal- 
cutta Circle 7*75*) was presented and shows a very skilful imitation. The 
paper is of a similar texture to that used by the Bank of England, and the 
medallions and devices are very cleanly imitated. But the printing in the body 
“ 1 promise to pay, &c.,” together with the serial letters and numbers, are rough 
and coarse. 


c 
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47. In November [883, Bhojraj of Tappal, in the Aligarh district, was found 
in possession of a hand-drawn imitation of a currency note of the Nagpur Circle 
for R100, and was charged with the offence of having it In his possession 
with the intention of fraudulently or dishonestly using it as genuine. Bhojraj 
was acquitted of the fraudulent intent by the Sessions Judge, and the note 
was sent to me. It is a vety coarse imitation by hand, without a signature, and 
without any attempt at copying the engraved lines in any portion of it, and 
could not take in any one that had ever seen a genuine note. 

48. One cannot help suspecting, in the cases that come before me for 
•payment on halves of notes, that some are those of persons who obtain halves 
of mismatched notes and claim on both as parts of separate notes. A case of 
this sort has been prosecuted to conviction in September 1883. Sayyid Jafar . 
Husain of Rai Bareli, and Ata Husain of Lucknow, were prosecuted in the Court 
of the Deputy Commissioner, Rai Bareli, for presenting a mismatched note ‘ 
”40987 and ”40988 and claiming value on both halves, and were, on convic- 
tion under sections 417, 109, and 511 of the Indian Penal Code, sentenced to 
two months’ simple imprisonment. 


49. A case similar to the preceding was noticed at paragraph 53 of last 
year’s report as having occurred in Bombay. The particulars of this case 
belong to this year. On the 2nd November 1882, Shiulal Atmaram presented 
a mismatched note, No. * with a declaration in the usual form as to how 
the note had come into his possession. He stated that he had received it in 
the course of business on the 27th October 1882. As there was at that time 
*110 counter-claim, the claim was simply registered. On the 8th February 1883, 
one Ghulam Husain Hasan Ali presented the two corresponding halves of the 
above -notes, and at first claimed payment on a single note only. He subse- 
quently, however, in his declaration stated that he was originally the proprietor 
. of the two entire notes, that they were received by his firm in the course of 
husiness at Surat, that they* were divided for the purpose of remittance, and 
that he therefore claimed payment of value on both halves ; further, that the 
two missing halves were lost by him about 1st December 1882. This was 
of course impossible, as the other halves of the notes were on that date in pos- 
session of the 'Currency Office, and had been so since 2nd November 1882. 
During the year Borah Ghulam Husain Hasan Ali has .been convicted of fraud 
and, sentenced to two years’ imprisonment. As remarked in the previous 
paragraph, I cannot but think that more cases of this kind must crop up, as ,our 
rules and practice are too lenient in this respect. #

Observations. — The failure of the cold-weather rains caused a great 
demand for canal water. Tho area irrigated, 1,471,927 acres, is again the 
largest on record, having exceeded the previous maximum, (of 1882-83) by 
237,701 acres ; whilst the assessments under occupiers’ rate amount to 
1131,16,061, or an increase of R5,0S,919.

The chief increase is on the Upper Ganges Canal, which shows an excess 
of 107,407 acres over the area attained in 1882-83. The area irrigated on this 
canal, viz., 627,872 acres, is within 15,000 acres of the amount watered in 

1880- 81, previous to tho transfer of the Cawnpore and Etawali Branches to the 
Lower Ganges Canal, thus showing the greater economy in the distribution of 
water. 

On the Lower Ganges Canal there is an increase of 43,241 acres over the 
returns of tho previous year, which, however, were 19,731 acres less th»« in 

1881- 82. The old Divisions, vis., tint Cawnpore and Eta. wall Branches, show 
a total of 211,908 acres, or an increase of 7,004 acres. 

« 

On the new Divisions, viz., Narora, .Mainpuri, and Bhognipur, there has 
been an increase of 35,637 acres. The irrigation on these Divisions is still un- 
developed, and there is no doubt that in time tlic area irrigated on the Lower 
Ganges Canal will at least equal that now obtained on the Upper Ganges. 

The large increase of 68,240 acres on the Agra Canal is due not only to 
„the season, bull also to the extension of the distributary system . which took 
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place last year. The result is the more satisfactory, as the increase hds 
occurred at a time when the river Jumna fell lower than ever known before ; 
and the scanty supply jn the canal had to be eked out with the assistance of 
Ganges water, which was given without detriment to the irrigation, depending 
on tne canals taking out from that river. 

The increase, over the .previous year, on the Eastern Jumna Canal is 
17,870 acres ; whilst the minor irrigation works, vis., the Dun and ltohilkhand 
Canals and the Bundelkliand tanks, remain at their normal figures. On the 
Bijnor Canals there has been a marked increase during the last two years, due 
chiefly to the remodelling works undertaken in 1881-82.

The area under wheat and barley alone amounted to 1,116,035 acres, and 
116,907 acres of pulses were watered, or about 50,000 acres more than tlie aver- 
age. Poppy and other drugs remained at about the usual figure of 17,000 
acres ; whilst other crops watered rose from 11(5,602 to 221,280 acres.

The small amount of 29,360 acres under wheat cultivation on the Agra 
, Canal is noteworthy. 

The acreage of inferior grains and pulses on this canal is 76,979, and of 
gram 84,774 acres, or a total of nearly four times the area under wheat ; whilst 
that under barley is 24,035 acres, or nearly the same as wheat — a remarkable 
contrast to the areas cultivated on other canals. As irrigation is extended 
superior crops will, as elsewhere, be sown and the present slovenly style ol 
cultivation improved.

Uxm:ii certain enactments in force in the North- Western Provinces certain functions are 
assigned to the Governor General in Council, which in practice are now discharged by the 
Lieutenant -Governor of those provinces. Thus, bv sect ions 10 and 11? of Bengal Regulation* 
XXX111 of 1800 [for laying <>pen to public use the si one -quarries at Cluuiar, Uhdzipur and 
Mirzaj)nr f hi the Province of Jienare.\ f subject to a ji.nul duty) 9 the Governor General ill 
Council is empowered to sanction the allowances and establishment of the daroghas of the 
stone-quarries referred .to, to fix the rate of duty payable in respect of stone excavated from 
those quarries, and to make further rules respecting the quarries. As these quarries have 
now become Provincial both financially and administratively, they have long been under the 
control of the Local Government, which lias been in the habit of exercising the powers above 
noticed, though they are by law assigned to the Governor General in Council. 

i. As the discharge by the Lieutenant-Governor of the North-Western Provinees 
of there and similar functions assigned by other enactments to tlie Governor General in Council, 
though in accordance with existing administrative arrangements, would seem to be of 
doubtful legality, the prevent Hill has been prepared with the object of empowering the Lieu- 
tenant-Governor to continue to discharge these functions in the future and legalizing their 
discharge by him in the past.

* *8. Tlic attention of the Government has Recently been directed to the fact that, as the 
law now stands, the Governor General in Council and his licensees* have no power to placer 
telegraph lines upon the land of municipal or other similar bodies or of private persons. In 
XSngland flie requisite powers arc conferred tfn the Postmaster General, who works and maintains 
the telegraphs in that country, by 86 & 27 Yic., cap. 112, as amended by 4L & 42 Vic., cap. 76 ; ♦ 
and as it seems desirable that the Gjjvehimcnt in which the exclusive privilege of establishing 
telegraphs iq this country is vested should possess somewhat similar powers, present Bill 
♦has been prepared. , , 

3. Section, 3 empowers the Government or any company or.perf5on licensed under section 4 
b£ the Indian Telegraph "Act, 1.S76, and specially authorized by a Governftieut officer to place and 
maintain telegraph lines and posts under, ove^ along, across, in or upon tlie property of any 
f * person V, whieli term includes a body corporate. Jt. is considered* that licensees should have 
these powers, because the licenses granted always strictly limit the area- of the operations of the 
licensees, and it would bo somewhat anomalous for local bodies and private persons to have the 
* poweif to neutralize the licenses granted by the Governor General in Cuuucil by objecting to the 
licensees 1 operations, or by hampering* them by the exaction of fees fo ^permission to work 
under tlieir licenses. The powers thus given are, however, to he exercised so as to do as little 
damage as possible, and their exorcise is moreover made sub ject to important restrictions and 
conditions. . * 


\ 4. When the property belongs to a municipal board or other local authority, the powers 

conferred by the Act cannot be exercised over it without the consent of that authority ; and that 
consent may be given subject to conditions. Amofig other conditions which can be imposed 
is one requiring that any expenses to which the local authority may l>e pyt by the exercise 
of the power sliall be made good ; but it will be observed that no provision is made for 
the payment of compensation on any other account to a local authority whose* property *is made 
use of for this purpose* it being considered that, as the construction of telegraphs, is a .matter 
in which the public are interested, no charge should be made for accommodation of this «sort 
when it can be granted without inconvenience to the public or expense to iho local authority * 
Concerned.

5. It may sometimes happen that, though at tli« time when a telegraph authority desires 
to excrei^p its powers over some property of a local authority therjj may be no reasonable 
4 ground for ob jecting, and the local authority may thus lihd itself compelled tiVponscrit, a state 
of tilings may subsequently arise undpr which the continued oxereifte of the powers Y 0ll ld bo 
felt as a grave public i neon venienee or a cause of serious loss. Land, e.g which was waste at the 
’time the telegraph line was construct!*! over.it might afterwards he required for some ^important 
public object or might acquire great value for building purposes, and, as no compensation 
(except for actual expenses out of pocket) would have been paid to tlic local- authority; 

the time the line tvas constructed, it* is but just that provision should be made for 
th# removal or alteration of the line in such an event. This accordingly is done by section 
6 #f the Bill, which empowers the "local authority to call upon the telegraph authority to 
remove or alter its telegraph or post, and, in the event of the telegraph authority refusing 
or neglecting to do so, gives an appeal to the Local Government. * _ 


6. In the event, which it is believed will be rare, of a local authority arbitrarily refusing / 
its consent to the exercise by a Jtelcgraph authority of the powers conferred by th» Bill or clog* 
ging its ^consent, with unreasonable conditions, it. will (section 7) be open to the telegraphy 

authority to appeal to the Local Government, whoso decision will be ft nab . -

* 7. Turning now to the case in which it may be desired to exercise the powers given by the 

Bill over the property of private persons, it will be soon thtit here provision is made for* the pay- 
1 ment*of full compensation, the amount of which in the -event of dispute will (section 9) be* 
determined by the Civil Court, ami that, inf tlic event of a person upon whose property a* t 
telegraph line or post has been placed desiring subsequently to deal with' the property in such 
a’way as would make it necessary or convenient that the lino or post should he removed to 
another part of it or tb*a higher or lower level or altered in forth, he can (section 10) tender 
1 tlie* cost of the work and call upon tho telegraph authority to remove or altep tho line hr post, 

* and, if that authority refuses to do so, can appeal to the Civil Court. 

8.. It may be observed, however^ that in practice in this country the power of talcing 
telegbipli lines through private property is not likely to bo exercised cither by the Government* 
by its licensees except oi> rare occasions, and then as a rule only to tlie extent of cross-'* • 
ing with the wire, a post being scarcely over erected on private laud. Private property ha#., 
hitherto begn always avoided as much, as possible, and it is likely to be is till more carefully * 
avoided in future i£ # it is made clear, as? it is proposed to do by this Bill, that full compensation* * 
will have to Wpaid*^ 0 ? cxoitasing the power over private and uot* for exercising it ovet public 
property. • *

Act as it at present stands is far from dear, ana the object of 
the amendment proposed ist section 12 of the Bill is to pat them on much the same footing 
as licensed lines. . . ’ , 

a* 11. The object of th$ third amendment, which is Vade by section 13 of the .Bill, is to 
prescribe penalties for the breach of the* rules made under^seotion 8 of tho Act for thtf conduct 
• of telegraphs worked udder license or lease. In such cases, as the Act now stands, the only 
remedy is to revoke the license or l^asc, but this coi)rse would in most owes cau&e such great 
public inconvenience that it is impracticable. The result is' that at present there is virtually n<S 
penalty for title infringement*of the rules made under section 8 of the Act. , To remedy this 
state of things, |he Bill adds*a clause to that section empowering the Governor General ifi 
Council to presenbo by the rules moderate fines {or the breach of them. * .

The following 1 Report of the Select Committee on the Bill to make better provision for 
the organization and administration of Municipalities in the Panjfib was presented to the 
Council of the Governor General of India for the purpose of making Laws and Regulations 
on the Gth August, 1BS1 a 


We, the undersigned Members of the Select Committee to which the Bill to make better 

provision for the organization and ad- 
ministration of Municipalities in the 
Banjul) was referred, have considered 
the Bill and the papers noted in the 
margin, and have now the honour to 
submit this our Report. 

2. Instead of regaling the Panjab 
Municipal Act, 1S73, and bringing the. 
new law into force at once, as was pro- 
posed in the Bill as introduced, we have 
thought it better (section *1« of the 
amended- Bill) to require tlio Local 
Government to apply the new law to 
any place to which that Act had been 
extended, unless the Local Government comes to the conclusion, ami declares by notilieation 
in the oliicial Gazette, that the provisions of the Act are not. suited to any such place. The 
Local Government is at. the same time empowered to continue in oiiice the members of the pre- 
sent. eonuflittees as if they had been elected on appointed under the new law for any term not 
* exceeding three \ ears which it may fix. When the new law is thus made applicable to any 
place to which the Act of 1S7 : > had been extended, that Act will cease to apply, and other con- 
sequences will follow, which are set forth in section J 2. In the Supplemental chapter, tho 
Local Government is further empowered to withdraw the area of any municipality from the 
operation oil her of Act IV of 1 87 3 or of the now law, if the latter has been made applicable* 
The Local Government will thus be enabled to abolish any municipality constituted under Act 
TV of iS73, if it appears undesirable to continue municipal institutions in the area under its 
control.

3. The provisions as to the term of office of members, the removal of members and the 
filling up of casual vacancies in the committee have been assimilated, as nearly as possible, 
to the corresponding provisions in tin* District Boards Act. 

*t. On the recommendation of the Local Government, we have by section I t empowered 
the Commissioner of a division to approve of the election of a president by a second class com- 
mittee, and to appoint the piesident of a committee of this class where the committee is not 
empowered to elect, or fails or does not desire to exercise the power. 

5. The provision in section 2*5 enabling the president or, in his absence, a vice-president 
to - exercise tins powers of tiro com mitten in cases of emergency has been limited to the 
power, at the cost of the municipality, to direct the execution of any work or the doing of any 
act. which he considers necessary for the service or safety of tho public ; and, when he exercises 
this power, he is required to report, his proceedings to the next, following meeting of the com- 
mittee. Where the cases is sufficiently provided for by the rules of business under section 24, 
*ns to the exercise of the executive authority of the committee, the extraordinary powers given 
by section 25 of course will not arise, as there would not then be a case of emergency* 

0. In section 27 wc have provided that nothing done under tin; Act should bo questioned 
on uccount of the existence of a vacancy in a committee or joint committee or of any merely 
formal defect. 


7. We have not retained the provision of the Bill as introduced requiring tho sanction 
o£ tho Commissioner of the division to die removal of a paid secretary, anti his sauction 
to the appointment is confined (section 28) to the appointment of a paid secretary and to 
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the rate of pay to be allowed, and does not extend .to approval of the person selected. The 
responsibility lor appointing a proper person will thus rest exclusively with the (ommittee. 
In cases, however, in which Government officers were employed in the service o£ a municipal- 
ity before the passing of this Bill into law, section 12 provides for their remaining in the 
service of the new committee, and prohibits their dismissal unless under the sanction of the ~ 
Local Government. 


8. The employment of other officers and servants (when there is available budget pro- 
vision) is made subject only (section 29) to what is necessary and pro]>er for the efficient 
execution of the duties of the committee, and to any rules which the Local Government may 
make as to the employment of persons appointed to offices requiring professional skill; but 
power is given to the Commissioner of the division, subject to an appeal by the com tn it tee to 
the Local Government (section 30), to require the reduction of excessively large or expensive- 
establishments or of unduly high rates of pay. 


9. We have raised the limit of the power of first class committees (section 38) to 
delegate the authority to enter into contracts oil their behalf to 500 rupees, and have required 
all contracts for larger amounts on behalf of any committee to be sanctioned at a meeting of- 
the committee before they can be entered into. It has been suggested that separate 
provision is required for coutmets which do not fix the quantity of work to be done, but only 
the rate to be paid per unit of work ; but. we an? of opinion that these contracts win be brought 
within this section by fixing a maximum limit, not exceeding five hundred rupees, oil the 
sum which may become payable unde r them. 

10. In section 31 the limit of value above which contracts are required to be in writing 
has been increased from Its, 21) to Its. 100 in the case of first class committees, and Its. 50 in 
the case of second class committees. 

11. The prohibition in section 35 of members, officers or servants of the committee being 
interested in contracts with the committee, unless with the Commissioner’s permission,. has been 
assimilated to section 02 ol‘ the District Boards Act. 

12. Section 3'i, which takes the place of section 09 of the Bill as introduced, has been 
modified so as to require notice to be given of all suits against committees, or against their 
officers for their official acts; the sub-sections as to limitation and as to tender of amends being- 
omitted as unnecessary. The protection thus given corresponds with that given to Govern- 
ment. and to public officers by section 4M« of the Civil Procedure Code, except that tlu> notice* 
required is shorter. 

13. In the Taxation chapter th#» taxes which committees are empowered to propose for the 
general purposes of the Act are brought, together in section 39, a higher rate of tax on buildings 
and lands being allowed in certain scheduled municipalities, all of whieh arc hill-stations, than 
that which is fixed as the maximum elsewhere. 

14. In the second sub-section of section 39 wo have defined the expression t( annual 
value 99 as meaning the gross annual rent for whieh buildings or lands might reasonably 
be expected to let, and ive have omitted the first proviso, as, though it has beeu the 
practice in hill-stations to let houses furnished, the furniture supplied is ordinarily of small 
value; and as most of us are of opinion that- the rent to be considered in estimating the 
annual value is the sum for which they would let if unfurnished, we have added words making 
this clear. 

18. Special powers arc also given to impose a scavenging-tax and a water-tax as pay- 
ment for services rendered to the occupiers of any buildings or land or for the construction 
and maintenance of works for the supply of water from which such occupiers may benefit. 
No special power has been thought necessary to enable committees to* charge l'ocs for the 
use of schools or other public institutions maintained by them, as they may impose any condi- 
tions they may think proper upon persons who wish to avail themselves of the benefit of such 
institutions. 

1(5. AVe have modified the procedure for imposing and assessing taxes (seel ion 42) by 
providing that new taxes leviable by the year should not come into force except at the com- 
mencement of the year, and other new taxes until at least six months have elapsed from 
the date of the meeting at which, after the requisite sanction has been obtained, their 
imposition is directed. 

17. We have enabled the Local Government (section 45), where any tax appears unfair 
in its incidence or injurious to the interests of the public, to require the committee to take the 
necessary measures to remove the objection, and, if it fails to comply with the requisition, to 
suspend the levy of the tax. 

. IS. AVe have (section *19) given nu appeal, against assessments, on account of octroi, as 
in the ease of oilier taxes, and we have also enabled officers hearing appeals against assessments, 
'if they entertain reasonable doubt on any question as to the liability to, or principle of, the 
assessment, to state a case for the decision of the Chief Court. 

, 19. We have (section 52) saved ta vs leviable under the Municipal Act now in force so 
fat as they are consistent with, and within the powers conferred by, the new law. ■ 

20, AVe have in section 59 conferred upon the committee a power to remit a tax oa 
buildings on certain equitable grounds. 
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21. We have made taxes off buildings and lands, other t-liau the scavenging-tax and the 
„ water-tax, payable by the owner and also a charge upon the property, and have therefore found 
it unnecessary to make them recoverable from the gpeupier if not paid by the owner after 
notice. 

i 22. Wc have added a section (62) giving power to inspect the contents of a conveyance 
or package to ascertain whether octroi is payable by having it brought before a Magistrate for 
the purpose, if the person bringing or receiving it within tho municipality refuses to allow the 
necessary inspection, and have in other respects amended the provisions of the Bill as intro- 
duced on the subject of the recovery of octroi. 

28. The provisions of the Bill on the subject of the municipal fund and of municipal 
property have been brought together in a now chapter (Chapter* IV). In this chapter we have 
provided (section 6b) for prior charges on the municipal fund for loans, establishment-charges 
and payments for maintenance of pauper-lunatics, audit of accounts, and services rendered to 
the committee by Provincial Departments of Government, and have empowered the Local Gov- 
ernment to make rules with respect to the relative priority to be given to the other duties of 
the committee. We have also (section 71) dec I. ire« 1 ccr tain descriptions of property held for 
municipal purposes to vest in the committee, and have (section 72* introduced a clause, based on 
a somewhat similar provision of the Bombay Municipal Act, providing that tho administration 
of every public institution maintained out. of municipal funds shall vest in the committee, but 
that the extent of the independent authority of tho committee may be prescribed, by the Local 
Government. 


2t. The sections relating to municipal police have also been collected in a separate 
chapter (Chapter V). We have added a section (7S) defining the powers and duties of the 
police in respect of offences against tho Act or rules made thereunder. By this section they 
arc empowered to arrest pens >ns committing such offences when necessary, and are required 
to give immediate information of the commission of such offences to the committee, and to 
assist members or officers of the committee in the exercise of their lawful authority. 

25. Another new chapter (Gliapter VI) sets forth the powers of tho committee to do, or 
to require others todo, or to abstain from doing, particular acts. This and the fol lowing chapter, 
which deals with offences affecting the public health, safety or convenience, Lake the place of 
the powers to make rules for the prevention of nuisances, and for entry oil private property 
for the detection and abatement of nuisances, given by section 67 of the Bill as introduced, 
and of the powers to issue injunct ions and make conditional orders as to nuisances given by 
sections 6S to 7U, and this chapter also embodies the additional powers to make rules and 
other powers expressly given by the Bill as introduced. 

26. In framing these sections, the existing bye-laws of the principal municipalities, and 
the detailed Municipal Acts in force in other provinces of British India, have been referred 
to, and we have endeavoured to giv»- all the powers not elsewhere given in tile Bill which it 
appears to be necessary or pro]KU a that Punjab municipalities should possess. While there 
maybe municipalities in which some of these powers are not required, these municipal- 
ities can be excepted by the Local Government under one of the provisions contained in the 
Supplemental chapter from the sections giving the powers which the csiivu instances of the 
municipality render unnecessary. 

27. Instead of enabling committees to make rules regulating for sanitary reasons the 
crops which may be grown within municipal limits, we have, by section 11 (5, empowered 
the Local Government to prohibit by notification the cultivation of any crop, the use of any 
manure or the irrigation of land in any manner, which is reported by the Sanitary Commissioner 
to be injurious to health, or to impose such conditions thereupon as may remove the risk ot 
injury, and have provided for compensation where the practice prohibited was of long standing. 


2S. In section 117, which relates to the regulation of offensive or dangerous trades, and 
corresponds with section 71- of the Bill a* introduced, we have omitted manufactories of gun- 
powder or fireworks, which can now he regulated by rules made by the Local Government 
under tho Explosives Act., IV of JS8I*, and shops for smoking opium, ns these must be licensed 
under the Opium Act, and the Local Government, may, if it thinks proper, instruct Deputy 
Commissioners to consult municipalities before granting a license under that Act. 




29. In section 1 19 we have extended the power given by t he Bill as introduced to make 
rules for the inspection and proper regulation of lodging-houses in houses occupied by members 
of more than one family, and have stated in greater detail the subjects with which such rules 
may deal. This power, writli that given in Action 115, to prohibit the use Lor human habitation' 
of houses unfit to be so used, will enable commit! cos to exercise more effective control than 
hitherto over the arrangements fertile accommodation of human beings where this appears neces- 
sary for the preservation of the public health, and will, it is believed, be of special importance, 
not only in hill-stations, but in places tlm population of which is liable to be largely increased 
'at particular seasons by the resort of pilgrims or tin* holding of large fairs. 

30. Chapter VII provides for the punishment of certain offences affecting the public 
health, safety and convenience and of disobedience to orders given by the committee under the 
powers conferred by the preceding chapter. 
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31. In ChapterVIII, which deals with control^ the changesmade have been, iii the 

direction of assimilation with the provisions of the Panj&b District Boards Act. We have also « < 
revised the list of subjects on which the Lopal Government is empowered to make rules. 


82., In the Supplemental chapter (Chapter IX) we have added provisions that copies o$. 
rules should be kept by committees available for inspection and for sale to the publife 
(section 100) ; that rules or byc-laws made under tho Pan jab Municipal Act, 1873, should, so far 
as consistent with, and within the powers conferred l>y, this Bill, pontiuue in force until repealed 
by new rules, which the proper authority is required to make and take the necessary 
steps for bringing into force so soon as may be (section 1 Gl) ; and we have included provisions for 
altering the boundaries of municipalities or the class to which they belong (sections 103 to 169), 
for excepting them from tho operation of such parts of the Bill as are not suited to their cir- 
cumstances (section 170), and for withdrawing them from the operation of the law relating 
to municipalities (section 171). 


83. A special section applicable only to Simla (section 177) has also been added to save 
the land-tax which has been substituted for the ground-rent formerly charged by Government*, 
and which is levied concurrently with a tax on the annual value of property.

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must have amusement of some sort. It is quite possible to make jumbling an expensive amuse- 
ment, but to stop it altogether, if the people wish to indulge in it, is beyond the power of the 
law* and the attempt to do it would probably only result in systematic bribery hud the corrup- 
tion of the poliea. What appears to be chiefly needed is the repression of the professional 
&-gambler, the man who makes his living by going about inducing people td game and as often 
as not swindling them out of their money. The urgent requisite is a law which will enable 
the authorities to deal with professional gamblers, and all who aid and abet them, with prompt 
severity, wherever thqy may be found. For other purposes tho Act of 1867 appears to be 
sufficient, nor does the extension of all its provisions to the province generally appear even to be 
necessary. 

# 

7. The present Bill has, therefore, been framed so as to deal particularly with ^-gaming, 
for which fresh legislation is urgently required. 

Section 2 removes the doubt which lias been felt as to the construction of section 291A of 
the Penal Code, by declaring the^ame of u ti ” and other like games to be “ lotteries ” within 
the meaning of that section. 

Section 8 similarly removes tho doubt which has been felt, as to tho construction of 
Act III <JE 1867, by declaring that taking part in the game of “ ti” and other like games shall 
be deemed to be "gaining" within the meaning of that Act. It also contains other provisions 
the chiof effect of which will bo to make it an offence to take part in such games in a private 
as well as in a public place. 

The penalties imposed by section 4* on those who, as managers, doings, &e., conduct or 
assist in conducting such games have boon advisedly made severe. Experience has shown 
that nothing but groat severity of punishment will suffice to check this profitable form of 
gambling. 

Section 6 of the Bill gives power to the Courts to demand security from persons who 
notoriously earn their living, or part of their living, by gaming of this description. Tho 
necessity for this provision arises to some extent from the fact that gambling of the kind 
which it is the object of the proposed enactment to suppress has been held to be an ostensible 
means of subsistence within the meaning of the Code of Criminal Procedure. 

If this Bill becomes law, the powers in the hands of the authorities for the suppres- 
sion of gambling will, it is believed, be sufficient and will at the same time be suck as to 
secure, it may be confidently hoped, the desired results without risk of oppression.

STATEMENT OP OBJECTS AND BBASdNS. ' 

The object of this Bill is to provide more effectually for the suppression of certain forms' 
of gaming in British Burma. . 

2. It has long been the opinion of thq most experienced District and Police Officers 
that the systematic gambling originally .introduced by the low class Chinese who infest 
the towns and villages, and now carried on by them and by Burmans of a similar stamp, is ' 
. doing great injury to the people of that province. In 1882, on the representation of the In* 
spector-General of Police of the prevalence of tin and of the inadequacy of the law to repress 
them effectually, the matter was taken up by the Chief Commissioner, who by a Resolution di- 
rected Commissioners to obtain an expression of public opinion on the question. With the Re- 
solution were circulated various papers bearing on the subject, including a Bill for the suppres- 

• sion of unlawful gaming which was before the legislature of the Straits Settlements. Special 
inquiry was mode as to whether the people of Burma desired, and were prepared to aooept, a 
stringent gaming law similar to that Bill. 

8. The answers showed clearly that the Burmans as a body regarded the prevalence of 
gambling, especially as practised in the ti,* as' a very great evil. Government officers were 
almost equally strong in their denunciations of these tin. With a few exceptions the opinions 

* received were in favour of suppressing this and other forms of public gaming, and the Bill pro- 
posed for the Straits Settlements was accepted as a guide to the direction which legislation 
should take. 


. 4. The history of the means which the Courts have hitherto used to check the opening 
of Us is briefly as follows. For some years after the passing of Act III of 1867 it was held 
that a it was a form of gaming, and that the lists and papers used in the ti were instruments 
of gaming, within the moaning of that Act. This view was confirmed by the High 
Couvt* of Calcutta in 1809. In 1876 Mr. Wilkinson and Mr. Quinton, as Judges 
of the Special Court of British Burma, held that tin were lotteries, and that, since the enact- 
* ment of section 291 A of the Indian PenalCode, lotteries were punishable under that section 
and not under Act III of 1867. Tt is not clear what effect tlio learned Judges of the Special, 
*Courfc gave to section 15 of Act XXVII of 1870, the Act by which section 29 1\ of the Indian 
Penal Code was .enacted. However, since the date of this judgment, the prosecution of the 
promoters of Us under Act III of 1S07 may be said to have ceased ; tin have been regarded . 
as lotteries and the persons concerned in them have been prosecuted under section 29 A A of 
the ludiau Penal Code ; and until latoly no doubt of tlio applicability of that section to this 
particular kind of gambling lias arisen. 

, 5. Two recou t rulings of tho Judicial Commissioner have presented a different view of the * 

Jaw. In the first of the cases in question the accused had been ✓convicted by the Magistrate, 
under section 13 of Act HI of. 1867, as having been engaged in a ti in a zaj/at or public rest- 
house beside a public road. The Judicial Commissioner called for the proceedings, and, having 
come to the conclusion that a ti was not a game of chance and was more hotting or wagering, 
he referred the matter to the Special Court. The Officiating Recorder, Mr. Allen, dissented 
from, tho Judicial Commissioner's opinion, and held that the conviction was right. Under 
the constitution of the Special Court tlic opinion of the referring Judge prevails. The 
Judicial Commissioner accordingly issued a circular in which his own view of the law id 
enjoined on the Courts subordinate to him, — in other words, on all Courts outside the 
/ jurisdiction of tho Recorder of Rangoon,— and in which ho lays down the doctrine that a ti is not 
a game nor a lottery, and that the papers used in collecting the money of the persons who take 
part in the ti are wrongly described as lottery-tickets. In the second of these cases the accused 
had been convicted by tlic Magistrate at Rangoon under section 291 A of the Penal Code of 
keeping a lottery-office. On appeal to the Officiating Recorder, that officer referred the ques- • 
turn of whether a ti is a lottery to the Special Court. The Judicial Commissioner held that it 
was not; the Officiating Recorder that it was. Fn this case also the opinion of the referring 
Judge prevailed. The Judicial Commissioner, however, lias informed the Courts subordinate to 
him that his own view of thclaw is to be their guide. There are thus two contradietdry judg- 
ments of the Special Court, and two diverse rules of law established for different parts of tlio 
province, each Judge holding to his own individual opinion. 

6. Tho object of the present Bill is to obviate the effect of the judgments and circulars 
of the Judicial Commissioner above referred to, which bar all prosecutions for /ta’-gaming, and 
the effect of which has already been to give a fresh impetus to that kind of gambling. 

It has not been thought expedient to copy tho measure proposed by the Govommcmt^of 
the Straits Settlements. The draft Ordinance is a very complicated piece of legislation, very 
stringent in its provisions, and very likely, unless worked under closer supervision tlwn can be 
given to it in Burma, to become an engine of oppression. Moreover, it does not seem either 
peccssary or desirable to endeavour to check gambling of every kind. A people like the Burmese

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must have amusement of some sorb; lb is quite possible to make gambling an expensive amuse- 
ment, but to stop it altogether, if the people wish to indulge in it, is beyond the power of the 
law; and the attempt to do it would probably only result in systematic bribery and the corrup- 
tion of the police. What appears to ho chiefly needed is the repression of the professional 
ti -gambler, the man who makes his living by going about inducing people to game and, as often 
as not swindling them out of tlieir money. The urgent requisite is a law which will enable 
.the authorities to deal with professional gamblers, and all wlio aid and abet them, with prompt 
severity, wherever they may be found. For other purposes the Act of 1S67 appears to he 
sufficient, nor doos the extension of all its provisions to the province generally appear even to be 


necessary. 

7. The present Bill has, therefore, been framed so as to deal particularly with li-gamiug, 
for Which fresh legislation is urgently required. 


Section 2 removes the doubt which has been felt as to the construction of section 29 4 A of 
the Penal Code, by declaring the game* of " ti 99 and other like games to he u lotteries" within 
the meaning of that section. 

Section 3 similarly removes the doubt, which lias been felt as to the construction of 
Act III of 1867, by declaring that, taking part in the game of u ti 99 and other like games shall 
bo deemed to he t€ gaining” within the meaning of that Act. It also contains other provisions 
the chief effect of which will bo to make it an offence to take part in such games in a private 
as well as in a public place. 

The penalties imposed by section 4 on those who, as managers, daings, &o., conduct or 
assist in conducting such games have been advisedly made severe. Experience has shown 
that nothing but great severity of punishment will suffice to check tills proii tattle form of 
gambling. 

Section 6 of the Bill gives power to the Courts to demand security from persons who 
notoriously earn their living, or part of tlieir living, by gaming of this description, Tho 
necessity for this provision arises to soma extent from the fact that gambling of the kiud 
which it is the object, of the proposed enactment to suppress has been held to be. au ostensible 

means of subsistence within the wcuniug of the Code of Criminal Procedure.'

If this Bill becomes la.\v, tho powers iu the hands of the authorities for the suppres- 
sion of gambling will, it is believed, he sufficient and will at the same time bo such as to 
secure, it may be confidently, hoped, the desired results without risk of oppression.

STATEMENT OE OBJECTS AND REASONS. 

Tun object of this Bill is to amend the Burma Steam-boilers and Prime-movers Act, 1882, 
in such a manlier as to provide for the grant oF certificates to engine-drivers, authorizing them 
to take charge of boilers and prime-movers attached to engines of not more than twenty horse- 
power. Under the Act as it at present stands, certificates can be granted to engineers of 
the firgt and second classes only, and all boilers and prime-niovers must be in charge of 
engineers of one or other of tlie.se classes. The Board of Examiners appointed under tho 
Act have recently represented to the Chief Commissioner that these provisions cause unneces- 
sary hardship to a dass of Native drivers who can he trusted to manage, and actually do 
manage, small engines. It would be misleading to give these men engineers* certilicat.es of 
any class, inasmuch as they are in no sense engineers. On the other band, it is only fair to 
them and the small inillowners who employ them that they should ho eligible For some sort of 
certificate j^nd be permitted to take charge of boilers and prime-movers attached to engines of 
low horse-p^wer. Under these circumstances, the Board suggest that the Act should be 
amended in such a way as to authorize the grant to such persons, when found competent, of 
engine-drivers* certificates, which will empower them to take charge of boilers and prime- 
movers attached to engines of not more than twenty horse-power, and they point out that there 
is a precedent for the g r aut of such certificates in f he Inland Steam-vessels Act, JSSI, sec- 
tions 28 and 2D. In order to carry out these suggestions, which are supported hy the Chief 
Commissioner, the present Bill, which makes the necessary amendments in the Burma Steam- 
boilers and Prime-movers Act, 1882, has been prepared.

REPORTS ON THE STATE OF THE SEASON AND PROSPECTS OF THE CROPS FOR 

THE WEEK ENDING THE IOth SEPTEMBER 1884. 


General Remarks.— The rainfall continues insufficient over the Madras Presidency (tlio Malabar 
Coast excepted), and the crops in the districts bordering on Mysore and in Madura and Coimbatore are 
in a very backward condition. In the eastern portion of Mysore the state of the crops is reported 
to be critical, though prospects have slightly improved in the province. Pasture is scarce in Bellary 
and Coimbatore and parts of Mysore. Rain is also wanted in the Deccan and Southern Mahratta Country, 
while ill Shikarpur and Ahmedabad the crops have been damaged by excessive wet. In two districts 
the want of fodder is much felt. Throughout Hyderabad, Berar, Central India, and Rajputana the 
prospects are favourable, though in some localities a break in the rains would be beneficial. The same 
remark applies to the Punjab and the North-West Provinces and Otidh. In the Central Provinces 
there has been heavy rain during the week, causing floods and much damage to standing crops, especially 
in Seoni. Prospects have somewhat improved in Bengal with recent general rain, but more is much 
needed inBehar and Orissa; and the transplanting of rice is retarded. The tea plants in Cacliar are 
reported to have been attacked by the tea bug and red spider, aud floods have done some injury to rice ; 
otherwise prospects are favourable iu Assam. In Burma the crop prospects are also favourable. 

The latest report of the Meteorological Department (dated lltli instant) shows that the rainfall 
is confined to the North-West Himalaya, Darjeeling, Lower and Western Bengal, the Central Provinces, 
and the west coast of the peninsula. 

Harvesting of paddy, cholum , ragi , and other crops are in progress in Madras, and the kharif harvest 
has commencod in Northern India, where the land is also being prepared for the rabt. Weeding is 
much impeded in the Central Provinces by excessive rain. The // m rice harvest is not yet completed 
in Bengal, and the transplanting of seedlings for the next, crop cannot be carried out in several district 
till more rain falls. 

Small-pox and cholera arc present in most Provinces, but the latter is prevalent only in Akyab 
Patna, Ahniedahad, and parts of Madias. The usual autumnal fever is reported from Assam, Bengal, 
and the North-West. 


Prices are falling in the Punjab and North-West Provinces, while in Bengal they arc fluctuating.

Resolution.— "With the approval of the Secretary of State for India, tiro 
Governor General in Council is pleased to determine, in supersession of the 
Resolutions No. C8L, dated 31st Jammy 3878, and No. 2831, dated 3rd Sep- 
tember 1881, that the selection of officers for employment in the Assay Depart- 
ment shall he made in the following manner : — 

I. — As directed in Resolution No. 321, dated 3 2tli May 1876, commissioned 
officers only shall, as a general rule, he appointed substantively to

II. — No officer shall be appointed substantively to the Assay Department 
• without producing the following four certificates after practical 
examination : — 

(3) Of attendance at a three-mouths’ practical course of Inorganic 
Chemistry (qualitative, only) at the Normal School of Science, 
liondon. 

(2) Of attendance at a 1111 * 00 - 1110111118 ’ practical course of Metallurgy 

at the Royal School of Minos, especially w'itli reference to tho 
assaying of gold and silver and their alloys. 

(3) Of attendance for a month at the Assay Laboratory of the Royal 

Mint, London, permission to attend the Mint being previously 
obtained from Her Majesty’s Secretary of State for India. 

The above courses not to lie taken out simultaneously, but to occupy 
seven months in all. 

(4s) A certificate from the Head Assay or of the Royal Mint." as to the 
candidate’s ability to assay tho precious metals, to lie tested by 
practical examination. 

III. — Tho certificates, when obtained, should he forwarded by tho officer 

to Her Majesty’s Secretary of State for India, who will then inform 
the Government of India whether the officer is pro tanto qualified 
for tlie Assay Department, subject to completion of his qualifica- 
tion by attendance at the Assay Office Laboratory at Calcutta or 
Bombay for a certain probationary period. 

IV. — Whenever a want of candidates eligible for admission to the Assay 

Department is foreseen, the Government mav permit a selected 
officer to attend at the Laboratory of the Assay Master at Bombay 
or Calcutta for a period not- exceeding six months in order to 
prepare himself for a prescribed examination. During this period 
of probation, the full salary of the office he may happen to hold 
'< at the time, subject to a minimum of Its. 450 a month, and in 
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addition the presidency hoqse-rent of his rank, w ill b« granted 
to him.* At the expiry of the term of probation, the probationer 
will be examined by the Assay Master of the Mint to which he is 
attached, the examination being framed so as to test the practical 
familiarity of the probationer with the ordinary work of an Indian 
Assay Laboratory, and with the duties expected of an Assay Officer 
attached to a Mint, and his knowledge generally of the methods of 
assaying both gold and silver, and particularly of the method of 
assaying silver which is peculiar to the Indiau Mints. Certain 
alloys should be given to tho probationer, and a report on their 
fineness required according to such methods of assay as may bo 
stipulated at the discretion of the Assay Master ; and it must be a 
condition that the whole of tho manipulating details shall be con- 
ducted by the probationer with his own hands. The ability of tho 
probationer to preparo pure gold and silver for assay check pur- 
poses should also be carefully ascertained. An officer who has so 
passed the prescribed local examination only may, at tho discretion 
of the Government of India, be employed temporarily in the Assay 
Department. The period of such employment, however, is not to 
•exceed twelve mouths at one time, unless under very special 
circumstances, and with the sanction of the Secretary of State. 

V.— -The Governor General in Council desires it to he understood that the 
mere successful result of the examination thus prescribed, or of any 
other, will not entitle the probationer to appointment to t he Assay 
Department. The Assay Master under whom he is employed should 
report confidentially to Government his opinion as to tho aptitude 
and general (apart from men? technical) fitness of the probationer 
for the position of an Assay Officer. A similar report will he re- 
quired also in the case of officers who have obtained the certificates 
referred to in clauses II and III.

STATEMENT OF -OBJECTS AND REASONS. . 

# The object of this Bill is to amend the Burma flte^m-boilers and Prime-movers Act, 18S2, * 
in sueli a manner as to provide for tin* grant, of certificates to engine-drivers,, authorizing them 
ta take charge of boilers and prime-movers attached to ongiues of not more than twenty horse- 
power. Under the Act as it at present stands, certificates can be granted to engineers of 
the first and second classes only, and all boilers ami prime-movers must be in charge of 
engineers of one or other of these ‘classes. The -Board of Examiners appointed under the 
4<* have recently represented to the Chief Commissioner that these provisions cause unneees- 
*sary hardship to a class of Native drivers who can be trusted to manage*, and actually* do* 
manage, small engines. It would be misleading to give these men engineers* certificates of 

* any class, inasmuch as they arc in no sense engineers. /Ou the other hand, it is only fair to 
thenr'and the small mill owners who employ them that they should be eligible for some sort of 
certificate and be permitted to take charge Of boilers ahd prime-movers attached to engines of 
low horse-power. Under these circumstances, the Board suggest that the Ait should be 
amended in such a way 'as to authorize the grant to such persons, when found competent, of 
Engine -drivers* certificates, .which will empower them to taker charge of boilers <^nd prime-, 
movers attached £o engines of not more than twenty horse-power, and they point out that there 

• is a precedent for the grailt of such certificates in the Inland ’Steams vessels Act, 1881, sec- 
tions 28 and 29. In order to carry out these suggestions, which are supported by the Chief 

, Commissioner, the present Bill, which makes* the necessary amendments in the .Burma Steam- 
boilers aud Prime- movers Act, 1882, lias been prepared. *

REPORTS OH THE STATE OF THE SEASON AJTD PROSPECTS OF THE OB OPS FOB 

THE WEEK ENDING THE 17th SEPTEMBER 1884. 


General Remarks. — In the Madras Presidency the rainfall was agfain light, and the prospects of 
the crops continue unfavourable in the Ceded Districts and in parts of Madura and Coimbatore. Bain 
fctill holds off in Mysore, and the prospects of the crops in most districts are very. bud. Fodder is also 
becoming scarce. In Coorg prospects are favourable. In parts of the Deccan' and the Southern 
Mahratta Country rain is still msuilicicnt ; elsewhere in the Bombay Presidency there has been, good 
rain, and in parts it was excessive and crops huvp be-?n slightly damaged. In the Nizam’s territories, 
the Berars, and the Central India and Kajputana States prosjiecls are* very good. There was rain 
throughout the North-Western Provinces, Oudh, and the Punjab, and prospects are good. 

The heavy rain which continues in the Central Provinces is injuring the crops in places, and a break 
would lie beneficial. Jn Bengal rain is still insufficient, and more is very much wanted in many 
districts. Good rain fell in three districts of Adfeum, but more is wanted in Oauhuli. The last report of 
the Meteorological Department, dated 18th instant, shows that rain is confined to the western, central 
and southern parts of India, to Burma, and to Eastern Bengal.

Harvesting is in progress in a few districts of the Madras presidency, Khar! f prospects are good in 
the North-Western Provinces and Oudh and th«* Punjab. Preparations for the rahi are in progress in 
Bombay and the North-Western Provinces and Oudh. In Bengal transplanting of amun is still going 
on, and the aus harvest continues. 

Cholera, small-pox, and fever are prevalent in most provinces. Prices are rising in Bellary and 
Kuraool and arc* fluctuating in Bengal. In the North-Western Provinces and Oudh they show a ten- 
dency to fall; elsewhere they are generally Stationary.

Head — 

Summary of the Weather Reports for August 1884. 

Except at a few stations in the north-west of India the barometer has 
been generally low in the past month. The depression has been most strongly 
marked in Orissa, Ganjam, and the Contral Provinces in the cast, and in Guzerat 
and Sind in the west. Otherwise, with the single exception, shortly to be noticed, 
the relative distribution of pressure has been fairly in accordance with that 
which is usual at the time of year. In August there exists, as a general rule, 
a broad hand of relatively low barometer stretching from tho Indus Valley 
south-eastward to Eehar, hut, in the present month, this normal band was 
divided into two portions and formed two distinct areas of low pressure, one 
lying over Behar and Chutia Nagpur, the other over the Indus Valley. This 
change in the distribution of pressure coincided with a considerable variation of 
the winds from their nprmal character and consequently of the weather of 
Northern India. 

Of travelling cyclonic disturbances, such as usually appear during the 
summer monsoon, there have been no examples of importance during the 
present month. 

Temperature has been a little above the average at most of the Carnatic 
and Deoean stations and locally at a few places in Northern India also, but in 
general the temperature of the month has been below the average. In the 
Punjab and North-Western Provinces the changes of temperature have been 
sudden and considerable, hut in other parts of the country the departures from 
the mean have as a rule been slight and gradual. 

The humidity of the atmosphere has been slightly in excess over Northern 
and Central India, hut in the peninsula the amount of moisture has shown 
either a slight deficiency, or, as on the Bombay coast, an almost exact agree- 
ment with the average.

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The rainfall returns display considerable variations in the amount of 
precipitation. In the Punjab, with the exception of Marred, Rawalpindi, Simla, 
and Delhi, there has been inore or less deficiency on the average, while over 
nearly the whole of the North-Western Provinces, on the contrary, there 1ms been 
excessive rain. At Allahabad, however, a region of deficient rainfall commences, 
and from that station eastwards, in Behar, Bengal, and as far as Burma, the 
present month has been one of general deficiency. Over the central parts of 
the country the departures from the average were very irregular, ranging from 
►an excess of 12 inches at the stations of Juhbulporo andSutna to a deficiency of 
5 inches at Khandwa. Rajputaua, like the Punjab, lias had a somewhat scanty 
rainfall, while Sind and G uzerat, though deficient on the mean of all stations, 
show irregularities similar in character to those of the luorc central parts of 
•the country. On the west coast from Itatnagiri southwards, as well as at the 
inland stations of Belgaum, Morcarn, Madura, Salem, and Wellington, the rain- 
fall has been above the average, but both on the coast to the north of Ratnagiri 4 
and at almost every peninsula station to the east of the Ghauts, the amount of 
rain has been below the average of the mouth. 

The largest total fall in the month has been 42 inches at Mercara, and 
there were 38 indies at Moulmein, 34 inches at Itatnagiri and Akyah, 32 inches . 
at Mangalore, 30 inches at Knrwar, and 27 inches at Goa and Simla. Accord- 
ing to the data the largest number of wet days, 27, occurred in Burma and on 
the west coast, while the Central Provinces had 25 and Bengal (excluding 
Behar) and the North-Western Provinces 23. 


Very heavy falls of rain were experienced in the west on the 28th and 
29th, and in the North-West Himalaya and neighbouring region on.the 7th, 10th, 
and partially on' the 12th. 

■«’ The following table sums up the rainfall returns under the divisions 

adopted in the weather summaries previously issued. It will be noticed that 
the deficiency reported from Behar and mentioned m the text is masked in the 
table by the excessive rain which has fallen in the North-Western Provinces 
and similarly the excess which is shown in Bombay, Madras, and Mysore is . 
due to the heavy min which occurred within a limited portion of the west / 
.. coast and not to general excess over the whole region : —

Returns of accidents to trains, fcc., on tbe open lines of Railway in India for the quarter 
ending 31st March 1884. # 

Observations. — As compared with the corresponding quarter of the pre- 
vious year, the number of accidents to trains, rolling stock, permanent-way, 
&c., shows a decrease of 90 or 12*57 per cent, against an increase of 498 miles 
or 4*98 per cent., in the open mileage, and of 67,719 miles or 0*66 per cent, in 
the train-mileage. The following are the Railways on which the fluctuations 
chiefly took place : — ^

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2. The decrease on the Eaqt Indian Railway was mainly due to the number 

of accidents under “ goods trains or parts of goods trains, engines, &c., leaving 
the rails ** being only 1 against 9, that under “ trains running over cattle on the 
line,” 8 against 18, and that under. “ other accidents,” nil against 6. * . 

3. On the South Indian Railway the number of cattle accidents diminished 
from 43 to 23. 

4. Of the decrease of 38 accidents on the Great Indian Peninsula Railway, 

11 occurred undor “ goods trains, or parts of goods trains, engines, &c., leaving 

the rails,”* 16 under “ fire in trains,” and 10 undor “ other accidents.”

6. The largest increase on the Bombay, Baroda, and Central India Railway 
took place under “ other accidents,” the number of cases shown under this head 
being 25 against 18. 

6. On the Punjab Northern State Railway there was a satisfactory decrease 
under ** fire in trains*,” the number of cases having been only 1 against 25. 

7. On *the Indus Valley State Railway the number of cattle accidents* 
decreased from 33 to 22, “ the failures of machinery, springs, &c., of engines ” 
from 35 to 13, and “ fires in trains ” from 25 to 16. 

* 

8. The increase on the Rajputana-Malwa Railway principally occurred 
under “ trains running over cattle on the line.” 

9. On the Northern Bengal Railway there was no noticeable .variation 

under any particular heads. * 

10. The total number of accidents on the Calcutta and South-Eastern 
Railway shows an increase of 2 only, but it appears from the del a Us that while 
the number of cattle, accidents roso from 8 to 20, the number of . miscellaneous 
accidents was nil against 7. 

11. The casualties resulting from accidents to trains, &c-., w T cro among 
passengers, nil against 4 injured, and, among servants, 1 killed and 11 injured; 
against 2 killed and 6 injured. In a case of derailment of a material lorry, 
caused. hy the sudden application of the brake at the Bhore Ghat reversing 
station, Great Indian Peninsula Railway, 6 servants of the Company were more 
or less injured.

13. The number o£ cattle accidents was the same as in the corresponding 

quarto# of- 1883, but it appears that there were decreases of 10, 20, 8, and 11 on 
the East Indian, South Indian, Great Indian Peninsula, and Irtdus Valley and 
Kandaliar Railways, and increases of 24 and 12 on the Rajputana-jVLalwa and 
Galcutta and South-Eastern Slate Railways, respectively.. *■ 

14. Of 21 cases of “bursting of boilers or tubes, &c., of engines,’ * 0 occur- 
red on the Indus .Valley and 7 on tho Rajpulana-Malwa Railway. On the 
Sind, Punjab, and Delhi Railway there was a largo decrease under this head, 
the number reported being 1 only against 11 in the 1st quarter of 1883. 
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18. The number of oases of “failures of machinery,, springs, &c., of 
engines ! r deceased, from 66 to 48 or by 28, of which the largest number 22*is * 

due to the Indus Valley Bailway. 

16. The couplings failed in 84 instances, of which 6 took place on the ‘ 
Sind, Punjab, and Delhi, and 14 on the Rajputana-Malwa Railway. 

17. All the 4 cases of “ broken rails '* occurred on the Rajputana-Malwa 

Bailway, but, as coxhpared with the corresponding quarter of the previous 
year, there has been a reduction of 6 accidents. " 

18. The cases of “ fire in trains ” decreased from 95 to 53, or by 44 per cent. * 
As already noticed, the decrease principally took place on the Great Indian 
Peninsula, Punjab Northern, and Indus Valley Railways.

STATEMENT OF OBJECTS AND REASONS. 

The object of this Bill is to amend the Burma Steam-boilers and Prime-movers Act., 18^2, 
in such a manner as to provide for the grant of certificates to engine-drivers, authorizing them 
to take charge of boilers and prime-movers attached to engines of not more than twenty horse- 
power. Under the Act as it at present stands, certificates can be granted to engineers of 
the first and second classes only, and all boilers and prime-movers must be in charge of 
engineers of one or other of these classes. The Board of Examiners appointed under the 
Act have recently represented to the Chief Commissioner that these provisions cause unneces- 
sary hardship to a class of Native drivers who can be trusted to manage, and act ually do 
manage, small engines. It would be misleading to give these men engineers’ certificates of 
any class, inasmuch as they are in no sense engineers. On the other hand, it is only fair to 
them and the small millowners who employ them that they should be eligible for poine sorr oL 
certificate and be permitted to take charge of boilers and prime-movers attached to engines of 
low horse-power. Under these circumstances, the Board suggest that 1 lie Act should be 
amended in such a way as to authorize the grant to such persons, when found competent, of 
engine-drivers’ certificates, which will empower them to take charge of boilers and prime- 
movers attached to engines of not more than twenty horse-power, and they point out that there 
is a precedent for the grant of such certificates in the Inland Steam- vessels Act, lSSI, sec- 
tions 28 and 29. In order to carry out these suggestions, which are supported by the Chief 
Commissioner, the present Bill, which makes the necessary amendments in the Burma Steam- 
boilers and Prime-movers Act, 1882, has been prepared.

ALTERATION OF THE MODE OF VALUING SUITS RELATING TO REVENUE- 
FAYING LAND FOR THE PURFOSE OF DETERMINING THE JURIS- 
DICTION OF THE VARIOUS GRADES OF CIVIL COURTS. 


The following letter is published for general information : — 

Nu. 1260, dated Simla, the 26th September 1884. 

From — A. Mackenzie, Esq., Secy, to the Government of India, Iloine Dept., 

To — The Chief Secretary to the Government of Madras. 

I am directed to acknowledge the receipt of your letter No. 449, 
dated the 15th February 1883, regarding the question of altering the mode of 
valuing suits relating to revenue-paying land for the purpose of determin- 
ing the jurisdiction of the various grades of Civil Courts. 

2. Under section I t of the Madras Civil Courts Act, No. Ill of 1873, 
when the subject-matter of any suit or proceeding is land, a house, or a 
garden, its value is, for the purposos of the jurisdiction confeircd by that 
Act, fixed.in the manner provided by the Court-fees Act, 1870, section 7, 
clause V. 

3. The following are the rule's under tho last-quoted Act by * which the 
computation of court-fees is regulated : — 

(1) permanently settled land paying annual revenue to Government, 

which forms an entire estate or a definite share of an estate, or 
forms part of such an estate and is recorded in the Collector’s 
register as separately assessed with such revenue, is valued at ten 
times the revenue so payable ; 

(2) temporally settled land paying annual revenue to Government, 

where it forms an entire estate or a definite share of an estate, or 
forms part of such estate and is recorded as aforesaid, at tivc times 
the revenue so payable ; 

(3) land wholly or partially exempted from the payment of such reve- 

nue, or charged with any fixed payment in lieu of such revenue, 
whcic net profits have arisen therefrom during the year next 
before the date of presenting the plaint,, *at. fifteen times sueli net 
profits ; 

(4) land forming part, of an estate paying revenue to Government, not 

being a definite share of such estate, and not separately assessed 
as above mentioned, at the market value of the land. 

•1<. In the communication from the High Court at Madras submitted to 
this Department with your letter No. 310, dated the 1st May 1882, it was re- 
presented Jthat in the Madras Presidency the effect of the above artificial sys- 
tem of valuation is to causo suits relating to land to be greatly undervalued, 
the result, being that District Munsifs, while nominally disposing only of suits 
valued at Rs. 2,500 oV less, are intact deciding eases which involve much higher 
values. The High Court expressed an opinion that the market value of the 
land should Ire adhered to as the true criterion of valuation for purposes of 
jurisdiction in all cases ; but, as there might he practical difficulties in the way 
of ascertaining this value, tho Court suggested that the principle provided iu 
the Court- fees Act should continue to ho followed, the multiples being increased 
twofold and fixed under the first of the three foregoing*rules at 10, 20 and 30 
limes the revenue or net profits, respectively. This proposal received the con- 
currence of the Government of Madras, who recommended legislation for tho 
purpose of giving effect thereto. 

5. It was intimated to the Madras Government in this office letter No. 
1570, dated the 23rd, October 1882, that, before deciding what measures should 
be taken in order to place on a more satisfactory footing the system under which 
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suits of the nature described are at present valued for the purpose of determin- 
ing the jurisdiction of the Civil Courts in the Madras Presidency,' the Governor .. 
General in Council had deemed it advisable to consult other Local Governments 
and Administrations on the subject generally, with the view of ascertaining the' 
systems followed in this respect in the several provinces, and of determining 
whether a uniform scheme of valuation of land cannot bo adopted throughout 
British India for the purposes of court-fees as well as for the purposes of juris- 
diction. 

8. Prom the replies received to this reference it appears that, while the 
Civil Courts Acts of the several Provinces, unlike that in force in Madras, ‘pre- 
scribe no special rules for fixing the value for jurisdiction of the subject- 
matter of land suits, but simply define the limit of the jurisdiction of each grade 
of Court by the money value of the subject-matter in suit, thus leaving the 
market value to be the strictly legal criterion, a practice has sprung up 
generally in the inferior Courts of accepting, in the absence of any express 
provision of law to the contrary, the court-fee valuation for purposes of juris- 
diction also. The generally admitted result is that land suits are in conse- 
quence much undervalued and disposed of by Courts not duly competent 
to try them. It is agreed by the groat majority of the authorities consulted 
that the prescription of some artificial mode of fixing valuation for jurisdiction 
would prove of great advantage, and that, if a mode founded on the principle 
adopted in the Court-fees Act should be accepted, a fair average approximation 
to the market value of temporarily and permanently settled lands respectively 
might be secured by doubling the multiples of 5 and 10, by which the fees on 
suits for such lands arc computed. In the case of lands falling under the 
third of the classes enumerated in paragraph 2 supra , the weight of opinion 
seems to be in favor of considering the multiple therein mentioned as securing a 
fair approximation to the market value of such lands. 

From the foregoing statement must bo excepted the Bombay Presidency, 
where, under rulings of the local High Court, the jurisdiction of Civil Courts 
in ^regard to suits for land is reported to be determined in each case solely by 
the* market value of the land. 

7. The Government of India agree with the generally expressed opinion 
that it is extremely desirable to introduce sdme simple mode of valuing land 
suits for purposes of jurisdiction — some mode which will givo a fair approxi- 
mation to the true criterion of market value. It would no doubt be the most 
logical course to adhere, as Sir C. Turner recommends, to the true market 
value as ascertained in each individual case. But the practical objections 
to such a course are weighty, and indeed irresistible. In default, some 
artificial measure capable of easy application must be devised. The simplest 
means of effecting the object in view is, the Government of India consider, to 
adopt and apply the principle of the Court-fees Act, which has received legisla- 
tive sanction in Madras and has established itself in practice in most of the other 
Provinces, hut to alter the multiples so as to bring the value thus determined 
into as close accord as possible with true market value. As the market 
value of land varies considerably in the different provinces, and even in differ- 
ent districts of the same province, it bus been suggested to the Government of 
India that a rule to secure the end proposed would most appropriately be laid 
down somewhat to this effect, that, for the purpose of determining the juris- 
diction of the Courts in all suits relating to land, the Local Governments shall 
have power to declare from time to time in each district what multiple of the 
land revenue payable to Government in the case of revenue-paying lands, and 
what multiple of the profits or what rate per acre in the case of revenue-free 
lands, most nearly represents the market value ; that the rate, so declared shall 
remain in force for ten years ; and thpt such valuation, so long as it remains 
in force, shall be accepted by the Courts. 

8. It would be evidently convenient well as expedient that there 
should he one and the same mode both for the purpose of court-fees and for . 
that of jurisdiction, and this object will he kept in view when the Court-fees 
Aot comes under amendment. But as it is uncertain when the Government 
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may be able to undertake a revision of this Act, and as it is desirable that the 
anomalies in the pecuniary jurisdiction of. the Courts, brought to. notice, 
should bo removed; it has been considered advisable to confine any modification 
which maybe introduced in the present law and practice to points which do 
not raise any financial issues. In the meantime, I am to enquire whether the 
s u ggestion above referred to commends itself to His Excellency the Governor 
of Madras in Council and to the Honourable the Chief J ustice and Judges of 
the High Court at Madras.

8. British Postal Orders issued from any Indian' 
Post Office are payable at any Money Order Office 
in the United Kingdom (including the Channel 
Islands and the Isle of Man) and at Gibraltar and 
Constantinople. 

. 4. The purchaser of a British Postal Order 
mu3t, before parting with it, fill in the name of 
the person to whom the order is to be paid, and 
may fill in the name of the Money Order Office, 
(in the United Kingdom, &c.) at which the amount 
is to be paid. If the name of a Money Order 
Office is not entered by the purchaser, the order 
will be payable at any Money Order Offioe named 
by the payee. 

5. The purchaser should keep a record of the 
number and date and name of the Office of Issue 
of * the order, to facilitate enquiry if the order 
should be lost. 


6. After a British Postal Order has once been 
paid, to whomsoever it is paid, the British Post 
Office will not be liable for any further cluitn. 

7. If any erasure or alteration lie made, or if 
th© order is cut, defaced, or mutilated, payment 
may be refused. 

8. After the expiration of three months from 
tho last day of the month of issue,- a British 
Postal *Order will lie payable only ou payment by 
the payee of a. commission equal to the amount of 
the. original British poundage marked on the 
order.
